BUSY  MAN 


SIOO.OOO  WASTED  YEARLY 

TWO  words,  "well  done"  are  all  that  are  necessary 
to  describe  a  man's  work  when  he  is  a  g'ood  and 
faithful  servant.  The  Municipal  Affairs  Committee 
has  found  it  necessax'y  to  use  31,500  words  in  telling  of  the 
work  done  by  the  local  street  cleaning  department. 
This  report,  which  shows  that  the  department  is  about 
70  percent  efficient,  and  that  there  is  annually  a  waste 
of  approximately  $100,000  by  the. city's  "white  wings" 
squad,  burst  like  a  bombshell  over  the  heads  of  the 
city  officials  and  Superintendent  Owens  has  been  asked 
to  do  some  explaining.  Literally  swamped  by  a  mass 
of  details  the  very  completeness  of  which  proves  that 
the  committee's  engineers  have  done  their  work  well, 
his  task  will  prove  no  light  one. 

The  investigation  on  which  is  based  the  report  was 
a  most  thorough  one,  covering  a  period  of  six  months. 
Night  and  day  the  block  squads  were  trailed  through 
the  streets  by  employees  of  the  Chamber  and  what 
they  saw  justifies  what  Mayor  Rolph  terms  the  most 
"scathing-  arraignment"  he  has  ever 
read.  It  is  now  up  to  the  city  of- 
ficials. The  investigation  is  being 
carried  on  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  and  members  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal Affairs  Committee  will  be 
on  hand  at  every  session  to  back  up 
the  charges.

INDIAN    WAREHOUSE    RESTORED. 

San  Francisco  merchants  who  formerly  enjoyed 
quite  a  business  with  the  Indian  reservations  are  again 
to  have  an  opportunity  to  furnish  the  thousands  of  tons 
of  supplies  called  for  annually,  Manager  Wheeler  of 
the  Traffic  Bureau  having  obtained  a  restoration  of  the 
warehouse  during  a  recent  visit  to  Washington.  For 
the  last  few  years  San  Francisco  merchants  were  un- 
able to  bid  on  these  supplies,  all  bids  and  samples  hav- 
ing been  considered  in  the  East. 


CONFERENCE  ON  UNMERGING 

A  conference  on  the  Southern  Pacific — Central  Pa- 
cific unmerging  case  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission  Monday,  March  16th.  It  was  attended 
by  Robert  Newton  Lynch  and  Seth  Mann  representing 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  railroad  officials.  No 
definite  result  followed  the  conference. 


Shacks  Disappearing. — On  the  first  of  March  of  tli 
year  1911  there  were  1826  shacks  standing  in  San 
Francisco.  On  the  first  of  March  of  this  year  they 
were  all  removed  with  the  exception  of  106.  Some  in- 
dication of  the  loyalty  of  San  Franciscans  and  the  im- 
mense strides  this  city  has  made  since  the  holacaust 
of  1906.  The  Municipal  Affairs  department  has  kept 
close  tab  on  this  work. 

Pullman  Fares. — Travelers'  tendency  to  be  exclusive 
is  said  by  the  railroads  to  be  responsible  for  their  re- 
quest to  increase  the  Pullman  rates  for  compartments 
and  drawing  rooms.  At  a  hearing  of  the  petition  held 
before  the  Railroad  Commission  Tuesday.  March  17th, 
the  Traffic  Bureau  officials  of  the  Chamber  took  the 
stand  that  if  the  compensation  for  the  Pullman  service 
was  unsatisfactory  to  the  carriers  the  railroads  should 
change  their  contract  with  the  Pullman  people  instead 
of  asking  the  public  to  pay  more. 

Should  Get  Busy. — Chamber  of  Commerce  members 
who  arc  interested  in  car  demurrage  should  immedi- 
ately get  busy  and  keep  the  Traffic  Bureau  informed  as 
to  their  complaints  in  demurrage  cases.  The  bureau 
has  been  given  ten  days,  in  which  to  file  a  brief  showing- 
reasons  why  the  present  rules  should  not  be  changed. 

Insurance  Reduced. — In  1912  the  insurance  premium 
income  in  San  Francisco  was  $4,167,165.  In  1913  it 
dropped  to  $3,498,788,  a  decrease  of  nearly  $700,000.  It 
is  expected  that  1914  will  see  a  drop  of  at  least  $100,- 
000  below  the  figure  of  1913.  The  high  pressure  water 
system  is  responsible  for  most  of  the  decrease,  the  con- 
struction of  this  perfect  fire  fighting  plant  having 
proved  a  potent  factor  in  reducing  the  rates. 

Credit  Bureau. — The  establishment  of  a  Credit  Bu- 
reau under  control  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is 
planned  by  the  Retail  Trade  Committee.  There  is  a 
crying  need  for  such  a  bureau,  say  the  retailers  who 
have  lost  many  thousands  as  a  result  of  the  "thrift" 
of  some  of  their  customers.  Much  of  the  preliminary 
work  towards  the  establishment  of  such  a  bureau  has 
already  been  done  by  active  special  committees.  The 
cost  of  the  service  will  be  minimized  by  the  formation 
of  a  central  bureau. 


PATRIOTIC  WEST. 

More  recruits  for  the  army 
and  navy  of  Uncle  Sam  were 
enlisted  in  San  Francisco  in 
the  last  year  than  in  any 
other  city  in  the  United 
States.  Few  persons  realize 
that  this  activity  means  much 
to  the  commercial  life  of  the 
commixnity.  The  more  en- 
listments the  greater  the 
force  required  to  carry  on 
the  work,  hence  a  big  in- 
crease in  our  military  popu- 
lation.

Many  Seek  Information. — Each  month  finds  an  ad- 
ditional increase  in  the  number  of  inquiries  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  for  literature  descriptive  of  San 
Francisco,  which  is  an  indication  of  the  value  of  this 
department.  Last  month  this  department  sent  out 
27,189  pieces  of  literature  in  response  to  requests  from 
persons  interested  in  this  city. 

Business  Opportunities. — Since  the  first  of  the  year 
inquiries  containing  possible  business  opportunities 
have  been  received  by  this  department.  Members  of 
the  Chamber  were  notified  of  the  chance  to  increase 
their  business. 

Praise  From  Consul. — I-ion.  Franz  Bopp,  German 
Consul,  seeking  information  about  San  Francisco, 
writes :  "Your  department  is  better  equipped  and  pre- 
pared than  an}'  other  similar  department  to  which  I 
have  appealed." 

School  Fire  Risks. — The  Insurance  Committee  of 
the  Chamber  wants  an  inspection  of  school  buildings 
considered  non-fireproof,  with  the  idea  of  formulating 
plans  to  reduce  the  risk.  With  this  end  in  view  con- 
ferences have  been  held  with  the  fire  chief  and  Board 
of   Fire   Commissioners. 

Many  After  "Joy  Book." — The  "Joy  Book"  recently 
issued  by  the  Chamber  made  such  a  hit  that  a  sec- 
ond edition  was  printed  to  supply  the  demand.  The 
book  is  made  up  of  cartoons  published  in  the  Call  and 
Post  with  appropriate  text  giving  the  many  reasons 
why  all  San  Franciscans  should  wear  a  perpetual 
smile.

BAD  DAY  FUR  BEATS 

Monday  was  a  bad  day  for  that  type  of  citizen  who  has 
always  found  it  more  convenient  to  move  than  pay  his 
bills.  The  Supervisors  passed  to  print  an  ordinance  com- 
pelling all  expressmen  to  file  with  the  Chief  of  Police  a 
weekly  statement  containing  a  record  of  the  removals  they 
have  made  during  the  week.  This  record  will  be  open  to 
the  merchant  and  enable  him  to  locate  the  man  who  has 
moved  leaving  behind  him  unpaid  bills.  The  ordinance 
was  drawn  up  by  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  after  numerous  conferences  with 
expressmen,  merchants  and  police.  It  means  a  saving  of 
thousands  of  dollars  to  the  retailers,  who  suffered  greatly 
as  a  result  of  the  activities  of  the  "skips." 


FOREIGN  TRADE  LECTURE 

J.  Alexis  Shriver  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce,  who  has  just  returned  from  a  trip  around 
the  world  investigating  the  possibilities  for  increasing  the 
markets  for  American  canned  goods,  at  the  invitation  of 
the  foreign  trade  department  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, delivered  an  address  on  the  subject  on  the  floor  of 
the  Exchange  Monday.  A  large  number  of  interested 
merchants  learned  much  from  his  talk. 


Charities  and  Donations. — The  Charities  and  Dona- 
tions Committee  of  the  Chamber  will  soon  have  a  re- 
port of  particular  interest  to  the  retailers.  It  will  con- 
tain a  list  of  deserving  charities  considered  worthy  of 
support  by  merchants,  thus  eliminating  the  everlast- 
ing- call  upon  the  merchants  by  the  solicitor  who  is  the 
particular  beneficiary  under  the  present  S3'stem.  Think 
of  the  time  and  money  this  will  save. 

Better  Conditions. — The  aim  of  the  Retail  Trade 
Committee  is  to  make  business  conditions  better  for 
the  merchant  wdio  sells  to  the  public.  The  committee, 
though  in  existence  but  a  year,  has  already  done  much 
for  the  local   dealers. 

Finish  of  the  Itinerant  Vendor. — Thanks  to  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  Tax  Collector's  office,  the 
end  of  the  itinerant  vendor  in  San  Francisco  seems  to 
be  in  sight.  A  new  ordinance  placing  the  power  to 
issue  a  traveling  trader's  license  in  the  hands  of  the  Tax 
Collector,  instead  of  the  Police  Department  is  in  course 
of  preparation.  The  tax  will  be  $50  a  day.  It  is  es- 
timated that  itinerants  take  $200,000  a  year  out  of 
San  Francisco,  without  a  cent  of  expense  except  their 
hotel  bills,  business  that  is  needed  by  dealers  who  have 
rent  to  pay  and  taxes  to  meet.

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CO-OPERATION  IS  NECESSARY 

Mr.  W.  T.  Sellfck,  an  expert  in  his  line,  lias  been  re- 
tained by  the  Chamber  to  take  up  with  the  members 
the  matter  of  continuing  the  "Sustaining  Fund"  which 
lapsed  on  January  1st.  and  by  nn^Siis  of  which  three 
very  important  departments  of  the  Chamber  were  main- 
tained. The  approach  of  the  date  for  the  opening  of 
the  canal  and  the  proximity  of  that  magic  date  Feb- 
ruary 20,  1915,K^Fair  Opening  Day — make  it  very  nec- 
essafiy  that  the  Chamber  receive  financial  support  to 
enable  it  to  carry  on  the  burden  of  additional  work.  It 
is  a  burden  that  should  be  shared  b}'  every  merchant 
and  property  owner  in  San  Francisco. 


FOREIGN  TRADE  OPPORTUNITIES 

U  yea  are  interested  write  to  Foreign  Trade  Department  giving  number 


Minimum  Charge  on  Less  Than  Carload  Lots, — The 

rail  carriers  have  made  application  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  for  permission  to  alter  their  tariffs,  which, 
if  granted,  will  result  in  material  advances  in  less  than 
carload  shipments.  The  Traffic  Bureau  is  preparing 
data  with  which  to  combat  any  increase.  The  hearing 
will  be  held  March  27th. 

Better  Freight  Service. — At  the  solicitation  of  the 
wholesale  plumbing  goods  houses  of  the  city  the  Traf- 
fic Bureau  secured  improvement  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Corcoran  freight  service.  Certain  practices  of  the  car- 
riers in  handling  enamelware  and  earthenware,  which 
vi'orked  hardships  on  the  shippers  were  rectified  as  the 
result  of  the  conferences. 

Inspecting  Auditorium. — The  Chamber's  engineers, 
invited  l>y  the  J'anania  Exposition  Company  to  in- 
spect the  auditorium  in  course  of  erection  in  the  Civic 
Centre  report  that  all  the  steel  work  on  the  building 
is  up,  part  of  the  floors  laid  and  the  masonry  work 
started. 

Follow  the  Leader. — The  morning  following  his  in- 
auguration President  Michaels  presented  the  name  of 
Mr.  Cole,  president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Berkeley  for  membership,  Mr.  Cole  having  sought  af- 
filiation, because,  he  said  "he  wanted  to  keep  in  touch 
with  San  Francisco  affairs."  Real  "hands-around-the- 
harbor"  spirit.  Right  here  is  a  good  opportunity  to 
suggest  a  game  of  "Follow  the  Leader." 

List  of  Exporters  and  Importers. — A  circular  letter 
has  been  sent  by  the  Foreign  Trade  department  to  all 
exporters  and  importers  with  a  blank  form  to  be  filled 
out  and  it  is  urged  upon  those  who  have  not  already 
done  so  to  return  the  blank  filled  out  as  this  list  is  to 
be  compiled  and  furni.shed  to  the  Bureau  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Commerce,  all  American  consuls  abroad 
and  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  the  principal  cities  of 
the  world.  Those  who  have  not  responded  may  lose 
many  opportunities  for  making  sales  in  foreign 
markets. 

Obtains  Refund. — Representing  a  large  rice  im- 
jiorter,  the  bureau  manager  appeared  before  the  Rail- 
road Commission  and  secured  a  decision  resulting  in 
a  refund  on  a  rice  shipment.  Needless  to  say  the  im- 
porter is  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Rate  Reduced. — The  rate  on  cotton  hose  with  wood 
fibre  finish,  shijipcd  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific 
Coast  has  been  reduced  on  a  showing  made  by  the 
Traffic   r.urcau.

FREE  TOLLS 

THE  Chamber  is  keeping  in  the  closest  touch  with 
the  fight  to  repeal  the  free  tolls  provision  of  the 
Panama  Canal  bill.  By  wire  and  correspondence 
influence  is  being  brought  to  bear  to  preserve  this 
important  provision.  The  almost  unanimous  senti- 
ment of  the  Pacific  Coast  favors  free  tolls,  and  while 
it  seems  likely  that  the  President  will  force  his  recom- 
mendation through  the  House,  there  is  hope  that  the 
Senate  will  not  capitulate.  Wm.  R.  Wheeler,  Manager 
of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  will  leave  for  Washington  this 
week  to  represent  the  Chamber  before  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee, and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  get  Portland, 
Seattle  and  Los  Angeles  to  send  on  delegations. 

The  average  merchant  does  not  realize  that  the  toll 
question  affects  him  vitally  through  the  matter  of 
freight  rates.  Transcontinental  freight  rates  will  be 
controlled,  or  measured,  by  those  made  by  the  canal, 
which,  in  turn,  will  be  based  on  the  toll  rates.

SATURDAY,  APRIL  4th,  will  be  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Day  at  the  City  Planning  Exhibition  at 
1085  Market  Street,  opposite  Jones.  Members  of 
the  Chamber  are  urged  to  a  display  of  interest  in  this 
wonderful  exemplification  of  the  ideal  in  city  building. 
A  program  specially  arranged  for  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Day,  which  provides  for  speakers  well  versed  in 
the  needs  of  our  city,  will  lend  particular  value  to  the 
exhibit.

UNMERGING  CASE 

A  COMMITTEE  consisting  of  Directors  Michaels, 
Schlesinger,  Swayne,  Esberg  and  Lynch  held  a 
conference  with  Governor  Johnson  at  Sacramen- 
to last  Saturday  on  the  suit  recently  brought  by  the 
Government  to  unmerge  the  Central  and  Southern 
Pacific  lines.  The  Governor  was  given  full  informa- 
tion regarding  the  protest  of  this  Chamber  representing 
the  business  organizations  of  California,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  official  intervention  by  the  State  of  California 
in  the  suit  was  discussed.  The  Governor  received  the 
delegation  cordially  and  promised  the  fullest  considera- 
tion of  the  request  to  protect  the  shippers  and  public 
in  the  possible  developments  of  the  suit. 

The  Chamber  has  spared  no  eflFort  in  this  important 
case  and  has  assembled  much  data  and  secured  na- 
tional publicity  to  show  the  injury  which  would  result 
to  business  interests  if  our  main  distributive  rail  sys- 
tem is  disrupted.  Over  135  California  organizations 
have  joined  us  in  this  fight  and  Oregon  is  co-operating 
in  the  fullest  measure.

GERMAN  FRUIT  REPORT. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  American  Consul- 
General  in  Berlin,  Germany,  the  Foreign  Trade  Depart- 
ment has  received  an  advance  copy  of  his  annual  re- 
port to  the  Department  of  State  entitled  "The  German 
Market  for  Imported  Fruit  for  1913."  Copies  of  this 
report,  which  is  of  great  value  to  fruit  exporters,  will 
be  furnished  interested  merchants. 


PREPARING  MAPS.— The  Municipal  Affairs  De- 
partment, through  its  engineers,  is  preparing  maps  for 
the  use  of  the  Realty  Board  Committee  who  are  ap- 
praising Rincon  Hill  property  affected  by  the  regrad- 
ing  plans. 


REDUCE  PROHIBITIVE  TARIFF. 

To  reduce  the  present  prohibitive  tariff  on  canned 
goods  maintained  by  the  Argentine  Republic  and  Bra- 
zil has  been  undertaken  by  the  Foreign  Trade  Depart- 
ment of.  the  Chamber.  With  this  end  in  view  the  de- 
partment has  secured  the  co-operation  of  canned  goods 
shippers  in  the  United  States  representing  a  capital  of 
$l-t6,000,000,  and  the  leading  commercial  organizations 
of  Argentine  and  Brazil  have  had  the  matter  placed 
before  them.  A  reduction  in  these  tariffs  would  give 
Atnerican  canned  goods  shippers  untold  opportunities 
to  increase  their  business. 


PASSENGER  RATES. 

The  Bureau  has  called  attention  of  the  railroads  to 
the  non-existence  of  summer  excursion  rates  from  cer- 
tain points  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  to  San  Francisco, 
while  such  rates  are  in  effect  to  Los  Angeles  and  beach 
resorts  in  that  vicinity,  and  is  endeavoring  to  secure 
the  institution  of  similar  rates  applicable  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. Investigation  shows  that  passenger  rates  be- 
tween Santa  Cruz  and  San  Francisco  are  higher  in  com- 
parison with  rates  charged  elsewhere.

DISTINGUISHED  VISITORS. —  The  proposed 
visit  to  the.  Pacific  Coast  in  June  of  the  Congressiotial 
Rivers  and  Harbors  Committee  has  been  given  attend 
tion  by  the  Chamber.  The.  matter  has  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  National  and  Foreign  Affairs  Com- 
mittee.   

OPPOSE  RATE  CHANGE. 

Traffic  Bureau,  representatives  were  inattendance  at 
a  hearing  before  the  Railroad  Commission  all  day  Fri- 
day, iVlarch  27th,  and  opposed  the  granting  by  the 
Commission  of  the  carriers'  application  for  permission 
to  increase  the  minimum  charge  for  less  than  carload 
shipmetits  to  conform  with  the  minimum  charge  pro- 
vision of  the  Western  Classification.  The  present  min- 
imum charge  for  less  than  carload  shipments  within 
the  State  of  California  is  25  cents ;  the  granting  of  the 
carriers'  application  would  advance  the  minimum 
charge  to  the  class  rate  per  100  pounds  applicable  to 
the  commodity  shipped,  for  instance.  The  minimum 
charge  at  the  present  time  from  San  Francisco  to 
Bakersfield  is  25  cents.  If  the  application  of  the  car- 
riers is  granted,  then  the  rate  will  be  advanced  to  72 
cents  for  commodities  classified  at  1st;  62  cents,  2nd 
class;  51  cents,  3rd  class;  46  cents,  4th  class;  42  cents, 
5th  class.  

LOCAL  FIRM  VICTORIOUS.— The  Pacific  Vin- 
egar and  Pickle  ^^'orks,  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  has  won  a  signal  victory  in  an  action 
brought  by  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  United 
States  in  a  pure  food  case.  The  local  concern  forced 
the  Government  officials  to  admit  that  they  erred  in 
condemning  part  of  the  firm's  output  of  catsup. 


ASK  FOR  INSURANCE  CUT 

The  Insurance  Committee  of  the  Chamber  has  had 
several  conferences  with  the  Board  of  Underwriters  at 
which  was  discussed  the  question  of  granting  a  further 
reduction  in  insurance  rates,  the  request  being  based 
on  the  near  completion  of  the  high-pressure  system.  A 
reduction  has  been  made  and  another  promised  upon 
the  completion  of  the  plant.  The  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  system  as  it  stands  today  calls  for  a 
reduction.  

Steamship  Connection  to  East  Coast  of  South 
America. — The  Foreign  Trade  department  is  endeav- 
oring to  secure  steamship  service  to  the  East  Coast  of 
South  America,  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  north,  via  Panama 
when  the  canal  is  open. 

Securing  a  Market  in  Argentina. — Efiforts  are  being 
made  to  have  the  Transandine  Railway  establish  pro- 
portional rates  of  freight  from  Valparaiso  to  the  wheat 
and  cattle  sections  of  the  Argentine  thereby  enabling 
Pacific  Coast  shippers  to  sell  agricultural  implements, 
twine,  wire  fence,  canned  goods,  etc.,  in  competition 
with  Europe  and  Atlantic  seaboard. 

Increased  Cold  Storage  for  Australia. — The  Foreign 
Trade  department  is  endeavoring  to  have  increased 
cold  storage  facilities  arranged  between  San  Francisco 
and  Australia  to  take  care  of  shipments  of  fresh  fruits. 


STATE  EXHIBIT  BUILDING. 

The  permanent  State  Exposition  Building  at  Los 
Angeles  will  shortlv  be  opened  to  the  public.  This 
institution  belongs  to  the  State. 

All  parts  of  California  have  equal  rights  in  it. 

Installation  will  be  by  classified  subjects  instead  of 
by  districts. 

Exhibit  space  is  free. 

Installation  and  maintenance  are  free. 

Processing  of  perishable  exhibits,  and  glassware  for 
same,  are  free. 

Railroad  transportation  and  cartage  are  free. 

The  only  expense  to  the  exhibitor  is  the  exhibit  itself. 


ALMOST  UNANIMOUS.  — A  referendum  vote 
taken  by  the  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce  on 
the  rider  to  the  Sundry  Civil  Appropriation  bill  pro- 
viding that  no  part  of  the  appropriation  for  the  De- 
partment of  Justice  shall  be  used  for  the  prosecution 
of  labor  or  agricultural  combinations  revealed  that  only 
nine  business  men  favored  the  rider,  while  669  were 
against  it.  A  referendum  vote  on  the  measure  pro- 
viding for  a  permanent  tariff  commission  resulted  in  a 
vote  of  715  for  and  9  against.

If  you  meet  a 
doubting  Thomas  just  give 
him  these  figures:  After  the 
fire,  when  all  was  chaos  and 
apparent  ruin,  the  good  citi- 
zens went  down  into  their 
stockings  to  see  if  they  could 
find  the  wherewithal  to  re- 
build. Here  is  what  they  did: 
Borrowed  Eastern  capital, 
$17,000,000:  raised  right  here,

Cuts  Off  Charges. — Representations  of  the  Traffic 
Bureau  secured  fur  interested  dealers  a  cutting  off  of 
the  switching  charge  on  coal  shipped  from  Utah  to 
Ocean  \  iew. 

Sacramento  Valley  Northern  California  Class  Rates. 
— The  Traffic  Bureau  is  endeavoring  to  secure  an  ad- 
justment of  the  Sacramento  Valley  class  rates  to  the 
basis  of  those  to  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  the  latter 
having  been  adjusted  as  a  result  of  the  bureau's  ac- 
tivities in  May,  1912. 

Increasing  Foreign  Markets. — .\  list  of  the  commo- 
dities exported  from  San  Francisco  has  been  sent  to 
every  American  consul  with  a  request  to  furnish  sug- 
gestions as  to  how  to  increase  sales  as  against  foreign 
competition.  Replies  have  been  received  from  over  two 
hundred,  many  containing  most  valuable  suggestions 
and  these  are  now  on  file. 

Steamship  Service  to  North  China  and  Siberia. — The 
Foreign  Trade  deiiartmcnt  is  endeavoring  to  get  a 
Northern  China  firm  to  establish  regular  service  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  North  China  and  Siberia  by 
putting  on  a  refrigerator  steamer  wliich  can  bring  over 
dressed  beef,  butter  and  eggs  and  take  back  fresh 
fruits,  etc.

(  In  \\c(hies(lay,  .\pril  1st,  the  Xet  Container  .\ct  of 
California  became  a  law,  \'iolations  of  this  law  are 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25.  or  more  than 
$500.  or  imprisonment  for  six  months.  The  only 
articles  exempted  are  packages  selling  for  less  than  ^^^ 
eleven  cents.  In  a  nutshell  the  law  is:  All  packages 
containing  articles  for  human  consumption,  except 
medicine,  must  be  labeled  to  show  exact  weight,  or 
contents  in  number  or  liquid  measure.  Copies  of  this 
bill  will  be  furnished  by  the  Chamber  on  application.

REGIONAL  BANK 


SECRETARIES  McADOO  and  HOUSTON  said: 
The  presentation  of  facts  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  before  the  Regional  Bank 
Committee  was  the  most  concise  and  convincing  argu- 
ment we  received  on  our  trip.  There  was  no  oratory, 
no  attempt  to  introduce  extraneous  matter;  just  a  plain, 
direct  statement,  showing  the  city's  wonderful  resources. 
There  is  no  gainsaying  San  Francisco's  claim  of  financial 
supremacy  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 


THE  secret  is  out.  The  something  which  Secre- 
tary McAdoo  was  "bustin'  to  tell"  us  came  over 
the  wire  from  Washington  last  Friday  and  it  was 
to  the  effect  that  San  Francisco  had  been  awarded  the 
Regional  Reserve  Bank  for  the  Pacific  Coast  District. 
This  award  means  a  recognition  of  San  Francisco's 
claim  to  the  industrial,  commercial  and  financial  su- 
premacy of  the  Pacific  Coast.  Incidentally  it  was  a 
pat  on  the  back  for  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  for  the  award  was  larg-ely  made  on  the 
showing  made  by  this  organization.  Secretaries 
McAdoo  and  Houston  have  declared  that  of  all  the  ex- 
hibits offered  by  the  various  commercial  organizations 
that  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  was  the  most  com- 
plete and  convincing.  With  the  award  have  come  some 
very  interesting  comparative  figures  which  should  be 
borne  in  mind  by  all  who  are  proud  of  our  city's  prog- 
ress. The  Regional  Bank  hearing  revealed  that  the 
San  Francisco  district  will  represent  514  National 
banks  with  a  capital  of  $8,115,524.  Of  the  twelve  cities 
awarded  a  reserve  bank  this  city  ranks  sixth,  being  ex- 
ceeded in  capital  only  by  New  York,  Chicago,  Phila- 
delphia, Cleveland,  and  Boston  in  the  order  named. 

The  San  Francisco  district  is  the  Jargest  of  the 
twelve,  embracing  603,558  square  miles,  with  a  popula- 
tion of  5,389,303.  The  district  includes  the  states  of 
California,  Washington,  Oregon,  Idaho,  Nevada,  Utah, 
and  part  of  Arizona. 


STEADY  increase  in  membership  and  revenue  is  re- 
sulting from  the  efforts  now  being  made  to  interest 
the  merchants  of  San  Francisco  in  the  work  of  the 
Chamber.

Incidentally  they  intend  to  show  that  Modesto 
is  distinctly  on  the  map  when  it  comes  to  a  display  of 
the  qualities  which  make  for  success  in  community 
progress.  The  visitors  will  be  entertained  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  during  their  visit. 

At  a  meeting  held  Monday  at  noon  at  the  Commer- 
cial Club  between  a  delegation  from  Modesto.  Messrs. 
Chase,  Lynch  and  Ransohoff,  representing  the  Cham- 
ber, plans  for  entertaining  the  visitors  were  discussed. 


INSURANCE  DAY 

THE  Chamber  has  endorsed  the  Exposition  offi- 
cials' plan  to  set  aside  April  18th  next  as  "In- 
surance Day,"  and  a  special  celebration  will  be 
held  at  the  Exposition  grounds  on  that  day.

San  Francisco  rebuilt  will  be  one  of  the  biggest  ex- 
hibits of  the  Exposition  and  it  is  a  fitting  tribute  to  the 
insurance  industry  that  a  special  day  be  set  aside,  on 
which  we  can  celebrate  the  rejuvenation  of  the  city 
and  announce  to  the  world  that  we  are  ready  to  wel- 
come visitors  here  for  the  great  International  Expo- 
sition.   

STREET  CLEANING  REPORT. 

The  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the 
Chamber's  charge  that  the  Street  Cleaning  Department 
of  the  city  government  was  but  70  per  cent  efficient 
was  concluded  last  Friday  afternoon.  It  is  now  the  in- 
tention of  the  Chamber  to  submit  briefs  on  points 
raised  during  the  hearing,  this  action  having  been  de- 
cided on  by  members  of  the  Board  and  James  M.  Han- 
ley,  attorney  for  the  Chamber.  Members  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Affairs  Committee  were  in  frequent  attendance 
at  the  hearings,  in  addition  to  Engineers  Campbell  and 
Adams. 

through  the  approach  of  the  Panama  Canal  opening 
and  the  Exposition,  and  is  a  strong  indication  that  the 
merchants  and  others  who  are  responding  so  freely 
realize  the  need  of  a  concerted  and  organized  effort  to 
meet  the  occasion. 
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CENTRAL  FIRE  STATION 

The  Directors  of  the  Chamber  have  strongly  en- 
dorsed the  recommendation  of  Fire  Chief  Murphy  that 
a  central  fire  station  be  built  on  the  Fire  Department's 
lot  on  Mint  Avenue,  near  Fifth  Street.  This  would 
mean  increased  protection  for  the  wholesale  and  retail 
districts,  where  the  greatest  damage  would  be  caused 
in  the  event  of  a  conflagration.  It  would  be  the  head- 
quarters for  the  Chief  and  housing  for  special  appa- 
ratus and  the  clerical  force  of  the  department.  The 
plan  has  received  the  unqualified  endorsement  of  Chief 
Engineer  Robertson  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters 
of  the  Pacific. 

The  Chamber,  acting  on  request  of  the  Retail  Trade 
Committee,  has  asked  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Roard  of  Supervisors  to  include  an  allowance  for  the 
building  in  the  budget  now  being  prepared.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  the  improvement  will  cost  $153,000. 

WARNING  TO  MERCHANTS. 

The  Chamber  is  advised  that  from  time  to  time  per- 
sons professing  to  be  in  a  position  to  secure  through 
petition  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  or 
otherwise,  interchangeable  mileage  tickets  at  greatly 
reduced  rates,  are  soliciting  merchants  employing 
commercial  travelers  for  subscriptions  in  amount  rang- 
ing from  $10  to  $100  for  the  furtherance  of  such  work. 
The  proposition  of  these  individuals  is  so  ingeniously 
worded  that  they  do  not  lay  themselves  liable  to  crim- 
inal prosecution. 

The  Chamber  advises  its  members  that  any  sub- 
scription to  such  individuals  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Manager  and  the  Attorney  of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  a 
waste  of  good  money.  The  Traffic  Bureau  will  be  glad 
to  explain  the  true  situation  regarding  mileage  books 
to   any   member  sufficiently   interested   to  call   at   its 

office.  

TO  AID  SAN  FRANCISCO  MERCHANTS. 

W.  K.  Hughes,  of  W.  K.  Hughes  &  Co.,  214  Front 
Street,  who  is  now  en  route  to  Honduras,  very  kindly 
volunteered  to  look  into  any  matters  of  interest  to  the 
Chamber's  members,  while  on  his  trip.  Appreciating 
the  spirit  of  the  offer  the  Foreign  Trade  Department 
has  asked  Mr.  Hughes  to  learn,  if  possible,  the  cause 
for  delay  in  Central  American  shipments  and  wh}'  no 
apparent  effort  has  been  made  to  stop  the  pilfering  fre- 
quently complained  of  by  San  Francisco  merchants. 

LOS  MOLINOS  RALLY,— Jos.  R.  Hickey  repre- 
sented the  Chamber  at  a  "Get  Together  Rally"  of  the 
Fos  Molinos  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  March  12th. 
Five  hundred  persons  were  in  attendance  and  the  rally 
was  remarkable  for  the  get  together  spirit  displayed.

New  York — At  New  York  the  port  improvements 
with  the  Canal  opening  in  view  will  cost  $15,000,000, 
aside  from  $9,000,000  set  aside  by  the  state  for  canal 
terminals  connecting  the  lakes  with  the  seaboard. 

Philadelphia — Deepening  the  Delaware  and  other- 
wise preparing  for  increased  trade. 

Baltimore — Planned  bond  issue  for  harbor  improve- 
ments with  special  reference  to  increased  trade  due  to 
Panama  Canal. 

Norfolk — Now  planning  to  take  advantage  of  open- 
ing of  Canal. 

New  Orleans — Crescent  City  has  in  contemplation  an 
issue  of  $3,000,000  of  dock  and  warehouse  bonds. 

Other  Gulf  Ports — Pensacola,  Mobile  and  Galveston 
rushing  harbor  improvements  in  preparation  for  in- 
creased business. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Journal  that  ONE  HUN- 
DRED MILLION  DOLLARS  will  be  spent  by  East- 
ern and  Gulf  cities  in  preparation  for  the  Canal  open-

American  cars  were  shipped  abroad.  They  were  worth 
$27,029,451.  Only  492  cars  from  foreign  shops  were 
imported. 


DIRECT  MANCHESTER  LINE. 

The  port  of  Manchester,  England,  is  making  a  strong 
effort  to  have  a  direct  steamship  line  established  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  Manchester  (via  the  Man- 
chester Ship  Canal,  which  is  capable  of  passing  the 
largest  ships  in  commission).

canned  goods,  grain,  timber,  etc.,  and  the  names  of  the 
principal  importers  have  been  given.  The  Foreign 
Trade  Department  suggests  our  exporters  look  into 
this  question,  as  the  Manchester  authorities  believe 
with  a  little  encouragement  a  line  of  steamships  could 
be  induced  to  operate.

TRADE  EXCURSION 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  in  correspondence 
with  the  American  Trade  Tour  Co..  which  has  char- 
tered the  S.  S.  "Kroonland"  for  a  trade  excursion  from 
New  York  to  the  chief  West  Indian  and  South  Ameri- 
can Atlantic  ports.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  promoters 
of  the  enterprise  to  make  the  vessel  an  "exhibit  ship," 
with  the  object  of  enabling  American  manufacturers 
and  merchants  to  increase  their  business  with  the  cities 
visited.  The  promoters  want  a  California  section  on 
the  ship,  claiming  that  the  opening  of  the  Canal  will 
give  California  shippers  and  producers  a  rare  oppor- 
tunity to  gain  a  foothold  in  markets  on  the  eastern 
coast  of  South  America.  Further  information  may  be 
obtained  by  inquiring  at  the  Foreign  Trade  Depart- 
ment. 


NORTHERN  CALIFORNIA  CLASS  RATES. 

A.  C.  Kaiser,  manager  of  the  McCloud  River  Lum- 
ber Co.,  Commercial  Department,  McCloud,  Cal.,  rep- 
resentative of  the  shippers  of  Northern  California,  was 
a  recent  visitor  to  the  Chamber,  and  expressed  much 
interest  over  the  so-called  Sacramento  Valley  Case, 
which  comes  up  before  the  Railroad  Commission  in 
May.  As  the  membership  of  the  Chamber  has  been 
already  advised,  the  efforts  of  the  Bureau  towards 
satisfactory  adjustment  of  these  rates  resulted  in  some 
reductions  by  the  railroads.  The  latter  have  been  con- 
sidered inadequate  by  the  Chamber,  and  the  whole 
matter  has  been  submitted  to  the  Railroad  Commission 
for  adjudication.  Mr.  Kaiser  advised  that  all  North- 
ern California  shippers  are  eager  to  co-operate  with 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  furthering 
the  matter  before  the  Commission. 

The  McCloud  River  Lumber  Co.  was  the  first  con- 
cern in  Northern  California  to  bring  to  the  Chamber's 
attention  the  matter  of  merchandise  rates  from  San 
Francisco  to  that  section.

PARCEL  POST  RATES. 

The  Board  of  Directors  has  adopted  resolutions  op- 
posing any  increase  in  the  parcel  post  weight  limit  for 
a  period  of  two  years,  taking  the  stand  that  it  will 
require  that  time  to  enable  the  Postal  Department  to 
determine  as  to  the  economic  value  of  the  present 
limits,  and  also  to  enable  the  express  companies  to 
give  express  rates,  rules  and  regulations  recently  in- 
augurated a  thorough  trial. 


MAIL  AT  FERRY. 

Supporting  Postmaster  I'ay  in  his  efforts  to  give 
better  mail  service  to  San  Franciscans.  President 
Michaels  has  written  to  Postmaster  General  Burleson 
a  strong  endorsement  of  INIr.  Fay's  plan  to  transfer  the 
distribution  of  mail  to  the  Ferry.  The  letter  followed 
a  report  made  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Chamber 
members,  who  thoroughly  investigated  existing  con- 
ditions. The  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  are  giv- 
ing more  hearty  and  cordial  support  to  this  matter. 


LUMBER  IN  CHINA.— The  German  Government

WE  ARE  EIGHTH 

POSTAL  receipts  indicate  to  a  great  extent  the 
financial  and  commercial  life  of  a  community.  In 
a  list  of  fifty-five  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  United 
States  San  Francisco  ranks  EIGHTH.  According  to 
figures  furnished  by  the  Postmaster-General  the  gross 
postal  receipts  of  this  city  for  the  fiscal  year  1913 
reached  the  grand  figure  of  $2,943,122.38.  The  only 
cities  exceeding  this  city  in  postal  receipts  for  the 
same  period  were  New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia, 
Boston,  St.  Louis,  Pittsburgh  and  Cleveland.  Los 
Angeles  ranks  sixteenth  ;  Portland,  Ore.,  twenty-sixth, 
and  Seattle,  twenty-eighth.  Oakland  is  the  fifty-fifth 
city. 


BIG  TRADE  OPENING 

SEVERAL  million  pounds  sterling  for  extensions 
and  betterments  having  been  voted  by  the  rail- 
roads of  Brazil,  Argentine  and  Chili,  the  Foreign 
Trade  Department  of  the  Chamber  is  now  engaged  in 
endeavoring  to  prevail  upon  the  lines  to  use  California 
oil  as  fuel  and  Pacific  Coast  lumber  for  construction 
work.  If  successful  millions  of  dollars  will  be  added  to 
the  business  of  this  city.  Further  and  more  definite 
information  is  now  being  gathered. 


BAD  SIDEWALKS  MUST  GO 

THE  efforts  of  the  Chamber's  Municipal  Affairs 
Committee  to  bring  about  an  improvement  in 
sidewalk  conditions  in  San  Francisco  have  borne 
fruit  in  a  number  of  instances  through  the  co-operation 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Photographs  of  par- 
ticularly obnoxious  walks  were  taken  and  sent  to  the 
city  officials,  who  notified  the  property-owners  that 
repairs  must  be  made.  As  a  result,  there  were  built 
numerous  bulkheads  to  keep  dirt  from  the  walks  and 
many  new  walks  constructed.  An  ordinance  prepared 
by  the  Chamber  and  submitted  to  the  City  Attorney 
provides  a  revolving  fund  from  which  money  may  be 
obtained  to  repair  walks  and  build  bulkheads,  the  work 
to  be  done  when,  after  due  notice,  property-owners 
fail  to  make  the  demanded  improvements.  The  cost 
of  such  improvements  is  to  be  charged  against  the 
property  improved  and  collected  through  suit  brought 
by  the  city.  It  will  be  a  lien  against  said  property 
until  paid.  By  this  means  it  is  hoped  to  compel  re- 
calcitrant or  non-progressive  holders  to  keep  pace  with 
the  general  improvement  of  the  city. 
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FRAUDULENT  ADVERTISING 

That  the  iiK-rchunts  of  San  Francisco  are  fully  appre- 
ciative of  the  "Fraudulent  Advertising"  ordinance 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  behest  of  the 
Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  its  endeavor  to  put  business  on  a  higher  plane,  may 
be  gathered  from  the  following  resolution  adopted  by 
the  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association  at  a  meeting  held 
March  26th: 

Whereas,  False  representations  and  misleading  statements 
have  been  made  by  some  advertisers  for  the  purpose  of  deceiving 
the  public;    and 

Whereas,  Such  misrepresentations  in  advertisements  work  a 
hardship  on  legitimate  business  and  conscientious  merchants;  and 

Whereas,  An  ordinance  numbered  2359  was  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  30th  day  of  June.  1913,  making  of- 
fenders guilty  of  a  misdemeanor:  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, in  meeting  assembled,  that  we  hereby  approve  and  commend 
said  ordinance,  and  condemn  the  action  of  any  merchant  or  mer- 
chants who  shall  make  a  statement  in  their  newspaper  advertise- 
ments which  is  intended  to  mislead  the  public  and  which  is  not  in 
accordance  with  true  facts. 

With  the  aid  of  the  "Vigilance  Committee"  of  the  Ad 
Men's  Association,  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  is  keeping  a  close  watch  on  the  class  of  dealers 
who  are  unscrupulous  in  their  methods  of  telling  of  the 
merits  of  their  goods.  With  the  aid  of  District  Attorney 
Fickert  it  is  Imped  to  entirely  check  the  evil. 


WHOLE  WORLD  INTERESTED 

As  an  indication  nf  the  interest  in  San  Francisco  main- 
tained throughout  the  entire  world  the  following  list  of 
points  to  which  literature  was  sent  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Information  and  Statistical  Department 
speaks  for  itself.  This  literature  was  not  sent  indis- 
criminately but  solely  in  response  to  inquiries  and 
reached  persons  of  a  type  whose  interest  was  evinced 
through  letters :

Completion  of  the  Coast  route  of  the  State  Highway 
between  San  Francisco  and  San  Diego  will  be  discussed 
by  representatives  of  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  San 
Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara,  San  Benito,  Santa 
Cruz,  ^lonterey,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Santa  Barbara,  Ven- 
tura, Los  Angeles,  Orange  and  San  Diego  Counties  at 
a  conference  at  the  Palace  Hotel  on  the  morning  of 
April  17th.

WHAT  A  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE 
SHOULD  BE 
A  Chamber  of  Commerce  should  be  a  clearing  house 
of  ideas  for  the  advancement  of  the  welfare  of  the 
community  which  it  represents — a  melting-pot  in  which 
the  best  thoughts,  activities  and  ambitions  of  citizenship 
may  be  merged,  and  from  which  they  may  come  forth 
as  something  definite,  something  concrete  and  some- 
thing of  value.

Rates  Via  Rail  and  Water  Carriers. — Advances  in 
certain  class  and  commodity  rates  are  being  opposed 
by  the  Bureau.  The  interests  of  San  Francisco  ship- 
pers were  well  guarded  at  a  hearing  held  recently  by 
the  Railroad  Commission.  The  Bureau  will  "be  on 
the  job"  at  the  hearing  to  be  held  May  28,  1914. 

TRADE  CHANGES 

During  the  last  third  of  a  century  factory  products 
have  been  steadily  supplanting  the  products  of  the  farm 
in  the  export  trade  of  the  United  States.  In  1880,  agri- 
cultural products  formed  84.3  per  cent  of  the  exports, 
and  manufactures  (exclusive  of  foodstuffs),  only  14.78 
per  cent.  In  1913  the  proportion  of  manufactures  in  the 
export  trade  had  increased  to  48.8  per  cent,  while  that  of 
agricultural  products  had  dropped  to  46.1  per  cent. 
With  the  increase  in  exports  of  manufactures  there  has 
been  a  stead)'  increase  in  the  imports  of  raw  materials  for 
use  in  manufacturing. 

These  and  other  significant  changes  in  our  trade  are 
analyzed  in  an  interesting  manner  in  the  "Annual  re- 
view of  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States,"  a 
bulletin  just  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Do- 
mestic Commerce,  and  will  be  on  file  in  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department  of  the  Chamber.

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AFTER  GUAM  TRADE 

That  the  products  of  the  Island  of  Guam  are  well 
worth  going  after  is  the  opinion  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department,  and  to  get  the  trade  the  Department  is 
working  with  the  Governor  of  the  island  to  secure  trans- 
portation facilities  between  this  city  and  the  Far  East 
naval  station.  The  principal  commodity  exported  from 
the  island  now  is  copra,  of  which  900  tons  are  shipped 
annually.  This  could  be  increased  to  6000  tons  with 
proper  steamship  facilities.  Close  to  this  island  is  the 
Mariana  group  of  islands  (German),  which  produces 
about  900  tons  of  copra. 

The  present  imports  by  Guam,  aside  from  those 
handled  by  the  transports,  will  run  over  1000  tons.  The 
island  also  produces  coffee,  cocoa,  and  bech  de  mer,  and  is 
considerably  interested  in  the  production  of  chicle  gum, 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  chewing  gum. 


NEW  STEAMSHIP  LINE 

It  is  very  probable  that  within  a  few  months  a  new 
line  of  steamers  between  this  city  and  Australasian  ports 
will  be  in  operation.  Representatives  of  a  large  shipping 
concern  have  been  busily  engaged  for  the  last  week  in 
assembling  information  gathered  by  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department  of  the  Chamber  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
the  trade  possibilities.  It  is  proposed  to  use  vessels  with 
large  refrigerating  capacity. 


INSURANCE  RATES 

The  Chamber,  through  its  Committee  on  Insurance 
and  Fire  Protection,  has  had  up  with  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  for  some  time  the  question  of  another  re- 
duction in  insurance  rates  being  granted  on  account  of 
the  progress  made  in  completing  the  high  pressure  sys- 
tem. 

The  Committee  has  been  advised  by  the  Underwriters 
that  the  final  reduction  of  ten  per  cent  was  promised 
when  the  high  pressure  system  should  be  completed  as 
planned  when  bonds  were  voted,  and  that  the  system  has 
not  been  so  completed.  It  is  pointed  out  that  about 
twenty-one  miles  of  mains  originally  planned  have  not 
been  laid,  twenty-one  manifolds  in  the  waterfront  have 
not  been  installed,  fifty  regulating  valves  are  still  lack- 
ing, a  number  of  cisterns  have  not  yet  been  constructed, 
and  the  fire  alarm  system  is  not  finished. 

In  the  issue  of  this  paper  of  April  2nd  it  was  stated 
that  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  system  as  it 
stands  to-day  calls  for  a  reduction.  This  was  not  cor- 
rectly stated,  as  the  Committee  had  not  then  reached  any 
conclusion  in  the  matter,  and  the  Committee  is  now  con- 
sidering the  question  of  making  an  investigation  of  the 
general  insurance  rates  in  San  Francisco  as  compared 
with  other  cities.

A  recent  ruling  of  the  Steamboat  Inspection  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Commerce  forbids  the  transporta- 
tion of  naptha  soap  on  steamers  carr\'ing  passengers. 
This  ruling  works  a  hardship  on  the  manufacturers  of 
certain  brands  of  soap  who  term  their  product  "naptha," 
when  as  a  inatter  of  fact  their  soap  does  not  contain  any 
naptha  whatsoever,  the  word  "naptha"  being  used  simply 
as  a  trade  name.  The  Traffic  Bureau  has  taken  the  mat- 
ter up  with  the  Department  of  Coinmerce  with  a  view 
of  securing  a  modification  of  the  ruling  in  order  that  our 
manufacturers  of  so-called  naptha  soap  may  ship  same 
on  passenger  steamers. 


WELCOME  TO  MODESTO 

The  visit  of  the  Modesto  booster  brigade  is  an  answer 
to  San  Franci-sco  Chamber  of  Commerce  Trade  Extension 
trips.

)^T^HE  Railroad  Commission  of  California  has  de- 
I  nied  for  the  present  the  application  of  the  carriers 
to  advance  the  rate  for  less  than  carload  ship- 
ments from  25  cents  to  "100  lbs.  at  the  class  rate  which 
the  commodity  takes."  The  action  of  the  Commission 
sustains  the  contention  of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  as  pre- 
sented by  Manager  Wheeler  and  Attorney  Mann  at 
the  hearing  in  March.  The  action  means  much  to 
shippers  of  small  packages. 


FREE  TOLLS 

To  carry  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  San 
Francisco's  protest  against  the  repeal  of  the  free 
tolls  clause  in  the  Panama  Canal  bill,  is  the  pur- 
pose of  the  visit  to  Washington  of  William  R.  Wheeler 
of  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber.  Mr.  Wheeler 
left  for  the  National  Capital  Wednesday,  April  15th, 
thoroughly  equipped  to  show  what  "free  tolls"  means 
to  San  Francisco  and  the  entire  Pacific  Coast.  He  will 
be  ably  supported  by  representatives  of  Portland,  Seat- 
tle and  San  lose  chambers  of  commerce,  these  commu- 
nities realizing-  that  much  of  the  value  of  the  canal  to 
the  Coast  depends  on  the  clause  giving  coastwise  ship- 
ping the  right  to  use  the  canal  without  the  payment 
of  tolls.  The  canal  "free"  means  a  low  freight  rate 
and  a  corresponding  reduction  in  transcontinental  rates 
to  meet  canal  competition.  With  a  tax  of  $5,000  or 
$6,000  on  each  coastwise  vessel  using  the  canal,  neces- 
sarily there  will  be  higher  rates,  effectually  stripping 
the  great  ditch  of  its  real  value  to  the  merchant,  the 
manufacturer  and  the  consumer. 

According  to  best  obtainable  information  from  the 
Atlantic  &  Pacific  and  American-Hawaiian  Steamship 
companies,  the  following  net  tonnage  (on  which  canal 
tolls  would  be  assessed)  will  arrive  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
during  a  period  of  twelve  months  as  follows : 
Atlantic  &  Pacific  will  have  26  ships  arriving,  with  a 

total  net  tonnage  of 99,840 

American-Hawaiian  will  have  92  ships  arriving,  with  a 

total  net  tonnage  of 396,704 

Luckenbach   and   other  companies   will   probably  in- 
crease this  by 100,000 

Making  a  total  WESTBOUND  only  of 596,544 

If  tolls  are  assessed  at  the  rate  of  $1.20  per  net  ton, 
this  would  represent  a  tax  to  Pacific  Coast  importers 
of  $715,852.80.  As  these  ships  would  naturally  return 
to  the  Atlantic  with  cargoes  of  Pacific  Coast  products 
it  would  entail  an  additional  burden  of  $715,852.80,  and 
as  the  Pacific  Coast  products  must  meet  other  and  for- 
eign competition  on  the  Atlantic  it  would  entail  a  total 
burden  on  Pacific  Coast  shippers  of  $1,431,705.60. 

FAVOR  SAN  FRANCISCO 

H.\RNEY   COUNTY,   Eastern  Oregon,  wants  a 
railroad  constructed  through   the   county,   run- 
ning north  and  south,  to  connect  with  the  West- 
ern Pacific  for  San  Francisco.    In  a  letter  to  the  Cham- 
ber, C.  A.  Hawley,  of  Burns,  Oregon,  says : 

"I  wish  to  add  that  this  country  is  more  naturally 
tributary  to  San  Francisco  than  it  is  to  Portland.  We 
realize  that  vour  city  is  and  will  continue  to  be  the 
metropolis  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  with  the  opening 
of  the  Panama  Canal  is  bound  to  remain  the  great 
distributing  point  for  the  whole  inland  country."

GOOD  MARINE  BUSINESS 

From  the  records  of  the  iMarine  Department  it  is 
learned  that  the  lumber  receipts  for  March  of  this  year 
were  as  follows : 

From  California  ports,  35,596  M.  feet. 
Oregon  and  Washington,  66,742  M.  feet. 

The  total,  102,338  M.  feet,  is  the  largest  since  the 
middle  of  last  year. 

The  coal  receipts  for  the  month  of  March  were 
16,233  tons,  12,728  tons  of  which  were  from  foreign 
ports  and  3,505  tons  from  Pacific  Coast  (including  rail), 
the  lightest  monthly  receipts  in  the  history  of  the  port. 

The  oil  receipts  (by  water)  from  California  ports 
reached  the  total  of  590,000  barrels,  a  large  increase 
over  the  receipts  of  the  last  several  months. 

The  March  receipts  of  Hawaiian  sugar  amounted 
to  664,297  bags,  the  largest  monthly  receipts  from  this 
source  in  several  years.  The  department  has  also  re- 
corded the  receipt  of  265,500  centals  of  sugar  from  Cali- 
fornia interior  and  coast  sources  and  2,874  bags  from 
foreign  sources. 

On  April  9th,  201,705  tons  of  shipping  were  on  the 
way  to  this  port  from  foreign  and  Atlantic  ports  and 
the  Hawaiian  Islands,  an  increase  of  51,320  tons  on  the 
same  date  last  year.  This  does  not  include  coastwise 
tonnage  movement. 

In  March  of  this  year  478  vessels  arrived  in  this  port, 
an  increase  of  42  over  the  preceding  month.  The  total 
net  tonnage  for  March  was  594.294.  an  increase  of 
36,254  tons  over  February.  Of  this  tonnage  406,233 
tons  were  coast  and  188,061  tons  foreign. 

"I'm  a  couple  of  'hands'  shy,"  said  Chief  Jerry  Dailv,

BIG  GAIN  IN  EXPORTS 

,-\n  analysis  of  the  export  trade  of  San  Francisco 
made  by  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  shows  a  pleas- 
ing gain  for  the  year  1913.  In  1912  the  exports 
amounted  to  $54,707,050,  as  against  $69,670,853  for 
1913,  an  increase  of  $14,963,003.  While  the  exports  to 
some  of  the  foreign  countries  showed  a  decrease,  in  the 
majority  of  cases  there  was  an  increase.  The  countries 
showing  the  increase,  with  the  amount,  follow :  '

lands, $144,612;  Spain,  $46,909 :  Switzerland,  $21,323  ;

$9,472,049;  British  India,  $244,289;  China,  $1,367,984;

Rolph  &  Co.  This  vessel  was  loaded  at  the 
Port  Costa  Warehouse  &  Dock  Co.'s  warehouse  at 
Port  Costa  by  G.  M.  McNear,  Inc.,  and  will  be  the  last 
sailing  vessel  to  clear  with  barley  of  the  1913  crop. 


EXHIBIT  OF  GRAIN.— The  Grain  Trade  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Chamber  has  installed  on  the  floor  of  the 
'Change  Hall  a  handsome  stand  for  the  exhibition  of 
grain  standards,  cereals,  beans  and  mill  feeds.  There 
are  small  compartments  for  fifty-four  varieties.  The 
Chief  Grain  Inspector  is  now  engaged  in  gathering 
samples  from  all  parts  of  the  State  to  fill  the  com- 
partments.

DUTY  ON  CANNED  GOODS 

THE  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Charfiber  is 
in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  Department 
of  State  at  Washington  advising  the  Chamber  that 
due  attention  is  being  given  the  matter  of  securing  more 
favorable  duties  on  canned  goods  from  foreign  govern- 
ments.    The  letter  follows : 

Referring  to  previous  correspondence  in  regard  to  the  duties 
imposed  by  foreign  governments  upon  the  importation  of 
canned  goods  from  the  United  States,  you  are  informed  that 
the  Department  has  given  careful  attention  to  the  subject  and 
is  impressed  with  the  importance  of  securing  the  most  favor- 
able action  possible  on  the  part  of  those  nations.  The  De- 
partment realizes  the  value  of  such  action  in  relation  to  this 
branch  of  the  American  trade,  involving  as  it  does  both  agri- 
cultural and  industrial  resources  covering  the  whole  of  the 
United  States  and  including  the  interests  of  employers  and 
employees  alike. 

Copies  of  the  representations  and  arguments  made  by  the 
National  Canners  Association  and  other  interests  in  behalf  of 
the  canning  industry,  supplemented  by  other  information  on 
file  in  the  Department,  have  been  transmitted  to  the  American 
Embassies  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Berlin  and  Tokyo,  and  the 
American  Legation  at  Buenos  Aires,  accompanied  by  suitable 
instructions. 

You  will  be  informed  of  any  development  in  the  case.

SIGNS  REMOVAL  ORDINANCE 

THE  "Registration  of  Removals  Ordinance,"  by 
means  of  which  the  activities  of  that  type  of  citi- 
zenship wliicli  would  rather  move  than  pay  their 
J  bills  will  be  checked,  will  become  operative  on  July  ist. 
The  ordinance,  which  received  the  approval  of  all  of  the 
Supervisors  but  one,  was  signed  by  Mayor  Rolph  on 
April  23rd.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  which  has  been  pending  for  more  than  four 
months,  belongs  to  Colonel  George  H.  Pippy,  of  the 
Retail  Trade  Committee.  After  July  ist  if  a  customer 
moves  without  settling",  merchants  can  find  his  new  ad- 
dress by  applying  to  the  Chief  of  Police. 


NEW  YORK  OF  THE  WEST 

THAT  San  Francisco  is  the  New  York  of  the 
west  coast  from  a  financial  standpoint  was 
acknowledged  by  the  regional  bank  awards. 
That  this  city  outranks  all  other  Pacific  Coast  cities 
from  the  commercial  standpoint  is  shown  conclusively 
by  figures  compiled  from  Government  records  for  the 
fiscal  year  1913  by  the  Information  and  Statistical 
Department  of  the  Chamber.  These  figures  show  the 
remarkable  fact  that  THE  BUSINESS  OF  SAN 
FRANCISCO  AS  INDICATED  BY  SHIPMENTS 
ACROSS  THE  ISTHMUSES  OF  PANAMA  AND 
TEHUANTEPEC,  EAST  AND  WEST  BOUND, 
EXCEEDED  THE  COMBINED  BUSINESS  OF 
ALL  PACIFIC  COAST  PORTS.  Here  is  a  tale  of 
prosperity  told  in  figures :

Combining  the  business  of  all  the  ports  listed  above, 
this  city  is  still  $21,601,004  to  the  good.  This  city 
does  nearly  twelve  times  the  isthmus  business  of  Los 
Angeles,  eighty  times  the  business  of  Oakland,  nearly 
fourteen  times  the  business  of  Portland,  and  nearly  ten 
times  the  business  of  the  Puget  Sound.  These  figures 
effectually  dispose  of  any  argument  as  to  the  main 
distributive  point  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

LINE  TO  GALVESTON 

DIRECT  steamship  service  between  San  Francisco 
and  Galveston  is  expected  to  result  from  the 
activities  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  now 
co-operating  with  the  Galveston  Commercial  Associa- 
tion with  that  end  in  view.  It  is  believed  that  the 
water  rate  from  here  to  Galveston,  plus  the  rail  rates 
from  there,  will  give  the  San  Francisco  merchant  a 
sufficiently  low  freight  rate  to  enable  him  to  go  out 
after  the  business  of  the  commercial  centers  of  Texas, 
Oklahoma,  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Tennessee  and  Ar- 
kansas. The  canal,  it  is  expected  in  this  instance,  will 
bring  about  a  much  lower  rate  than  that  now  provided 
to  these  centers  by  transcontinental  lines. 

BIG  SHIPPING  INCREASE 

The  total  foreign  tonnage,  according  to  the  records 
of  the  Marine  Department,  chartered  and  on  the  way 
to  San  Francisco  on  April  24th  was  211.403  tons,  an 
increase  of  77,130  tons  over  corresponding  date  of 
1913. 
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FRAUDULENT  ADVERTISING 

Boston.  Xcw  Orleans,  and  Newark.  Xcw  Jersey,  are 
the  latest  cities  to  attempt  to  stamp  ont  fraudulent 
advertising.  In  Newark  several  convictions  have  been 
had  and  in  Boston  there  are  several  cases  on  the  court 
dockets  with  assurances  of  convictions.  San  Francisco 
has  had  an  ordinance  regulating  advertising  on  the 
liooks  since  last  July  and  a  campaign  to  secure  its 
rigid  enforcement  is  soon  to  be  started.  As  a  pre- 
Hminary  to  these  steps  District  Attorney  Fickert  has 
been  invited  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  General  Re- 
tail Trade  Committee  of  the  Chamber  to  be  held  at 
Hale  Brothers  next  Monday.  The  "Vigilance  Com- 
mittee" of  the  Ad  Men's  Association  has  announced 
its  willingness  to  aid  in  the  work  of  forcing  dishonest 
merchants  to  tell  the  truth  in  their  ads.

The  Traffic  Bureau  is 
endeavoring   lo  secure  a  reduction.

REGUL4TE  COMMISSIONS 

In  answer  to  a  general  demand  for  a  regulation  of  the 
payment  of  commissions,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Retail  Trade  Committee  has  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tioii : 

Whereas,  The  practice  of  giving  commissions  to  persons 
not  regularly  employed  by  retail  houses  is  a  drain  upon  the 
merchants  and  has  led  to  unbusinesslike  practices  and,  in 
many  instances,  a  discrimination  against  the  public;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  opposed  to  the  giving  of 
commissions  to  all  persons  not  regularly  employed  by  retail 
merchants,  and  recommends  to  each  affiliated  organization  of 
retail  merchants  that  it  consider  the  matter  of  eliminating  the 
giving  of  commissions  in  its  own  line  of  business  with  a  view 
to  taking  such  necessary  action  as  will  eliminate  the  giving  of 
commissions,  in  order  that  this  abuse  may  be,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, stamped  out  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
delegates  of  each  affiliated  organization. 

The  demand  for  commissions  has  become  so  general 
that  merchants  in  many  lines  of  trade  have  determined  to 
grant  them  only  to  persons  actually  in  the  employ  of  the 
firm.  It  is  estimated  that  this  stand  will  save  the  mer- 
chants of  this  city  in  the  neighborhood  of  $30,000  a  year.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT 

The  records  of  the  .Marine  Department  reveal  the 
following  interesting  facts: 

Barley  Exports. — This  month  to  date  6370  tons  of 
barley  were  shipped  from  this  port  by  water,  6056  tons 
of  whicli  went  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

Need  Many  "Gunnies." — The  receipts  of  "gimnies" 
during  April  have  been  very  heavy,  amounting  to  date 
to  5449  bales.  The  new  crop  of  grain,  which  is  ex- 
pected to  be  unusually  heavy,  calls  for  a  large  number 
of  bags. 

Coffee  Importations. — Coffee  imports  were  very 
heavy  in  April.  To  date  the  receipts  by  water 
amounted  to  57.103  bags  from  foreign  ports,  and  1903 
bags  from  Honolulu. 

Australian  Meat. — Large  quantities  of  Australian 
meat  have  arrived  here  this  month,  including  1033 
carcasses  of  veal  and  410  carcasses  and  1200  tons  of 
beef. 

Coal  Importations. — The  importations  of  coal  in- 
creased considerably  over  last  month,  the  total  this 
month  to  date  being  20,390  tons.

According  to  the  terms  of  this  vote,  the  directors  of 
the  Chamber  will  oppose  the  prohibition  constitutional 
amendment.  The  vote  on  the  San  Francisco  situation 
commits  the  Chamber  to  submitting  its  proposed  Char- 
ter amendment,  but,  inasmuch  as  the  majority  vote  is 
against  submitting  the  amendment  this  year,  no  action 
will  be  taken  at  this  time. 


WATER  RATES  VIA  THE  CANAL 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  negotiating  with  the  water 
lines  which  propose  to  use  the  Panama  Canal,  to  the 
end  that  they  preserve  proper  differentials  between 
carload  and  less  than  carload  freight,  and  that  they  also 
refrain  from  making  joint  through  rates  with  con- 
necting rail  carriers  on  traffic  destined  to  interior 
Pacific  Coast  points  which  are  lower  than  the  com- 
bination of  their  rate  to  the  port  and  the  published  rail 
rate  from  such  port  to  the  interior. 


OUR  POPULATION  IS  560,582 

SAN  FRANCISCO'S  estimated  population  to-day  is 
560,582,  notwithstanding  that  the  Census  Bureau 
has  given  out  that  our  population  is  but  448,502. 
The  Government  estimate  was  based  on  the  ratio  of  in- 
crease between  1900  and  1910,  but  without  making  an 
allowance  for  the  big  influx  following  the  temporary  drop 
after  the  fire  of  igo5.  In  other  words,  a  normal  estimate 
was  made  for  this  city,  notwithstanding  that  conditions 
here  were  abnormal  during  the  period  on  which  the  esti- 
mate was  based  and  not  to  be  considered  in  an  average 
computation. 

The  new  directory,  now  being  prepared,  contains  220,- 
000  names  as  against  the  202,253  names  in  the  last  direc- 
tory. The  rule  used  throughout  the  United  States  in 
estimating  populations  calls  for  the  multiplication  of  the 
listed  directory  names  by  two  and  a  half  to  account  for 
persons  not  eligible  for  listing.  This  shows  San  Fran- 
cisco's real  population. 

The  statistics  compiled  by  the  Information  and  Statis- 
tical Department  of  the  Chamber  show  that  the  popula- 
tion of  "Greater  San  Francisco"  is  910,000,  and  the  actual 
day-by-day  population  of  the  city  more  than  600,000. 
This  last  figure  includes  the  50,000  commuters  living  down 
the  peninsula  and  across  the  bay  and  the  floating  occu- 
pants of  the  2,023  apartment  houses  and  hotels. 


THREE  HUNDRED  MERCHANTS  COMING 

Three  hundred  readers  of  the  "Merchants'  Trade 
Journal,"  published  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  want  to 
come  to  this  city  during  the  summer  of  1915.  In  a 
communication  to  the  Chamber  the  editor  of  the  paper 
has  asked  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  information 
concerning  arrangements  for  handling  such  a  crowd. 
The  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  Exposition 
officials. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  AS  A  MANUFACTURING  CENTER 


Since  the  fire  of  1906  the  "number"  of  manufacturing 
plants  in  San  Francisco  has  decreased,  but  the  "value" 
has  increased.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  number 
of  the  smaller  concerns  were  unable  to  stand  the  heavy 
loss  and  were  forced  to  discontinue  business.  That 
those  that  did  recover,  however,  and  started  their 
plants  anew  found  a  favorable  field  and  increased  their 
^investment,  is  indicated  by  the  following  figures:

San  Francisco,  like  Chicago  and  New  York  and  other 
congested  centers,  has  a  limited  manufacturing  center 
because  it  is  unable  to  supply  within  the  limits  of  the 


city  proper  the  necessary  acreage.  Therefore  the  met- 
ropolitan area  must  be  considered  in  estimating  manu- 
factures for  San  Francisco.  San  Francisco's  metro- 
politan area  includes  Oakland,  Alameda,  Berkeley, 
Richmond  and  portions  of  San  Mateo  and  Marin  coun- 
ties. A  vast  majority  of  the  plants  located  in  these 
cities  and  counties  are  San  Francisco  concerns,  with 
their  main  offices  in  this  city  and  doing  their  banking, 
selling  and  shipping  through  San  Francisco. 

In  1909  there  were  fewer  plants  in  the  metropolitan 
area  than  in  1904,  but  the  increase  in  the  capital  invest- 
ed in  these  plants  amounted  to  about  $75,000,000.  The 
value  of  the  output  in  1909  showed  an  increase  of  about 
$40,000,000.  The  figures  of  1904  and  1909  are  taken 
because  the  U.  S.  Industrial  Census  is  taken  only  every 
five  years.  The  increase  in  values  and  capital  is  not 
truly  shown  for  a  five-year  period  because  for  nearly 
a  year  after  the  fire  but  little  manufacturing  was  done.

With  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal  conditions  will  undoubtedly  change.  As  I  believe 
in  your  motto  "Make  It  Known,"  I  think  it  would  be  a 
good  idea  if  you  would  publish  in  your  weekly  bulletin 
announcing  the  opening  of  the  first  Cuban  Consulate  in 
San  Francisco  at  the  Holbrook  Building,  68  Sutter  Street.

VOCATIONAL  TRAINING 

H.  E.  Miles,  president  of  the  Wisconsin  State  In- 
dustrial Board  and  vice-president  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States  of  America,  will  de- 
liver an  address  on  "Vocational  Training"  at  a  luncheon 
to  be  given  in  his  honor  at  the  St.  Francis  Hotel  Thurs- 
day, May  7th.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber 
and  other  representative  business  men  of  this  city  will 
be  in  attendance.  The  Directors  of  the  Chamber  are 
greatly  pleased  with  Mr.  Miles'  views  of  this  move- 
ment, which  have  been  made  known  in  his  correspond- 
ence with  the  Chamber.    They  follow,  in  part : 

San  Francisco  can  profit  by  tlie  vocational  training  of  her 
industrial  workers  as  much  as  any  city  in  tlie  country,  especi- 
ally as  to  her  great  number  of  girls  and  young  men  in  retail 
stores.  Vocational  training  substitutes  intelligence,  apprecia- 
tion of  the  godliness  of  an  honest  day's  work,  its  opportunities 
and  privileges,  for  misunderstanding  and  hate  of  work.  The 
big  retailers  throughout  the  country  are  strongly  urging  this 
work.  It  is  of  great  benefit  to  them.  Wisconsin  is  giving  this 
education  to  20,000  persons,  half  of  whom  are  youthful  toilers 
under  si.xteen.  Boston  has  decided  to  train  every  such  child, 
beginning  with  2,500  of  them  next  September.  Five  States 
passed  special  vocational  training  legislation  last  winter  and 
others  are  about  to.  A  special  commission  named  by  the 
President  will  make  special  recommendations  on  the  subject 
to  Congress  ne.xt  June. 

Mr.  Miles  was  greatly  pleased  to  learn  that  as  early 
as  last  June  the  Chamber's  Retail  Trade  Committee 
had  appointed  a  special  committee  to  co-operate  with 
the  local  Board  of  Education  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  vocational  training. 


WANT  HALF  A  MILLION 

Resolved,    That    the    San    Francisco    Chamber    of 
Commerce  strongly  urges  favorable  action  by  Con- 
gress   on    Senate    Bill    No.    3998,    providing    for    an 
appropriation   of    $500,000   for   the   erection   of   new 
buildings  for  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  in 
San  Francisco. 
The  above  resolution  was  adopted  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  held  on  April  24th,  the  resolu- 
tion being  recommended  by  the  National  and  Foreign 
Affairs  Committee. 


APPROVE  COMMISSION  PLAN 

The  Directors  have  approved  the  suggestion  of  the 
Foreign  Trade  Committee  that  the  Chamber  endorse 
House  Joint  Resolution  providing  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $20,000  for  the  purpose  of  sending  a  commis- 
sion of  three  to  China  for  the  purpose  of  looking  into 
the  desirability  of  establishing  a  permanent  exhibit  of 
American  products  and  industries  at  some  convenient 
commercial  center  in  China.

RECORDS    OF    WATER    SHIPMENTS. 

The  records  of  the  Marine  Department  show  the  fol- 
lowing interesting  figures : 

Eggs — In  the  month  of  April,  2,149,890  dozen  do- 
mestic eggs  were  received  in  San  Francisco  and  nearly 
400,000  dozen  foreign  eggs  arrived. 

Raisins — April  saw  the  arrival  of  83,350  boxes  of 
raisins. 

Oil — 513,700  barrels  of  California  oil  arrived  here 
by  water  during  the  month  of  April. 


CANAL  TOLLS 

William  R.  Wheeler,  representing  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  on  April  27th  presented  the  Pacific  Coast 
view  of  the  Panama  tolls  question  before  the  Senate 
Canal  Committee. 

He  declared  that  it  was  a  mistake  to  raise  the  tolls 
question  as  one  of  national  honor.  There  can  be  no 
honorable  obligation  to  keep  a  promise  which  we  did 
not  make,  especially  upon  a  matter  in  which  all  the 
parties  concerned  are  American  citizens. 

"The  plain  intent  of  the  free  tolls  clause  of  the  canal 
act,"  said  Mr.  Wheeler,  "is  that  American  products 
and  manufactures  should  move  as  freely  between  the 
Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  and  the  Pacific  Coast  through 
the  Government-owned  canal  at  Panama  as  they  move 
between  the  Northwest  and  the  Atlantic  seaboa.rd 
through  the  Government-owned  Soo  Canal  or  between 
Pittsburg  and  the  Gulf  through  the  Government-im- 
proved Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers."

Tehama  County,  13.7  miles,  from  Red  Bluff  to  the 
Shasta  County  line;  Solano  County,  9  miles  north 
from  Benicia,  and  8.8  miles  between  Fairfield  and 
Vacaville ;  Colusa  County,  10.8  miles  between  Her- 
shey  and  Berlin ;  Santa  Clara  County,  6  miles  between 
Gilroy  and  Sargent ;  Tulare  County,  4.3  miles  between 
Tulare  and  Tagus  Siding;  Kern  County,  13  miles 
south  from  Bakersfield ;  Los  Angeles  County,  from 
Liebre  Mountain  to  the  northerly  boundary  of  the 
county,  12.7  miles.

NO  CUT  IN  BROOM  RATES 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  decision, 
April  6th,  in  the  Kansas  broom  rate  case  was  favorable 
to  San  Francisco  merchants.  Through  representations 
made  at  the  hearing  in  San  Francisco  by  the  Trafific 
Bureau,  the  Commission  denied  the  application  of  the 
railroads  for  permission  to  publish  unreasonably  low 
freight  rates  upon  brooms  in  carloads  from  Kansas 
territory  to  Pacific  Coast  terminals. 


SAND  RATES. — The  railroads  have  made  applica- 
tion to  the  State  Railroad  Commission  for  permission 
to  withdraw  the  carload  rate  upon  sand  via  the  lof',^,, 
branch.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  be  repre- 
sented at  the  hearing  before  the  State  Railroad  Com- 
mission on  May  4th,  at  which  time  this  application  will 
be  heard.

FOREIGN  TRADE  CONVENTION 

THE  largest  manufacturers  and  exporters  \'n  the 
United  States  will  assemble  at  the  Hotel  Raleigh 
in  Washington,  May  27th  and  28th,  to  discuss 
foreign  trade.  The  Chamber  will  be  represented  at  the 
convention  by  Captain  Robert  Dollar,  Chairman  of  the 
Foreign  Trade  Committee,  and  A.  W.  De  Forrest, 
Captain  Dollar  will  present  a  paper  entitled  "Foreign 
Trade  Conditions  on  the  Pacific  Coast."  In  view  of  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal,  the  meeting  will  prove 
of  great  interest  and  value  to  San  Francisco  merchants. 
The  object  of  the  convention  is  to  educate  the  Ameri- 
can manufacturer  and  exporter  in  the  value  of  foreign 
commerce  and  to  urge  upon  the  Government  the  great 
need  of  a  vigorous  campaign  to  extend  trade  in  this 
direction. 


CANAl  TOllS 

"The  Chamber's  active  opposition  to  the  repeal  of 
the  free  tolls  clause  of  the  Panama  Canal  Bill  has 
resulted  in  a  weakening  of  the  administration's  fight 
as  exemplified  by  Senator  Simmons'  amendment,  the 
effect  of  which  will  be  to  disclaim  any  attempt  to 
interpret  the  Hay-Paunceforte  treaty,  thus  leaving  the 
question  open  to  future  legislation." 

So  declared  William  R.  Wheeler,  manager  of  the 
Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber,  who  returned  from 
A'Vashington  Monday,  May  11th,  after  a  two  weeks' 
stay  in  the  National  capital.  Mr.  Wheeler  was  given 
three-quarters  of  a  day  before  the  Inter-Oceanic  Canal 
Committee  of  the  Senate,  with  the  result  as  above 
stated. 

Mr.  Wheeler  was  able  to  show  that  the  repeal  of  the 
tolls  clause  would  place  the  Coast  shippers  in  exactly 
the  same  position,  so  far  as  freight  rates  are  concerned, 
as  they  were  before  the  completion  of  the  canal,  as  the 
tolls  cost,  based  upon  average  cargoes,  would  approxi- 
mate the  present  cost  of  transporting  freight  across 
the  Isthmus  of  Tehuantepec.  This  would  preclude  the 
reduction  in  freight  rates  so  anxiously  sought  by 
shippers. 

Mr.  Wheeler  took  the  stand  that  there  was  no  viola- 
tion of  any  treaty  rights  involved  in  the  free  tolls 
clause.  "The  treaty,"  Mr.  Wheeler  told  the  Com- 
mittee, "provides  for  equal  rights  without  discrimina- 
tion. The  foreign  trade  is  not  concerned  in  free  tools 
for  an  American  vessel  engaged  in  foreign  trade  must 
pay  tolls.  The  foreign  vessel  cannot  enter  into  the 
coastwise  trade  and  is  not  afifected  in  the  least  by  free 
tolls  for  such  trade.     Where  is  the  discrimination?"

THE  REAL  METROPOLIS 

r'T^  HE  recent  activities  of  the  Army  and  Navy  clearly 

I  demonstrate  the  fact  that  San  Francisco  is  the  real 
metropolis  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  All  the  troop 
trains  that  left  for  the  border  carrying  the  Sixth,  Twelfth 
and  Sixteenth  Infantry  regiments  and  the  six  companies 
of  heavy  artillery  all  left  from  San  Francisco,  where 
Brigade  Headquarters  of  the  Pacific  Division  are  main- 
tained. These  troops  and  trains  were  provisioned  from 
San  Francisco  wholesale  houses. 

The  regiment  of  marines  that  left  on  the  Jupiter 
were  stationed  at  Mare  Island.  The  South  Dakota, 
Jupiter,  Maryland,  Cleveland  and  the  four  destroyers, 
Hull,  Hopkins,  Lawrence  and  Preble  all  left  from  here 
after  taking-  on  supplies  for  three  months. 

A  detachment  of  blue-jackets  from  the  Naval  Training 
Station  on  Yerba  Buena  was  sent  north  to  man  the  West 
Virginia  leaving  from  Bremerton,  which  will  stop  here 
for  provisions  and  coal.  The  Chattanooga  will  also  stop 
here.  The  Albany  is  the  only  vessel  to  leave  from  the 
north  direct  for  the  west  coast  of  Mexico.  None  of  these 
ships  will  stop  between  San  Francisco  and  Mexico. 

The  only  transport  docks  owned  by  the  Government 
are  in  San  Francisco.  This  city  is  now  the  third  largest 
recruiting  station  in  the  country,  being  exceeded  only  by 
New  York  and  Chicago.     Per  population  we  are  first. 


CHARITIES  ENDORSEMENT 

The  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  is  actively  at  work  gathering  information 
concerning  the  various  charities  throughout  this  city 
and  this  information  will  be  sent  when  completed  to 
the  members  of  the  Chamber  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  the 
matter  of  donations.

The  receipts  of  grain  for  the  month  of  April  were  : 
Wheat,  287,335  centals;  barley,  318,485  centals;  oats, 
22,250  centals;  corn,  1,815  centals;  hay,  8,010  tons;

Only  letter  mail  should  be  deposited  at  the 
Ferry  Station,  and  such  mail  should  not  be  deposited  at  that 
point  if  same  can  be  deposited  elsewhere  in  time  to  pass 
through  the  Main  Office  and  reach  destination  by  the  same 
dispatch.  Ferry  Station  is  maintained  as  a  mailing  station 
for  emergency  cases  only.  Compliance  with  the  above  in- 
structions will  not  only  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Post  Office 
but  insure  to  the  public  a  better  and  more  satisfactory  service.

RESOLVED,  That  we  are  opposed  to  the  passage 
of  the  bill  prepared  by  Senator  Newlands,  relative  to 
flood  control  and  improvement  of  navigation,  unless 
said  bill  shall  be  amended  to   exclude  from  its  pro- 
visions   the    plan    of    flood    control    projeci    for    the 
Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Rivers  under  the  man- 
agement   of    the    California    Debris    Commission    and 
the   State    Reclamation    Board;    and   we   request   our 
delegation  in  Congress  to  oppose  the  passage  of  said 
Newlands  Bill  unless  it  shall  be  so  amended. 
The  above  resolution  has  been  adopted  by  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Chamber  on  recommendation  of  the  Na- 
tional and  Foreign  Affairs  Committee.     In  accordance 
with  the  resolution  the  California  Congressional  dele- 
gation has  been  asked  to  oppose  the  bill  unless  it  is 
amended.

have  in  the  past  caused  numerous  accidents  and  the  loss  of 
many  lives. 

While  improvements  in  the  last  two  years  have  been  made 
in  the  way  of  safeguarding  navigation  in  Alaska  waters,  much 
yet  remains  to  be  done.  This  can  only  be  accomplished  by 
providing  the  means  called  for  by  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce, including  among  other  things,  appropriation  of  $525,000 
for  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  vessels,  three  of  which  are 
intended  solely  for  Alaska  and  three  for  economical  opera- 
tion of  the  wire  drag  expeditions  in  e.\posed  regions. 

As  pointed  out  by  Secretary  Redfield  on  his  recent  visit 
to  San  Francisco,  the  Government  is  about  to  expend 
$35,000,000  in  building  an  Alaska  railroad  to  begin  at  tide 
water.  Properly  marked  navigation  courses  constitute  the 
essential    link    in    this    great    transportation    system    for    the 

northern  territory.        

MUZZLE  DOGS  AGAIN. 

The  fact  that  rabies  are  again  becoming  alarmingly 
prevalent  in  San  Francisco  has  been  called  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Supervisors  by  the  Chamber,  and  the 
Board  has  been  asked  to  re-enact  a  stringent  dog- 
muzzling  ordinance,  such  as  the  Board  of  Health  has 


prepared.  

REDUCING  THE  COST 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Mateo  has  been 
requested  by  the  Chamber's  directorate,  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  Municipal  Affairs  Committee,  to 
make  a  conditional  repeal  of  the  ordinance  imposing  a 
fee  of  $1  for  burial  permits  in  San  Mateo  County  in 
so  far  as  such  permits  apply  to  bodies  transferred  from 
San  Francisco  cemeteries.  This  action  was  taken  in 
an  endeavor  to  reduce  the  cost  to  lot  owners  in  the  San 
Francisco  cemeteries  of  the  removal  of  bodies  froin  the 
recently  abolished  San  Francisco  burial  grounds. 


LUMBER  CASES. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  past  six  months  the 
Railroad  Commission  has  postponed  continued  hear- 
ings in  the  lumber  cases  at  the  solicitation  of  the  vari- 
ous parties  interested.  Some  difficulty  having  been 
experienced  in  naming  a  date  for  the  hearing  which 
would  be  agreeable  to  all  parties  concerned,  the  Com- 
mission has  arbitrarily  fixed  July  13,  1914,  10:00  a.  m., 
as  the  time  for  the  hearing. 


SHIPPING  TAXATION 

The  Committee  on  JNIarilime  Affairs  and  Harbor  has 
recommended  that  the  Board  of  Directors  endorse  the 
bill  providing  for  non-taxation  by  the  State  of  local 
shipping,  and  that  other  chambers  of  commerce  at 
California  ports  be  communicated  with  and  urged 
to  use  their  best  efforts  to  secure  favorable  action  by 
the  voters  in  their  respective  communities  upon  this 
measure  when  it  is  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people.

SAIV  FRANCISCO  MANUFACTURING 

THE  fact  that  supposedly  reliable  figures  showed 
that  in  1900  there  were  4,002  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments in  San  Francisco,  with  a  capital  of 
$80,103,367  and  a  product  value  of  $133,069,416.  and 
that  in  1909  the  number  of  plants  had  been  reduced  to 
1,796,  has  caused  considerable  worry  to  that  type  of 
citizen  who  is  in  the  habit  of  shutting  his  eyes  to  the 
presence  of  the  proverbial  silver  lining.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  the  figures  of  1900,  and  all  previous  figures  are 
not  to  be-  taken  into  consideration  for  comparison  in 
figuring  San  Francisco's  present  standing  as  a  manu- 
facturing center.  Why?  Because  in  the  "number"  of 
plants  in  1900  was  included  every  little  shop  doing 
custom  and  repair  work.  The  number  of  active  manu- 
facturing plants  in  1900  was  1,748.  The  pants-presser 
and  the  vest-maker  were  manufacturers  under  the  old 
system  (1900)  of  judging  manufacturing  value.  Here 
is  the  real  truth.  In  1909,  when  the  methods  of  taking 
census  were  changed,  the  value  of  the  manufactured 
articles  in  San  Francisco  reached  the  grand  total  of 
$133,041,000,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  num- 
ber of  plants  had  been  reduced  by  2,300  through  the 
elimination  of  pants-presser  and  vest-maker  and  the 
repair  man.  In  a  nutshell:  In  1909,  with  1,796  bona 
fide  manufacturing  plants,  San  Francisco  was  equaling 
the  production  of  4,002  industrial  plants  in  1900.    The 


FICKERT  WARNS  MERCHANTS 

AT  the  last  general  meeting  of  the  Retail  Trade 
Committee  of  the  Chamber.  District  Attorney 
Fickert  was  a  guest.  "The  Enforcement  of  Or- 
dinances and  Laws  of  Particular  Interest  to  Retailers" 
was  the  subject  of  a  short  talk  he  made  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  luncheon.  Mr.  Fickert  expressed  regret 
that  his  lack  of  assistants  handicapped  him  greatly  in 
this  work.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  his 
office  handled  one-third  of  the  felony  cases  of  this 
State,  notwithstanding  that  his  force  was  extremely 
small.  Referring  to  fraudulent  check  passers,  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney  declared  that  much  of  this  sort  of  crime 
was  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  merchants  in  accept- 
ing paper  drawn  on  foreign  banking  institutions.  "I 
cannot,"  declared  the  attorney,  "prosecute  a  man  for 
passing  a  bogus  check  for  five  or  ten  dollars,  when  it 
will  cost  the  city  $1,000  or  more  to  secure  a  conviction, 
much  as  I  would  like  to,  to  teach  this  sort  of  criminal 
a  lesson.  It  is  up  to  the  merchant  to  exercise  more 
care."

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BIG  TRADE  TOUR 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  this  Chamber  is 
advised  that  the  American  Trade  Tour  Company,  Inc., 
of  15  Maiden  Lane,  New  York  City,  has  chartered  the 
Red  Star  S.  S.  "Kroonland"  for  the  purpose  of  making 
a  cruise  in  the  interest  of  American  manufacturers. 
The  tour  is  to  cover  the  chief  West  Indian  and  South 
American  Atlantic  ports.  The  ship  is  to  remain  in 
Buenos  Aires  two  weeks,  to  give  the  party  an  oppor- 
tunity to  cross  over  to  the  West  Coast.  The  stops  at 
other  ports  will  be  from  two  to  nine  days,  the  entire 
trip  to  consume  120  days. 

The  "Kroonland"  will  leave  New  York  October  14th 
next  and  only  manufacturers  and  salesmen  will  be 
carried  as  passengers.  They  will  live  on  board  for  J;he 
120  days,  eighty  days  of  which  will  be  spent  in  p&rts.

MAIL  TO  VERA  CRUZ 

The  last  issue  of  the  San  Francisco  Postal  Bulletin 
contains  the  following: 

Mail  originating  in  the  United  States  or  any  of  its  posses- 
sions for  transmission  to  the  United  States  Mail  Agency,  Vera 
Cruz,  Mexico,  and  that  originating  at  such  agency  for  trans- 
mission to  the  United  States  or  any  of  its  possessions,  is 
subject  to  the  United  States  domestic  classification,  conditions 
and  rates  of  postage.  Only  United  States  postage  stamps  are 
valid  for  the  prepayment  of  postage  on  such  matter. 

The  eighth-zone  rate  of  twelve  cents  for  each  pound  or 
fraction  of  a  pound  applies  to  all  parcels  of  fourth-class  mat- 
ter mailed  in  the  United  States  or  any  of  its  possessions  ad- 
dressed to  the  United  States  Mail  Agency  at  Vera  Cruz,  Mex- 
ico, and  to  parcels  mailed  at  the  agency  addressed  to  the 
United  States  or  any  of  its  possessions,  except  parcels  of 
books  weighing  eight  ounces  or  less  on  which  the  rate  is  one 
cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof,  and  except  other 
parcels  weighing  four  ounces  or  less  on  which  the  rate  is  one 
cent  for  each  ounce  or  fraction  thereof. 


CHAMBER  IS  FAVORED

bringing  about  arrangements  with  the  Secretary  of

San  Francisco  Fifth  Sliipping  Port 


For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June,  1913,  San  Francisco 
ranked  fifth  among  the  Custom  Districts  of  the  United 
States  in  the  value  of  goods  shipped  by  sea  to  and  from 
foreign  countries  and  the  non-contiguous  territory  of 
the  United  States,  according  to  the  figures  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Commerce.  San  Francisco  ranks  first 
in  shipments  to  and  from  non-contiguous  territory ; 
fifth  in  imports,  and  seventh  in  exports.  From  the  ac- 
companying figures  it  would  appear  that  New  York 
outranks  San  Francisco  in  shipments  to  non-contiguous 
territory,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  U.  S.  Custom 
House  is  unable  to  give  San  Francisco  credit  for  several 
million   dollars  worth  of  goods   shipped   coastwise  to 


Seattle,  thence  to  Alaska,  as  there  is  no  direct  steamer 
line  between  San  Francisco  and  Alaska.

The  records  of  the  Marine  Department  reveal  the 
following  interesting  figures. 

Wine. — Shipments  of  wine  by  water  from  San 
Francisco  for  the  month  of  April  atnounted  to  over 
1,000.000  gallons. 

Lumber. — The  lumber  exports  by  water  for  April 
were  6,707,000  feet. 

Honey. — The  export  of  honey  by  water  was  very 
heavy  during  April,  reaching  1.790  cases. 

Coal. — The  Norwegian  steamer  Thor  has  arrived 
in  this  port  with  7,200  tons  of  coal  from  Nanaimo,  the 
first  cargo  of  coal  from  the  northern  mine  in  some 
months.  Sixteen  vessels  are  chartered  and  on  the  way 
to  San  Francisco  from  Newcastle,  Australia,  with 
coal  cargoes  amounting  to  a  total  of  25,287  tons. 

Mixed  Cargoes. — Within  the  last  week  2,400  tons  of 
sulphur.  448,670  feet  hardwood  logs,  and  125  tons  of 
charcoal  arrived  from  Otaru,  Japan. 

All  Flags. — In  the  last  week  142  vessels  arrived  in 
this  port,  divided  as  follows:  127  American,  2  Japan- 
ese, 1  Mexican,  8  British,  1  German.  2  L'nited  States 
warships,  and  1  Norwegian. 

Australian  Products. — Australian  products  arriving 
the  last  week  consisted  of  1.249  cases  of  frozen  meats. 
470  bales  hemp.  8,543  bags  copra,  284  itigots  tin,  and 
L669  sacks  cocoanuts.

After  months 
of  elTort.  according  to  the  Daily  and  Consular  Trade  Rc- 
j^ort  of  May  15th,  now  on  file  in  the  Chamber's  Foreign 
Trade  Department,  the  Railroad  Board  of  India  has  ar- 
ranged for  two  experimental  shipments  of  creosoted 
Oregon  pine  and  California  redwood  for  use  as  ties.  The 
white  ant  of  India,  which  eats  wood  with  about  the  same 
relish  that  an  epicure  devours  an  artichoke  out  of  season, 
has  cost  Indian  railroads  millions  of  dollars.  California 
lumbermen  claim  that  a  creosoted  redwood  tie  will  put 
a  limit  on  the  ant's  wood-eating  habit. 


EXPORTING  PICTURE  FILMS.  —  Exports  of 
moving-jMcture  films  for  the  nine  months  ending  March 
of  this  year  amounted  to  146  million  linear  feet,  four 
times  the  quantity  exported  during  the  corresponding 
months  last  vear. 


BID  FOR  STATE  SUPPLIES 

(jn  June  5th  there  will  be  opened  in  the  office  of  the 
.State  Board  of  Control  bids  for  supplies  for  State  in- 
stitutions. Members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  are 
urged  to  go  after  this  business  as  it  totals  many  thous- 
ands of  dollars  annually.  Active  competition  is  sought 
by  the  Board  of  Control,  the  Board  having  installed  a 
system  of  purchase  which  places  the  business  of  the 
State  within  the  range  of  every  merchant.  Evidence 
of  the  feasibility  of  this  plan  may  be  gathered  from 
the  fact  that  a  few  years  ago  the  business  was  sought 
b}'  only  eight  or  ten  bidders.  Now  the  number  of  bids 
runs  into  the  hundreds.  Copies  of  the  calls  for  bids 
with  list  of  supplies  wanted  for  each  in-stitution  are 
on  file  on  the  floor  of  the  Merchants'  Exchange  or  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Control. 


LAWS   ARE   CONFUSING 

Considerable  confusion  has  been  caused  by  the  fact 
that  the  Federal  net  container  law  and  the  State  law 
diff'er  in  their  requirements  in  the  matter  of  stating 
contents.  The  national  law  requires  declarations  as 
to  the  contents  of  pints,  quarts,  gallons  and  parts  there- 
of, while  the  State  law  requires  the  declaration  to  be 
made  in  ounces,  liquid  or  otherwise.  The  attorney 
for  the  Chamber  is  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
.Attorney-General  to  secure  a  ruling  for  the  guidance 
of  the  manufacturers. 


CHECKING  THE  GOSSIPERS 

.\t  the  behest  of  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  the  telephone  company  is  to  undertake  a 
campaign  of  education  for  the  purpose  of  curtailing 
the  prolonged  conversation  abuse,  particularly  on  party 
lines.  By  means  of  placards  the  company  will  call  the 
attention  of  users  of  the  phone  system  that  five  min- 
utes ought  to  be  long  enough  to  discuss  anvthing  less 
than  affairs  of  state.

CORRECT    YOUR   MAILING   LIST 

In  an  endeavor  to  facilitate  the  handling  of  mail 
Postmaster  Charles  Fay  has  sent  out  the  following- 
notice,  which  is  applicable  not  only  to  organizations 
but  to  business  houses  : 

E.xperience  in  the  postal  service  shows  that  considerable 
mail  addressed  from  mailing  lists  is  received  improperly  ad- 
dressed and  consequently  is  delayed  in  delivery  or  returned  to 
senders  unclaimed.  In  many  instances  it  is  found  that  mail 
is  received  for  a  given  address  long  after  addressees  have 
moved,  indicating  that  mailing  lists  are  not  kept  up  through 
the  entry  of  new  addresses  or  by  canceling  obsolete  ad- 
dresses. 

In  order  to  avoid  the  expenditure  of  postage  without  results 
and  to  avoid  unnecessary  delays,  I  desire  to  ask  that  you  take 
steps  to  correct  your  mailing  lists.  This  can  be  largely  ac- 
complished by  placing  a  rubber  stamp  endorsement  on  the 
face  of  the  letters  which  you  mail  reading  "Please  notify  us 
if  the  original  address  on  this  envelope  is  incorrect,"  or  words 
to  that  effect.  The  addresses  on  letters  returned  unclamied 
can  be  crossed  off  your  list,  while  correct  addresses  can  be 
entered  from  time  to  time  as  they  are  brought  to  your  atten- 
tion by  addressees.

LETTER  FROM  DENVER 

The  Denver  Chamber  of  LMiiiniercc  has  forwarded 
the  following  letter  to  this  Chamber  and  requested  that 
the  members  be  given  an  opportunity  to  peruse  it : 

Denver,  Colo..  May  8th.   i9M- 
To  THE  Public: 

The  deplorable  conditions  arising  out  of  the  coal  strike  in  Colorado  have 
necessitated  the  calling  of  Federal  troops  to  the  assistance  of  the  Governor 
and  local  authorities,  and  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the  whole  country. 

Certain  newspapers  of  Denver,  the  capital  of  the  State,  have  grossly 
misrepresented  the  actual  facts.  They  have  published  accounts  of  the  so- 
called  battles  in  the  coal  fields  and  sent  them  broadcast  over  the  country. 
In  these  accounts  they  have  charged  the  State  militia  with  massacring 
women  and  children,  and  by  their  larid  statements  have  incited  ignorant 
men  to  commit  acts  of  lawlessness  in  attacking  coal  mines  and  the  defenders 
thereof,  including  the  State  militia,  which  attacks  have  resulted  in  great 
destruction    of   life    and    property. 

In  truth  and  in  fact  the  State  militia  have  killed  no  women  or  children, 
and  none  have  been  killed  by  any  person  or  persons.  Two  women  and 
eleven  children  were  found  dead  from  sufEocation  in  a  cellar  under  a 
tent,  where  they  had  gone  without  the  knowledge  of  the  militia.  Others 
were  discovered  by  the  State  militia  in  similar  places  and  were  rescued 
by  them  at  great  risks  to  themselves.  One  boy  of  twelve  was  shot  in  one 
of  the  fights,  but  by  whom  and  under  what  circumstances  is  not  yet  known. 

Because  of  this  situation  this  Chamber  deems  it  to  be  its  duty  to  enter 
its  vigorous  protest  against  the  misrepresentations  and  incitements  to  vio- 
lence whch  have  gone  out  from  newspapers  of  this  city,  and  to  support  the 
Governor  and  the  authorities.  State  and  national,  in  the  enforcement  of  law 
and  order.  While  some  things  may  have  been  done  by  individuals  which 
are  not  to  be  defended,  which  is  always  the  case  when  industrial  contests 
reach  an  acute  stage,  this  Chamber  asks  the  affiliated  organizations  to  urge 
their  members  and  through  them  the  people  of  the  country  to  reserve  their 
judgment  and  give  full  credit  to  the  Governor  and  all  those  acting  under 
him,  including  the  State  militia,  for  an  honest  purpose  and  effort  to  main- 
tain law  and  order  and  the  protection  of  life  and  property  in  this  State 
under  peculiarly  trying  circumstances.

Healthy  Increase — The  tonnage  due  and  chartered 
at  this  port  shows  a  healthv  increase  over  the  same 
date  of  last  vear,  232,331  ton's  for  1914.  against  184.902 
for  1913. 

Exports  by  Sea — Leading  exports  by  sea  to  Atlantic 
ports  during  April  consisted  of  34.296  cases  canned 
goods.  7.804  centals  raisin.s.  10.500  centals  dried  fruits. 
13,823  centals  prunes,  2,396  centals  nuts,  12,506  centals 
wool.  14,806  cases  salmon,  and  908,089  gallons  wine. 

Two  More  Ships — The  Emory  Steamship  Co.  of  Bos- 
ton, for  whom  the  steamers  .Atlantic  and  Pacific  are 
now  building  at  Quincy,  Mass..  have  decided  to  con- 
struct two  more  vessels  larger  than  the  aforesaid,  for 
the  California  trade.  The  Atlantic  will  be  launched 
on  May  26th. 

Soda  and  Ore — Arriving  liy  the  British  steamer  St. 
Hugo  from  Pisagua.  Chile,  last  week  ^\■ere  34.873  bags 
nitre  of  soda  and  3.749,147  kilos  of  gold,  silver  and 
copper  ore.

In  the  issue  of  the  Bulletin  of  April  9th,  the  Trafific 
Bureau  warned  merchants  against  paying  money  to  in- 
dividuals who  present  schemes  for  securing  reduced 
interstate  mileage  passenger  rates.  We  repeat  this  warn- 
ing as  we  are  advised  that  these  men  are  still  operating 
in  this  city.

UNIFORM  CONSULAR  INVOICES 

To  secure  a  uniform  consular  invoice  for  Latin- 
American  countries,  thus  reducing  the  worries  of  ship- 
pers, the  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Chamber 
has  taken  up  the  matter  with  Willis  J.  Carr,  director 
of  the  Consular  Service  ;  John  Barrett,  director  of  Pan- 
.American  Union ;  A.  H.  Baldwin,  chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  and  Elliot  H. 
Goodwin,  secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  L'nited  States.  At  present  there  are  more  than 
twenty  forms,  no  two  of  which  are  alike  in  size  or 
wordin.g.  They  have  long  been  the  bane  of  the  ship- 
ping man's  life.        

DEMURRAGE  RULES  CHANGES 

The  proposed  change  in  the  demurrage  rules  of  the 
Pacific  Car  Demurrage  Bureau  was  the  subject  of  a  two 
days'  hearing  before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia last  week.  The  Chamber  was  represented  at  these 
hearings  by  the  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau. 


EXCESSIVE  CHARGES  IN  CHAIRS 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  taken  up  with  the  carriers  the 
matter  of  excessive  charges  upon  chairs  with  leather 
backs,  upon  which  at  the  present  time  a  less-than-carload 
rate  of  $7.20  per  100  pounds  is  assessed  when  shipped  in 
carload  lots  with  other  chairs.  Carriers  have  agreed  to 
recommend  that  tarififs  be  amended  so  that  the  former  may 
be  included  with  the  latter  at  carload  rate  of  $1.70  per 
100  pounds.  

DEBATE   ON    TOLLS 

Manager  Wheeler  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  addressed  the 
Men's  Club  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Oak- 
land, Tuesday  evening,  !May  19th,  in  support  of  our 
right  to  pass  our  coastwise  vessels  through  the  Panama 
Canal  free  of  tolls ;  Warren  Olney,  Sr..  taking  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  question.  Mr.  Wheeler  will  address 
the  San  Francisco  Commercial  Club  on  the  same  sub- 
ject at  its  noon-day  luncheon.

AFTER  BETTER  RATES 

To  ENABLE  the  citizen  of  Porterville  who  de- 
sires to  visit  the  bay  district  with  his  family  and 
spend  a  few  weeks,  to  do  so  at  a  rate  of  fare  equal 
to  the  southern  rates,  the  Chamber's  Traffic  Bureau  is 
negotiating  with  the  carriers  to  secure  a  round-trip 
rate.  As  the  rates  are  at  present,  they  favor  the  beach 
resorts  of  the  southern  part  of  the  State.  Under  ex- 
isting conditions  tlie  Porterville  citizen  can  buj-  a 
round  trip  ticket  to  Los  Angeles  in  the  summer  sea- 
son for  $9.60,  the  single  one-way  fare  being  $6.85.  The 
single  one-way  fare  from  Porterville  to  San  Francisco 
is  $7.85,  and  as  there  is  no  round  trip  rate,  the  Porter- 
ville man  who  wants  to  visit  this  city  in  the  hot  sum- 
mer months  must  pay  $15.70  for  travel  alone.  An 
equalization  of  the  rates  is  sought  by  the  Chamber. 


BALTIMORE  MAKES  PROFFER 

RESPONSIVE  to  a  proft'er  which  has  been  re- 
cently made  by  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Balti- 
more Chamber  of  Commerce  to  make  Baltimore 
a  point  for  storage  and  distribution  of  Pacific  Coast 
products  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  this  Chamber  has  writ- 
ten the  Baltimore  Bureau  for  information  regarding 
steamship  service,  rates  of  warehousing,  cartage  rates, 
insurance  rates,  distributive  territory,  and  their  ad- 
vantages over  other  seaboard  cities  with  regard  to 
rates  from  factory  to  dock  on  products  of  mills  and 
factories  of  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia  and  Ohio. 


FARE  TO  SANTA  CRUZ. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  up  with  the  carriers  the 
matter  of  one-way  passenger  fares,  San  Francisco  to 
Santa  Cruz.  Three  cents  per  mile  is,  generallv  speak- 
ing, the  basis  for  passenger  rate  construction  through- 
out the  State,  but  in  the  instance  in  question,  the  rate 
of  $2,65  for  a  75-mile  haul  is  considerably  over  three 
cents  per  mile.

There  will  be 
fourteen  stairwa_vs  to  the  second  floor,  or  balcony,  and 
twenty-two  exits.  From  the  main  floor  of  auditorium 
there  will  be  eleven  exits.  The  lighting  and  ventilat- 
ing system  will  be  of  the  finest.

The  total  value  of  the  property  in  San  Francisco 
Cnunty,  according  to  the  reports  of  the  countv  audi- 
iMr>,  is  $545,057,891.  The  total  for  the  whole  State  is 
S2.4,-i8.804.743.  Therefore  nearly  one-fifth  of  the  en- 
tire value  of  the  State  is  located  within  the  borders  of 
the  Cit}'  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  popula- 
tion of  San  Francisco  is  560,000,  while  the  population 
of  the  metropolitan  area,  or  bay  region,  is  910,000,  or 
one-third  of  the  entire  population  of  the  State.  This 
is  worth  talking  about : 

One-fifth  of  State's  valuation  is  found  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

One-third  of  State's  population  is  found  in  bay 
regions. 


The  Riverside  Press  objects  to  the  Exposition  Com- 
pany giving  the  $1,000,000  Auditorium  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, claiming  that  this  city  should  not  receive  any 
special  favors.

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PROHIBITORY  TARIFFS 

Captain  Rubeit  Dollar,  iiuw  in  Washington  as  the 
Chamber's  representative  at  the  Foreign  Trade  Con- 
vention, has  been  asked  to  take  up  the  matter  of  se- 
curing a  reduction  in  tariff  charges  by  foreign  coun- 
tries which  are  at  present  discriminatory.  Tariff 
changes  recently  made  by  this  country  have  not  been 
met  by  reductions  by  other  lands  with  the  result  that 
our  ex])orters  are  sadly  handicapped  in  competition. 
The  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  Chamber  has 
written : 

The  total  imports  from  France,  Germany  and  Canada  rep- 
resent twenty-five  per  cciu  of  the  total  imports  of  the  United 
States,  yet  they  still  maintain  discriminatory  tariffs  against 
this  coimtry.  In  addition  to  these  coinitries,  there  are  many 
others  which  impose  prohibitory  tariffs  against  products  of 
this  country  which  do  not  come  into  competition  with  their 
own  manufacturers.  Take  Japan,  for  instance.  It  imposes 
a  prohibitory  tariff  against  our  canned  goods  and  wine,  yet 
we  allow  their  canned  crab  meat  in  here  free.  Argentine 
and  Brazil  practically  prohibit  the  importation  of  our  canned 
goods,  but  we  allow  their  products  in  here  free  or  at  nominal 
rates. 

Canada  has  declined  to  reduce  the  prohibitive  and  discrim- 
inatory duties  on  our  wines  and  canned  goods,  yet  we  allow 
their  lumber,  wheat  and  rye  to  enter  free  and  compete  with 
our  farmers  and,  if  the  canal  tolls  are  assessed  on  coastwise 
traffic,  will  practically  give  them  the  market  for  lumber  on 
the  Atlantic  Coast.

2,550  bags  peanuts;  8,922  bags  rice;  310  ingots  tin; 
2,701  bags  China  beans  and  196  tons  pig  iron. 

Tonnage  Increase. — The  total  tonnage  chartered  and 
on  the  way  to  San  Francisco  from  foreign  ports,  Atlan- 
tic ports  and  Hawaiian  Islands  to  date  is  256,971  tons 
as  against  178,944  tons  at  this  time  last  year. 

Barley. — Three  vessels  were  chartered  last  week  to 
carry  barley  cargoes  from  San  Francisco  to  the  United 
Kingdom. 

Pineapples. — A  new  departure  at  this  port  was  the 
arrival  last  Monday  of  the  schooner  Salvator  from 
Honolulu  with  an  entire  cargo  of  canned  pineapples, 
consisting  of  14,000  cases.

In  order  to  bring  together  representatives  of 
all  the  commercial  and  civic  bodies  of  the  fourteen 
counties  in  the  Tourist  Association  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  and  river  counties,  as  well  as  members  of  the 
Boards  of  Supervisors,  a  general  meeting  will  be 
held  at  the  Hotel  Shattuck,  Berkeley,  Saturday  eve- 
ning, June  20th.  The  campaign  for  the  promotion  and 
fostering  of  tourist  travel  to  the  Bay  Counties  will  be 
formally  launched  at  that  time.  Governor  Johnson 
has  been  asked  to  be  the  chief  speaker.

QUESTION  OF  DIFFERENTIALS 

Under  date  of  .May  Idth  the  Traffic  Bureau  hied  with 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  a  petition  for 
rehearing  in  the  Kansas-California  Flour  Rate  Case. 
The  Bureau  is  confident  that  the  petition  will  be  grant- 
ed. This  case  is  of  particular  interest  to  all  manufac- 
turers of  San  Francisco,  as  it  involves  the  question  of 
dififerentials  in  freight  rates  between  fabricated  and 
unfabricated  material.  If  the  Traffic  Bureau  is  suc- 
cessful in  establishing  its  contentions  in  this  case  the 
Bureau  will  be  in  a  strong  position  to  bring  before  the 
Commission  the  question  of  differentials  in  other  lines 
of  manufacture,  including  differentials  between  fabri- 
cated and  unfabricated  steel  and  also  between  glucose 
and  syrup.  

DOCKAGE    DUES    AND    TOLLS 

Responsive  to  an  invitation  e.xtended  by  President 
Dwyer  of  the  Harbor  Commission,  Vice-President 
Lynch  of  the  Chamber  and  Manager  Wheeler  of  the 
Traffic  Bureau  attended  a  conference  in  the  rooms  of 
the  Harbor  Commission  on  Friday,  May  29th.  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  present  system  of  assessing 
dockage  dues  and  merchandise  tolls.  The  meeting 
was  well  attended  by  representatives  of  transportation 
companies,  but  no  conclusion  was  arrived  at.  The 
Maritime  .Affairs  and  Harbor  Committee  of  the  Cham- 
ber and  the  Traffic  Bureau  have  under  consideration 
the  desirability  of  making  changes.

The  X-Club  of  Buffalo,  one  hundred  strong,  will 
visit  this  city  the  last  week  in  July,  according  to  ad- 
vices received  by  the  Chamber.  They  want  to  get  a 
preliminary  look  at  the  fair. 


LOWER  RATES  VIA  CANAL 

Figures  gathered  by  the  New  (Orleans  Association 
of  Commerce  and  issued  by  the  Foreign  Trade  De- 
partment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
show  that  San  Francisco  and  other  Pacific  Coast  ports 
will  save  from  40  to  60  per  cent  in  shipping  to  Mis- 
sissippi Valley  points  by  the  new  all-water  route  made 
possible  by  the  Panama  Canal. 

The  present  rail  rate  for  lumber  to  New  Orleans  is 
55  cents  a  hundred  pounds,  whereas  by  water  it  will  be 
but  27.5  cents.  A  comparison  of  the  rates  on  other 
commodities  shipped  in  carload  lots  and  with  the  rail 
rate  given  first  and  the  water  rate  second,  is:  Canned 
goods,  85,  42.5;  wines,  75,  37.5;  dried  fruit.  $1.10,  55; 
beans,  85,  42.5  ;   asphalt,  55,  27.5. 

After  going  down  the  Pacific  Coast,  through  the 
canal  and  across  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  the  freight  will 
go  from  New  Orleans  up  the  Mississippi  River  as  far 
as  Minneapolis;  up  the  Missouri  River  as  far  as  Kan- 
sas City,  and  up  the  Ohio  River  as  far  as  Pittsburg. 

The  rates  do  not  include  river  insurance.  If  the 
Panama  Canal  tolls  are  imposed  there  will  be  added 
4.5  per  100  pounds  to  the  water  rates. 

BUILDING  RECORD  FOR  MAY.— The  permits 
for  the  construction  of  new  buildings  issued  in  May  by 
the  Building  Bureau  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
amounted  to  $1,781,148,  indicating  about  the  same 
activity  as  was  shown  a  vear  ago,  the  total  for  May, 

1913,  having  been  $1,728,244.

The  committee  was  divided  on  the  matter  of  develop- 
ment, some  favoring  improvement  by  private  enterprise, 
others  municipal  development  and  control.

Mr.  Boardman's  remarks  were  greeted  with  hearty 
applause,  and  when  he  gave  a  vivid  description  of  the 
beach  as  it  will  appear  in  the  future,  there  was  an  out- 
burst of  applause  which  showed  that  on  the  subject  of 


the   beach   there  was   but  one   thought — "The   beach, 
save  it  and  use  it." 

Supervisor  Wm.  H.  McCarthy  followed  Mr.  Board- 
man.  Speaking  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  he  said : 

We  want  the  beach  improved  and  are  glad  to  see  that  the 
Chamber  has  taken  the  matter  up.  It  has  been  too  long 
neglected.  This  suggested  esplanade  will  prove  the  crowning 
glory  of  San  Francisco's  scenic  wonders,  and  it  is  right  in 
line  with  the  Supervisors'  plans  to  give  our  city  a  system 
of  boulevards  which  will  make  San  Francisco  the  Mecca  of 
the  traveling  world  and  the  delight  of  our  own  people.  We 
have  many  big  projects  on  hand,  but  none  will  be  injured  by 
this  work.  Let  all  of  us  get  behind  it,  put  our  shoulders  to 
the  wheel  of  progress  and  your  city,  my  city,  San  Francisco, 
will  become  a  wonder  city.  The  E.xposition  people  and  the 
Supervisors  are  planning  to  spend  thousands  on  a  chain  of 
boulevards.  Without  this  beach  improvement  they  would  be 
incomplete,  so  gentlemen,  I  say,  with  all  fervor,  let  us  build  it. 

That  Mr.  McCarthy  had  touched  a  responsive  chord 
was  shown  by  the  vigorous  •  hand-clapping  that  fol- 
lowed his  stirring  appeal  for  progress.  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  F.  W.  Kellogg  of  the  Call,  who  won  a  quick 
response  in  the  way  of  applause  when  he  declared : 

This  beach  plan  is  one  which  should  receive  the  endorse- 
ment of  every  one  who  loves  his  city.  It  means  more  than 
beach  improvement.  It  means  that  San  Franciscans  realize 
the  value  of  their  ocean  front.  We  have  a  park,  a  wonderful 
park.  Other  cities  have  parks.  We  spend  millions  on  public 
buildings.  Other  cities  do  the  same.  But  no  city  has  a  beach 
like  ours.  By  all  means  let  us  use  it.  The  beach  has  been 
forgotten.     Now  is  the  time  to  remedy  our  oversight.

Kellogg  suggesting  a  system  of  petitions.

WEST  INDIAN  SERVICE 

After  the  Panama  Canal  is  open  for  traffic,  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  is  practically  assured  there  will  be  direct 
steamship  service  between  West  Indian  ports  and  San 
Francisco.  The  commerce  of  Cuba,  Jamaica  and 
Haiti  is  well  worth  going  after,  as  there  are  many 
commodities  that  California  can  supply,  and  many 
articles  California  could  import,  such  as  hides  and 
skins,  bananas,  cocoanuts,  pineapples,  rum,  cacao, 
valuable  woods,  etc.  For  the  information  of  those  in- 
terested, the  Department  has  compiled  a  list  of  the 
principal  imports  of  Kingston,  Jamaica,  Port-au- 
Prince,  Haiti,  and  Havana,  Cuba,  together  with  a  list 
of  merchants  importing  most  of  the  commodities.  It 
is  suggested  that  merchants  interested  write  to  these 
importers  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  if  a  trade  could 
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be  worked  up  in  the  event  of  steamship  service  direct 
and  reasonable  rates.  The  Department  would  appre- 
ciate notice  of  such  action  in  order  that  it  may  take 
the  question  up  further  with  the  steamship  company 
having  this  service  in  mind.

TAXATION  OF  lOCAl  SHIPPING 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Chamber  having 
unanimously  endorsed  the  proposed  constitutional 
amendment  exempting  from  taxation  except  for  State 
purposes  all  vessels  of  more  than  fifty  tons  burden 
registered  at  any  port  in  this  State,  steps  have  been 
taken  to  secure  similar  endorsements  by  the  Chambers 
of  Commerce  of  San  Diego.  Oakland,  Sacramento. 
Eureka.  Crescent  City  and  Los  Angeles.  Many  other 
States  having  seaports  do  not  tax  their  local  shipping. 
Under  our  present  laws  all  foreign-owned  vessels  or 
vessels  owned  by  local  citizens  or  corporations  which 
are  registered  from  foreign  lands,  or  ports  of  other 
States  in  the  United  States,  are  exempt  from  local 
taxation.  The  proposed  amendment  is  to  be  submitted 
to  the  voters  at  the  election  next  November.

Copra. — The  receipts  of  copra  from  foreign  ports 
were  very  heavv  durmg  the  month  of  May,  amounting 
to  40.988  sacks'  and  400  tons. 

Heavy  Tonnage. — The  total  tonnage  arriving  at  San 
Francisco  for  the  month  of  May  was:  Steam,  614,649 
tons,  and  sail,  37,527  tons — the  largest  monthly  move- 
ment this  year.  The  total  number  of  vessels  arriving 
was  537. 

Big  Gain. — Tonnage  listed  and  on  the  way  to  San 
Francisco  to  date,  exclusive  of  coastwise,  totals  252.194 
tons,  compared  to  163,904  tons  for  the  corresponding 
date  of  1913.

The  Southern  Pacific  and  Santa  Fe  Railroads  have 
made  an  announcement  of  importance  to  the  merchants 
of  San  Francisco.  It  is  to  the  efifect  that  these  roads 
will  run  next  Friday,  June  12th,  excursions  from  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley,  Bakersfield  to  Stockton,  inclusive, 
to  San  Francisco.  Tickets  will  be  good  for  ten  days 
and  the  fare  for  the  round  trip  will  be  a  fare  of  one  and 
one-third.  The  trip  is  arranged  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  people  of  the  San  Joaquin  to  come  to  San 
Francisco  to  see  the  progress  made  by  the  Exposition, 
that  they  may  return  to  their  homes  fully  qualified  to 
tell  their  neighbors  what  a  wonderful  show  the  fair  is 
to  be. 

The  ten-day  tickets  will  give  them  ample  stopover 
privileges,  so  that  those  who  wish  to  do  any  shopping 
will  have  plenty  of  time.

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Chamber  Wins  Six  Year  Battle 

Court  Decides  Switching  Case 

A  battle  extending  over  a  period  of  six  years,  waged  for  the  benefit  of  the  merchants  of  San  Fran- 
cisco by  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  ended  in  victory  for  the  Chamber,  a  de- 
cision by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  handed  down  on  June  8th,  sustaining  the  Chamber's  con- 
tention that  the  switching  charge  by  the  railroads  was  a  burden  imposed  on  the  merchants  without  legal 
right.  It  is  estimated  that  close  to  one  million  dollars  will  be  restored  to  California  shippers  through 
this  decision,  the  reparation  claims  extending  over  a  period  of  two  years. 

The  syllabus  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  decision,  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  is  as  follows : 

1.  Charge  of  $2.50  per  car  exacted  for  delivering  and  receiving  carload  freight  to  and 
from  industries  located  upon  spurs  and  sidetracks  within  carriers'  switching  limits  found 
unlawful  when  such  carload  freight  is  moving  incidentally  to  a  system-line  haul;  charge 
found  not  unlawful  when  such  carload  freight  is  moving  incidentally  to  a  foreign-line  haul. 

2.  The  spurs  and  sidetracks  which  connect  industries  with  a  carrier's  rails  within  switch- 
ing limits  found  to  constitute  a  portion  of  the  carrier's  terminal  facilities. 

3.  The  delivery  of  a  car  upon  an  industrial  siding  found  to  be  a  substitute  for  de- 
livery upon  public  team  tracks,  and,  no  additional  service  being  involved,  cannot  be  made 
the  basis  for  an  additional  charge. 

Members  of  the  Chamber  are  advised  to  make  no  assignment  of  claims  covering  switching  charges 
or  to  enter  into  any  arrangement  for  the  recovery  of  such  charges  pending  determination  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  contemplated  possible  action  by  the  Chamber  in  behalf  of  the  interested  members. 

Proceedings  in  the  Switching  Case,  involving  the  legality  of  the  discriminatory  switching  charge  of 
$2.50,  were  instituted  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  by  the  Traffic  Bureau  in  1908,  and  in 
1910  the  Coirmiission  rendered  a  decision  in  which  said  charge,  when  made  by  the  carrier  enjoying  the 
line  haul,  was  declared  illegal  when  applied  to  carload  shipments  of  transcontinental  freight  moving  on 
or  off  industrial  switching  spurs  in  San  Francisco.  Upon  appeal  by  carriers  to  the  Commerce  Court,  the 
Interstate  Commerce  decision  of  1910  was  reversed,  and  it  remained  for  the  Government  to  carry  the 
case  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  decision  which  we  are  now  pleased  to  announce. 
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Big  Attendance  at  Luncheon 


The  weekly  Chamber  of  Coninierce  luneheiiiis  ha\c 
struck  a  popular  chord,  judging  I)}'  the  attendance.  The 
second  luncheon  of  the  series,  which  was  held  in  the 
Red  Room  of  the  Palace  Hotel  last  Tuesday,  at- 
tracted nearly  200  business  men.  all  of  whom  gave 
unqualified  approval  of  the  luncheon  idea,  and  a  great 
number  voiced  their  intention  of  becoming  regular  at- 
tendants. In  the  absence  of  Pre.sident  Michaels.  Direc- 
tor R.  I.  Bentley  presided.  Mr.  Bentley  announced 
that  the  subject  for  the  day  was  "Relation  of  Business 
to  Legislation,"  and  introduced  Mr.  Louis  S.  Beedy 
as  the  opening  speaker.     Mr.  Beedy  said  in  part : 

The  appareiu  simplicity  of  conferring  upon  the  Federal 
Government  full  jurisdiction  over  matters  of  interstate  com- 
merce allowed  by  the  letter  of  the  Constitution,  or  which, 
by  interpretation  can  be  brought  within  the  meaning  of  its 
language,  has  led  a  large  and  constantly  increasing  number 
of  thinkers  to  advocate  further  amendments  that  will  give 
jurisdiction  in  matters  of  more  intimate  or  local  concern. 
Unless  this  tendency  toward  the  magnifying  of  the  Federal 
jurisdiction  and  the  minimizing  that  of  the  States  l)e 
checked,  we  shall  find  ourselves  under  an  imperial  system, 
which,  whatever  be  its  advantages,  will  be  dangerous  to 
fundamental  American  ideals. 

There  is  fi  remedy  for  this  danger  of  an  exaggerated  Fed- 
eral jurisdiction  and  it  rests  in  the  principle  of  uniform 
legislation  throughout  all  the  States.  The  history  and  ac- 
complishment of  the  conference  of  Commissioners  on  Uni- 
form State  Laws  will  show  the  possibility  of  attaining  sub- 
stantial uniformity  on  many  matters  of  commercial  and  social 
importance.  This  conference  has  considered  and  approved 
seven  important  acts  dealing  with  the  machinery  of  business 
and  secured  the  adoption  of  them  in  a  number  of  the  States. 
.\n  these  have  been  useful  to  l)usiness  and  have  been  well 
received  by  commercial  interests. 

The  second  division  of  the  subject  concerns  legislation 
which  has  for  its  object  the  restraining  or  regulating  of  busi- 
ness. That  kind  of  legislation  has  been  loud  in  its  claims 
and  has  demanded  and  absorbed  the  attention  and  considera- 
tion of  business  men.  For  years  the  nation  has  heard  the 
popular  clamor  for  laws  regulating  tliis  and  restraining  that, 
and  the  law  has  been  passed  often  without  regard  to  whether 
the  law  was  properly  framed  to  reach  the  fundamental  evils 
that  needed  correction  and  often  again  aimed  at  the  phe- 
nomena of  economic  laws  that  no  statute  can  change. 

There  is  nothing  the  matter  with  business  except  a  want 
of  confidence,  and  that  is  occasioned  by  our  mania  for  more 
laws,  a  considerable  proportion  of  which  are  designed  to 
curb,  restrict  and  regulate  business  so  that  it  cannot  run 
along  its  accustomed  channels. 

Allen  G.  Wright,  counsel  for  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, followed  Mr,  Beedy,  saying  in  part: 

The  "Relations  of  Business  to  Legislation"  should  be 
viewed  from  the  angle  of  what  business  men  should  do  for 
legislation.  There  is  a  great  and  ever  increasing  mass  of 
legislation  enacted  from  time  to  time,  and  its  scope  relates 
largely  to  efforts  to  enforce  economic  theories  by  law.  Much 
of  it  relates  to  problems  involved  in  the  conflict  between 
competition  and  monopoly  and  in  the  relations  between  em- 
ployer and  employee.  Owing  to  regulation  by  public  utilities 
commissions  the  conservative  influence  heretofore  exercised 
on  legislation  by  public  service  corporations  has  been  with- 
drawn, and  the  attitude  of  the  courts  is  one  of  growing  re- 
luctance to  declare  statutes  unconstitutional.  The  business 
interests,  therefore,  are  being  vitally  effected  by  great  quan- 
tities    of     legislative     enactments     passed     under     conditions 


where  there  w.is  little  conservative  check  upon  them,  and 
because  of  this  attitude  of  the  courts  the  relations  between 
business  interests  and  adverse  legislation  are  not  so  much 
now  matters  of  legal  controversy  as  they  are  matters  of 
political  controversy,  and  therefore  matters  which  could  only 
effectively  be  adjusted  in  the  halls  of  legislation.  Business 
men  must  appear  in  person  before  legislative  committees 
and  there  urge  their  cause  tliemselves 
on  paid  advocates.  They  should  carefully  study 
tigate  the  economic  problems  of  the  day  and  adopt  a  program 
of  conservative  legislation — agreed  upon  in  advance  of  legis- 
lative  sessions — for  the   solution   of  these   problems  in  a   way

ing and  restriction  of  legitimate  business.  You  should  care- 
fully observe  the  political  record  of  members  of  the  legis- 
lature upon  matters  effecting  business  interests  with  a  view 
to  defeating  legislators  for  re-election  who  had  shov/n  them- 
selves unnecessarily  hostile  to  business  development.  Regu- 
lation of  monopoly  rather  than  hampering  legislation  is  an 
ideal  solution  of  the  struggle  of  competition  with  luonopoly. 

An  unexpected  pleasure  was  conferred  on  the  as- 
sembled Chamber  of  Commerce  members  when  Chair- 
man Bentley  announced  that  he  had  a  surprise  in  store 
for  them.  "We  learned  to-day,"  said  ^Ir.  Bentley, 
"that  former  Governor  Gillett  was  in  town  and  in- 
vited him  to  the  luncheon.  He  is  here  and  I  think  we 
will  be  forgiven  if  we  violate  our  rule  to  close  the 
meeting  promptly  at  1  ;45.  if  he  will  talk  to  us  for  a 
few  minutes."    Mr.  Gillett  said  in  part: 

"Every  man  thinks  he  can  fix  the  laws  a  little  liettcr  than 
they  ever  were  before.  As  a  consequence  we  are  loading  our- 
selves up  with  laws  and  laws  to  regulate,  restrain  and  curl) 
business.  But  to  cripple  business  is  to  cripple  the  country 
itself.  As  a  partial  cure  for  this  tendency  there  should  be 
appointed  legislation  committees  by  all  chambers  of  com- 
merce, these  committees  to  work  together  in  aiding  legis- 
lators to  frame  satisfactory  laws.  In  support  of  this  conten- 
tion may  be  cited  the  California  standard  insurance  polic}' 
and  the  State  banking  laws,  which  were  the  result  of  confer- 
ences between  those  who  knew  most  about  insurance  and 
banking  and  the  legislators.

San  Francisco,  and  all  of  Northern  California  to-day  is  entering  upon  its  most  prosperous  era.  Realizing  this, 
the  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  Chamber  has  started  a  prosperity  campaign  in  which  the  press  is  heartily  co- 
operating. Read  the  ads  in  the  daily  papers.  Is  there  any  cry  of  "we  must  have  money"?  No.  One  and  all  of  the 
big  retail  merchants  announce  that  business  is  good  and  that  such  conditions  can  only  presage  an  enormous  increase 
for  the  fall  months.  They  are  getting  ready,  and  they  declare  frankly  in  their  big  ads  that  they  want  to  clear  their 
shelves  and  stock-rooms  to  make  room  for  goods  to  meet  demands.  Nineteen  fourteen,  it  was  predicted,  would  be 
a  banner  year.     The  prediction  is  coming'  true.  / 


The  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  is  gMng 
employment  to  5,000  men;  placing  more  than  $150,000  in 
circulation  in  the  city  every  week  through  its  payrolls  placing 
many  more  thousands  of  dollars  in  circulation  in  San  Fran- 
cisco through  the  purchase  of  supplies  and  material;  bring- 
ing thousands  of  visitors  to  the  city  every  month;  preparing 
San  Francisco  to  receive  and  care  for  a  million  visitors  in 
1915. 

The  oil  production  of  California  for  1914  is  conservatively 
figured  by  A.  L.  Weil,  counsel  for  the  General  Petroleum 
Company,  at  100,000,000  barrels.  This  exceeds  all  previous 
yearly  records  by  several  million  barrels.  The  value  of  this 
output  at  tide-water  will  be  about  $75,000,000.  A  large  pro- 
portion of  this,  possibly  one-third,  will  be  paid  out  in  wages 
in   the   oil   fields,   but   half  or   more   will  find  its   way  to   the 


banks,  wholesale  houses,  commission  merchants,  oil  stock 
holders  and  retail  shops  in  San  Francisco. 

Hotel  registrations  in  San  Francisco  are  now  averaging 
1,500  a  day!  This  estimate  is  made  by  the  San  Francisco 
Hotel  Men's  Association. 

The  daily  arrival  of  travelers  is  a  record  for  this  season  of 
the  year.  It  is  500  a  day  greater  than  three  years  ago,  300 
a  day  greater  than  one  year  ago. 

These  visitors,  it  is  estimated,  average  a  daily  expenditure 
of  $5  each,  or  $7,500.  Their  contribution  to  the  prosperity  of 
San  Francisco  is  more  than  $50,000  weekly. 

The  barley  crops  alone  of  the  State  will  bring  $22,000,000 
this  year,  the  crops  will  be  from  900,000  to  1,000,000  tons  of 
the  grain,  from  150,000  to  250,000  tons  above  the  previous 
output.  The  hay  crop  will  total  $38,500,000.  When  the 
farmers  prosper  San  Francisco  prospers. 


$196,000  a  day 


San  Francisco  has  to-day  3,000  buildings  under  construction.  On 
them  are  working  35,000  laborers  and  skilled  mechanics,  getting 
an  average  wage  of  $5.60  and  ranging  from  $3.50  for  unskilled 
labor  to  $7.50  for  skilled.  The  total  daily  payroll  is  $196,000. 
These  figures  are  entirely  exclusive  of  all  work  on  the  Exposition  grounds. 


WEST  INDIES  SERVICE  ASSURED 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  been  advised 
that  the  East  Asiatic  Company  will  operate  east-bound 
as  well  as  west-bound  after  the  opening  of  the  Canal. 
The)'  will  considerably  increase  their  fleet  and  will 
probably  operate  a  number  of  motor  ships  similar  to 
the  '"Stam,"  which  recently  visited  this  port  on  a  round- 
the-world  trip.  When  this  service  is  established  they 
will  call  at  all  important  West  Indian  ports,  both  com- 
ing and  going.  This  will  give  San  Francisco  merchants 
an  opportunity  of  securing  a  share  of  the  commerce 
of  those  islands.  There  will  also  be  smaller  ships 
operating  between  the  West  Indies  and  ports  on  the 
northeast  coast  of  South  America  and  Colombia,  Vene- 
zuela and  the  Guianas.  afifording  San  Francisco  ship- 
pers an  opportunity  to  get  their  products  into  that  sec- 
tion as  well.

ORGANIZATIONS  A  UNIT  FOR  THE  CITY 


The  regular  weekly  luncheon  held  in  the  Red  Room 
of  the  Palace  last  Tuesday  proved  conclusively  that 
San  Francisco  is  a  solid  unit  when  the  interests  of  the 
city  are  at  stake.  The  ten  leading  civic  organizations 
of  the  city  were  represented  by  speakers  and  commit- 
tees, who  voiced  the  sentiment  that  anything  and 
everything  in  which  San  Francisco  is  concerned  would 
receive  their  unanimous  co-operation.  It  is  probably 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  city  that  all  of  these 
organizations  have  united  in  this  way  and  pledged 
themselves  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  metropolis  of 
the  Pacific  Coast. 

A  noticeable  fact  that  was  brought  out  in  the  various 
addresses,  each  being  greeted  with  enthusiastic  ap- 
plause, was  to  the  effect  that  while  ten  organizations 
were  represented,  no  two  were  overlapping  in  the 
efforts  for  the  good  of  San  Francisco.  Each  body  has 
a  definite  purpose  in  view  and  is  doing  its  work  well. 
The  powerful  forces  that  are  working  so  successfully 
in  perfect  harmony  augured  well  for  future  successes 
and  continued  prosperity. 

President  Michaels  introduced  the  first  speaker,  H. 
H.  Allen,  president  of  the  Down  Town  Association,  a 
little  ahead  of  the  customary  time,  in  order  to  finish 
the  long  program  by  two  o'clock.  Mr.  Allen  told  of 
the  conditions  arising  after  the  fire  that  demanded  the 
attention  of  the  merchants  and  finally  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  the  Down  Town  Association,  representing 
the  most  valuable  real  estate  west  of  Chicago.  Thirty 
thousand  dollars  have  been  spent  by  this  association 
for  ornamental  street  lights  that  have  been  presented 
to  the  city. 

Dr.  Julius  Rosenstirn,  vice-president  of  the  Civic 
League  of  Improvement  Clubs,  followed  with  an  inter- 
esting talk  on  what  the  eighty-one  improvement  clubs 
of  the  city  are  doing  in  their  various  districts,  keeping 
in  mind  that  "greater  interests  of  the  city  should  pre- 
vail rather  than  any  petty  difference." 

Samuel  P.  Johnston,  president  of  the  Ad  Mens'  Club, 
read  a  telegram  from  William  Randolph  Hearst  favor- 
ing San  Francisco  as  the  1915  meeting  for  the  Asso- 
ciated Advertising  Clubs  of  America,  which  is  now 
holding  its  annual  meeting  in  Toronto,  Canada,  He 
also  outlined  the  work  the  Ad  Club  is  doing, 

Walter  B,  Webster,  president  of  the  Home  Industry 
League,  brought  out  the  fact  that  thirty-four  States 
of  the  LTnion   have  home   industry   leagues,   and   that 


the  local  organization  had  been  instrumental  in  keep- 
ing $13,000,000  from  going  outside  of  the  State, 

Samuel  G,  Buckbee,  president  of  the  San  Francisco 
Real  Estate  Board,  said  that  they  had  turned  Knockers 
into  Boosters,  He  spoke  of  the  Land  Show,  the  Great- 
er San  Francisco  campaign,  reduction  in  fire  insurance 
rates,  the  fostering  of  a  better  spirit  from  the  southern 
section  of  the  State  and  ahso  that  the  Board  has  been 
instrumental  in  persuading  the  insurance  companies 
to  lend  $11,000,000  on  San  Francisco  real  estate,  in 
which  work  they  were  ably  assisted  by  William  Magee, 

"He  prospers  best  who  serves  best,"  declared  H,  J, 
Brunnier,  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Rotary  Club, 
whose  motto  is  "Service;  not  self," 

The  Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Association  has 
recently  been  formed  and  those  who  attended  the 
luncheon  were  much  interested  in  the  clear,  forceful, 
yet  simple  statements  made  by  the  president,  J,  W, 
Mason,  This  organization  is  constructive  and  not  de- 
structive, 

A  new  arrival  in  San  Francisco  was  warmly  wel- 
comed in  the  person  of  Edgar  Allen  Forbes,  the  new 
secretary  of  the  California  Development  Board,  He 
pleaded  that  we  get  facts  and  not  information,  and 
outlined  the  work  of  the  Board  by  telling  of  the  only 
two  things  they  had  to  do :  First  to  get  all  the  facts 
about  California,  and,  secondly,  to  get  rid  of  all  those 
facts. 

One  hundred  and  forty  conventions,  bringing  150,000 
visitors,  is  the  result  of  the  work  of  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  League,  said  its  president,  Paul  T.  Car- 
roll. "Ten  million  dollars  has  been  obtained  at  a  cost 
of  less  than  one  per  cent.  The  Convention  League  has 
spent  less  than  $80,000  in  its  work,  has  distributed  a 
million  pieces  of  literature,  and  ^]_quarter  tTiousand  of 
the  California  poppies,"  said  CarroTT:   ■■  ' 

Frederick  Whitton,  president  of  the  Tourist  Asso- 
ciation, closed  the  interesting  meeting  with  a  strong 
appeal  for  the  support  of  the  business  men  of  the  citv. 
He  said  in  part :  "The  money  problem  in  San  Francisco 
is  solved  in  spite  of  tremendous  financial  responsibili- 
ties. Men  are  wanted,  their  time  is  valuable.  Make 
San  Francisco  popular  in  California,  Talk  won't  do 
it.  Action  will  produce  it.  Get  a  percentage  of  the 
European  travel,  for  here  we  have  one  of  the  most 
delightful  vacation  spots  in  the  world." 


INDIAN    SUPPLIES

missioners of  Washington,  D,  C,  visited  the  Informa- 
tion Department  during  the  past  week,  .  Mr.  Abbott  is 
studying  the  question  of  the  purchase  of  Indian  sup- 
plies, endeavoring  to  interest  the  manufacturer,  the 
producer  and  the  dealers  of  the  Pacific  Coast  in  sub- 
mitting bids  on  supplies  for  the  Indian  Service.  He  is 
making  special  inquiry  as  to  the  best  time  of  year  to 
buy  the  chief  California  products,  such  as  beans,  rolled 
barley,  dried  fruits  and  canned  goods.

KILL   THE   CLAYTON    BILL 

The  following  telegram  has  been  sent  to  Washington 
by  the  Chamber : 

San   Francisco,  June   17th,   1914. 
Sent  to  Geo.  C.  Perkins, 
John  D.  Works, 

U.  S.  Senate,  Washington,  D.  C. 

San  Francisco  Chamber  Commerce  strongly  opposes  pas- 
sage Clayton  Bill  now  pending  before  Senate.  Discrimination 
proposed  by  this  bill  favoring  labor  and  agricultural  organiza- 
tions violates  fundamental  spirit  of  our  institutions,  which 
are  intended  to  guarantee  equality  before  the  law.  Do  not 
believe  anti-trust  measure  should  attempt  to  deal  with  use  of 
injunctions  in  trade  disputes  or  determine  what  picketing 
may  be  lawful  or  provide  for  jury  trials  in  contempt  cases. 
Last  three  named  matters  have  no  relation  to  combinations 
in  restraint  of  trade  or  efforts  to  monopolize.  May  be  some 
features  Clayton  Bill  which  constitute  proper  legislation,  but 
there  are  many  features  other  than  those  enumerated  which 
are  either  improper,  viciously  class  legislative  in  character, 
confusing  in  phraseology  or  calculated  to  create  more  uncer- 
tainty than  now  afflicts  business  enterprises  generally.  Bill 
involves"  policy  in  other  respects,  concerning  propriety  of 
which  there  is  at  least  sufficient  doubt  to  demand  more  com- 
plete and  careful  consideration  than  has  yet  been  given 
Clayton  Bill.  For  this  reason  we  favor  Salusbury  resolution, 
suggesting  postponement.  Will  give  you  views  on  bill  at 
length  letter.  Meanwhile  request  you  oppose  passage  bill  in 
present  form  and  assist  in  securing  postponement  final  con- 
sideration at  present  time.

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Baggage  Regulations 

The  several  lines  operating  on  the  Pacific  Coast  have 
issued  a  new  tariff,  including  general  baggage  rules, 
etc.,  to  conform  to  the  recent  order  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  There  has  been  added,  how- 
ever, a  new  rule,  reading  as  follows : 

On  and  after  July  1st,  1914,  trunks  or  cases,  construct- 
ed in  the  form  of  a  trunk,  or  other  rigid  containers,  which 
are   not   square   or   rectangular,   will   not   be  accepted   for 
transportation    in    regular    baggage    service,    except    that 
such    trunks,   cases    or    other    rigid    containers    may   have 
not  to  exceed  two  bulging  sides,  providing  the  bulging 
sides  are   opposite  each  other. 
This  rule  has  been  suspended  by  the  Commission 
until  September  29,  1914.     Members  interested  in  or 
injuriously     afifected    by   this    rule    are    requested    to 
promptly  so  advise  the  manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau. 


Western  Classification  Committee  Meeting 

The  Western  Classification  Committee  will  conduct 
hearings  in  San  Francisco  commencing  June  30th,  at 
which  time  matters  docketed  for  consideration  by  Pa- 
cific Coast  interests  will  be  heard.  Members  are  urged 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  any 
classification  matters  they  may  have  for  consideration 
at  these  hearings.

Foreign  Trade  Luncheon— June  30th 

On  May  27th  and  28th  a  National  Foreign  Trade  Convention  was  held  in  the  Hotel  Raleigh,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  There  were  present  the  most  prominent  manufacturers,  exporters  and  business  men  of 
the  United  States,  and  addresses  were  made  by  Secretary  of  State  Bryam,  Secretary  of  Commerce 
Redfield,  other  Government  officials,  James  J.  Hill,  Fairfax  Harrison,  P.  A.  S.  Franklin,  and  many  other 
prominent  gentlemen. 

The  object  of  the  convention  was  to  discuss  plans  for  enlarging  and  unifying  the  foreign  commerce 
of  the  United  States.  Captain  Robert  Dollar  of  this  city  was  present  and  read  a  paper.  At  Tuesday's 
luncheon  Captain  Dollar  -will  give  a  brief  account  of  the  aims  and  objects  of  this  convention  and  what 
it  is  likely  to  accomplish. 

Dr.  E.  A.  Thayer,  commercial  agent  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  will  also  deliver  a  short  address  showing  the  value  of  commercial  organizations 
and  departments  to  business  men.  Dr.  Thayer  has  long  been  investigating,  for  the  government,  ways 
to  assist  in  promoting  commerce,  and  recently  returned  from  a  trip  through  Latin  America  for  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce  with  this  end  in  view.

No  doubt  now  exists  in  the  minds  of  the  membersliii)  as 
to  the  success  of  the  weekly  luncheons.  If  any  did  remain 
the  luncheon  last  Tuesday  clinched  for  all  times  the  fact 
that  these  gatherings  were  more  than  "eating  fests" — that 
they  were  real  business  propositions,  where  any  business  man 
could   learn   something. 

President  Michaels  introduced  John  Francis  Neylan,  pres- 
ident of  the  State  Board  of  Control,  who  commanded  ap- 
plause when  he  stated:  "We  have  restored  honesty  and 
competition  for  the  business  of  this  State.  Any  firm  can  be 
assured  of  a  seiuare  deal  in  its  transactions  and  the  Board 
of  which  I  am  a  member  will  see  to  it  that  you  do  get  a 
square  deal."  In  a  clear,  forceful  manner  he  told  of  condi- 
tions, past  and  present.  How  187  firms  were  now  bidding 
for  the  State's  business,  where  formerly  but  a  few  were  inter- 
ested. How  three  reputable  firms  must  now  bid  on  all  con- 
tracts, 85  per  cent  of  the  State  business  being  let  out  by  con- 
tract and  IS  per  cent  by  non-contract.  All  bids  must  be  for- 
warded to  the  State  Board  of  Control,  contracts  being  award- 
ed under  the  pre-audit  system,  whereby  all  departments  and 
institutions  must  furnish  an  estimate  on  the  20th  of  each 
month  for  the  succeeding  month.  Each  department  can 
spend  what  is  in  the  contract  and  no  more.  In  days  gone 
by  the  State  was  defrauded  to  the  extent  of  42  per  cent  in 
deliveries  after  the  contracts  were  awarded.  To-day  the 
Pure  Food  and  Laboratory  Department  of  the  University 
of  California  are  the  judges  of  all  foods  sent  to  State  insti- 
tutions. Honesty  and  competition  have  resulted  in  purchas- 
ing ink  for  12^  cents  a  pound  that  formerly  cost  $2.50  a 
pound  and  has  placed  a  credit  of  $162,000  in  place  of  a  mort- 
gage of  $56,000  in  the  purchasing  of  State  supplies.  To-day 
a  uniform  system  of  bookkeeping  and  traveling  auditors 
supplant  numerous  "home-made"  systems  that  caused  books 
to  disappear. 

California  was  the  first  State  to  adopt  a  State  budget,  now 
New  York  has  written  for  information.  California  4  per 
cent  bonds  have  recently  been  sold,  while  S'/i  per  cent  and  6 
per  cent  municipal  bonds  could  not  be  sold.  There  is  now  a 
surplus  of  $3,800,000  in  the  treasury.  The  State  of  Califor- 
nia was  never  in  better  financial  condition  than   it  is  to-day.

Mr.  F.  H.  Abbott,  secretary  of  the  Indian  Commission  of 
Washington,  D.  C,  followed  Mr.  Neylan.  Mr.  Abbott  came /I 
to  the  Coast  to  see  how  bids  were  being  handled  on  $250,000'  | 
worth  of  supplies  now  being  purchased  at  the  Indian  ware- 
house on  Howard  Street,  with  a  view  toward  the  elimination 
of  submitting  samples  and  as  to  the  best  time  of  year  for 
purchasing  California  goods  in  California.  Last  year  $13,000 
worth  of  California  beans  were  bought  in  Chicago  and 
shipped  back  to  the   Indians  out  here. 

Mr.  Abbott  said  in  part:  "1  want  to  submit  to  Secretary 
Lane  the  ideas  of  you  business  men  as  to  how  this  business 
may  be  had.  It  is  your  own  fault  if  you  do  not  get  this 
business,  as  1  do  not  have  to  assure  you  that  Secretary  Lane 
will  give  you  a  square  deal  in  contracting  for  the  five  million 
dollars'  worth  of  Indian  supplies.  There  are  300,000  Indians 
in  the  States,  with  property  worth  $1,000,000.  There  are 
40,000  Indian  children  in  the  schools.  In  California  there 
are  18,000  Indians  and  there  are  110,000  Indians  in  the  West- 
ern States  of  California,  Oregon,  Washington,  Nevada,  Utah, 
Idaho,  Montana,  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  Indian  ware- 
houses are  located  in  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Omaha  and  San 
Francisco." 

In  conclusion  Mr.  Abbott  said:  "We  are  an.xious  to  have 
all  compete  and  we  hope  to  submit  a  plan  that  will  stand 
the  test  of  the  Pacific  Coast  merchants.  Just  two  things 
more:  there  are  2,500  Indian  children  of  school  age  in  Cali- 
fornia that  do  not  go  to  school.  You  really  have  an  Indian 
problem.  The  University  of  California  at  its  museum  at  the 
Affiliated  Colleges  has  the  inost  valuable  collection  of  Indian 
relics  in  the  United  States.  It  is  better  than  those  of  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  in  New  York  and  the  National  Muse- 
um in  Washington,  D.  C,  combined.  However,  it  is  not  in  a 
fireproof  building.  Do  not  let  this  valuable  collection  go  up 
in  smoke." 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  luncheon  animated  groups  formed 
around  the  two  speakers,  plying  them  with  questions.  Be- 
fore Mr.  Abbott  left  for  Washington  he  arranged  to  have  the 
Chamber  work  up  a  new  schedule  of  soecifications,  eliminat- 
ing samples  on  all  heavy  material.  Every  line  of  business 
will  be  asked  to  draft  its  own  specifications.

COIN    FOR    CALIFORNIA    RIVERS    AND 
HARBORS 

WASHINGTON,  June  18.— The  rivers  and  harbors  appro- 
priation bill  was  favorably  reported  in  the  Senate  to-day  by 
the  committee  which  considered  it.  California  appropriations 
in  the  bill  total  $1,326,000,  and  are:

We  have  a  real  harbor  here  and  do  not  need 
money  with  which  to  build  breakwaters  and  other 
necessary  adjuncts  to  artificial  harbors. 
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SUPREME  COURT  SUSTAINS  INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION 
IN  THE  INTERMOUNTAIN  RATE  CASES 


A  decision  of  far-reaching  importance  was  lianded 
down  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  last  Mon- 
day whereby  the  constitutionality  of  the  long  and  short 
haul  clause  is  upheld,  and  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  given  unlimited  discretion  in  the  exercise 
of  its  right  to  permit  carriers  to  vary  from  the  strict  let- 
ter of  same.  In  the  intermountain  cases,  affecting 
west-bound  transicontinental  rates,  the  Commission 
divided  the  United  States  into  four  zones.  From  zone 
1,  comprising  territory  west  of  the  Missouri  River, 
the  Commission  decreed  that  rates  must  not  be  hi^er 
to  intermediate  points  than  to  the  more  distant  points. 
From  zone  2,  covering  territory  between  the  Missouri 
River  and  a  line  drawn  substantially  north  and  south 
through  Chicago,  the  Commission  prescribed  rates  that 
will  not  exceed  those  to  the  more  distant  points  by 
over  7  per  cent.  From  zone  3,  comprising  territory 
east  of  zone  2  and  as  far  as  the  Bufifalo-Pittsburgh  mer- 
idian, rates  to  intermediate  points  may  not  exceed  rates 
to  the  more  distant  points  by  15  per  cent.  From  zone 
4,  comprising  all  territory  east  of  the  Buffalo-Pitts- 
burgh line,  intermediate  rates  may  be  charged  not  to 
exceed  25  per  cent  higher  than  to  terminal  points. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  a  commodity  upon  which 
is  charged  a  west-bound  rate  of,  say,  $1.00  to  California 
terminals,  blanketed  from  all  territory  from  the  Mis- 
souri River  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  inclusive,  cannot  be 
exceeded  when  shipped  from,  say,  Omaha  or  Kansas 
City  to,  say.  Salt  Lake  City,  Reno  or  Fresno.     If  ship- 


ment is  made  from,  say,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  or  St. 
Louis,  rate  not  to  exceed  $1.07  may  be  charged  to 
intermediate  points.  If  from  Detroit,  Cincinnati  or 
Pittsburgh,  rate  not  exceeding  $1.15  may  be  charged 
to  intermediate  points,  while  if  from  New  York,  Phil- 
adelphia or  Boston,  rate  not  exceeding  $1.25  may  be 
charged  at  intermediate  points. 

The  effect  of  the  decision  will  be  to  seriously  hamper 
the  transcontinental  railroads  in  their  efforts  to  meet 
canal  competition  via  all  rail  lines,  inasmuch  as  any 
reductions  in  terminal  rates  must  be  reflected  in  rates 
to  intermediate  points  in  order  that  the  prescribed  per- 
centage of  relationship  may  not  be  exceeded.  This 
may  result  in  the  transcontinental  railroads  abandon- 
ing all  attempts  to  meet  the  canal  competition  via  all 
rail  lines  and  thus  be  able  to  retain  their  intermediate 
rates  upon  which  traffic  actually  moves  without  im- 
pairment. Rail  carriers  operating  in  conjunction  with 
steamships  via  Galveston  will  be  the  only  lines  in^  a 
position  to  compete  with  the  canal  without  seriously 
impairing  their  earnings  vipon  a  very  considerable 
volume  of  intermediate  business. 

Insofar  as  the  city  of  San  Francisco  is  concerned, 
the  decision  cannot  be  harmful  to  her  interests.  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  as  a  result  of  the 
decision  the  railroads  serving  San  Francisco  will  be 
compelled  to  adopt  such  a  policy  as  will  result  in  ma- 
teriall}'  increasing  San  Francisco's  distributive  area. 
To  this  end  the  Traffic  Bureau  will  bend  its  efforts. 


FIBER  CONTAINERS 

The  carriers  at  the  present  time  charge  a  higher 
rate  on  east-bound  rail  shipments  of  commodities  in 
fiber-wood  boxes  than  are  charged  for  similar  ship- 
ments in  wood  boxes.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission in  a  recent  decision  has  declared  this  practice 
a  discrimination,  and  has  ordered  the  carriers  to  dis- 
continue same,  effective  July  1,  1914.  This  is  of  par- 
ticular interest  to  the  dried-fruit  and  cracker  trades 
and  others. 


PANAMA   CANAL   OPENING 

The  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Secretary 
of  War  dated  June  17th,  quoting  a  recent  letter  from 
Colonel  Goethals,  as  follows : 

"We  had  every  reasonable  e.xpectation  that  the  canal  would 
be  opened  for  commerce  by  July  1st,  but  due  to  renewed 
motions  of  Cucaracha  slide,  whether  this  will  be  realized  or 
not  it  is  difficult  to  state  at  this  time.  The  heavy  rains  have 
flattened  out  the  surface  very  materially  and  caused  a  move- 
ment which  was  not  anticipated.  While  we  have  ample  width 
\  of  channel  and,  with  the  e.xception  of  200  feet,  ample  depth 
'  for  the  passage  of  boats  drawing  not  over  30  feet,  it  is  uncer- 
tain how  long  this  caii  be  maintained  under  existing  condi- 
tions. Until  we  are  in  a  position  to  feel  assured  that  when 
boats  are  once  started  through  the  canal  there  will  be  no 
subsequent  interruption,  I  will  not  allow  any  boats  to  pass." 

,  The  Secretary  states  that  he  has  instructed  the  Wash- 
ington office  of  the,  Panama  Canal  to  advise  the  Cham- 
ber by  telegraph  as  soon  as  any  definite  information 
is  received  relative  to  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the 
canal  to  commerce. 


TEHUANTEPEC    FREIGHT    SERVICE 

The  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company,  in  a  letter 
signed  by  Mr.  R.  P.  Schwerin,  vice-president  and  gen- 
eral manager,  states  as  follows  : 

"I  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  steamers  .of  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Company  have  been  and  will  continue  to  regularly 
call  at  the  port  of  Salina  Cruz  and  are  prepared  to  promptly 
take  forward  to  San  Francisco  cargo  destined  to  this  port  and 
to  points  beyond. 

''I  thought  it  well  to  give  you  this  information,  as  the  in- 
ference to  be  drawn  from  the  article  in  question  [referring 
to  an  article  in  the  previous  issue]  is  that  no  regular  service 
is  available  from  Salina  Cruz  to  San  Francisco." 


RAIL   FREIGHT 

For  the  year  1913,  4,236,201  tons  of  freight  were 
hauled  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco  by  rail  on  the  lines 
of  the  Southern  Pacific,  Western  Pacific,  Atchison,  To- 
peka  &  Santa  Fe,  and  the  Northwestern  Pacific.  The 
figures  were  obtained  by  the  Information  Department 
for  the  first  time  as  far  as  is  known. 


NEW    BAY    TRIP 

The  "Clara  Barton"  leaves  Mission-Street  wharf 
every  morning  at  ten  and  every  afternoon  at  two,  for 
a  three-hour  tour  of  the  largest  land-locked  harbor  in 
the  world ;  cost  one  dollar,  children  free.

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TOURIST  TRAVEL  TURNS   NORTH 

\Vord  has  been  received  from  the  Yosemite  Valley 
that  the  heaviest  tourist  travel  in  years  has  stormed 
the  valley.  All  the  hotels  and  camping-grounds  are 
full  to  capacity.  The  general  impression  in  tourist 
circles,  especially  in  Southern  California,  was  to  the 
effect  that  everyone  was  saving  up  for  next  year  and 
that  travel  to  California  was  light  this  year.  In  North- 
ern and  Central  California  travel  has  been  heavy. 

San  Francisco  always  has  been  the  largest  and  best 
patronized  summer  and  winter  resort  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  Our  large  number  of  hotels,  apartments,  room- 
ing houses,  cafes  and  restaurants  (second  only  to 
New  York  in  number)  testify  to  that  fact. 

The  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  sight-seeing 
wagons  in  San  Francisco  outnumber  the  total  of  the 
southern  summer  resort  two  to  one.  A  reliable  au- 
thority having  tourist  agencies  all  over  California  states 
that  last  winter's  tourist  business  in  Southern  Califor- 
nia was  only  40  per  cent  of  the  iisual  business. 

The  bank  clearings  in  San  Frapcisco  last  week  in- 
creased $3,851,821  over  the  corresponding  week  of  last 
year. 

With  the  Tourist  Association  at  work  and  the  thou- 
sands that  will  practice  "seeing  is  believing"  next  year, 
San  Francisco  and  the  bay  region  will  come  into  her 
own  as  the  real  tourists'  Mecca.

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Oppose  the  Clayton  Bill 

Wire  Senators  Perkins  and  Worlcs 

The  Clayton  Bill,  which  has  passed  the  House  and  is  now  pending  in  the  Senate,  if  enacted  into 
law  and  enforced,  would  represent  a  piece  of  national  folly  and  a  type  of  partisan  class  legislation  the 
like  of  which  has  not  been  seen. 

1.  It  makes  the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act  more  rigid  and  adds  to  its  uncertainties. 

2.  It  exempts  all  labor  organizations  and  agricultural  organizations  from  the  operation  of  all  anti- 
trust laws. 

3.  In  other  words,  it  makes  one  law  for  business  and  another  law  for  two  favored  classes  arbitra- 
rily selected  by  the  government.  ,' 

4.  It  prohibits  the  use  of  injunctions  in  trade  disputes  except  where  tangible,  physical  property  is 
threatened. 

5.  It  legalizes  picketing  to  a  degree  that  is  not  even  sanctioned  by  the  English  law,  which  has  it- 
self let  down  the  bars  beyond  a  reasonable  extent. 

6.  It  provides  for  jury  trials  in  contempt  cases,  with  the  object  of  making  the  power  of  the  courts 
less  efficient  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 

7.  It  does  not  distinguish  between  the  use  and  abuse  of  business  practices  and  under  severe  pen- 
alties prohibits  the  use  as  well  as  the  abuse  of  certain  common  business  practices. 

8.  It  condemns  the  good  with  the  bad  without  discrimination. 

9.  It  singles  out  mine  owners  as  an  objectionable  class  and  denies  to  them  the  right  that  all  other 
people  in  the  community  have  of  selecting  their  own  customers. 

That  such  a  bill  should  be  possible  in  a  country  that  boasts  of  equality  before  the  law  seems  un- 
thinkable, but  it  has  already  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  by  an  overwhelming  vote  and  is  now 
pending  in  the  Senate.  The  Chamber  has  wired  protests  to  the  California  Senators  and  has  followed 
these  telegrams  with  letters  explaining  in  detail  its  objections  to  various  features  of  the  bill.  The 
United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  making  its  protests  edong  similar  lines.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Senate  by  amendment  may  eliminate  much  of  the  objectionable  matter  from  the  Clayton  Bill. 

Wire  Senators  George  C.  Perkins  and  John  D.  Works  to  resist  the  passage  of  this  bill,  to  amend 
out  of  it  the  foregoing  objectionable  features  and  to  struggle  for  a  postponement  if  the  bill  is  not  prop- 
erly amended. 


PROHIBITION    AMENDMENT    OPPOSED 

In  accordance  with  the  result  of  the  referendum  vote 
of  the  membership  of  the  Chamber  taken  last  April, 
when  the  proposed  State  Prohibition  Constitutional 
Amendment  was  opposed  by  a  vote  of  1,187  to  41,  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  the  regular  weekly  meeting  held 
June  19th  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

WHEREAS,  An  initiative  measure,  amending  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  State  of  California  and  providing  for  State-wide 
prohibition  is  before  the  people,  which  if  adopted,  will  at  once 
exterminate  the  viticultural  interests  of  the  State,  the  value 
of  which  amounts  to  many  millions  of  dollars  annually,  and 
which  gives  employment  to  many  thousands  of  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  has  been  advanced  to  a  high  stand- 
ing among  the  viticultural  regions  of  the  world,  and  that 
interest  has  been  promoted  and  protected  by  the  State,  has 
had  a  place  in  the  functions  of  the  State  University,  and  as  a 
result  capital  has  been  attracted  and  encouraged  to  invest  in 
)  the  vineyards  of  the  State;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  membership  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  on  a  referendum  vote,  by  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority,  expressed  its  opposition  to  State-wide  pro- 
hibition, and  directed  that  the  same  be  actively  opposed  by 
the  Chamber;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
that,  in  our  judgment,  it  is  against  public  policy  to  destroy 
this  interest  and  these  investments  as  is  proposed  by  the 
said  initiative  proposition,  and  we  strongly  urge  that  the  said 
prohibitional  constitutional  amendment  be  defeated  for  the 
good  of  the  State  at  the  general  election  in  November,  1914. 


STATE    CORPORATION    TAX 

The  California  State  taxes  on  corporate  franchises 
for  the  fiscal  year  1914-1915  has  just  been  assessed  by 
the  State   Board  of  Equalization. 

The  taxes  so  assessed  will  become  due  and  payable 
July  6,  1914.  These  taxes  may  be  paid  in  two  equal 
installments.  The  first  installment  will  become  de- 
linquent if  not  paid  on  or  before  August  17,  1914, 
and  the  second  installment  must  likewise  be  paid  on  or 
before  February  1,  1915. 

Taxes  not  fully  secured  by  real  estate  are  due  and 
payable  as  soon  as  assessed  and  may  be  collected  (with 
installments)  on  or  before  August  3,  1914. 

Any  corporation  not  receiving  notice  of  the  assess- 
ment of  these  taxes  on  its  corporate  franchise  should 
write  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  at  once  and 
request  the  same.

FOREIGN  TRADE  DEPARTMENT 

President  Asked  to  Withdraw   Canal  Tolls  on  Deck 
Load   Cargo 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department,  the  Chamber  has  sent  a  request  to  the 
President  asking  that  Panama  Canal  tolls  be  not 
charged  upon  deck  cargo.  In  addition  to  charging  for 
the  full  net  tonnage  of  a  vessel,  the  present  rules  pro- 
vide for  charging  in  addition  tolls  upon  deck  loads. 
This  is  a  direct  discrimination  against  the  lumber  in- 
terests of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  its  enforcement  would 
result  in  an  increase  of  over  30  per  cent  canal  tolls 
being  assessed  if  vessels  carried  lumber  deck  loads. 

Inasmuch  as  full  tolls  on  the  net  tonnage  of  a  vessel 
is  charged,  iio  matter  whether  the  ship  is  loaded  to  full 
ca])acity  or  only  partially,  the  department  felt  that  to 
impose  an  additional  toll  for  deck  loads  was  a  penalty 
and  tax  upon  the  cargo  and  as  there  is  no  sound  reason 
for  making  such  charge  the  department  hopes  upon 
receipt  of  its  representation  this  penalty  will  be  with- 
drawn. Its  enforcement  would  mean  a  tax  of  about 
sixteen  hundred  dollars  on  every  ship  passing  through 
the  canal  with  a  deck  load.

They  all  tried  to  ex[)ress  something  too  stupendous 
for  words.  Suffice  it  to  say  we  are  not  going  to  at- 
tempt it  here.  To  appreciate  and  understand  those 
wonderful  waves  of  spontaneous  enthusiasm  that  broke 
over  those  fifteen  hundred  loyal  San  Franciscans,  you 
simply  had  to  be  there  and  feel  of  it  yourself.  Imagine 
if  you  can  an  orderly,  yet  hilariously  enthusiastic  mul- 
titude seated  en  masse  for  a  whole  block  on  Market 
Street!  (The  Ferry  Depot  is  550  feet  long;  the  tables 
stretched  for  half  that  distance.)  With  a  throbbing 
spirit  of  activity  keyed  to  such  a  pitch  that  the  human 
voice  was  powerless  in  speech  or  song  to  penetrate  the 
throng,  a  26-piece  band  was  resorted  to  in  order  to 
lead  the  vast  concourse  in  singing  the  prize  song 
ending  in — 

"Here's  to  San  Francisco  ever,  San  Francisco, 
bless  her. 
San   Francisco — that's  why 
Prosperity,  Prosperity 
Will  never  say  'Goodbye.'  " 
followed  by  "I  Love  You,  California,"  and  others  just 
as   blood-stirring.     Several   excellent   solos   were   ren- 
dered at  the  North  End  of  the  nave  and  were  loudly 
appreciated  by  several  hundred  in  that  vicinity,  judging 
by  the  vociferous  cheers  that  rolled  down  toward  the 
speakers'  table. 

There  was  some,  very,  very  few,  who  looked  for 
something  more  dignified — who  questioned  prosperity 
— they  went  wide  of  hitting  the  mark — came  just  as 
near  to  catching  the  point  as  the  speakers  did  to  being 
heard.  They  were  drowned  in  an  avalanche  of  OP- 
TIMISM. 

The  chairman.  Mr.  Geo.  Q.  Chase,  dislocated  his 
voice  in  an  eighteen-inch  megaphone.  Toastmaster 
Chas.  K.  Field  became  hoarse  in  a  fruitless  effort  to 
penetrate  the  Xew  Year's  din  with  a  four-foot  mega- 


phone. A  three-ring  circus  of  many  simultaneous  ■ 
speakers  was  suggested.  Others  favored  the  Grant  V 
Avenue  plan  of  small  groups  to  each  speaker.  About 
one  hundred  cauliphones  would  have  solved  the  prob- 
lem, but  no  one  really  wanted  to  hear  the  speeches. 
The  occasion  was  far  beyond  a  mere  speech.  They 
were  all  written  up  in  the  'papers  next  day,  anyway. 
We  all  wanted  to  just  "BE  THERE"  and  so  did  sev- 
eral hundred  who  could  not  procure  tickets. 

.\nd  so  San  Francisco  evolved  another  of  her  already 
famous  undertakings  by  allowing  a  gigantic  gathering 
to  entertain  itself  to  such  a  degree  that  each  song  took 
like  wildfire,  until  the  vast  assemblage  arose  as  a  unit 
and  waved  fourteen  thousand  feet  of  linen,  in  the  form 
(if  napkins,  to  the  stirring  strains  of  "Three  Cheers 
for  the  Red,  White  and  Blue."  Typical  of  that  care- 
free spirit,  that  can  be  seen  only  in  the  city  by  the 
Golden  Gate,  was  witnessed  when  the  band  struck  up 
the  "Anvil  Chorus"  from  "Robin  Hood."  As  if  to 
prove  conclusively  that  "knocking"  was  tabooed,  the 
spirit  betook  some  genial  host  to  whacking  a  bottle 
with  the  silverware.  In  an  instant  a  thousand  "anvils" 
could  be  heard,  resounding  to  mighty  rhythmatic  blows 
that  put  to  shame  the  steam  hammers  on  the  big  steel- 
framed  buildings,  bespeaking  a  pent-up  force  of  cease- 
less energy  that  San  Franciscans  let  loose  on  spas- 
modic occasions.  A  college  team,  a  political  party  or 
an  army  fortified  with  That  Spirit  could  go  through 
solid  stone  walls  and  scale  insurmountable  barriers. 

The  movies,  the  songs,  the  dinner,  decorations  and 
all  were  magnificent,  but  the  SPIRIT  was  inspiring. 
It  stood  out  above  all  the  rest  as  the  pre-eminent  force 
that  has  made  San  Francisco  what  she  is  to-day  and  is 
yet  builtling  pyramid  upon  pyramid. 

It  was  predicted  in  last  week's  issue  that  we  would 
make  historv.

Foreign  Trade  Discussed 


Despite  the  big  attendance  at  tlie  Prosperity  Dinner,  the 
Chamber  continued  the  good  work  the  very  next  day  at  the 
weekly  luncheon. 

President  Michaels  presided  and  introduced  as  the  first 
speaker  Capt.  Robert  Dollar,  Chairman  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Committee  of  the  Chamber,  who  spoke  on  "Opportunities  for 
'"^veloping  Foreign  Trade."  Capt.  Dollar  knows  his  subject 
k^ll,  and  his  characteristic  pleas  for  factories,  shipping  and 
'TS-goes  were  listened  to  with  interest.  He  dwelt  upon  the 
fact  that  in  order  to  increase  our  exports  we  must  manu- 
facture more  articles  to  export.  One  way  freight  is  ex- 
pensive. We  want  return  freights.  In  relating  his  experi- 
ences he  stated:  "To  get  foreign  trade  send  the  merchant 
after  it.  Do  not  send  a  boy  to  do  a  man's  work.  Foreign 
trade  is  generally  not  profitable  for  the  first  two  years,  but  it 
pays  in  the  end."  Amongst  the  Captain's  statements  th*t 
were  full  of  wisdom  were: 

"It  takes  Americans  to  sell  American  goods.  Foreign 
agents  will  not  sell  American  goods.  You  cannot  get  busi- 
ness without  the  confidence  of  the  people.  A  representative 
represents  the  United  States,  not  the  firm.  Select  good 
men.  Sell  the  foreigner  what  he  wants."  In  summing  up  the 
prerequisites  necessary  to  form  a  successful  combination  for 
foreign  trade,  the  Captain  mentioned  a  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, manufacturing,  merchants,  transportation  and  the 
Government. 

In  speaking  of  a  recent  visit  to  China  he  stated:  "I  have 
seen  tons  of  American  literature  in  all  foreign  consulates. 
Suppose  China  sent  us  literature  printed  in  Chinese,  would 
we  read  it?"  Continuing,  he  told  of  how  every  large  city 
in  China  had  a  newspaper  run  by  Japanese,  and  predicted 
that  before  this  century  closed  we  would  see  the  center  of 
tlie  world's  commerce  here.  He  told  of  the  preparations 
Japan,  England  and  Germariy  were  making  for  shipping  and 


the  canal  and  urged  us  to  do  likewise. 

Dr.  E.  A.  Thayer,  commercial  agent  in  charge  of  the  local 
office  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  Commerce,  spoke  on 
"Value  of  Commercial  Organizations  in  Developing  Foreign 
Trade."  Dr.  Thayer  said:  "Commercial  organizations  have 
been  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  exporters  and  manufac- 
turers, though  not  so  great  in  this  country  as  in  foreign 
countries."  In  reciting  the  follies  of  American  manufacturers 
he  mentioned  the  stove  manufacturer  who  believed  he  could 
build  up  a  trade  in  selling  heating  stoves  to  Panama,  where 
a  tropical  climate  prevails.  Dr.  Thayer  stated  that  "Foreign 
trade  is  just  as  lucrative  and  no  less  risky  than  domestic 
trade.  Commercial  organizations  aid  foreign  trade  by  foster- 
ing new  industries  and  pointing  out  opportunities.  Some 
have  translation  bureaus  where  all  letters  are  written  in  the 
language  of  the  country  the  letter  is  sent  to.  In  foreign 
trade  it  is  American  goods  against  the  world.  San  Fran- 
cisco should  become  a  great  distributing  center  after  the 
opening  of  the  canal;  industries  should  develop.  High,  low. 
or  no  tariff,  commercial  organizations  will  blaze  the  way  and 
we  will  have  to  go  out  after  trade." 

Dr.  Thayer  described  the  work  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  in  its  efforts  to  benefit  the  merchants  and  manu- 
facturers of  the  nation.  He  told  of  the  improvements  to 
be  made  in  the  service,  of  additional  branch  offices  to  be 
established  this  month  in  addition  to  the  ones  already  main- 
tained in  New  York,  Chicago,  New  Orleans  and  San  Fran- 
cisco, as  well  as  of  the  recent  referendum  vote  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  relative  to  enlarging 
the  scope  of  the  Department,  which  was  practically  unani- 
mous, showing  how  the  business  men  of  the  country  appre- 
ciate the  valuable  service  rendered.

The  following  information  was  circularized  to  spur 
track  users  on  June  27th: 

To  Users  of  Industrial  Tracks — Reparation  of 
Switching  Charges 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  through 
its  Traffic  Bureau,  will  take  action  in  behalf  of  its 
members  for  the  recovery  of  industrial  switching 
charges  accruing  since  July  1,  1912,  on  both  interstate 
and  intra-state  traffic,  paid  to  railroads  that  have  en- 
joyed the  line-haul  to  or  from  San  Francisco  or  other 
points.  The  actual  expense  of  such  action  is  to  be 
borne  pro  rata  by  the  members  interested,  based  upon 
the  amounts  of  their  respective  claims.  It  will  be 
obvious  that  by  this  process  the  individual  outlay  of 
each  member  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  results 
more  effectively  and  expeditiously  accomplished. 
Therefore  you  are  urged  to  promptly  send  to  the 
Bureau  complete  and  separate  memoranda  of  amounts 
paid  within  the  period  mentioned  for  both  interstate 
and  intra-state  industrial  switching  to  carriers  who 
have  enjoyed  the  line-haul.  Kindly  make  separate 
memoranda  of  the  charges  of  each  road,  stating  date 
of  receipt  or  delivery,  car  initials  and  number,  and 
origin  and  destination  of  the  car.  Please  attach  to  each 
memorandum  the  expense  bills  covered  by  same. 

Inasmuch  as  recoveries  are  possible  by  process  of 
law  only  from  carriers  who  have  performed  the  switch- 
ing service  in  connection  with  a  line-haul,  amounts  paid 
railroads  not  enjoying  a  line-haul  are  to  be  omitted. 
This  applies  to  switching  service  of  a  transcontinental 
road  in  cases  where  its  competitor  has  had  the  line- 
haul,  as  for  example  in  an  instance  where  the  Western 
Pacific  Railway  has  performed  the  line-haul  service 
and  either  the  Southern  Pacific  or  the  Santa  Fe  has 
delivered  the  car  to  the  industry. 

Shippers  are  advised  to  pay  under  protest  all  switch- 
ing charges  covering  service  incident  to  a  line-haul, 
both  interstate  and  intra-state. 
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MARINE   NEWS 
Loaded  witli  5.000  feet  of  lumber,  the  British  Steamer 
Robert  Dollar  sailed  from  \'ancouver  on  June  24th  for 
Montreal.     This  is  the  first  cargo  ever  shipped  from  the 
Pacific  Coast  to  Eastern  Canada  bv  water. 


The  comparative  tonnagfe  listed  for  San  Francisco  on 
July  I,  1914,  and  the  same  date  last  year  shows  respect- 
ively 284,951  and  163,532  tons. 


The  American  Steamer  Allianca  of  the  Panama  Rail- 
road Line  was  the  first  commercial  vessel  to  test  the 
locks  of  the  Panama  Canal  on  the  Atlantic  side.  Entered 
canal  on  June  8th  and  proceeded  as  far  as  Gatun  Locks, 
where  she  was  floated  upon  Gatun  Lake  and  then  brought 
back  to  the  Atlantic  level.  The  Grace  liner  Santa  Clara 
was  the  first  commercial  steamer  to  test  the  Piedro  Miguel 
and  Mirafiores  Locks  on  the  Pacific  side,  on  June  l8th. 


Several  large  steamers  have  been  chartered  the  past 
fortnight  for  barley  shipments  from  San  Francisco.  The 
largest  amount  of  this  grain  for  export  in  the  history  of 
the  State  is  now  being  harvested. 


The  largest  monthly  receipts  of  sugar  this  year  from 
Hawaiian  Islands  arrived  during  June,  amounting  to 
823,065  bags. 


June  imports  of  coke  from  Europe  were  the  largest  for 
the  past  six  months,  reaching  5,472  tons. 


U.  S.  Quarantine  Service  have  sent  the  P>arge  Disin- 
fector  to  Los  Angeles  Harbor  to  care  for  vessels  requir- 
ing fumigation  at  that  port. 


PORT    RULES    TO    BE    REVISED 

The  Maritime  Affairs  and  Harbor  Committee,  R.  H, 
Swayne,  Chairman,  has  sent  a  notice  to  San  Francisco 
concerns  interested  in  shipping  and  the  receipt  and  de- 
livery of  merchandise  by  sea.  The  present  rules  were 
adopted  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Francisco 
in  1871.  These  rules,  which  were  formed  at  that  time  to 
meet  the  needs  of  sailing  vessels,  are  not  well  adapted 
to  present  conditions,  as  steamships  are  now  generally 
in  use.  The  Chamber  desired  to.  ascertain  whether  the 
shipping  and  commercial  interests  wish  the  present  rales 

revised.  

CALIFORNIA  HAY  IN  THE  PHILIPPINES 
The  Board  of  Directors  of  tlie  Chamber  have  requested 
Major  General  Barry  in  Manila  to  reconsider  the  matter 
of  California  grain  hay  being  used  by  the  Government 
in  the  Philippine  Islands.  It  appears  that  San  Francisco 
grain  hay  dealers  were  discriminated  against,  in  that  the 
Philippine  authorities  took  as  a  sample  a  shipment 
made  from  this  city  that  was  filled  on  a  rush  order 
when  the  market  was  low.

INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF  CHAMBER,. 
OF    COMMERCE   OF   THE   WORLD. 

A  Congress  of  the  Chambers  of  Coinmerce  of  the 
principal  cities  of  the  world  was  held  in  Paris,  June  8th, 
9th  and  loth.  Wm.  M.  Bunker,  R.  E.  Miller  and  B.  F. 
Schlesinger  were  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  dele- 
gates. Mr.  Bunker  was  also  one  of  the  ten  delegates  ap- 
pointed by  the  L^nited  States  Government.  The  Con- 
gress was  opened  by  the  French  Minister  of  Commerce, 
assisted  by  foreign  ambassadors,  and  proved  a  great  suc- 
cess. 

Among  the  subjects  considered  was  universal  penny 
(two-cent)  postage  by  all  countries  in  the  Postal  I^'nion. 

L^niform  legislation  relating  to  arbitration  for  settle- 
ment of  disputes  between  citizens  of  different  countries 
in  commercial  matters. 

The  establishment  of  a  universal  clearing  house  for 
commercial  subjects. 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  expedite  and  unify 
all  international  matters  pertaining  to  the  commerce  of 
one  country  with  another  and  will  prove  of  untold  value 
to  American  exporters  and  importers.  Instead  of  the 
Department  of  State  having  to  take  up  such  questions 
with  each  individual  country  it  is  proposed  that  these 
questions  be  referred  to  the  permanent  committee,  and 
the  reijresentative  of  each  nation  will  in  turn  take  them 
up  with  his  government  through  their  respective  com- 
mercial organizations. 

The  adoption  of  a  uniform  nomenclature  for  all  ex- 
port and  import  returns  by  the  various  countries.  This 
will  very  materially  facilitate  shippers  engaged  in  im- 
porting and  exporting. 

Our  delegation  succeeded  in  having  the  representatives 
of  all  Latin-American  countries  pledge  themselves  in 
favor  of  a  L'niform  Con.sular  Invoice  and  to  endeavor  to 
prevail  upon  their  respective  governments  to  adopt  such 
a  form.     This  will  be  a  .great  saving  and  convenience  to 

American  exporters. 

ARGENTINE    RAILROAD    MAPS 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  in  receipt  of  maps, 
distance  tables  and  tariffs  of  all  Argentine  railroads. 
Some  of  these  maps  show  the  principal  commodities 
raised  in  the  dift'erent  sections  of  Argentina,  together 
with  the  amount  so  raised.  They  are  the  only  maps  of 
their  kind  in  the  LTnited  States  and  were  secured  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  American  Consul  General  at  Buenos 
.Aires. 


PROSPERITY  IS  HERE 


June,  1914,  was  the  record  June  for  San  Francisco  bank  clearings,  showing  a  gain  of  $13,061,339.66 
over  June,  1913.    June,  1912,  held  the  record  previously  with  a  record  of  $208,526,700.     The  June,  1914, 
clearings  are  $211,915,976.69.     Each  week  showed  a  steady  increase  over  the  corresponding  week  of  last 
year.

Signatures  for  Initiative  Measure 

Have  Youp  Employees  Signed? 

Representatives  of  the  city  governments  of  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco  recently  agreed  upon  an  initiative  measure 
which  allows  of  two  things: 

First,  cities  of  175,000  population  or  over  are  enabled  to  form  a  consolidated  city  and  county. 

Second,  with  the  majority  consent  of  each  community  and  county  involved  consolidation  may  extend  across  county 
lines. 

Los  Angeles  is  desirous  of  forming  a  consolidated  city  and  county,  and  while  San  Francisco  has  no  project  in  view,  it  is 
allowed  under  the  amendment  to  exercise  the  same  privileges  given  to  other  sections  of  the  State. 

Over  30,000  signatures  must  be  obtained  to  place  this  initiative  measure  on  the  ballot  next  November. 

The  Chamber  during  the  past  week  has  placed  petitions  with  every  bank  and  public  service  corporation  in  the  city 
and  with  most  of  the  larger  wholesale,  retail,  manufacturing  and  real  estate  concerns.

SUBJECT:     "THE  CHARITIES  ENDORSEMENT  COMMITTEE  AND  ITS  WORK" 
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A  San  Francisco  Building  for  the  Exposition 


The  Red  Room  of  the  Palace  was  filled  last  Tuesday 
to  hear  about  the  Exposition.  The  President,  Mr. 
C.  C.  Moore,  was  unable  to  be  present,  so  Mr.  F.  J.  V. 
SkifF,  Director-General  of  the  Exposition,  spoke  in  his 
place.  For  fully  thirty  minutes  those  present  sat  ab- 
sorbed in  interest  as  Mr.  Skiff  told  of  the  work  of  the 
Exposition,  past,  present  and  future. 

He  stated  that  the  Exposition  is  an  assured  success 
and  is  to  be  far  beyond  in  every  respect  of  any  exposi- 
tion. In  describing  the  wonders  and  the  attractions  of 
the  Exposition,  Mr.  Skifif  said :  "The  Exposition  to  be 
held  here  next  year  will  be  more  beautiful,  far  more 
educational  and  will  make  a  broader  and  deeper  im- 
pression upon  the  world  than  any  other  exposition  has. 

It  will  create  a  center  of  artistic  desire  and  will  leave 
an  impression  upon  this  coast  and  the  hinterland  be- 
hind it  forever.  The  Exposition  is  complete  to  the 
point  that  with  a  slight  effort  it  could  be  opened  in 
thirty  days.  There  is  no  interruption  here  on  account 
of  climatic  conditions.  Thus  San  Francisco  is  far 
ahead  of  Chicago.  St.  Louis  or  Paris.  The  Exposition 
is  a  year  ahead  of  any  other  at  this  time. 

The  attendance  will  tax  the  hospitality  of  the  city  a 
great  deal.   Thev  will  crowd  in  here  in  numbL-rs  so  vast 


that    we    will    experience    considerable    personal    dis- 
comfort. 

The  foreign  situation  was  not  in  so  hopeful  a  con- 
dition a  year  ago  as  might  have  been  hoped  for,  but 
the  condition  is  different  today.  More  countries  will 
be  represented  in  exhibits  or  pavilions  than  at  St. 
Louis,  Paris  or  Chicago.  The  demands  have  exceeded  | 
the  available  space. 

New  York  City  is  to  have  a  pavilion  at  the  Expo- 
sition, the  rival  port  of  San  Francisco.  The  Chamber 
of  Commerce  might  see  to  it  that  San  Francisco  has  a 
building,  where  would  be  shown  her  advance  in  social 
problems,  her  civic  system,  her  improved  water  and 
other  facilities,  and  allow  the  Mayor  and  other  city 
officials  to  welcome  other  Mayors  and  city  govern- 
ments in  a  building  to  be  erected  by  the  City  of  San 
Francisco.  The  outlay  would  not  be  expensive  and 
presents  many  attractive  points. 

Dr.  Skiff  also  pleaded  for  a  committee  that  would 
collect  the  exhibits  from  various  parts  of  the  world  for 
a  permanent  display  here  and  warned  those  present 
that  every  State  in  the  country  would  have  its  repre- 
sentatives here  to  get  these  exhibits  after  the  Exposi- 
tion closed  if  wc  difl  not  go  after  them. 


THE   WEATHER   AND    THE   EXPOSITION 

Editor  "Chronicle" — Sir:  I  am  a  stranger  in  your  city,  but 
have  been  here  long  enough  to  learn  about  the  San  Fran- 
ciscan habit  of  "knocking."  Yesterday  I  concluded  to  pay  a 
visit  to  the  Exposition  Grounds  to  see  what  progress  was 
being  made  since  the  1st  of  May,  when  I  passed  through  San 
Francisco  on  my  way  to  San  Diego.  I  was  surprised  to  be 
told  by  the  clerk  of  tile  hotel  where  I  put  up  that  I  would  be 
"blown  to  pieces."  I  was  not  discouraged,  however,  and  was 
well  repaid  for  persevering  in  my  original  purpose.  Al- 
though it  was  gusty  in  some  places  in  the  city,  I  found  that 
the  big  buildings  broke  the  force  of  the  wind  completely, 
and  that  on  the  roadway  fronting  the  bay  it  was  as  calm  as 
a  June  day  back  East.  By  the  way,  if  you  can  succeed  in 
getting  before  the  Eastern  public  the  fact  that  San  Francisco 
can  rely  on  a  breeze  in  simimer  time  it  will  prove  almost  as 
great  a  drawing  card  as  the  Exposition  itself.  People  who 
journey  to  San  Francisco  in  1915  will  cheerfully  exchange 
the  invigorating  summer  winds  of  San  Francisco  for  the 
tropical  heat  they  will  leave  behind  them.

Mountains.  The  last  session  of  the  Legislature  appro- 
priated $70,000  for  this  road. 


INTERSTATE    SWITCHING    CHARGES. 

Press  dispatches  received  from  Washington  under 
date  of  July  7th  report  that  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  in  an  order  of  that  date,  fixed  August  7, 
1914,  as  the  date  when  carriers  shall  cease  to  collect 
the  industrial  switching  charge  of  $2.50  when  charged 
in  connection  with  an  interstate  line  haul.

MARINE   NEWS. 

San  Francisco's  tonnasje  arrival  for  six  months  end- 
ing June  30th  was:  Steam.  3.369,684;  sail,  202,094;  a 
total  of  3,571,778.  This  is  strictly  ocean-g-oing  vessels 
and  does  not  include  the  bay  or  river  movement. 


Receipts  of  coal  at  this  port  from  all  sources  for  six 
months  to  June  30th  totaled  149,013  tons.  Imports  of 
coke  for  same  period  was  11,522  tons. 


The  off-shore  tonnage  chartered  and  on  the  way  to 
San  Francisco  July  7th  shows  a  healthy  increase  over 
same  date  last  year,  being  respectively  284,877  and 
161,222  tons. 


The  largest  monthly  receipts  of  sugar  from  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  came  forward  during  June,  amount- 
ing to  823,065  bags. 


Exports  of  oil  to  foreign  ports  only  for  six  months 
ending  June  30th  were  3,737,006  barrels  of  fuel  oil, 
117,830  cases  of  coal  oil,  gasoline,  etc.,  and  78.489,963 
gallons  of  refined  oils. 


INTRA-STATE    SWITCHING    CHARGES. 

The  Chamber,  tlirough  its  Traffic  Bureau,  has  insti- 
tuted proceedings  before  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
California  wherein  complaint  is  made  of  the  practice 
of  the  carriers  in  assessing  $2.50  switching  charges  in 
San  Francisco  on  intra-State  carload  shipments  when 
incident  to  a  line  haul.  In  these  proceedings,  prayer 
is  made  for  reparation  of  all  such  switching  charges 
assessed  during  a  period  of  two  years  prior  to  date  of 
filing  claim  for  reparation. 


NAPTHA    SOAP    SHIPMENTS. 

At  the  solicitation  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  the  Steam- 
boat Inspection  Service  of  the  United  States  has  modi- 
fied a  previous  ruling  which  prohibited  the  transporta- 
tion of  naptha  soaps  on  passenger  carrying  vessels,  to 
the  extent  that  certain  brands  of  naptha  soap  manufac- 
tured in  California  may  be  so  transported. 


STEAMSHIP    SERVICE,    SAN    FRANCISCO    TO 
OREGON   AND  WASHINGTON   COASTS. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  making  investigation  of  the 
steamship  service  from  San  Francisco  to  Southern 
Oregon  and  Washington  coasts  with  a  view  to  enlarg- 
ing same,  and  thereby  furnish  San  Francisco  distribu- 
tors the  best  possible  water  transportation  for  market- 
ing their  wares  in  the  territory  described. 


LUMBER    CASES. 

The  lumber  case,  brought  by  the  Chamber  in  be- 
half of  its  members,  together  with  the  R.ailroad  Com- 
mission's investigation  on  its  own  initiative  of  lumber 
rates  within  the  State  of  California  will  be  heard  on 
July  13th.  The  manager  and  attorney  of  the  Traffic 
Bureau  will  be  in  attendance. 


REMOVAL   OF   SHACKS. 

On  June  30th  about  thirty-five  shacks,  used  for  com- 
mercial purposes,  remained  within  the  fire  limits.  Most 
of  these  have  been  ordered  removed  and  some  of  them 
are  being  demolished  at  the  present  time.

Report  for  July  2nd  gives  an  account  of  a  new 
process  for  drying  copra  which  should  be  of  interest 
to  importers  of  that  commodity. 

It  also  contains  a  statement  of  opportunities  for 
placing  American  glass  and  glassware  in  Chile. 

There  is  a  very  good  article  entitled  "Spain  a  Good 
Market  for  Pacific  Coast  Lumber."  based  on  the  op- 
portunities the  Panama  Canal  will  open  up. 

UNIFORM    CONSULAR   INVOICE. 

Favorable  endorsements  have  been  received  by  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  from  nearly  all  the  Latin- 
American  Consular  representatives  in  this  city  for 
the  adoption  of  a  uniform  consular  invoice.  The  Latin- 
American  delegates  to  the  International  Congress  of 
Chambers  of  Commerce  in  Paris  recently  pledged 
themselves  to  assist  and  the  Pan-American  Union  and 
DeparttTient  of  State  in  Washington  have  signified 
their  willingness  to  assist.  It  should  not  be  very 
long  before  one  standard  consular  invoice  suitable  for 
ordinary  typewriters  will  be  available  for  all  Latin- 
American  countries.  •

"Commercial  Travelers  in  Foreign  Countries"  is  the 
title  of  a  book  issued  by  the  British  Government  and 
just  received  by  the  Foreign  Trade  Department.  This 
book  gives  the  regulations  governing  commercial  trav- 
elers in  nearly  every  country  of  the  world. 

CAKE    AND    MEAL    IN    EUROPE. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  monographs  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic 
Commerce  relating  to  cottonseed  products  and  their ^ 
competitors  in  Northern  Europe.  This  gives  the  con-VJ 
ditions  and  opportunities  for  .American  feeds  in 
Northern  Europe  and  can  be  seen  in  the  office  of  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department.

VOCATIONAL  TRAINING 

How  Your  Employees  May  Be  Benelited  and  Made  More  Valuable  to  You 


Professor  Meyer  Bloomfield,  of  Boston,  who  will 
speak  at  the  luncheon  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
on  the  2 1  St  inst,  is  the  director  of  the  Vocation  Bureau 
in  Boston,  the  pioneer  institution  of  its  kind.  He  is 
here  this  month  for  a  course  of  lectures  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California.  He  is  the  Harvard  University 
lecturer  on  vocational  guidance  and  special  professor 
of  this  subject  at  Boston  University.  The  United 
States  Government  has  sent  Prof.  Bloomfield  on  sev- 
eral important  missions.  In  1911  the  War  Depart- 
ment sent  him  to  investigate  social  and  educational 
problems  in  Porto  Rico.  Secretary  St'imson  put  into 
effect  a  number  of  recommendations  in  that  report. 
In  1912  he  visited  the  Indian  schools  of  the  country, 
particularly  those  along  the  Pacific  Coast,  for  the 
Department  of  the  Interior ;  and  last  year  made  a 
study  of  the  public  labor  exchanges  in  England,  Scot- 
land and  Germany  for  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Education. 

Ble  is  the  author  of  the  "Vocational  Guidance  of 
Youth,"  "The  School  and  the  Start  in  Life"  and  other 
works.  At  the  end  of  this  month  Prof.  Bloomfield 
sails  for  Palestine  as  a  member  of  a  commission  of 
three  appointed  by  some  of  the  leading  philanthropists 
of  this  country  to  make  a  social  survey  of  the  needs 
and  problems  of  the  Holy  Land.

San  Francisco  will  secure  as  many  names  as  Los 
Angeles  falls  short  of  the  required  number,  thus  assuring  the  success  of  the  undertaking.  A  force 
from  the  Chamber  has  been  quietly  at  work  for  the  past  two  weeks  and  now  has  the  matter  well  in 
hand.  The  responses  have  been  most  encouraging  and  enthusiastic  and  proved  beyond  a  doubt  that 
the  business  community  of  San  Francisco  is  a  unit  in  anything  that  tends  to  the  betterment  of  San 
Francisco,  especially  ■when  backed  by  the  Chamber.  The  initiative  measure  is  so  fair  to  all  concerned 
and  yet  so  simple  that  a  child  can  understand  it.  A  larger  city  cannot  force  a  smaller  city  to  consoli- 
date by  its  overwhelming  vote,  as  every  incorporated  city  voting  on  consolidation  or  annexation  must 
vote  in  favor  of  any  such  movement  by  its  own  individual  majority  vote.  In  addition,  the  entire 
county,  by  a  majority  vote,  must  agree  to  such  city  being  separated  from  the  county  and  being  merged 
■with  the  consolidated  city  and  county.  This  puts  a  stop  for  all  time  to  any  criticism  that  can  be 
directed  against  the  fairness  of  this  measure.  Any  incorporated  city  opposed  to  any  action  resulting 
from  this  measure  has  but  to  vote  against  consolidation  or  annexation  to  insure  its  own  wishes.

The  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  and  Its  Work 


Fairfax  Wheelan  kept  his  listeners  well  interested  at 
the  regular  weekly  luncheon  of  the  Chamber,  held  in  the 
Red  Room  of  the  Palace  Hotel  last  Tuesday. 

In  opening  his  remarks  he  said: 

"There  never  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  world 
when  so  much  money  was  being  given  to  charity  and 
never  before  have  people  wanted  to  give  so  wisely.  Some 
charity  causes  more  poverty  than  charity. 

"The  great  bulk  of  charity  is  given  by  the  mercantile 
class  of  the  countr)'.  They  should  know  that  their  money 
is  expended  wisely  and  efificiently. 

"When  the  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  first 
took  up  its  work  several  years  ago  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Merchants'  Association,  there  were  a  great  number 
of  fakirs.  Professional  entertainers  promoted  enter- 
tainments, doing  all  the  work  of  preparation,  advertis- 
ing, etc.,  under  the  endorsement  of  some  well-known 
charitable  institution  and  then  turned  twenty  per  cent 
of  the  profits  over  to  the  institution.  We  had  hard  work 
convincing  the  people  engaged  in  charitable  work  that 
this  was  not  the  right  way  to  use  the  people's  money. 
We  put  a  stop  to  this  means  of  raising  money  finally. 
Some  charities  paid  solicitors  fifty  per  cent  of  what  the 
solicitor  collected. 

"The  new  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  asked  all  the  different  char- 
ities in  San  Francisco  to  fill  out  the  blanks  we  have  pre- 
pared, in  order  that  we  may  find  out  how  much  of  the 
money  goes  to  charity  and  how  much  goes  to  upkeep. 

"This  movement  must  be  supported  absolutely  by  the 
merchant  as  long  as  he  is  the  biggest  subscriber  who 
must  know  that  the  money  is  being  used  economically 
and  efficiently. 

"The  Committee  can  do  the  work  and  is  glad  to  do  it, 
but  the  merchant  must  help.  We  must  prevent  duplica- 
tion of  effort.  The  Associated  Charities  was  formerly 
the  investigator  as  to  worthy  charities,  but  now  there  is 
no  coimection  with  any  charity. 

"Back  up  this  movement,  and  back  it  up  quickly,  as  the 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  will  bring  many  immi- 
grants who  will  be  ill  equipped  and  some  will  fall  by  the 
way-side  who  will  need  help. 


"Do  not  let  us  repeat  the  mistakes  here  that  have  oc- 
curred in  the  East.     California  has  never  had  any  real 
poverty.      When    New   York   tore   down   the   tenement 
house  and  let  in  the  sunshine,  crime  diminished  and  con-  ^_ 
ditions  improved.     The  tenement  house  law  must  be  en-  (  1 
forced." 

An  awed  and  impressive  silence  fell  over  those  present 
when  Mr.  Wheelan  told  of  a  light  that  had  been  burning 
for  700  years  in  the  House  of  St.  Mark  in  Venice,  to      j 
commemorate   a  wrong  the  city  had  committed  against      I 
a  child  that  was  convicted  of  murder,  but  the  child  was      ' 
innocent. 

In  concluding,  Mr.  Wheelan  said:  "San  F'rancisco  shall 
not  burn  a  light  to  commemorate  some  wrong  that  has 
been  done." 

Mr.  E.  F.  Adams,  of  the  "Chronicle,"  who  has  been 
connected  with  charitable  work  in  this  city  for  many 
years,  followed  Mr.  Wheelan. 

"In  speaking  of  charities  I  include  all  engaged  in  the 
uplift  movements.  Those  interested  are  earnest  workers 
who  believe  they  are  doing  a  good  work  or  at  least  are 
trying  to.  They  are  all  honest  people.  The  merchants 
of  this  city  are  almost  harassed  to  death  in  regard  to 
charity  work.  Those  who  are  actively  engaged  in  charity 
work  here,  feel  great  responsibdity.  There  are  no  re- 
strictions, except  to  administer  the  property  so  it  will  do 
the  most  good. 

"See  to  it  that  there  shall  be  accurate  accounting  and 
see  how  much  the  people  really  get  for  their  money. 
Some  organizations  feel  they  are  so  old  that  they  do  not 
need  any  endorsement  but  these — if  they  are  patriotic — 
should  be  the  first  ones  to  allow  themselves  to  be  scrutin-  • 
ized.  There  is  waste  in  any  business  which  must  be 
minimized.  All  accounts  should  be  systematized.  Those 
that  give  will  not  go  and  see  what  they  get  for  their 
money.  You  can  get  money  but  you  cannot  get  time. 
This  work  is  done  in  a  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  should 
be  more  looked  into." 

These  luncheon  meetings  are  of  vital  interest  to  you, 
Mr.  Merchant.

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MARINE  NEWS. 

With  the  sailing  of  the  Norwfgian  Steamer  Artemis 

from  San  Francisco,  July  13th,  for  Dunkirk,  the  largest 

cargo  shipment  of  barley  for  over  five  years  took  place. 

The  vessel  carried  187,966  centals,  valued  at  $197,363. 


Shipments  of  wool  to  New  York  by  sea  during  June 
were  very  heavy,  total  reaching  17,449  centals. 


The  total  exports  of  flour  to  foreign  ports  and 
Hawaiian  Islands  by  water  for  six  months  to  June 
30th  were  169,420  barrels.  Same  period,  barley  ship- 
ments were  365,649  centals;  oats,  41,026  centals;  beans, 
61,742  centals;    hay,  8,084  tons;    cOrn,  10,949  centals. 


The  largest  monthly  shipment  of  tinplate  to  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  was  made  during  June,  amounting 
to  26,589  centals. 

The  British  Steamer  Vimeira,  of  5,875  gross  tonnage, 
was  launched  at  Glasgow  on  June  8th.  She  has  been 
chartered  by  the  United  States  Government  to  carry 
cargo  coal  from  Atlantic  Coast  to  San  Francisco. 
Thence  to  load  lumber  on  North  Pacific  for  Australia 
by  American  Trading  Co. 


The  British  Steamer  Den  of  Ogil  and  the  Norwegian 
Steamer  Guernsey  were  two  arrivals  this  week,  char- 
tered to  carry  barley  to  United  Kingdom.  They  will 
take  over  15,000  tons  of  cargo  between  them. 


WHEN   YOU   MAIL   LETTERS. 

Postmaster  Fay  has  started  another  campaign  to 
educate  the  business  public  to  have  their  letter  and 
circular  mail  faced  up  and  tied  in  packages  before  de- 
positing in  the  mails.  This  eliminates  the  lost  time  in 
facing  letters  up  after  they  arrive  at  the  main  post- 
ofifice  preparatory  to  passing  the  postmarking  machine 
and  distributors'  hands.  While  there  is  no  discrimina- 
tion against  that  received  at  the  postoffice  without  be- 
ing faced,  packages  that  are  faced  ready  to  be  post- 
marked of  course  receive  first  attention,  as  they  are 
all  ready  to  be  postmarked  and  are  first  in  the  hands 
of  the  distributors. 

The  "Activities"  will  contain  articles  of  interest  from 
time  to  time  relative  to  how  the  handling  of  your  mail 
may  be  expedited  if  you  do  as  requested.  The  Post- 
office  Department  is  doing  a  great  deal  to  help  the 
Chamber  in  its  work  and  we  in  turn  must  help  them 
and  thereby  help  ourselves.

ARGENTINA  TO  BE  OPENED  UP  TO  CALI- 
FORNIA EXPORTERS. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  been  endeavor- 
ing for  some  time  to  prevail  upon  the  Transandine 
Railway  of  Chile  to  make  rates  from  Valparaiso  to 
Central  Argentine  points  that  would  enable  California 
exporters  to  compete  with  Eastern  and  European  firms. 
It  has  now  received  assurances  from  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Transandine  Railway  that  steps  are 
being  taken  to  reconstruct  that  road  and  add  consid- 
erable equipment  and  to  make  rates  that  will  enable 
California  shippers  to  compete  favorably  with  the  route 
via  Buenos  Aires.  This  would  open  up  a  rich  fruit 
cattle  and  wheat  territory  of  some  500,000  square  miles 
and  enable  California  agricultural  implements,  bind- 
ing twine,  fence  wire  and  many  other  commodities  to 
secure  a  market  hitherto  unavailable  to  this  Coast.

B.  F.  Schlesinger,  Vice-President  of  the  Chamber, 
who  has  just  returned  from  an  extensive  tour  of  Eu- 
rope, presided  at  the  last  weekly  luncheon  meeting  of 
the  Chamber.  In  speaking  of  vocational  training,  he 
stated  that  vocational  training  is  backed  by  fraternal- 
ism  in  Germany  which  we  haven't  here.  The  meet- 
ing was  one  of  vital  importance  and  interest  to  the  em- 
ployers of  labor  in  this  or  any  other  city  and  those 
that  did  not  hear  the  wisdom  and  advice  expounded 
by  the  two  authorities  who  spoke  suffered  a  distinct 
loss. 

Prof.  Bloomfield  was  introduced  as  the  first  speaker, 
and  said : 

"The  fraternal  treatment  of  the  youth  in  Europe  has 
a  fatal  effect.  Is  paternalism  not  better  than  fraternal- 
ism?  It  is  the  full  idea  of  fraternalism  that  we  need  to 
face  the  idea  that  education  is  the  base  of  the  social 
situation.  This  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  a  commit- 
tee on  Vocational  Training  which  is  looking  into  this 
work  and  both  Prof.  Honus,  my  teacher,  as  well  as  my- 
self, are  members  of  the  Committee  on  Vocational 
Training  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States.  All  of  the  work  in  Massachusetts,  which  state 
ranks  foremost  in  this  work,  has  come  through  the 
initiative  of  the  Chambers  of  Commerce.  Chambers  of 
Commerce  all  over  the  country  are  endeavoring  to  in- 
terest industries;  they  make  no  reference  to  education. 
Any  one  can  buy  machinery,  cost  accounting,  etc.,  but 
when  everything  that  money  can  buy  has  been  secured 
— the  human  element  comes  into  consideration — the 
quality  of  your  servants,  of  those  who  do  you  service. 
These  towns  don't  advertise  their  schools — advertise 
the  manual  training  schools.  We  can't  steal  from  one 
another  all  the  time,  those  who  are  trained.  We  must 
co-operate  with  those  institutions  that  are  going  to 
make  an  industrial  success  possible. 

"One  of  our  first  problems  was.  how  could  we  get 
the  employer  interested  in  the  work.  At  first  we 
worked  only  with  the  school  and  the  scholars,  and  not 
with  the  employer.  We  thought  that  in  the  present 
wasteful  method  of  living,  employing  and  dismissing 
employees,  we  found  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  causes 
for  the  present  state  of  unrest.  We  looked  to  find  who 
could  help.  We  found  that  the  Employment  Manager 
— the  one  who  "pumped  the  life  blood"  into  the  em- 
ployees, was  the  man  we  wanted.  On  an  average 
throughout  the  country  25  per  cent  of  all  the  employees 
are  taken  on  each  year.  I  know  of  a  pay  roll  of  10,000 
people  where  10,000  people  are  taken  on  each  year. 
The  employer  cannot  very  well  criticise  the  schools 
who  drive  out  half  the  children  to  go  to  work.  This 
cannot  be  blamed  unless  the  employer  finds  some  sort 
of  career  for  the  individual.  It  costs  to  take  on  peo- 
ple. Very  few  have  figured  this  problem.  The  chil- 
dren decide  on  their  own  account  what  they  will  do. 
I  once  remember  when  I  asked  a  boy  what  his  first  job 
was  that  he  replied,  "My  first  job  vvas  several  places." 
The  schools  have  not  sufficiently  appreciated  what  in- 
dustry is  able  to  fill.  Business  has  become  a  profes- 
sion, some  of  these  professions  are  special  service.  All 
the  call  to  idealism  a  human  being  can  possibly  ask 
for,  may  be  found  in  this  work. 


"New  York  State  appropriated  $.S0.0OO  for  an  inquiry. 
Children  were  not  being  prepared  for  Commerce  or 
Business.  They  were  preparing  for  the  15  per  cent  of 
the  clerical  positions  that  are  in  an  office  where  there 
are  very  few  promotions,  merchandising,  advertising, 
salesmanship  call  for  45  per  cent.  There  was  no  prep- 
aration for  these  fields.  In  Germany  they  found  that 
the  time  of  a  messenger  boy  was  a  waste  as  far  as 
his  own  life  was  concerned,  but  found  that  even  mes- 
senger boys  needed  penmanship,  bills  of  lading  that 
they  had  to  handle  and  the  topography  of  the  city — 
they  even  taught  the  boys  short  cuts.  Think  of  teach- 
ing a  messenger  boy  a  short  cut  in  this  country. 

"The  man  who  does  the  hiring  "the  man  builder" 
should  be  the  best  paid  of  all.  He  should  inspect  the 
source  of  the  reply  and  report  back  to  the  school.  We 
cannot  dream  about  efficiency  and  have  it;  there  is  a 
price  we  must  pay. 

"This  Bay  region  is  like  Boston  in  a  metropolitan 
sense.  What  the  children  do  in  one  place  is  the  same 
in  the  other.  It  is  a  twentieth  century  problem.  There 
are  29  towns  around  Boston  and  the  same  condition 
exists  here.  Have  a  representative  committee  do  the 
vocational  training  work  co-operatively." 

Prof.  Paul  H.  Honus  followed:  He  left  the  next 
day  for  New  Zealand  on  an  official  tour  of  inspection 
of  the  school  systems  there.     He  said  m  part: 

"The  barrier,  if  there  is  one  between  the  business 
men  and  the  schools,  is  rapidly  disappearing.  Neither 
can  solve  the  problem  alone.  Manual  training  is  not 
industrial  training  as  it  is  usually  carried  on.  Voca- 
tional training  needs  to  be  highly  specialized.  It  is 
impossible  for  the  schools  to  carry  on  this  work  alone. 
The  place  for  the  boy  to  get  the  actual  practical  experi- 
ence is  in  the  shop  under  business  conditions.  Schools 
can  give  mathematics,  drawing,  history,  etc. — co-op- 
eration between  industry  and  commerce  are  necessary. 
Committees  will  do  much  but  individuals  are  needed. 
I  once  ran  across  a  day  continuation  school,  in  Munich, 
Germany,  where  they  have  but  one  industry,  and  that 
is  beer.  Here  I  found  fifty  different  kinds  of  continua- 
tion schools.  Schools  for  waiters,  bakers,  chimney 
sweeps,  tinsmiths,  etc.  The  point  is  that  they  accom- 
plished just  what  they  wanted  through  the  schools. 

".\  life  without  a  career  is  a  calamity  for  any  youth, 
without  the  prospects  of  an  increased  earning  capac- 
ity. We  need  educational  'life  saving  stations'  all 
along  the  line  in  the  United  States." 


The  largest  cities  of  the  world — London, 
Paris,  New  York,  Berlin,  Chicago,  Vienna — 
all  find  it  necessary  to  maintain  efficient  com- 
mercial organizations  to  work  for  their  cities. 

There  are  certain  things  to  do  in  behalf  of 
a  city  which  neither  the  individual  nor  the 
municipal  authorities  can  properly  accomplish. 

The  most  effective  method  that  has  so  far 
been  developed  is  a  body  of  business  men 
united  in  some  form  of  organized  effort — usu- 
ally a  Chamber  of  Commerce — working  to  this 
end. 

It  is  fair  to  assume  that  we  are  all  mutually 
interested  in  this  matter  in  behalf  of  our  own 
city  of  San  Francisco. 
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The  General  Purpose  and  Effect  of  ttie  Proposed  Constitutional 
Amendment  Providing  for  Formation  of  City  and  County  Govern- 
ments and  tlie  Consolidation  Therewith  of  Additional  Contiguous 
Territory 

The  amendment  proposes  to  make  certain  additions  to  Section  85/2  of  Article  XI  of  the  State  Consti- 
tution. As  the  present  provisions  of  that  section  are  satisfactory  as  far  as  they  go  they  are  not  changed 
in  substance  by  the  proposed  amendment.  The  present  Section  8%  had  four  subdivisions.  The  first  four 
subdivisions  found  in  the  proposed  amendment  of  that  section  are  substantially  the  same  as  the  four  subdivi- 
sions of  the  present  section,  except  that  in  Subdivision  1  of  the  amendment  permission  is  given  for  the  estab- 
lishment  of  municipal   courts   as  a   substitute  for  the  inferior  courts,  like  Justice's  Courts. 

Such  municipal  courts  have  proven  very  successful  in  Eastern  cities  and  are  the  development  of  modern 
ideas  in  municipal  government.  J 

The  other  additions  to  Section  Syi  proposed  by  the  amendment  are  found  in  Subdivisions  5,  6,  and  7  of  the 
section  as  it  is  proposed  to  amend  it.  The  amendment  deals  with  two  situations,  first  that  of  a  city  desiring  to 
withdraw  from  a  county  where  now  located  and  to  form  a  new  consolidated  city  and  county  government  with 
or  without  the  addition  of  new  contiguous  or  adjacent  territory,  and  second,  that  of  a  present  or  future  city  and 
county  government  desiring  to  extend  its  boundaries  and  annex  adjacent  or  contiguous  territory  desiring  to  be 
merged  therein.  At  the  present  time  there  is  but  one  city  and  county  government  in  the  state,  that  of  San 
Francisco.  If  this  amendment  is  adopted  and  any  present  city  in  the  state  should  form  a  consolidated  city 
and  county  government,  then  the  other  features  of  the  amendment  relating  to  city  and  county  governments 
would  automatically  apply  to  it. 

The  obvious  advantage  of  the  consolidated  city  and  county  government  is  to  do  away  with  the  duplication 
of  officers  and  to  simplify  administration.  This  amendment  has  been  made  general  in  form,  so  there  is  no  dis- 
crimination against  any  communities,  and  is  applicable  only  when  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  any  community 
affected  so  desire. 


SAN    FRANCISCO   CHAMBER    OF    COMMERCE 


EFFECT  ON  CITIES  DESIRING  TO  FORM  A  CITY  AND  COUNTY  GOVERNMENT. 

1.  The  city  must  have  a  population  in  excess  of  175,000. 

The  minimum  of  175,000  was  fixed;  first,  as  a  protection  to  the  different  counties  which  would  be  seri- 
ously affected  in  their  ability  to  collect  taxes  for  county  purposes  if  smaller  cities  could  withdraw  from  a 
county;  second,  because  until  a  city  has  a  population  of  at  least  175,000  it  should  not  be  encouraged  to  set  itself 
up  as  a  county  government. 

2.  The  entire  county  must  by  majority  vote  consent  to  a  separation  of  the  city  from  the  county. 

3.  The  city  must  ratify  the  charter  of  the  proposed  city  and  county  by  a  majority  vote. 

4.  If  additional  contiguous  territory  is  to  be  added  to  the  proposed  city  and  county : 

(a)  The  city  is  restricted  to  territory  in  its  own  county. 

(b)  The  county  by  majority  vote  must  consent  to  such  additional  territory  being  separated  from  the 
county; 

(c)  The  proposed  merger  must  be  a  pproved  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  in  the  whole  of  such  additional 
territory. 

(d)  The  charter  for  the  city  and  county  must  be  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  such  additional  territory. 

(e)  Where  additional  territory  includes  one  or  more  incorporated  cities,  none  of  these  incorporated  cities 
will  be  included  as  part  of  the  additional  territory  to  be  merged  unless  such  city  approves  such  merger  by  a 
majority  vote,  which  vote  will  only  be  effective  provided  the  steps  for  the  formation  of  a  consolidated  city  and 
county  be  commenced  within  two  years  thereafter. 


EFFECT  ON  ANY  PRESENT  OR  FUTURE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  GOVERNMENT. 

1.  Contiguous  territory  in  one  or  more  counties  may  be  annexed  to  a  city  and  county  government  with 
the  approval  of  the  territory  to  be  added  and  of  the  county  from  which  separated. 

2.  The  county  affected  must  consent  by  a  majority  vote  to  the  separation  and  consolidation  of  the  terri- 
tory desiring  to  merge. 

3.  The  consolidation  must  also  be  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  city  and  county  seeking  to  en- 
large its  boundaries. 

4.  The  territory  to  be  merged  must  also  approve  the  merger  by  a  majority  vote. 

5.  If  the  additional  territory  includes  one  or  more  incorporated  cities,  no  incorporated  city  shall  be  in- 
cluded unless  merger  is  approved  by  a  majority  vote  thereof,  and  such  vote  is  also  only  effective  for  a  period 
of  two  years  as  above  described. 

6.  The  charter  of  the  city  and  county  proposing  consolidation,  after  consolidation  shall,  with  amendments 
thereto,  be  the  charter  of  the  new  city  and  county  government,  or  if  desired  the  Legislature  is  authorized  to 
provide  for  the  submission  of  a  new  charter  at  the  same  time  the  annexation  proposal  is  submitted. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  AFFECTING  BOTH  CITIES  AND  CITIES  AND  COUNTIES  SEEKING  AD- 
DITIONAL TERRItORY. 

1.  Where  the  vote  of  separate  outside  cities  is  required  those  outside  cities  voting  favorably  must  within 
two  years  thereafter  be  included  in  a  voting  district  which  shall  constitute  the  additional  territory  to  be  added, 
and  a  second  vote  must  be  taken  of  this  district  and  also  of  the  city  or  city  and  county  seeking  merger  and  the 
proposition   must  receive  a  majority  vote  in  both  places. 

2.  The  additional  territory  cannot  be  taxed  for  its  proportion  of  the  debts  of  the  city  or  city  and  county 
with  which  it  is  merged  unless  the  additional  territory  shall  by  vote  elect  to  have  its  property  so  subject  to 
taxation. 

3.  The  bonded  indebtedness  of  any  territory  must  be  assumed  by  the  city  with  which  it  is  merged. 

4.  All  property,  debts  and  liabilities  of  an  incorporated  city  merged  with  a  city  and  county  shall  be- 
come  the   property,   debts   and   liabilities   of   the   city  and  county. 

5.  The  borough  system  of  government  may  be  provided  for  any  such  consolidated  city  and  county  gov- 
ernment. 

6.  All  new  charters  must  be  approved  by  the  Legislature. 

7.  Every  city  forming  a  city  and  county  government  and  every  city  and  county  enlarging  its  boundaries 
shall  be  liable  for  a  just  proportion  of  the  debts  and  liibililies  and  be  entitled  to  a  just  proportion  of  the  prop- 
erty and  assets  of  the  county  from  which  the  additional  territory  has  been  withdravim. 

8.  Territory  adjacent  to  any  city  may,  if  it  desires,  annex  itself  to  such  city  and  assume  its  share  of  the 
city's  bonded  indebtedness  by  a  majority  vote  instead  of  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  as  is  seriously  urged  by  many 
attorneys  is  now  required  under  our  constitution. 
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SHASTA  COUNTY  PEOPLE  WANT  TO  COME 

TO  SAN  FRANCISCO  FOR  VACATION  IF 

THE  OCEAN   BEACH   ESPLANDE 

IS  BUILT 

That  the  construction  of  the  beach  esplanade  would 
help  to  make  San  Francisco  an  attractive  summer  re- 
sort for  people  in  the  interior  counties  is  evidenced  by 
a  letter  received  by  the  Chamber  from  Roscoe  J.  rVier- 
son,  Secretary  Shasta  County  Promotion  and  Deevlop- 
nient  Association,  Redding,  Cal.,  in  which  he  says : 

"I  received  this  morning  your  picture  of  the  pro- 
posed ocean  beach  improvement  for  San  Francisco.  I 
not  only  think  the  improvement  a  good  thing  for  San 
Francisco,  but  also  a  splendid  thing  for  all  Northern 
California,  inasmuch  as  it  will  materially  aid  in  keep- 
ing the  center  of  attraction  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
State. 

"I  have  shown  it  to  a  number  of  people  and  they 
think  it  a  great  idea  and  all  have  made  remarks  on  how 
they  would  like  to  spend  some  of  their  vacation  time 
in  such  a  place. 

"We  hope  San  Francisco  will  rise  to  the  occasion 
and  build  this  much-needed  improvement  and  we  think 
they  should." 

^  This  letter  only  emphasizes  the  fact  that  San  Fran- 
cisco has  never  capitalized  its  attractions  as  a  summer 
resort  for  people  in  the  warm  interior  valleys.  To  such 
persons  this  city's  cool  bracing  summer  breezes  offer 
just  the  climatic  change  most  needed  by  them  just  as 
people  here  go  to  the  mountains  for  their  vacation. 


SPECIAL  DELIVERY  SERVICE 

Postmaster  Charles  VV.  Fay  recently  issued  an  order 
to  give  special  delivery  service  to  letters  deposited  at 
the  various  large  stations  throughout  the  city  when 
such  letters  bear  special  delivery  stamps  or  those  with 
ordinary  stamps,  the  envelopes  of  which  bear  the  en- 
dorsement "Special  Delivery."  Up  to  the  time  this 
order  was  issued  such  letters  were  not  given  this  serv- 
ice until  they  reached  the  Main  Post  Office  at  Seventh 
and  Mission  Streets  in  the  usual  course  of  the  mail, 
consequently  the  local  service,  in  this  particular,  was 
of  small  value  to  patrons  outside  the  delivery  of  the 
Main  Office  and  was  used  to  a  limited  extent  only. 

This  action  fills  a  long  felt  want  and  the  increased 
efficiency  in  the  Special  Delivery  feature  of  the  local 
service  is  being  used  more  extensively  as  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  improvement  is  disseminated. 


RESIGNATION  OF  MR.  WHEELER. 

Mr.  William  R.  Wheeler  on  July  17,  1914,  tendered  his 
resignation  as  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  effective 
August  31st.  The  resignation  was  considered  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  same  was  accepted. 
Mr.  Wheeler  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  until  the 
date  of  his  resignation.  Members  of  the  Board  expressed 
the  highest  appreciation  of  the  valued  services  which 
Mr.  Wheeler  has  rendered  to  the  Chamber, 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Mr.  Seth  Mann 
to  become  Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  and  also  to 
continue  as  attorney  for  the  Bureau. 


WATSONVILLE   APPLE  SHOW   IN   SAN 
FRANCISCO 

The  California  Apple  Show  has  been  given  in  Watson- 
ville  for  four  successive  years.  As  its  name  indicates, 
It  is  a  State-wide  affair,  inasmuch  as  apple  exhibits 
from  all  sections  of  California  are  not  only  welcome, 
but  earnestly  solicited.  Apple  exhibitors  are  not 
charged  one  cent  for  floor  space  and  the  association 
even  goes  so  far  as  to  provide,  without  cost,  the  racks 
and  tables  on  which  to  make  the  exhibits.  The  result 
of  the  past  efforts  has  been  that  practically  all  the 
apple-producing  sections  of  the  State  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  making  dis- 
plays. That  the  counties  doing  so  prize  the  benefits 
derived,  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  each  year  they 
come  forward  with  their  exhibits  and  bear  testimony 
of  their  appreciation  of  the  worth  of  the  show  by  fea- 
turing in  their  literature  the  number  and  character  of 
all  prizes  they  have  won  at  the  California  Apple  Shows. 
It  is  now  generally  conceded  that  this  exposition  is 
making  materially  for  the  upbuilding  and  advancement 
of  the  apple  industry  of  California,  and  industry,  by 
the  way,  which,  in  succeeding  years,  should  develop 
into  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  important  of  the 
many  that  make  our  State  famous. 

The  varied  soil  and  diversified  climate  of  California 
render  it  possible  to  successfully  grow  any  known  va- 
riety of  apple  within  her  confines  and  there  is  no  reason 
why,  in  future  years,  this  State  should  not  be  the  great- 
est apple-producing  State  in  the  Union ;  and  this,  not 
only  in  quantity  but  also  in  variety  as  well. 

The  directors  of  The  Watsonville  Apple  Annual  As- 
sociation after  giving  the  proposition  very  careful  con- 
sideration, decided  to  hold  the  Show  in  San  Francisco 
this  year.  Many  different  reasons  prompted  this  de- 
cision, the  principal  of  which,  however,  was  the  thought 
that  it  would  be  a  wise  plan  to  bring  exhibits  of  the 
apple  products  of  the  State  within  the  immediate  view 
of  the  population  of  the  great  centers  lying  around  San 
Francisco  Bay,  which  form  the  largest  and  best  market 
for  soil  products  in  this  State. 

The  show  also  affords,  to  those  who  would  settle  in 
the  country,  an  opportunity  of  ascertaining  what  differ- 
ent sections  of  the  State  can  do  in  the  way  of  growing 
apples  successfully. 

The  California  Apple  Show  is,  in  no  sense,  a  private 
enterprise  and  no  one  connected  with  the  management, 
excepting  a  few  paid  employees,  derives  one  penny  of 
remuneration  from  it.  Heretofore,  when  held  in  Wat- 
sonville, the  show  was  financed  by  the  members  of  the 
association,  contributions  from  growers,  merchants  and 
others  m  one  way  or  another  interested  in  the  apple 
business  of  this  community.  To  finance  the  enterprise 
away  from  here  other  means  had  to  be  adopted  and 
in  consequence  twenty  citizens  of  Watsonville  and  the 
valley  have  guaranteed  the  funds  necessary  to  hold  the 
show.  This  is  done,  furthermore,  without  any  expecta- 
tion of  reward  or  interest  in  the  profits  should  any  be 
made.  If,  at  the  close  of  the  exposition,  any  surplus 
be  shown,  it  will  remain  in  the  treasury  of  the  associa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work.

Tlie  cliartering  nf  vessels  for  tlie  California  tiarlcy 
export  keeps  on  apace.  The  following  late  charters 
have  been  efFected :  Br.  steamer  Vohimnia,  Br. 
steamer  Anglo-Californian,  Br.  ship  Galgate,  Br. 
steamer  Den  of  Ogil.  Br.  steamer  Karoo,  Br.  steamer 
Lodorer,  Am.  ship  Manga  Reva,  Br.  Ship  Annie  M. 
Reid.  Br.  bark  Lord  Templetown.  They  will  trans- 
port about  60.000  tons  of  barley  to  foreign  markets. 

E.xports  of  barley  from  San  Francisco  for  month  of 
July  to  date  (July  24th),  by  water,  amount  to  410,183 
ctls.,  compared  with  whole  month  of  July  last  year,  of 
14.687  ctls. 

Steamer  Arizonan  of  American-Hawaiian  Steamship 
Company  fleet  has  been  chartered  by  the  United  States 
Government  to  transport  a  cargo  of  coal  from  an  At- 
lantic coaling  port  to  San  Francisco  for  the  U.  S. 
Navy.     Vessel  is  capable  of  carrying  12,000  tons. 

With  the  arrival  in  San  Francisco  on  July  18th  of 
the  Br.  steamer  River  Forth  from  Antwerp  direct,  was 
inaugurated  a  new  line  of  freighters  between  the  two 
ports.     A.  Carpentier  is  the  agent. 

Sailing  from  Gothenburg  on  June  18th  via  .Antwerp 
and  Hull  for  San  Francisco,  the  Swedish  Motor  Ship 
Kronprinz  Gustaf  Adolf,  is  the  pioneer  vessel  of  a  new 
line  from  the  first  mentioned  port  to  San  Francisco. 
W.  R,  Grace  &  Co.  will  act  as  agents  of  the  line. 

Comparative  figures  of  tonnage  chartered  and  on 
the  way  to  San  I^rancisco  from  foreign  ports  on  July 
24th,  this  year,  and  same  date  last  year,  .show  347,10.S 
against  174,802  tons. 

TO  SHIP  BROKERS. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  a  request  from  a 
Cincinnati  firm  for  names  of  parties  who  might  charter 
and  sail  a  ship  loaded  with  California  products  to  New 
Orleans  for  forwarding  via  river  to  Cincinnati.  This  firm 
has  eighteen  branch  wholesale  grocery  houses  in  Mis- 
sissippi and  Ohio  Valleys. 


SAN  FRANCISCO   BANK  CLEARINGS 
INCREASE. 

^  For  the  week  ending  July  i6th  San  Francisco  ranked 
sixth  among  the  cities  of  the  country  in  bank  clearings, 
passing  Pittsburg  and  Kansas  City.  The  increase  over 
the  corresponding  week  of  last  year  was  29.4  per  cent, 
the  largest  percentage  of  increase  af  any  city  in  the 
United  States  of  50,000  population  or  over.  San  Diego 
showed  a  decrease  of  32,6  per  cent  and  Tacoma  a  de- 
crease of  23  per  cent.  Los  Angeles.  Portland  and  Spo- 
kane all  showed  decreases.  New  York  is  the  only  city 
larger  than  San  Francisco  that  showed  an  increase. 
The  pessimist  is  buried  deep.

NEW  STEAMSHIP   SERVICE  FOR  SAN 
FRANCISCO. 

After  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  San  I'ran- 
ci.sco  will  have  two  new  steamship  lines.  The  East  Asiatic 
Company,  Limited,  of  Copenhagen,  with  a  capital  of  over 
ten  million  dollars,  has  advised  the  Foreign  Trade  De- 
partment it  will  establish  regular  service  between  Copen- 
hagen, Scandinavia,  Antwerp,  etc.,  and  San  Francisco 
and  Puget  Sound.  The  service  will  consist  of  four  inotor 
ships,  the  Siam,  Anam,  Malakka  and  Tongking  of  10,000 
tons  each,  supplemented  by  steam  vessels  of  similar  size. 
These  ships  will  stop  in  both  directions  at  St.  Thomas, 
West  Indies,  where  they  will  connect  with  another  line 
of  smaller  ships  plying  to  all  West  Indian  and  north 
coast  of  South  America  points.  These  latter  ships  will 
be  so  constructed  as  to  be  able  to  land  freight  at  the 
various  ports  instead  of  lightering,  as  is  now  the  case. 
St.  Thomas  is  being  made  into  a  first-class  harbor,  with 
docks,  warehouses,  cranes  and  all  modem  improvements 
and  appliances  for  rapidh'  handling  freight,  and  will  be 
sort  of  "free  port"  or  transfer  "emporium"  for  other  West 
Indian  ports. 

The  second  service  will  be  from  Copenhagen,  etc., 
through  the  canal  to  San  Francisco,  thence  direct  to 
Siberia  and  China,  returning  home  via  Suez.  This  will 
give  San  Francisco  direct  service  to  Siberia  instead  of 
reshipping  at  Japan.  It  is  expected  these  ships  will  take 
on  sufficient  fuel  oil  in  San  Francisco  to  last  for  the 
round  trip.  This  latter  service  will  give  San  Francisco 
exporters  an  opportunity  of  securing  some  of  the  rapidly 
growing  trade  of  Siberia  and  Northern  Manchuria,  while 
the  former  will  open  up  West  Indian  ports. 

.As  the  East  Asiatic  Company  has  a  regular  line  be- 
tween Russian  (European)  ports  and  Copenhagen, 
freight  can  be  shipped  direct  to  European  Russia  by  one 
company,  a  great  advantage  in  time  and  rates  over  ex- 
isting lines.

Judging  by  the  replies  already  received  from  the  request  made  in  the  last  issue  of  the  "Activities"  that  the 
members  furnish  us  with  complaints  and  suggestions,  the  meeting  should  prove  extremely  interesting.  Many 
valuable  suggestions  have  already  been  received  on  the  following  subjects :  One  to  the  effect  that  street  cars 
should  not  be  compelled  to  stop  in  front  of  fire  houses,  and  the  arguments  in  favor  thereof  are  convincing ;  the 
Civic  League  of  Improvement  Clubs  has  sent  in  a  very  strong  and  worthy  suggestion  in  regard  to  street  light- 
ing in  San  Francisco ;  also  a  letter  accompanied  by  data  has  been  received  relative  to  submitting  a  bill  to  the 
next  session  of  the  Legislature  in  regard  to  establishing  a  small  Debtor's  Court  for  the  collection  of  accounts 
under  $20,  wathout  going  to  the  expense  that  is  now  entailed  for  suits  filed  in  the  Justice's  Court.  This  idea 
can  be  readily  appreciated  by  anyone  who  has  ever  been  in  business. 

In  order  to  round  out  this  very  interesting  luncheon  meeting  a  capable  speaker  will  be  secured  to  address 
the  meeting  on  some  popular  subject  of  note.  Owing  to  the  rapid  change  of  affairs  in  the  business  world  this 
week  we  are  holding  back  the  exact  announcement  so  as  to  be  able  to  present  something  right  up  to  date  at 
the  last  minute.

If  you  have  not  seen  the  Saturday  edition  of  the  San 
Francisco  Evening  Bulletin,  procure  a  copy  by  all 
means  and  learn  what  your  Chamber  of  Commerce  can 
do  when  it  is  given  the  opportunity  to  edit  a  daily 
paper.  The  office  force  and  officials  in  charge  are  not 
seeking  any  compliment,  but  on  behalf  of  the  member- 
ship we  wish  to  assure  you  that  the  edition  was  a  real 
live  newspaper  and  has  been  commented  upon  in  news- 
paper circles  for  its  absolute  fairness,  impartiality  and 
absence  of  bias.  In  addition  to  the  war  news  on  the 
front  page  appeared  two  new,  live  news  stories ;  one 
on  the  establishment  of  the  Legislative  Bureau  in  order 
to.  watch  the  interests  of  the  business  houses,  and  the 
other  on  the  slashing  of  rates  brought  about  by  the 
announcement  of  the  steamer  rates  through  the  Canal. 
"The  Truth  About  Consolidation,"  forcibly  told  in  a 
convincing  way  just  what  the  Consolidation  Amend- 
ment means  and  what  it  will  bring  about. 

Several  strong  articles  on  San  Francisco,  the  Harbor 
and  foreign  trade,  as  well  as  one  on  manufacturing, 
"The  Regrading  of  Rincon  Hill  LIrged,"  "After  the  Big 
Fair,  How  Then?"  "The  Beach  Esplanade,"  an  inter- 
view with  President  Michaels,  a  half  dozen  editorials 
that  live  up  to  their  reputation  of  a  real  editorial  page, 
accompanied  by  a  cartoon  entitled  "The  Key  that  Fits 
the  Lock."  The  cartoon  is  the  keynote  to  the  whole 
edition  and  expresses  a  thought  more  forcibly  than  can 
be  commanded  by  the  English  language. 


THE  CONSOLIDATION  AMENDMENT. 

As  announced  in  the  last  edition  of  the  Activities, 
the  consolidation  amendment  will  be  on  the  ballot  in 
November.  Los  Angeles  alone  secured  the  required 
number  of  signatures  to  place  the  measure  on  the  bal- 
lot, securing  a  total  of  32,568  good  signatures.  San 
Francisco's  Chamber  secured  18,286  names,  of  which 
14,536  were  accepted.  This  hearty  co-operation  be- 
tween the  two  leading  cities  of  California  augers  well 
for  the  future  success  and  prosperity  of  the  State.  Los 
Angeles  needed  help  in  order  to  secure  the  required 
number  of  signatures  and  the  local  Chamber  jumped 
into  the  breach  and  had  a  force  of  over  twenty  trained 
experts  in  this  line  of  work  out  on  the  street  the  last 
two  days  of  registration,  and  in  case  Los  Angeles  did 
not  secure  the  required  number  of  signatures  this  or- 
ganization was  ready  to  get  as  many  as  she  lacked  to 
put  the  measure  on  the  ballot. 

There  is  absolutely  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  are  familiar  with  this  work  but  what  the  measure 
will  pass  by  a  huge  majority  in  the  November  election. 
Two  years  ago  a  somewhat  similar  measure,  though 
not  as  broad  and  fair  in  character  as  the  present  one, 
failed  by  a  vote  of  approximately  16,000.  With  the 
southern  part  of  the  State  heartily  in  favor  of  the  pres- 
ent measure  and  a  growing  sentiment  in  favor  of  such 
an  enabling  act  around  the  Bay,  victory  seems  certain 
in  November.

SUBJECT:    "COMPLAINTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS' 
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DOES  THE  REGULATION  OF  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  HURT  BUSINESS? 

By  JOHN  M.  ESHLEIUAN 


Remove  any  impression  that  may  have  become  iixed  in 
your  minds  that  the  regulation  of  business  is  a  new  thing. 
It  is  not  new.  It  is  as  ancient  as  history.  In  Imperial  Rome, 
before  the  dawn  of  the  Christian  era,  we  find  records  of  a 
robust  regulation  of  the  grain  trade.  In  mediaeval  days, 
while  Sir  Knight  went  forth  to  battle  for  his  lady,  a  less 
gallant  set  of  gentlemen  remained  at  home  to  regulate  the 
baker  and  the  butcher.  It  was  not  a  theoretical  regulation 
with  theoretical  penalties,  but  price-fixing,  and  penalties  in 
accord  with  the  spirit  of  the  day. 

In  those  days,  at  that  time,  the  question  was  raised  even 
as  it  is  today  "Does  Regulation  Hurt  Business?"  And  the 
answer  was  then,  probably,  as  it  is  to  some  extent  now,  de- 
pendent on  which  side  of  the  business  a  man  stood. 

Regulation  is  not  new  and  it  is  not  confined  to  business.  It 
is  old  and  it  is  general  and  it  begins  with  the  individual.  Our 
statute  books  are  full  of  laws  framed  to  regulate  the  indi- 
vidual. Every  years  the  legislatures  of  our  forty-eight  States 
meet  and  they  pass,  in  the  aggregate,  thousands  upon  thou- 
sands of  new  laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  individual.  He 
must  not  steal,  he  must  not  bribe,  and  he  must  not  drive  his 
automobile  more  than  ten  miles  an  hour. 

The  aim  of  all  wise  regulation  is,  of  course,  the  protection 
of  society.  In  the  course  of  growth,  business  having  become 
powerful,  the  individual  is  no  longer  able  to  deal  with  it  upon 
terms  of  equality.  Individuals  and  collections  of  individuals 
have  at  times  attempted  to  regulate  business  by  organizing 
a  competitive  business.  If  I  recall  correctly,  certain  of  you 
gentlemen  now  here,  representing  the  business  interests  of 
this  community,  organized  yourselves  into  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  Railway  some  twenty  years  ago  as  a  means  of  curb- 
ing the  aggressions  of  the  powerful  railway  interests. 

There  comes  a  time,  however,  when  individuals  and  col- 
lections of  individuals  are  no  longer  able  to  cope  with  highly 
organized  business  in  its  modern  massive  forms,  and  it  be- 
comes  necessary  for  the   State  to   intervene. 

Every  business,  in  its  public  relationship,  faces  public  au- 
thority. 

Those  among  us  here  who  deal  in  food  products  and  drugs 
must  face  regulation  through  the  Pure  Food  Law.  You  who 
sell  by  the  package  are  confronted  by  the  regulation  of  the 
Weights  and  Measures  Law.  You  who  are  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing enterprises  must  submit  to  city  and  State  factory 
inspection  and  industrial  accident  liability.  You  who  are  in 
the  banking  business  have  never  been  without  the  restraint 
of  State  and  national  regulation.  You  who  are  affiliated  with 
the  building  and  loan  companies  or  engaged  in  the  insurance 
business  have  long  since  accustomed  yourselves  to  the  regu- 
lation that  the  law  imposes.  While  all  of  us  may  differ  as 
to  the  details  of  this  regulation  or  that,  I  doubt  if  there  is 
a  man  among  you  who  would  earnestly  suggest  that  we  aban- 
don the  regulation  embraced  in  our  banking  laws  and 'our 
pure  food  statutes. 

Public  utility  regulation  has  been  a  concurrent  growth.  It 
has  been  conspicuous  in  recent  years  by  reason  of  its  general 
adoption  by  the  States  of  the  Union  and  through  the  public 
nature  of  its  enforcement  through  the  instrumentality  of  com- 
missions. 

A  public  utility  is  monopolistic  in  its  nature.  It  deals  di- 
rectly with  the  individual.  Alone,  the  individual  is  power- 
less. Elemental  justice  requires  that  the  State  provide  a  tri- 
bunal as  between  the  public  utility  and  its  patrors.  Utility 
corporations,  composed  of  men,  will  seek  their  own  advan- 
tage. Without  regulation,  the  utility  becomes,  by  reason  of 
its  power,  the  jury  and  the  judge  as  between  it.ielf  and  its 


palruiis.  Thin  is  a  sovereign  right  and  the  day  has  passed 
when  the  people  of  California  or  of  any  other  State  in  the 
Union,  are  willing  to  abdicate  their  sovereignty  in  favor  of 
a  railroad  company,  a  gas  company  or  a  water  company. 
Regulation  has  begun  by  substituting  the  sovereignty  of  the 
State  for  the  sovereignty  of  the  corporation.  You  do  not 
have  to  go  to  anybody  on  your  knees  to  ask  for  that  which 
rightfully  should  be  yours.  The  humblest  citizen  among  us 
can  stand  on  eciual  footing  before  the  largest  corporate  inter- 
est. That  is  the  deep-down,  bed-rock,  immutable  principle 
upon   which   regulation  must  rest. 

This  principle  was  so  aptly  stated  the  other  day  by  Mr. 
Charles  S.  Mellen,  formerly  president  of  the  New  Haven  Rail- 
road, that   I   shall   quote   his  words: 

"There  is  no  lesson  so  clearly  taught  by  history,"  he  said, 
"both  business  and  political  history,  as  the  lesson  that  abso- 
lute power  will  be  abused  by  99  in  every  100  men.  The  very 
selfishness  which  nature  implants  in  us  to  stimulate  our  ener- 
gies for  progress,  makes  it  almost  inevitable  that  we  will 
abuse  great  power  over  other  people  when  we  have  it." 

The  State's  jurisdiction  over  public  utilities  embraces  the 
regulation  of  rates,  the  regulation  of  service,  and  the  regula- 
tion of  finances.  I  shall  not  go  into  a  detailed  review  of  the 
rate  cases  which  have  come  before  the  California  Commis- 
sion, but  there  has  not  been  a  single  readjustment  of  rates 
which  has  not  been  founded  upon  abundant  facts  to  sustain 
the  adjustment.  When  rates  have  been  lowered,  it  has  been 
because  they  should  have  been  lowered,  and  when  rates  have 
been  raised,  it  has  been  because  they  should  have  been 
raised.  In  substantiation  of  this  statement  there  is  the  fact 
that  only  one  rate  reduction  made  by  the  California  Commis- 
sion has  been  appealed  to  the  courts,  and  in  that  case,  I  am 
very  happy  to  say,  the  contention  of  the  Commission  was 
completely  upheld.  In  every  instance  where  rates  have  been 
lowered,  the  reduced  rates  fixed  by  the  Commission  have 
gone  into  effect  as  the  operating  rates,  and  those  are  the 
rates  which  you,  as  patrons  of  the  railroads,  the  gas  com- 
panies, the  telephone  and  electric  light  companies,  are  paying 
today.  And  I  may  say  in  passing  that  if  any  of  you  feel 
that  these  reductions  are  hurting  business,  you  are  at  liberty 
to  pay  the  righer  rates  which  were  in  force  before  the  Com- 
mission made  the  reductions.     We  shall  make  no  protest. 

If  you  should  decide  in  your  own  mind  that  these  rate 
reductions  had  hurt  business,  you,  as  members  of  this  Cham- 


If  men  understood  one  another  and  could  get 
the  other  fellow's  angle  or  viewpoint,  there 
would  be  few  personal  differences.  The  same 
principle  applied  to  nations  would  obviate  the 
necessity  of  war. 

In  San  Francisco,  as  in  other  modern  cities 
of  the  world,  there  is  a  common  meeting 
ground  where  business  men  representing  all 
lines  of  trade  may  meet,  exchange  views  and 
in  this  way  broaden  their  own  viewpoint — and 
get  a  better  understanding  of  the  other  fel- 
low. This  is  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  We 
hold  weekly  luncheons,  publish  a  weekly  bulle- 
tin, hold  an  annual  get-together  banquet  and 
have  over  200  men  working  together  on  various 
committees. 

Your  usefulness  as  a  citizen  of  San  Fran- 
cisco can  be  broadened  by  a  closer  contact  with 
your  Chamber  of  Commerce.

ber  of  Commerce,  must  share  in  that  responsibility,  for  it 
was  upon  your  complaint  and  upon  your  protest  that  a  very 
large  part  of  the  railroad  rate  reductions  were  made.  Regu- 
lation has  given  you  a  cheaper  freight  rate  into  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley.  It  has  lowered  your  shipping  cost  into  the 
Sacramento  Valley.  It  has  enabled  those  among  you  who  deal 
in  package  shipments  to  send  your  goods  further,  at  lower 
cost,  by  the  Wells  Fargo  Express.  Your  long  distance  tele- 
phone rates  have  been  reduced  to  a  fairer  basis.  Now,  if  it 
hurts  business  to  reduce  that  profit  of  Wells  Fargo  &  Co. 
down  to  10  per  cent,  it  was  a  business  that  ought  to  have 
been  hurt.  I  have  no  quarrel  with  any  of  these  gentlemen  in 
control  of  these  utilities,  but  I  do  object  when  they  come  to 
you  and  to  me  and  insult  our  intelligence  by  telling  us  that 
the  more  we  pay  them,  the  better  off  we  are.  They  wojafd 
have  you  believe  that  you  could  tax  yourself  rich. 

We  have  found  freight  rates  in  some  parts  of  this  State 
so  abnormal  as  to  constitute  a  positive  barrier  to  honest 
business  enterprise.  We  learned,  for  instance,  the  Sunset 
Railroad,  owned  jointly  by  the  Southern  Pacific  and  the  Santa 
Fe,  operating  between  Bakersfield  and  the  West  Side  Oil 
Fields,  had  in  one  year  cleared  a  profit  of  100  per  cent,  or  a 
sum  equal  to  its  entire  investment,  and  the  following  year 
it  had  reaped  a  profit  of  66  2-3  per  cent.  Of  course  such 
rates  absolutely  choke  the  natural  arteries  of  trade.  These 
rates  were  reduced  from  20  per  cent  to  33  1-3  per  cent. 

We  found  a  condition  in  the  Owens  River  Valley,  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  State,  in  which  the  producers  were  un- 
able to  get  their  crops  to  market  at  Los  Angeles  by  reason 
of  the  abnormal  freight  charges.  The  reductions  following 
this  investigation  would  positively  create  business  where 
none  before  existed.  We  have  found  where  rate  reductions 
have  been  wisely  made  that  invariably  the  effect  has  been  to 
stimulate  and  encourage  trade.  The  reduced  rate  is  making 
new  markets  available  to  you  men  of  this  great  city.  At  the 
same  time  these  lower  rates  enable  the  grower,  the  orchardist 
and  the  farmer  to  get  their  produce  to  market  to  better  ad- 
vantage. 

In  any  form  of  regulation,  the  administrative  tribunal,  if  it 
desires  to  do  even-handed  justice,  must  safeguard  the  interests 
of  the  public  utility  corporations  at  the  same  lime  and  in  the 
same  degree  that  it  safeguards  the  interests  of  its  patrons.  If 
the  patron  is  given  the  advantage  of  a  reduced  rate,  such  re- 
duction would  avail  him  naught  unless  the  public  utility  was 
so  protected  that  it  could  continue  to  give  the  service  at  the 
reduced  rate.  In  its  jurisdiction  over  public  utility  service, 
the  California  Commission  has  established  as  a  principle  the 
protection  of  a  public  utility  in  its  field  of  operation  so  long 
as  that  public  utility  performs  properly  its  duties  to  the  pub- 
lic. The  public  utility  corporations  under  this  policy  are 
spared  the  evils  and  dangers  of  cut-throat  competition.  Too 
often  in  the  past  have  we  seen  vigorous  competition  with  vio- 
lent voluntary  rate  reductions  followed  by  consolidation  and 
a  subsequent  increase  in  rates  above  all  previous  levels.  In 
the  end,  the  public  utility  patron  is  the  sufferer.  Far  better 
is  it  to  protect  from  competition  each  utility  in  a  given  field 
and  to  require  in  turn  that  it  give  the  maximum  of  service 
at   the  minimum   profitable   rate. 

We  have  found  that  nearly  all  the  men  in  control  of  pub- 
lic utility  properties  regard  this  principle  of  regulation  as 
particularly  helpful  to  their  business.  It  has  made  for  cor- 
porate strength,  increased  solidity  of  the  enterprise,  and  has 
been  of  particular  assistance  in  financing  public  utility  proj- 
ects. In  its  jurisdiction  over  consolidation  or  separation  of 
public  utility  properties,  the  Commission  has  been  enabled 
to  exert  an  influence  helpful  to  the  utility  property,  and  in 
doing  so,  the  Commission,  of  course,  has  in  mind  that  an 
inquiry  or  impairment  of  the  public  utility  agency  must  in 
the  end  fall  upon  the  patrons  of  that  utility.     As  an  instance. 


you  will  perhaps  recall  that  this  Commission  was  called  upon 
not  long  ago  to  pass  upon  a  number  of  proposed  agreements 
between  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  and  the  Union  Pacific. 
These  agreements  called  for  the  separation  of  the  Central 
Pacific  from  the  Southern  Pacific  and  the  sale  of  the  Central 
Pacific  to  the  Union  Pacific.  In  the  course  of  its  investiga- 
tion, the  Commission  found  that  the  Central  Pacific  and  the 
Southern  Pacific  systems  were  so  interwoven  throughout  the 
State  that  the  severance  of  the  two  would  tend  to  weaken 
the  entire  transportation  system  of  the  State.  The  Commis- 
sion, therefore,  raised  its  voice  in  protest  and  the  proposed 
plan  did  not  go  through.  You  gentlemen  are  all  familiar 
with  the  transportation  problems  of  the  State  of  California 
and  every  one  of  you  knows,  therefore,  that  in  passing  upon 
that  issue,  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California  had  in 
mind,  as  its  decision  shows,  the  protection  of  the  business 
interests  of  California,  the  preservation  of  its  transportation 
system  and  the  service  to  the  shippers  and  to  the  public. 

The  law  giving  the  Commission  jurisdiction  over  the  stock 
and  bond  issues  of  public  utilities  became  eflfective  on  March 
23,  1912.  I  have  before  me  a  record  of  the  stock  and  bond 
cases  which  have  come  before  the  Commission  from  that 
day  to  June  30,  1914, — a  period  of  two  years  and  three  months. 
During  that  time  applications  were  made  to  the  Commission 
by  public  utilities  for  authority  to  issue  securities  of  all  kinds 
to  the  amount  of  $398,000,000.  The  record  shows  that  of 
these  applications,  the  Commission  granted  authority  for 
the  issue  of  284  millions  of  securities.  It  has  denied  or  dis- 
missed applications  for  32  millions  and  the  balance  are  now 
awaiting  decision.  It  can  be  stated  on  authority  that  at  no 
time  in  the  history  of  the  State  has  there  been  such  a  de- 
velopment in  public  utility  enterprises.  If  you  will  bear 
with  me  a  moment  I  will  quote  you  some  of  the  figures.  Dur- 
ing this  period  of  two  years  and  three  months,  securities 
have  been  authorized  by  the  Commission  for  the  railroads  of 
this  State  in  the  amount  of  126  millions  of  dollars.  Some 
of  this  amount  expended  by  the  interstate  railroads  should 
be  credited  to  neighboring  States,  but  the  bulk  of  it  has  been 
in  California.  For  the  electric  railways,  there  has  been  au- 
thorized in  this  period  41  million  dollars  of  securities;  for 
the  gas  and  electric  companies  80  millions.  That  certainly 
does  not  look  like  arrested  development.  There  has  been  so 
much  loose  talk  and  mis-statements  as  to  this  matter  that 
I   desire  to  furnish  you  with  the  facts. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  today  is  building  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Commission  a  new  depot  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  new  depot  in  Los  Angeles  and  has  recently  com- 
pleted a  new  depot  in  Oakland.  It  is  engaged  in  double- 
tracking  part  of  its  line;  it  has  just  completed  the  con- 
struction of  the  branch  from  Fernley  to  Lassen;  it  is  com- 
pleting its  railway  from  Colusa  to  Hamilton  in  the  Sacra- 
mento Valley;  it  has  completed  the  electrization  of  its  subur- 
ban lines  in  Alameda  County.  There  has  been  authorized 
by  this  Commission  and  there  is  now  being  expended  by  the 
company  the  sum  of  55  millions  in  general  betterments  and 
improvements  over  the  western  part  of  the  system.  The 
company  has  also,  under  authorization  from  this  Commis- 
sion, completed  the  acquisition  of  12  millions  of  dollars  of 
equipment,   largely   steel    equipment. 

The  Northwestern  Pacific  Company,  owned  jointly  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  and  the  Santa  Fe  is  now  engaged  in  the  con- 
struction of  120  miles  of  railway  from  Willits  north  toward 
Eureka  at  an  expenditure  of  from  10  to  12  millions  of  dollars. 
Of  this  sum  five  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars  has  already 
been  authorized  by  this  Commission,  and  the  work  is  pro- 
ceeding under  that  authorization. 

The  Santa  Fe  Railway  under  the  name  of  the  Minler  South- 
ern  has   been   building,  under   authorization   from   this   Com- 
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mission,  a  staiulard  gauge  road  40  miles  in  length,  tapping  a 
rich  foothill  section  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  passing 
through  Tulare  and  Fresno  counties. 

The  San  Diego  and  Arizona  Railway,  under  authorization 
from  this  Commission,  is  now  constructing  at  a  cost  of  15 
millions  of  dollars  a  line  of  railway  140  miles  in  length 
connecting  the  rich  Imperial  Valley  with  the  harhor  of  San 
Diego.  This  railway,  it  is  predicted,  will  form  the  western 
length   for  a   new  transcontinental   railroad. 

The  Nevada  County  Narrow  Gauge  is  at  the  present  time 
being  rebuilt  into  a  standard  gauge  road  at  a  cost  of  $350,000. 

Under  authorization  by  this  Commission,  electrical  rail- 
ways have  been  constructed  and  are  now  being  constructed 
in  San  Francisco  Bay  territory,  in  the  Sacramento  Valley, 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  and  in  the  territory  tributary  to  Los 
Angeles.  The  sum  of  41  millions  of  dollars  alone  has  been 
expended,  or  is  now  in  process  of  expenditure,  for  these  elec- 
tric railways.  Let  me  enumerate  a  few  of  these  lines.  There 
is  the  line  from  Marysville  to  Colusa;  there  is  the  Oakland 
and  Antioch;  there  is  the  Tidewater  Southern  running  30 
miles  from  Stockton  to  Modesto;  there  is  the  Fresno  Traction 
Extension  from  Fresno  to  the  San  Joaquin  River;  there  is 
the  Fresno  Interurban  from  Fresno  to  Selma,  and  there  are 
the  new  lines  of  the  Southern  Pacific  radiating  from  Los 
Angeles  now  being  constructed  at  a  cost  of  6  millions  of 
dollars,  tapping  the  San  Fernando  Valley.  There  has  re- 
cently been  put  into  service  the  Pacific  Electric's  new  line 
from  Los  Angeles,  a  distance  of  60  miles,  to  San  Bernardino. 

These  enterprises  embrace  a  total  of  more  than  700  miles 
of  railway  undertaken  and  carried  forward  under  the  authori- 
zation and  under  the  regulation  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  California.  And  this,  my  friends,  is  only  a  part  of  the 
actual  railroad  development.  The  sums  expended  in  new 
equipment  will  approximate  $15,000,000. 

I  do  not  want  to  leave  this  subject  without  referring  to 
the  unusually  heavy  development  in  electric  power  projects 
under  the  regime  of  the  Railroad  Commission.  I  find  from 
the  records  of  the  Commission  that  $80,000,000  have  been 
authorized  and  have  been  expended  or  are  now  being  ex- 
pended by  the  gas  and  electric  companies  in  the  last  two 
years  and  three  months  for  hydro-electric  projects  in  Cali- 
fornia. This  development  work  will  add  in  excess  of  100,- 
000  horsepower  to  the  working  wealth  of  this  State.  Let  me 
enumerate.  The  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Co.  is  expending  up 
to  $10,000,000  upon  its  Lake  Spaulding  and  connected  prjjocts. 
The  Pacific  Light  &  Power  Corporation  is  expending  $12.- 
000,000  on  its  Big  Creek  hydroelectric  project  in  Fresno 
County.  The  Great  Western  Power  Company  is  expending 
up  to  $5,000,000  upon  its  Big  Meadows  project  in  Plumas 
County.  The  San  Joaquin  Light  &  Power  Corporation  at 
Dry  Creek,  and  the  Mt.  Whitney  Power  &  Electric  Co.  on 
Tule  River  are  engaged  in  vast  enterprises  for  the  develop- 
ment  of   increased   electric   power. 

The  Pacific  Telephone  &  Telegraph  is  expending  some  $2.- 
500,000  under  authorization  from  this  Commission,  bettering, 
improving  and  extending  its  system.  I  have  given  you  but 
tlie  most  fragmentary  outline.  The  records  of  the  Commis- 
sion contain  in  detail  the  full  story  of  this  remarkable  de- 
velopment and  it  is  a  story  to  bring  to  one  anew  the  great- 
ness and  the  bigness  and  the  richness  of  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia. And  let  me  tell  you  that  when  you  come  to  compare 
the  development  in  California  with  the  development  that 
is  going  forward  in  other  States,  you  find  this  remarkable 
result,  that  there  is  here  in  California  a  development  so  vast 
that  it  is  comparable  only  with  the  development  in  such 
great  States  in  the  Union  as  Pennsylvania  and  New  York. 

Now  as  to  these  $32,000,000  of  securities  which  were  not 
authorized    by    the    Commission.      They    were    of    the    type 


wherein  the  promoter  proposed  that  the  public  should  not 
up  all  the  money  and  take  all  the  risk  of  failure,  and  he 
take   all   the   opportunities   for  reward. 

Gentlemen,  the  day  has  passed  in  the  State  of  California 
when  you  can  issue  stocks  and  bonds  with  a  shovel,  and 
the  sooner  we  come  to  realize  it,  the  better.  The  trouble 
heretofore  has  not  been  too  much  regulation,  but  too  little 
regulation.  And  I  think  that  no  one  is  in  a  position  to  un- 
derstand that  better  than  are  you  gentlemen  of  this  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

In  passing  upon  proposed  issues  of  stocks  and  bonds,  the 
Commission  must  keep  in  mind  the  protection  of  the  pub- 
lic generally,  the  protection  of  the  investor  and  the  protection 
of  the  public  utility  itself.  If  watered  capital  shall  flow  un- 
checked, then  the  public  must  be  held  up  for  extortionate 
rates  to  make  that  water  good.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
public  is  to  be  accorded  reasonable  rates,  the  utility  cannot 
pay  on  its  watered  capital,  and  bankruptcy  inevitably  follows. 

The  error  in  the  past  has  been  the  practice  of  building 
solely  upon  bonds  and  upon  bonds  sold  at  heavy  discounts. 
No  enterprise  can  succeed  unless  it  be  soundly  conceived. 
The  only  business  that  has  been  hurt  by  State  regulation  of 
stocks  and  bonds  has  been  the  business  of  the  flim-flam  type 
of  promotor.  There  is  no  longer  any  place  for  him  in  the 
realm  of  public  utility  finance  in  the  State  of  California.  And 
let  us  hope,  and  let  us  fervently  hope,  that  there  will  soon 
be  no  place  for  him  in  any  field  of  finance  in  the  State  of 
California.  It  must  be  patent  to  all  of  you  who  are  investors, 
that  a  stock  or  bond  cannot  suffer  injury,  but  must  be  im- 
proved in  running  the  fire  or  a  State  investigation  and  au- 
thorization. Before  you  had  Commission  authorization,  the 
utility  decided  upon  the  securities  it  desired  to  issue  and 
issued  them.  Now  the  utility  must  submit  its  plan  to  the 
Commission.  Obviously  the  only  interest  of  the  Commis- 
sion will  be  to  add  such  safeguards  to  the  security  as  it  be- 
lieves to  be  wise.  To  make  myself  clear,  the  function  of 
the  Commission  will  never  be  to  lessen  the  safeguards  pro- 
posed by  the  utility,  but  always  to  add  safeguards  of  its  own 
to  those  already  proposed  by  the  utility.  By  that  much,  at 
least,  the  securities  are  bound  to  be  improved.  However,  it 
has  been  the  desire  of  the  California  Commission  to  go  fur- 
ther and  to  insist  upon  as  conservati'"C  a  form  of  financing  as 
practicable. 

Let  me  pause  to  quote  you  from  an  address  delivered  at 
the  annual  banquet  of  this  Chamber  of  Coinmerce  last  Feb- 
ruary by  Mr.  John  A.  Britton,  vice-president  and  general 
manager  of  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company.  Mr.  Brit- 
ton was  discussing  electric  power  development  in  California. 
He  said: 

"Notwithstanding  the  very  generally  conceived  idea  to 
the  contrary,  men  in  charge  of  public  utility  corporations  of 
this  State  have  been  praying  for  State  control  for  many  years 
past,  and  at  the  risk  of  doing  politics,  let  me  also  say  un- 
reservedly and  speaking  for  the  majority  of  public  service 
corporations  of  this  State,  that  the  present  State  Railroad 
Commission  by  reason  of  the  broad  view  it  has  taken  of 
present  situations,  has  been  to  corporations  of  this  character  A 
a  God-send.  The  Commission  has  recognized  the  need  of  v, 
financing  and  has  liberally  treated  all  applicants  for  the 
issuance  of  securities  for  increase  of  plants." 

I  do  not  wish  to  appear  in  the  role  of  oflfering  testimonials 
in  behalf  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  but  the 
statement  has  been  so  often  and  carelessly  made  of  the  injury 
to  business  through  stock  and  bond  regulation  that  I  feel 
justified  in  oiifering  to  you  gentlemen  the  conclusive  proof 
to  the  contrary.  I  could  quote  you  from  the  statements 
of  other  eminent   public  utility  managers,  and   I  could  quote 
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you  also  very  fully  from  the  statements  and  circulars  of  our  for  more  than  fifty  years  is  proof  that  supervision  wisely  ad-

The  Workmen's-  Compensation  Act 

A  great  deal  of  misinformation  and  misconception  lias  arisen  among  employers  relative  to  the  purpose  of 
the  Compensation  Act,  and  its  relation  further  as  to  the  burden  it  is  upon  employers  and  the  industries  gener- 
ally. The  purpose  of  Colonel  Weinstock's  talk  to-morrow  will  be  to  help  correct  these  mistaken  ideas 
and  incorrect  notions  and  to  point  out  that  California,  in  place  of  having  taken  the  initiative  in  the  matter  of 
compensation,  is  really  a  tail-ender  in  the  procession  and  that  the  State  has  been  anticipated  by  practically  all 
of  Europe  and  many  of  the  industrial  States  in  our  own  country ;  twenty-three  already  having  compensation 
acts  in  force  and  several  others  having  similar  acts  in  contemplation,  in  addition  to  the  measure  now  being 
considered  b)'  Congress  in   inter-state  matters. 

The  Act  Not  Burdensome 

The  law  did  not  contemplate  that  the  insurance  premiums  would  come  out  of  the  cost  of  the  employer,  but 
that  such  premiums  would  be  a  part  of  the  cost  of  production,  so  that  the  burden  would  be  put  upon  the  in- 
dustry and  not  upon  the  employer.  This  is  made  possible  because  all  industrial  employers  under  the  law  are 
put  upon  a  parity — no  one  employer  has  any  advantage  over  any  other  employer. 

Better  Than  the  Old  System 

For  the  month  of  July,  1914,  31,333  cases  were  reported  in  California,  of  which  only  379,  or  a  little  over 
one  per  cent  were  disputed.  These  figures  prove  conclusively  that  a  great  saving  is  made  over  the  old  sys- 
tem, where  expensive  and  long-  drawn  out  trials  in  court  ran  up  costs  and  fees.  Out  of  every  dollar  the  em- 
ployer was  taxed  under  the  old  system  in  the  way  of  premiums  and  court  expenses,  the  worker  at  the  end  of 
six  years  got  twenty  cents,  the  remaining  eighty  per  cent  was  absorbed  by  court  expenses  and  costs  of  in- 
surance. 

Workmen's  compensation  is  now  being  handled  scientifically,  whereas  under  the  old  act  it  was  handled 
unscientifically.  I,

SUBJECT:    "THE  WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION  ACT,"  by  Col.  Harris  Wcinstock 
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Complaints  and  Suggestions 


Judging  from  the  number  present,  considering  that 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  a  membership  in  excess 
of  2,800,  complaints  are  few  and  far  between.  Ap- 
parently the  worlc  of  the  organization  meets  with  the 
approval  of  tlie  membership,  and  all  efiforts  toward  the 
advancement  of  the  city  are  appreciated.  Such  in 
brief  was  the  tenor  of  the  introductory  remarks  made 
by  Vice-President  Schlesinger  at  the  regular  weekly 
luncheon  meeting  of  the  Chamber  held  last  Friday. 
Suggestions  are  always  welcome,  as  well  as  com- 
plaints, and  the  following  excellent  suggestions  quoted 
herewith  in  full  were  read  and  discussed  at  the  meet- 
ing, with  the  result  that  all  of  them  will  be  referred 
to  the  proper  committees  and  action  taken  in  due 
course : 

From  Dr.  Kaspar  Pischel,  who  spoke  on  his  idea, 
"While  it  is  conceded  that  the  construction  of  the 
municipal  lines,  Geary  Street  road.  Van  Ness  Avenue 
and  Stockton  Street  lines,  have  been  hurried  as 
quickly  as  could  be  done  in  the  eight-hour  working 
day,  the  disturbance  of  traffic,  the  inconvenience  of 
the  merchants  and  the  damage  of  goods  by  dust  is  so 
great,  the  fire  risk  is  so  increased  by  the  impassabilit)' 
of  streets,  that  in  the  future  street  work  in  the  business 
district  should  be  performed  by  work  of  three  eight- 
hour  shifts." 

J.  C.  Ewing,  Manager  W.  G.  Stafford  &  Co.,  spoke 
in  favor  of  a  small  debtors'  court,  as  is  in  vogue  in 
Topeka,  Kansas. 

"I  desire  to  submit  the  enclosed  letter  and  clipping 
with  reference  to  submitting  a  bill  at  the  next  session 
of  the  Legislature  with  regard  to  establishing  small 
debtors'  court,  for  the  collection  of  accounts  under  $20, 
without  going  to  the  expense  that  is  now  entailed  for 
suits  filed  in  the  Justice  Court. 

"I  believe  that  the  greater  percentage  of  losses  sus- 
tained by  the  merchants  are  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
system  that  we  are  now  operating  under  is  too  ex- 


pensive and  unsatisfactory,  and  if  we  had  a  law  such 
as  is  operative  in  the  State  of  Kansas,  that  same  would 
be  a  vast  saving  to  the  merchants." 

Mr.  W.  F.  Davis,  President  of  W.  Davis  &  Sons, 
was  not  present  to  discuss  the  following  propositinn  : 
"For  the  consideration  of  your  Complaints  and  Sug- 
gestions Department,  we  suggest  the  discontinuance' 
of  the  practice  of  stopping  the  street  cars  before  each 
fire   house. 

"This  practice  consumes  the  time  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  our  people  every  twenty-four  hours 
(estimating  each  stop  of  each  car  each  trip  before  each 
fire  house),  all  to  avert  the  improbable  contingency 
of  a  fire  engine  dashing  out  headlong  and  throwing 
itself  beneath  the  devouring  wheels  of  a  street  car. 
Those  who  have  witnessed  the  deliberation  with  which 
fire  engines  wisely  depart  from  their  houses,  until 
they  are  'straightened  out  on  their  course'  on  the 
street,  will  appreciate  how  remote  is  the  likelihood  of 
an  accident  occuiring  from  collision  with  a  street  car 
at  that  period  of  their  trip. 

"If  it  is  thought,  by  those  who  studied  the  situation 
more  closely  than  the  writer,  that  such  an  accident 
might  reasonably  happen,  then  the  sensible  remedy  is 
to  attach  a  signal  semaphore  to  each  fire  house,  oper- 
ated by  the  current  that  turns  in  the  alarm,  and  when 
this  semaphore  is  observed  by  the  carmen  to  be  in 
such  a  position  as  to  indicate  a  fire  alarm  in  progress, 
(hen  the  car  can  be  stopped. 

"This  practice  of  stopping  is  carried  to  such  absurd 
length  now  that  the  Fillmore  cars  are  stopped  at  Wal- 
ler or  Hermann  Street  for  a  fire  house  nearly  a  block 
distant  up  the  cross-street." 

The  Gas  and  Electricity  Committee  of  the  Civic 
League  of  Improvement  Clubs  and  Associations  of 
San  Francisco,  by  Chas.  T.  Phillips,  Chairman,  ren- 
dered the  following: 

"The  street  lighting  of  San  Francisco,  especiall)'  in 
the  downtown  section,  is  neither  efficient,  modern  nor

Opposed  bill  before  the  House  of  Representatives 
providing  that  United  States  ministers  and  consuls  in 
extra-territory  ports  shall  be  lawyers  of  experience  and 
good  standing. 

Received  report  of  Committee  on  Grain  re  the  mat- 
ter in  dispute  submitted  by  Messrs.  de  Long  &  Co., 
and  Somers  &  Co. 

Approved  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Ken- 
drick  as  a  representative  of  the  Chamber  in  the  Tourist 
Association,  vice  Mr.  Frederick  E.  Magee,  resigned. 

Wires  were  sent  the  President,  various  Senators  and 
representatives  and  the  California  Congressional  dele- 
gation urging  that  the  bill  before  Congress  permitting 
foreign  vessels  owned  by  American  individuals  or  cor- 
porations to  obtain  American  registers,  be  limited  to 
vessels  in  the  foreign  trade  and  excluding  them  from 
the  coastwise  trade.  Also  to  keep  them  permanently 
under  our  flag,  to  permit  such  vessels  to  operate  under 
same  conditions  of  measurement,  inspection  and  crew 
as  obtain  under  their  present  flags. 

Director  George  C.  Boardman  was  empowered  to 
act  for  the  Board  in  opposing  the  proposed  ordinance 
to  allow  dancing  in  downtown  cafes,  following  the 
former  action  of  the  Board  in  this  matter. 


In  every  city  in  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
in  other  parts  of  the  world,  the  foremost  busi- 
ness men  are  members  of  their  respective 
Chambers  of  Commerce.

Your  interest  and  help  would  be  of  value. 
There  is  much  to  be  done. 
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satisfactory.  Great  preparations  are  being  made  to 
entertain  the  great  influx  of  visitors  expected  to  San 
Francisco  during  tlie  Exposition,  and  the  city  is  spend- 
ing large  sums  of  money  in  public  improvements.  Up 
to  llic'p'rLseni.  n.illiitiL;  has  Ijtcn  done  to  better  the 
strecl  lighting,  and  it  would  seem  that  this  item  is 
worthy  of  some  consideration. 

"Our  Committee  has  a  large  amount  of  technical 
data,  lantern  slides,  photographs,  etc.,  pertaining  to 
this  subject,  and  will  be  pleased  to  give  you  the  use  of 
same." 

Max  Rosenfeld  spoke  in  favor  of  the  suggestion  as 
outlined  in  the  comnuinication  from  the  North  Central 
Impro\ement  Association.  Being  an  automobile 
dealer  and  knowing  what  he  was  talking  about,  he 
stated  that  the  auto  btis  lines  would  not  come  to  tlys 
cit)'  until  the  streets  were  in  better  condition. 

"At  the  meeting  of  the  Street  Committee  of  the  Super- 
visors this  afternoon,  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  fav- 
oring the  construction  of  a  strip  of  asphalt  roadway 
twenty  feet  -wide  around  the  water  front  along  the 
Embarcadero  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Sup- 
ervisors. 


"This  matter  will  come  up  before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Supervisors  on  Monday,  August  10th,  and  you 
are  earnestly  requested  to  be  present,  as  the  Dray- 
men's Association  will  use  all  its  influence  to  de- 
feat the  passage  of  this  resolution,  working  through 
the  Teamsters'  Union  and  trying  to  secure  the  votes  of 
the  Labor  Union  Supervisors." 

A  Congress  to  Put  Our  House  in  Order 

Colonel  Weinstock,  who  is  to  be  the  speaker  at  the 
next  luncheon  meeting,  gave  a  taste  of  what  we  may 
expect  next  Friday  when  he  summed  up  all  the  ideas 
and  suggestions  with  a  plan  that  met  with  the  instant 
approval  of  those  present,  judging  from  the  heart)'  ap- 
plause that  greeted  him.  His  plan  is  to  have  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  call  a  congress  of  all  the  im- 
provement clubs,  women's  clubs  and  other  civic  or- 
ganizations in  the  city,  with  a  view  toward  securing 
every  possible  idea,  scheme,  suggestion  or  proposition 
that  will  tend  to  make  the  city  more  attractive,  im- 
prove any  condition  or  remedy  any  evil  that  will  help 
"To  Put  Our  House  In  Order." 


TRAVELERS'  AID  SOCIETY 

Putting  lost  children  on  the  right  track,  steering  em- 
ployment seekers  jobward,  assisting  passengers  and 
greeting  dazed  foreigners  in  their  respective  "lingoes" 
are  but  a  few  of  the  philanthropic  duties  of  the 
Travelers'  Aid  Society  of  California. 

With  the  opening  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  Travelers'  Aid 
Society,  with  a  directorship  of  the  leading  citizens  of  the 
Bay  region,  started  operations.  This  organization  is  co- 
operating with  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  and  with 
it  -ire  affiliate''  ihe  V.  ^V.  C.  A,,Jtbp4£vii£h43.hnanthroj3ic 
organizations,  the  welfare  societies  of  the  Catholic  and 
Protestant  Churches,  as  well  as  many  non-sectarian  insti- 
tutions such  as  the  railroads  and  commercial  bodies. 

The  organization  is  to  meet  a  definite  need — a  need 
which  is  becoming  greater  daily  as  the  date  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  Fair  draws  near.  The  organization  cares  for 
the  welfare  work  by  safeguarding  and  assisting  those 
strangers  that  come  here  whether  they  are  Americans  or 
foreigners.  The  method  of  providing  this  aid  is  through 
trained  persons  wearing  a  Travelers'  Aid  badge  whose 
duty  it  is  to  meet  every  train  and  ship  coming  to  San 
Francisco  region.  They  provide  information  to  those  de- 
sirous of  it,  assist  those  who  are  in  need,  advise  those 
ignorant  of  the  city  and  stop  illicit  exploitation  of  trav- 
elers. 

The  headquarters  and  information  bureau  of  this  or- 
ganization has  been  established  in  the  Ferry  Building. 
The  aids  are  to  be  found  on  every  wharf  and  railroad 
depot  wherever  passengers  are  to  arrive.  Thus  all  trav- 
elers will  be  cared  for  it  they  but  notify  the  officers  of 
the  "Travelers'  Aid"  or  seek  the  waiting  aid  on  arrival 
in  the  city. 

This  organization  is  in  touch  with  scores  of  other 
similar  institutions  throughout  the  world — New  York  and 
London  having  the  best  developed  organizations.  Thus, 
when  a  traveler  under  the  care  of  the  Travelers'  Aid 
leaves  New  York  en  route  to  California,  notice  is  sent 
ahead  so  that  the  person  can  be  properly  cared  for. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Woman's  Board — an 
extensive  organization  for  the  welfare  work  of  the  trav- 
eler— is  being  established.  In  every  little  town  or  village 
throughout  the  State,  a  Chairman  and  committee  of  the 
"Travelers'  Aid"  will  exist  whose  duty  it  is  to  care  for 
those  arriving  as  strangers  to  their  district.  When  there 
are  those  coming  from  the  smaller  communities  to  the 
city,  word  will  be  sent  down  and  they  will  be  cared  for 


by  the  local  Travelers'  Aid  which  will  act  as  a  clearing 
house  throughout.  The  amount  of  good  which  can  be 
rendered  to  those  visiting  or  coming  to  settle  here,  can- 
not be  over-estimated. 

To  illustrate — the  other  day  at  Third  and  Townsend,  a 
pretty,  brown-eyed  Italian  girl  found  herself  a  "stranger 
in  a  strange  land"  with  no  one  to  meet  her  at  the  end 
of  a  long  journey.  When  one  of  the  aids  addressed  her 
in  her  own  musical  tongue,  her  heart's  story  was  soon 
told.  All  the  girls  in  the  little  Italian  village  had  mar- 
ned  while  she,  like  Rachel,  had  waited  seven  long  years 
for  her  Isaac  who  had  come  to  America'To'Te'ek  Uislfor" 
tune.  After  long  waiting  when  life  seemed  dark  and 
hopeless,  the  lover  one  day  sent  for  his  sweetheart.  Now 
she  had  arrived — but  no  one  was  there  to  meet  her !  After 
much  disappointment  and  heartrending  experience,  the 
aid — who  took  this  case  in  charge — finally  located  the  Ital- 
ian lover,  whose  failure  to  meet  his  sweetheart  was  due 
entirely  to  the  lack  of  proper  and  necessary  advice.  This 
case  ended  happily  in  the  ringing  of  wedding  bells. 

The  Travelers'  Aid  work  is  best  understood  as  defined 
in  the  following  lines : 

To  deal  with  the  reasons  why  persons  leave  home. 
To   protect    travelers   from   the  vicissitudes   com- 
mon at  terminal  points  and  see  that  they  reach  their 

destinations  safely. 

To  bring  them  in  touch  with  such  organizations 

that  will  best  develop  them  for  the  community  in 

which  they  are  to  live. 

Scores  of  trains  bring  hundreds  of  strangers  to  the 
bay  cities  daily,  and  more  and  more  strangers  will  be 
coming  here  up  to  the  close  of  the  World's  Fair  in  1915. 
Even  afterward,  the  Society  will  be  needed  to  aid  those 
who  come  here  through  the  canal  as  well  as  those  com- 
ing from  the  Orient  and  over  the  continent. 

The  methods  of  aiding  travelers  vary  according  to  the 
individuals.  A  young  lady,  en  route  to  Los  Angeles,  is 
placed  aboard  her  train  and  a  telegram  is  sent  to  an  aid 
there  to  meet  here.  Travelers  thus  assisted  are  under  no 
financial  obligation  to  the  Society,  and  the  aids  are  not 
permitted  to  accept  gratuity. 

The  Society  is  non-sectarian,  and  it  is  supported  entirely 
by  voluntary  contributions  from  the  public  at  large. 

No  traveler  need  be  friendless  on  his  arrival  in  San 
Francisco.  The  representative  of  the  Travelers'  Aid  So- 
ciety of  California  will  meet  him  at  any  railroad  terminal 
or  steamship  dock  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.

IS  EUROPEAN  FREIGHT  FOR  SAN  FRANCISCO 
LIABLE  TO  SEIZURE? 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  had  a  number  of 
inquiries  as  to  whether  freight  from  luirope  in  English, 
German  and  other  foreign  vessels  is  liable  to  seizure  and 
for  the  information  of  importers  gives  the  following  con- 
densed extracts  from  the  International  law  of  nations : 

International  law  does  not  provide  definite  rules  cov- 
ering usages  in  case  of  war  and  many  questions  are  a 
matter  of  treaty  provisions,  however  the  preponderance 
of  precedent  would  provide  that  merchandise  coming  from 
a  belligerent  country  in  a  belligerent  vessel  is  NOT  liable 
to  seizure.  The  vessel,  of  course,  is  liable  to  be  confis- 
cated and  it  is  most  probable  that  the  captor  would  send 
the  vessel  with  its  cargo  to  some  home  port  for  condeinna- 
t^ion  and  settlement  for  the  cargo  would  have  to  be  a  nint- 
ter  oJ  claim,  presumably  after  the  war  is  over. 
•  •  Captains  of  captured  vessels  may  give  a  bond  fc^r  the 
value  of  the  vessel,  and  cargo  to  the  captor  which,  if  ac- 
cepted, would  enable  him  to  proceed  to  his  destination 
without  further  molestation  and  this  course  has  been 
pursued  in  a  number  of  cases. 

While  English  goods  in  an  English  ship  would  appear 
to  be  liable  to  seizure  yet,  as  soon  as  goods  are  delivered 
to  a  carrier  and  such  carrier  issues  a  bill  of  lading,  these 
goods  are  according  to  law  the  property  of  the  consignee 
and  hence,  being  consigned  to  .American  firms  in  a  neutral 
country  naturally  become  American  goods  to  all  intents 
and  purposes. 

Should  such  goods  be  required  by  the  captor  for  his 
own  use  such  as  fuel  or  fire  arins,  etc.,  it  has  frequently 
been  the  case  that  the  captor  appropriated  theiri  settle- 
ment therefor  being  made  by  claim  at  the  value  they  rep- 
resented by  invoice  at  the  end  of  hostilities  but  this  is 
the  exception  rather  than  the  rule.

Every  dollar  of  the  ten  million  dollar  state  bond  issue  that  has  been  ex- 
pended for  improvements  on  the  San  Francisco  water  front,  has  gone  into  construction  of  the  most  modern 
types  of  docks  and  wharfs.  San  Francisco  does  not  need  to  spend  money  for  the  creation  of  an  artificial  harbor. 
Breakwaters  and  extensive  dredging  are  unknown  to  us. 

A'Ir.  Dwyer  needs  no  introduction  to  the  San  Francisco  business  community.  His  interest  in  this  subject 
and  his  ability  to  convince  you  of  its  importance  is  known  to  all.  There  is  a  second  ten  million  dollar  bond 
issue  that  will  come  before  the  voters  of  the  State  for  adoption  at  the  November  election.  This  and  other 
matters  of  interest  to  the  shipping,  wholesale,  manufacturing  and  business  interests  generally  of  the  city  will 
draw  your  attention.

THE  WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION  ACT. 


The  Red  Room  of  the  Palace  Hotel  was  filled  last 
Friday  to  hear  Col.  Harris  Weinstock  speak  on  the 
California  Workmen's  Compensation  Law.  In  opening 
his  remarks,  which  were  attentively  listened  to,  Col. 
Weinstock  said:  "Labor  leaders  and  big  employers 
are  one  on  Workmen's  Compensation.  This  knowledge 
I  have  gained  as  a  member  of  the  United  States  Com- 
mission on  Industrial  Relations,  in  the  hearings  re- 
cently held  in  the  East.  Out  of  1,341  compensation  in- 
surance classifications,  there  are  only  forty  where  the 
insurance  rates  are  ten  per  cent  on  the  pay-roll,  or  over. 
In  the  remaining  1,300  classifications  the  rates  are 
downward,  until  the  minimum  of  one-sixth  of  one  per 
cent  is  reached  for  office  employees. 

"The  records  of  the  State  Compensation  Insurance 
Fund  indicate  that  the  average  insurance  rate,  taking 
all  insurable  employments  as  a  unit,  does  not  exceed 
one  per  cent.  This  is  a  very  different  story  from  the 
alleged  cost  of  ten  per  cent.  It  is  not  the  spirit  nor 
the  intention  of  the  law  that  the  cost  of  the  insurance 
shall  come  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  employers.  As  a 
rule,  where  the  rates  are  ten  per  cent  or  over,  the  em- 
ployments are  extra  hazardous  in  character,  and  are 
of  a  nature  where  insurance  can  be  added,  and  is  added, 
to  the  cost  of  production,  and  passed  on  to  the  indus- 
try, just  as  is  the  cost  of  the  wear  and  tear  on  tools 
and  machinery. 

"Insurance  carriers,  in  fixing  their  rates,  do  so  on  the 
payroll  regardless  of  the  fact  whether  the  workers  are 
married  or  single,  and  hence  there  is  absolutely  no 
advantage  to  the  employer  in  discriminating  against 
married  men.  He  pays  the  same  rate,  whether  his 
workers  are  single  or  married.  Furthermore,  it  does 
not  follow  that  single  men  do  not  have  dependents  upon 
them,  such  as  parents  or  other  near  relatives,  who,  in 
the  event  of  death,  would  be  entitled  to  compensation. 
That  employer  then,  who  discriminates  against  mar- 
ried men  must  do  so  for  reasons  other  than  for  com- 
pensation awards.  The  statement  is  made  by  President 
McGregor  of  the  Union  Iron  Works  that  his  compan}-, 
one  of  the  largest  employers  in  the  state,  gives  married 
men  a  preference,  because  experience  has  shown  that 
family  responsibilities  make  for  sobriety,  steadiness  and 
reliability. 

"The  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  law  is  not  to  put  the 


burden  upon  the  employer  but  upon  the  industry. 
Workmen's  Compensation  has  not  brought  a  new  bur- 
den. It  deals  with  the  old,  old  burden  scientifically  in- 
stead of  unscientifically.  Under  the  old  system  courts; 
were  clogged  with  damage  suits.  Demands  were  made^ 
upon  us  for  charity — because  there  was  no  other  way 
of  taking  care  of  those  injured — the  burden  was  there 
just  the  same,  and  handled  very  poorly.  It  made  the 
man  an  object  of  charity  and  injured  his  self  respect 
and  decency.  Eighty  per  cent  was  absorbed  in  court 
fees.  Today  every  dollar,  less  the  actual  cost  of  opera- 
tion, goes  into  the  pocket  of  the  injured  worker.  Len- 
der the  old  system  the  worker  got  his  mone)'  on  an 
average  of  six  years  after  the  accident.  Lender  the  pres- 
ent law  the  injured  worker  gets  the  compensation  when 
he  most  needs  it — immediately  after  the  accident. 

"It  is  not  practicable  in  all  industries  to  bear  the 
burden  of  workmen's  insurance.  Take  a  public  utility 
— a  street  car  company — that  cannot  increase  its  fares 
in  order  to  take  care  of  the  insurance.  In  public  utility 
companies  the  cost  must  come  out  of  the  profits.  Un- 
der the  old  conditions  workers  were  insured  or  the  com- 
panies carried  the  insurance  themselves.  If  the  insur- 
ance was  carried  with  the  insurance  company  the  em- 
ployer would  have  to  stand  ofl  and  see  the  employee 
squeezed.  The  worker  would  hold  the  employer  re- 
sponsible. If  the  insurance  was  carried  by  the  em- 
ployer the  case  was  often  carried  before  a  jury,  dragged 
into  court  and  years  of  litigation  would  ensue.  If  by 
chance  a  freak  jury  would  give  a  freak  award,  the 
greatest  percentage  would  be  eaten  up  in  costs,  etc. 
Today  when  a  worker  is  injured,  the  matter  is  adjusted 
in  fifteen  minutes,  as  the  law  provides  just  how  much 
compensation  the  worker  is  entitled  to.  If  there  is  any 
dispute  the  matter  may  be  submitted  to  the  Accident 
Commission,  who  will  settle  it  in  one  or  two  hours 
without  any  expense  to  either  party. 

"One  of  the  prime  causes  for  industrial  unrest  in  the 
past  has  been  industrial  accidents.  There  has  been  a 
change  in  sentiment  since  the  law  has  been  in  effect. 
When  rates  are  reduced  to  normal  (they  have  been 
guessed  at  so  far),  when  accidents  are  reduced  due  to 
safety  methods — then  the  feeling  among  the  employers 
of  California  will  be  as  it  is  in  Illinois  toda-\'." 


LAST  WEEK'S  WORK. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  it 
was  recommended  that  the  California  Congressmen  be 
requested  to  aid  the  representatives  of  the  Imperial  Val- 
ley in  securing  needed  legislation  under  which  Congress 
would  assume  any  possible  control  of  the  Colorado 
River  as  may  be  necessary  to  control  such  river  within 
its  boundaries  in  order  to  protect  lands  and  property 
values  of  the  Imperial  Valley. 

The  Legislative  Committee  reported  at  their  meet- 
ing that  the  different  measures  to  go  on  the  ballot  in 
November  would  be  reported  on  and  recommendations 
made  as  to  whether  they  deserved  support  or  not. 

The  Legislative  Department  is  now  being  organized 
to  take  up  all  matters  relating  to  state  legislation. 

The  Board  of  Directors  met  twice  last  week.  Meet- 
ings were  also  held  by  the  Legislation,  Foreign  Trade, 
Executive,  Manufacturers'  and  Local  Industries  and 
Finance  Committees.

The  united  effort  of  all,  properly 
merged  and  balanced,  becomes  what  we  see  in  many 
cities  of  the  world  today — a  live  and  efficient  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

The  way  is  open  for  you  to  help  make  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  just 
this  kind  of  an  effective  power  in  behalf  of  our  city.

We  sincerely  trust  that  this  action  may  clear  up 
any  misunderstandings  regarding  this  important  mat- 
ter, and  that  these  three  cities  may  continue  in  friendly 
co-operation  in  these  important  matters.

YOUR  EARLY  MORNING  MAIL. 

,  Through  the  detail  of  night  clerks  at  all  stations  lo- 
cated in  business  sections  of  this  city,  Postmaster  Chas. 
W.  Fay,  is  effecting  earlier  deliveries  to  business  houses 
throughout  business  and  semi-business  districts. 

LTnder  the  new  arrang-ement,  the  mail  is  sent  to  the 
stations  during-  the  night,  where  it  is  routed  by  night 
routers  ready  for  the  letter  carriers  early  the  following 
morning. 

The  only  drawback  to  the  innovation  is  the  failure 
of  certain  firms  to  provide  receptacles  for  their  mail 
when  the  carrier  arrives  before  their  office  or  place  of 
business  is  open. 

Mr.  Fay  urgently  requests  all  concerned  to  provide 
boxes  or  slots  in  doors  for  the  reception  of  their  mail. 


Failure  to  do  so  means  a  slowing  up  of  the  carrier 
service  to  the  detriment  of  business  men  alive  to  the 
situation.

The  Br,  steamer  Clougliton  arrived  at  San  Pedro  on 
Sunday,  August  9,  with  a  cargo  consisting  of  7200 
tons  of  bulk  corn  from  Buenos  Ayres.  This  is  the  first 
shipment  of  its  kind  from  a  foreign  port  to  this  coast. 
It  will  be  distributed  in  Los  .\ngeles,  San  Francisco, 
and   I'uget  Snund. 

The  sailing  from  New  York  on  August  15,  of  the 
steamer  .Mexican  for  San  Francisco,  will  inaugurate  the 
Panama  Canal  service  from  the  East  of  the  American- 
Hawaiian  Steamship  Company.  Steamer  Nebraskan, 
sailing  from  San  Francisco  .'\ugust  11,  inaugurated  the 
same  service  from  the  West  to  the  East.  The  fleet  is 
composed  of  26  steamers,  aggregating  260,000  tons  ca- 
pacity. Expected  time  of  transit  between  New  York 
and  first  California  port,  18  days. 

.\  large  number  of  British  and  (jerman  oil  tankers 
are  tied  up  at  this  port  owing  to  the  European  war. 
Fortunately  for  the  companies  their  -American  \essels 
are  able  to  supply  the  coast  demand.

CHINA  WOOD  OIL 

China  wood  oil  is  rapidly  Ijecoming  a  commodity  in 
great  demand  in  the  United  States  and  Europe.     Last  • 
>ear  the  United  States  imported  wood  oil  to  the  value 
of   $2,658,664.     This   has    increased   from   $882,983   m 
1908. 

This  oil  is  wcirth  from  55  ti)  65  cents  per  gallon, 
crude,  and  the  demand  is  rapidly  exceeding  the  sup- 
ply. The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  been  in- 
formed by  parties  experienced  in  the  production  of  the 
wood  oil  tree  that  it  would  do  well  in  California  and  ' 
could  be  grown  in  hilly  and  rocky  ground  not  suitable 
for  other  crops;  that  it  requires  little  attention,  and 
bears  in  two  years.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
James  IS.  Miller,  late  of  Shanghai,  the  Department  has 
received  a  supply  of  the  nuts  which  will  be  turned  over 
to  the  Experimental  Station.  Should  they  prove  suc- 
cessful, it  would  add  a  large  source  of  revenue  to  this 
State  without  interfering  with  existing  crops. 

The  oil  is  principally  used  in  manufacture  of  \aniisli, 
and  unlike  all  other  such  oils  becomes  .harder  with  lii.gii 
tem])erature.

nity to  our  very  doors.  When  we  realize  that  China 
with  a  population  of  over  400,000,000.  has  an  area  far 
greater  than  that  of  the  United  States,  we  can  get  some 
idea  of  the  possibilities  of  this  trade.  Even  Australia 
has  an  area  equal  to  that  of  the  United  States.  The  im- 
ports of  China,  Japan  and  Malaysia  last  year  amounted 
to  $1,207,303,000  of  the  Philippines  and  India  $578,- 
717,000,  of  Oceania  $42,523,268. 

Consul  General  Anderson  will  tell  how  a  vast  amount 
of  this  trade  may  be  secured.  Are  you  interested  in 
getting  some  of  this  rich  business?  Then  come  to  the 
luncheon  meeting.

INFORMATION  FOR  AMERICAN  SHIPPERS. 

The  Chamber  has  received  copies  of  a  pamphlet  en- 
titled, "Information  for  American  Shippers"  dealing' 
with  the  liability  to  capture  of  American  shipments, 
war  risks,  and  the  scope  of  war  risk  insurance.  This 
pamphlet  was  prepared  for  and  issued  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  Special  Committee  on  Shipments  during 
the  European  war  of  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. Articles  are  enumerated,  which  may  without 
notice  be  treated  as  contraband  of  war,  under  the 
name  of  absolute  contraband.  Articles  are  also  enum- 
erated, which,  under  the  declaration  of  London,  may 
be  declared  contraband  of  war.  The  principal  risks  of 
the  owner  of  goods  in  a  captured  ship  are  summarized. 
Copies  may  be  obtained  at  the  marine  desk  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 


SHIPPING  AND  THE  EUROPEAN  WAR. 

There  are  two  pamphlets  on  file  that  may  be  con- 
sulted by  members  in  the  office  of  the  Chamber  on

SUBJECT:  "PANAMA  CANAL  AND  SAN  FRANCISCO'S  ORIENTAL  TRADE" 


SAN  FRANCISCO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE 


THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  HARBOR. 


President  C.  F.  Michaels  presided  at  the  weekly 
kuicheon  meeting  of  the  Chamber  last  Friday.  J.  J. 
Dvvyer,  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Flarbor  Com- 
missioners, and  R.  H.  Swayne,  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  delivered  interesting  talks  that 
were  full  of  interest. 

The  Harbor  Is  Ready. 

Mr.  Dwyer  stated  that  "the  harbor  of  San  Francisco 
is  ready  for  the  Panama  Canal.  With  the  $9,000,000 
voted  by  the  State,  we  have  made  a  particular  effort  to 
accommodate  those  steamship  lines,  both  present  and 
contemplated,  that  would  use  the  Panama  Canal.  We 
have  been  told  by  the  steamship  men  that  the  facilities 
at  the  port  of  San  F'rancisco  are  superior  to  any  on  the 
continent  of  the  United  States.  All  of  the  present 
steamer  lines  are  now  provided  with  big,  modern  new 
docks.  It  is  advisable  to  have  another  bond  issue  in 
November  for  another  $10,000,000.  The  present  $9,- 
000,000  bond  issue  will  be  exhausted  when  the  plans 
now  under  way,  contracted  for,  and  contemplated,  are 
finished.  A  sudden  expansion  of  business  of  more  than 
two  or  three  docks  a  year  could  not  be  taken  care  of 
without  the  additional  bond  issue.  Like  a  merchant 
wanting  new  stock  the  bond  issue  is  nothing  more  than 
borrowing  money.  This  bond  issue  will  not  levy  a 
burden  upon  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  but  it  is  wise 
owing  to  the  long  procedure  that  must  be  gone 
through  with  to  issue  these  $10,000,000,  and  have  them 
ready  on  the  shelf  to  be  sold  when  necessary. 

Si.x  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  have  been 
spent,  or  contracted  to  be  spent,  leaving  $2,500,000 
yet  to  be  expended.  Seven  new  piers  have  been  built, 
so  that  the  wharf  area  will  have  been  increased  150  per 
cent  over  what  it  was  three  years  ago. 

"There  is  now  under  construction  the  tunnel  undei 
Black  Point.  Piers  Nos.  15,  2i7  and  41  and  three  ferry 
slips,  Nos.  7,  9  and  10,  in  addition  to  two  car  ferry  slips 
at  North  Beach. 

"Of  the  work  planned  the  contract  for  Pier  No.  35 
is  let  and  that  for  Pier  No.  37  was  advertised  for  yes- 
terday. There  has  never  been  a  seawall  from  the  Ferry 
Building  to  Harrison  Street,  but  this  is  not,  finished  as 
far  as  Folsom  Street  and  the  contract  is  let  as  far  as 
Harrison  Street.  When  all  of  the  work  planned  and 
contemplated  is  finished  we  will  have  37  walls  from 
the  channel  to  Jones  Street  in  place  of  the  26  that  for- 
merly existed.  This  will  exhaust  the  $9,000,000  bond 
issue. 

"If  the  new  $10,000,000  bond  issue  should  be  voted 
the  first  money  to  be  expended  would  be  to  develop 
from  four  to  six  docks  in  front  of  China  Basin.  While 
it  is  advisable  to  have  this  bond  issue,  it  may  not  be 
necessary  to  ever  sell  any  of  these  bonds.  The  pres- 
ent $9,000,000,  will  give  a  system  that  will  pay  all  bills 
and  leave  a  surplus  to  build  two  wharves  a  year.  This 
should  take  care  of  all   increased  conditions.     .A   new 


Board  could  not  expend  all  of  the  $10,000,000  at  once; 
it  is  an  impossibility.  Be  optimistic  about  the  future 
and  be  ready." 

San  Francisco  Beginning  of  Transcontinental  Railroads 

R.  H.  Swayne  delivered  an  address  that  went  right 
to  the  point.  In  opening  his  remarks  he  said,  "The 
most  important  thing  we  have  in  San  Francisco  is  the 
waterfront.  San  Francisco  allowed  the  railroads  to 
give  the  same  rate  of  freight  to  San  Jose,  Los  Angeles, 
Stockton,  Santa  Rosa,  Sacramento,  and  all  the  other 
cities  enjoying  terminal  rates  as  were  quoted  to  San 
Francisco.  Los  Angeles  is  as  far  away  from  the  sea 
as  Santa  Rosa.  These  rates  have  now  been  changed  as 
the  steamship  companies  no  longer  absorb  the  differ- 
ence between  San  Francisco's  rate  ancl  that  of  tlie  in- 
terior cities. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  should  insist  upon  our 
waterfront  advantages.  It  is  unjust  that  interior  cities 
should  claim  the  same  rates  when  they  do  not  have  the 
same  facilities  as  we  do. 

Our  friends  across  the  Bay  in  Oakland  claim  thev 
are  the  terminus  of  three  transcontinental  roads.  San 
Francisco  is  the  beginning  of  these  transcontinental 
railroads.     We  are  not  tail-enders  by  any  means. 

There  are  three  things  that  we  are  interested  in  ; 
Pilotage  reorganization  of  the  Harbor  Commission  and 
the  $10,000,000  bond  issue.  We  have  thought  of  get- 
ting up  an  initiative  relative  to  pilotage.  The  pilots 
jhould  work  for  less  money.  In  addition  the  Pilotage" 
Commission  receives  a  large  percentage  of  the  pilotage 
fee.  We  should  have  a  Pilotage  Commission  without 
salaries,  the  Commissioners  receiving  a  small  fee  for 
attending  meetings.  Los  Angeles  charges  one-third  of 
the  pilotage  that  we  have  and  has  abolished  compulsorx 
pilotage. 

As  to  the  Flarbor  Commissioners,  our  rates  are  ex- 
tremely reasonable  and  we  do  not  want  anything  t'  i 
happen  that  will  change  them.  Our  stevedoring  charge^ 
are  high,  though  the  rates  are  cheap  considering  the 
wages  that  are  paid.  We  should  have  a  Harbor  Com- 
mission of  five,  seven  or  nine  members  in  place  of  the 
three  we  now  have  appointed  every  four  years.  Our 
commissioners  are  seldom  reappointed  and  no  one  can 
be  appointed  who  is  connected  with  shipping  or  the 
waterfront.  We  should  always  have  experienced  men 
on  the  Board  and  for  that  reason  part  of  the  commis- 
sion should  go  out  of  office  each  year  or  so.  They 
should  serve  without  pay  with  a  small  fee  for  attend- 
ing meetings.  Thus  we  could  get  into  the  Harbor  Com- 
mission men  in  San  Francisco  who  are  experienced  in 
harbor  needs  when  they  take  office  and  who  therefore  , 
are  specially  interested  in  the  waterfront  and  alive  to 
its  interests  and  importance.  As  it  is  their  term  of  of- 
fice cx])ires  about  the  time  they  become  really  ex- 
perienced in  harlinr  matters.

Thanks  to  the  interest  of  Mr.  .\,  L,  Brattain,  general 
manager  of  the  National  Program  Company,  the  pub- 
lishers of  the  pro,grams  for  the  entire  Orpheum  Circuit, 
cuts  and  facts  about  San  Francisco  have  been  appear- 
ing in  the  Orpheum  programs  as  furnished  by  the  In- 
formation Department. 


The  Position  of  the  Chamber  on  the  Consolidation  Amendment 

As  we  have  received  a  number  of  requests  for  information  from  our  members  as  to  the  reasons  of  the 
~j  apparent  change  in  the  attitude  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  upon  the  proposed  consoHdation 
^   amendment,  the  Board  of  Directors  deem  it  wise  to  gi/e  the  members  the  history  of  the  transaction. 

This  subject  was  originally  brought  up  by  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  who  desires  to  change  her  form  of 
government,  owing  to  certain  local  conditions  which  she  desires  to  correct,  and  she  has  solicited  the  support 
of  San  Francisco  in  an  amendment  which  was  drawn  so  as  to  place  all  communities  in  the  State  upon  an  equal 
basis,  with  the  single  limitation  that  the  population  should  be  at  least  175,000. 

This  amendment  was  amply  safeguarded  by  provisions  that  consolidation  could  only  be  effected  by  a 
majority  vote  of  each  of  the  communities  concerned,  in  addition  to  having  the  consent  of  the  entire  county  vvith 
which  the  consolidation  might  be  made. 

This  amendment  was  opposed  by  Oakland  and  your  Directors  were  approached  by  the  President  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  E.xposition,  who  stated  that  he  believed  that  the  further  support  of  this  amend- 
ment by  San  Francisco  would  jeopardize  the  $1,000,000  bond  issue  which  they  hoped  to  obtain  from  Alameda 
County,  and  that  if  the  bond  issue  failed  to  carry  they  would  be  seriously  embarrassed  financially.  The  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  held  a  meeting  with  the  Directors  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposi- 
tion, and  after  the  above  statement  was  reaffirmed  by  President  Moore,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

As  the  so-called  Oakland  Amendment  gave  Los  Angeles  all  that  she  desired  at  the  present  time,  and  in  order 
not  to  embarrass  that  city  in  her  aims  and  at  the  earnest  request  of  her  officials,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Conimerce  agreed  to  support  the  so-called  Oakland  Amendment,  believing  that  San  Francisco  would  be  in  at  least 
as  good  a  position  as  at  the  present  time  and  that  the  iliterests  of  her  sister  community  would  be  enhanced. 

For  your  information  we  beg  to  state  that  the  difference  between  the  Los  Angeles  Amendment  and  the  so- 
called  Oakland  Amendment  is  that  the  limitation  as  to  population  is  reduced  from  175,000  to  50,000,  and  that  a 
consolidated  city  and  county  cannot  annex  contiguous  territory  unless  said  contiguous  territory  was  once  a  part  of 
the  county  from  which  the  consolidated  city  and  county  was  formed,  or  has  since  been  added  to  said  county. 
The  other  portions  of  both  amendments  are  identical. 

Under  this  amendment  San  Francisco  does  not  forfeit  any  present  right,  nor  is  she  estopped  from  initiatino- 
.  a   constitutional   amendment   in   the   future   which   would  grant  the  privilege  of  extending  beyond  county  lines. 

With  the  passage  of  the  so-called  Oakland  Amendment  the  ground  will  be  cleared  of  all  disputed  points  with 
the  one  exception  of  the  right  to  cross  county  lines,  which  may  at  some  time  be  presented  to  the  State  strictly  on 
its  merits. 

■  In  fact,  should  such  a  project  be  considered  immediately  desirable  at  any  time  in  the  future  this  city  would 
not  be  embarrassed  by  any  of  the  complications  or  disputes  which  will  be  covered  and  settled  by  the  passage  of  the 
present  consolidation  amendment. 

After  full  consideration,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber  decided  that  it  would  not  prejudice  the  fu- 
ture accomplishment  of  any  scheme  of  consolidation  of  the  communities  around  San  Francisco  Bay  through  the  pas- 
sage of  the  present  amendment.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will  probably  facilitate  the  ultimate  accomplishment  of 
some  scheme  of  co-ordination  which  will  properly  relate  the  various  communities  in  the  metropolitan  district  of 
San  Francisco. 

The  Directors  of  the  Chamber  favor  a  program  which  will  ultimately  bring  the  communities  of  San  Francisco 
Bay  together  under  some  form  of  federation  which  will  preserve  to  each  community  its  own  identity,  but  will 
bring  all  together  for  many  necessary  and  common  purposes  and  retain  to  this  district  its  title  of  the  chief  city 
of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  we  have  not  in  any  way  compromised  or  prejudiced  our  right  at  the  proper 
time  to  make  an  effort  to  further  amend  the  constitution  of  the  State  to  permit  a  federation  of  the  cities  around  San 
Francisco  Bay. 

I  WHEREAS,   At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 

and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  Company,  the  President  of  the 
Exposition  Company,  in  response  to  a  direct  question  of  the  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce that  if  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  supports  the  Los  Angeles-San  Francisco  constitutional  consolidation 
amendment,  would  it  jeopardize  the  interests  of  the  Exposition  in  securing  the  $1,000,000  bond  issue  from  Ala- 
meda County,  emphatically  stated  that  it  would,  and  further  stated  that  he  had  received  an  official  letter  from 
the  Mayor  of  Oakland  stating  in  effect  that  if  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  persisted  in  supporting 
the  Los-Angeles-San  Francisco  consolidation  amendment,  it  would  seriously  interfere  virith  the  successful 
campaign  of  Alameda  County  to  secure  the  $1,000,000. 

RESOLVED,  In  view  of  these  statements  and  in  order  not  to  embarrass  the  Exposition  Company,  the  Board 
of  Directors  will  take  no  further  action  in  support  of  the  Los  Angeles-San  Francisco  consolidation  amendment, 
provided,  that  the  representatives  of  Los  Angeles  sanction  this  action  and  promise  similar  attitude  on  their  part

BUY  YOUR  STAMPS  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

It  may  appear  that  the  purchase  of  postage  stamps 
from  offices  outside  of  San  Francisco  is  a  matter  of  in- 
difference to  the  citizens  of  this  city;  however,  the  re- 
verse is  true. 
'.  Postmaster  Charles  W.  Fay,  in  urging  patrons  to 
_  purchase  their  stamps  in  this  city  calls  attention  to  the 
fact  that  first  class  postoffices  are  rated  by  the  Depart- 
ment according  to  their  postal  receipts  and  the  number 
of  employees,  and  their  salaries  are  fixed  by  said  rat- 
ing. On  account  of  this  Departmental  rule  Mr.  Fay 
views  with  alarm  the  practice  of  certain  merchants  and 
branch  agencies  doing  business  in  San  Francisco,  who 
obtain  their  supply  of  postage  stamps  from  their  home 
office  in  remote  cities,  diverting  the  credit  for  sucjh 
sales  to  the  office  of  purchase  to  the  detriment  of  tliis 
city,  where  all  of  the  service  is  performed. 

There  are  other  firms  that  entrust  the  purchase  of 
stamps  to  a  clerk  residing  in  one  of  the  suburbs  across 
the  bay  or  down  the  Peninsula,  who  for  the  sake  of 
convenience  makes  the  purchase  in  his  home  town. 
This  practice  is  in  vogue  to  a  greater  extent  than  will 
be  credited,  and  business  men  generally  should  as- 
sure themselves  that  postage  on  the  matter  mailed  by 
them  is  purchased  in  San  Francisco.  Failure  to  do  so 
may  result  in  our  mails  being  increased  to  an  extent  be- 
yond the  capacity  of  the  postal  service  to  handle  them 
on  the  clerical  and  carrier  force  justified  by  our  appar- 
ent postal  revenue,  while  clerks  and  carriers  would  be 
added  to  the  force  of  suburban  cities  far  in  excess  of 
their  actual  needs  on  account  of  the  unjustmable  di- 
version of  revenues  properly  belonging  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. 


NEW  QUARTERS  COMMERCIAL  CLUB. 

On  and  after  August  31st  the  San  Francisco  Commer- 
cial Club  will  have  temporary  quarters  at  225  Pine 
Street  on  the  south  side,  between  Battery  and  Sansome 
Streets.  Luncheon  will  be  served  here  for  a  period  of 
about  three  months  when  the  club  will  move  back  to 
their  new  quarters  on  the  two  top  floors  of  the  Mer- 
chants Exchange  Building,  where  the  new  home  is  be- 
ing fitted  up  at  a  cost  of  $130,000,  which  sum  was  sub- 
scribed by  the  members  of  the  club.  The  new  club  will 
be  the  finest  and  most  sumptuous  of  its  kind  in  the 
coimtry.

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MARINE  NEWS. 

Tonnage  on  the  way  and  lislcd  from  Xew  York  for 
San  Francisco  anionnts  lo  47,497  tons,  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  this  port.  Several  new  vessels  have  been 
listed  in  the  trade  owing  to  opening  of  Panama  Canal. 


Total  tonnage  headed  for  San  Francisco  at  this  date 
from  foreign  ports  amounts  to  262,710  tons  against 
193,568  tons  same  date  last  year.  A  greater  increase 
was  only  prevented  by  the  European  war.  Expecta- 
tions are  for  an  early  revival  of  chartering  for  off  shore 
business. 

Reports  have  been  received  by  the  Marine  Depart- 
ment of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  of  the  sailing  of 
several  vessels  from  Alaska  with  cargoes  of  salmon 
which  will  be  due  at  this  port  during  September. 


The  following  vessels  of  the  1914-1915  barley  fleet 
have  left  San  Francisco,  with  amount  of  cargo  carried 
bv  each:  Nor.  steamer  Artemis,  187,966  ctls. ;  Fr. 
Bark  Col.  de  Villebois  Mareuil.  66,418  ctls. ;  Russ.  Bark 
Lindisfarne,  58.952  ctls.;  Br.  steamer  Den  of  Ogil. 
177,830  ctls.:  Br.  steamer  Volnay,  143,852  ctls.;  Fr. 
ship  Asnieres.  87,225  ctls. :  Nor.  steamer  Guernsev. 
132.097  ctls. :  Dan.  steamer  Transvaal,  133,660  ctls. ;  Br. 
steamer  Lord  Lonsdale,  144,883  ctls.  Two  other  ves- 
sels are  loaded  and  lying  in  the  stream  ready  for  sea 
with  like  cargoes.  Total  value  of  these  shipments 
amounts  to  $1,200,000. 


STEAMER  ARIZONAN  FIRST  STEAMER  CON- 
NECTING THE  ATLANTIC  WITH  THE 
PACIFIC  COAST. 

Steamer  Arizonan  of  the  .American  Hawaiian  Steam- 
ship Company,  which  left  Norfolk,  Va.,  for  San  Fran- 
cisco on  August  4th,  passed  through  the  Panama  Canal 
on  August  15th,  loaded  with  cargo  or  coal  for  United 
States  Government,  is  due  to  arrive  in  San  Francisco 
on  or  about  August  27th.  This  is  the  first  steamer  to 
arrive  in  San  Francisco  through  the  Panama  Canal. 


HEARING  OF  RAILROAD  OWNED  WATER 
TRANSPORTATION  LINES. 

In  the  hearing  on  the  matter  of  railroad  owned  water 
lines,  which  was  held  in  San  Francisco  before  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commissioner  Hall.  August  13th,  the 
Attorney  and  Manager  for  the  Trafific  Bureau  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  entered  an  appearance  and  at- 
tended the  hearing,  assisting  the  Commission  to  get 
at  the  facts  in  the  case  for  the  purpose  of  developing 
whether  it  would  be  to  the  best  interests  of  San  Fran- 
cisco merchants  and  the  shipping  public  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioner,  the  Southern  Pacific  Company, 
to  continue  to  operate  the  Southern  Pacific  Company's 
boats  on  the  Sacramento  River.  An  appearance  was 
also  entered  in  the  hearing  in  relation  to  the  Califor- 
nia Transportation  Company,  partly  owned  by  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company,  which  also  operates  boats 
on  the  Sacramento  River. 

SWITCHING  CLAIMS 

Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in  preparing  for 
presentation  claims  for  recovery  of  switching  charges 
paid  in  San  Francisco  on  cars  placed  on  private  indus- 
try  spur  tracks. 

The  hearing  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia on  intrastate  switching  claims  has  been  set  for 
October  26,  1914. 


LAST  WEEK'S  WORK. 

Board  of  Directors  acted  favorably  upon  the  request 
of  the  Phoenix  Board  of  Trade  that  the  Chamber  aid  in 
efTorts  being  made  to  secure  an  appropriation  from  Con, 
gress  of  $50,000  for  the  improvement  of  the  Phoenix  & 
Globe  road.  ^ 

Robert  Newton  Lynch  was  re-elected  National  Coun-    . 
cilor  for  the  Chamber  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  United  States  for  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  favored  Government  ownership  of  war 
risks  on  American  vessels  and  cargoes.  The  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  asked  for  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Chamber  on  this  matter. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  plan  and  de- 
vise means  whereby  exhibits  at  the  Exposition  may  be 
secured  after  the  Exposition  is  over,  for  a  permanent 
exhibit  in  San  Francisco. 

The  following  committee  meetings  were  held :  Board 
of  Directors,  Committee  on  Grain,  Membership,  Trans- 
portation, Municipal  Affairs,  Executive  Arbitration 
and  Grain  Committees.

POSTPONEMENT  FEDERAL  RESERVE  BOARD 
CELEBRATION  IN  CHICAGO. 

The  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Celebration  and  Confer- 
ence in  Chicago,  which  was  to  have  been  held  Septem- 
ber 1st,  has  been  postponed  for  about  sixty  days  owing 
to  the  unexpected  great  pressure  of  public  business 
that  has  come  up. 

The  opportunity  to  give  further  consideration  to  the

Sound  to  United  Kingdom,  and  a  great  many  others 
expected.  

A  partial  resumption  of  European  sailings  for  the 
coast  has  been  announced  bj'  the  Harrison  direct  line 
from  Liverpool  and  the  East  Asiatic  Co.  from  Copen- 
hagen, for  San  Francisco  and  Pacific  Coast  ports  via 
Panama  Canal.  Both  lines  start  with  September  sail- 
ings.

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THE  WAR  IN  THE  FAR  EAST 

By  Professor  Harvey  Hugo  Guy,  Pb.  D. 

Professor  Guy  has  spent  over  fifteen  years  in  the  Orient  as  a  teacher  in  Government  and  private  schools,  and 
is  -now  a  Professor  at  the  University  of  California.  He  is  also  the  President  of  the  Japan  Society  of  America,  the 
objects  of  the  society  being  "to  collect  and  publish  information  on  subjects  relating  to  the  Empire  of  Japan;  to  fos- 
ter and  encourage  a  cordial  relationship  between  the  peoples  of  America  and  Japan ;  to  cultivate  and  spread  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  arts  and  industries  of  Japan  together  with  its  language,  history,  folk  lore  and  customs;  and  to  hold 
exhibitions  from  time  to  time ;  to  invite  lecturers  and  to  convene  meetings  for  informal  discussions." 

In  other  words.  Professor  Guy  is  a  learned,  able  speaker  upon  a  subject  which,  at  the  present  time,  is  hold- 
ing the  interest  of  the  world,  and  needless  to  say,  is  of  the  most  vital  importance  to  San  Francisco  and  the  Pa- 
cific Coast.  Developments  are  so  rapid  in  the  present  crisis  that  there  is  no  telling  what  turn  affairs  will  take  before 
Professor  Guy  speaks.  However,  it  is  a  privilege  to  be  able  to  learn  first-hand  of  conditions  in  the  Orient  that 
confront  us  in  this  crisis.  As  Professor  Guy  stated  in  a  recent  letter  to  the  Chamber,  "I  am  in  possession  of  cer- 
tain experiences  and  information,  which,  I  believe,  would  be  both  interesting  and  valuable  in  the  present  situation." 
Mr.  Guy  will  speak  on  conditions  in  the  Far  East  with  special  reference  to  the  present  war.  The  members  of  the 
Chamber,  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  attend  the  luncheon  at  which  George  E.  Anderson,  the  American  Consul 
at  Hongkong,  spoke,  will  realize  the  importance  of  our  trade  in  the  Orient.  Valuable  infonnation  that  Professor 
Guy  will  be  able  to  give  will  prove  a  strong  drawing  ca  rd  towards  a  large  attendance  at  the  luncheon  tomorrow. 

The  New  Spirit  and  the  New  Patriotism 

President  John  H.  Fahey,  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  is  sending  Edward  F.  Trefz, 
field  secretary,  to  all  the  larger  cities  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  where  he  will  speak  before  the  commercial  organ- 
izations of  the  cities  on  "The  New  Spirit  and  the  New  Patriotism."  Mr.  Trefz  left  Chicago  on  the  6th  and 
will  speak  first  in  Spokane,  Seattle  and  Portland,  after  which  he  will  come  to  San  Francisco,  where  he  will 
speak  at  the  weekly  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Chamber  on  Frida)',  October  2nd.  Meetings  will  also  be 
held  in  Oakland,  San  Jose,  Sacramento  and  Stockton. 

Mr.  Trefz  enioys  a  national  reputation  as  an  able  speaker.  Those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  attend 
the  smoker  given  by  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  Chamber  in  the  Commercial  Club  last  October  will 
remember  how  Mr.  Trefz  electrified  the  600  present  on  that  evening.  Coming  direct  from  the  big  business 
centers  in  New  York,  Washington  and  Chicago,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  National  Chamber  is  in  close 
touch  with  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  future  welfare  of  the  nation  as  regards  legislation,  opportunities  and 
conditions  in  general,  Mr.  Trefz  will  be  in  a  position  to  give  San  Franciscans  first-hand  opportunities  to  learn 
where  we  stand.  The  European  war,  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the  changes  these  new  conditions 
will  bring  about,  along  with  the  increased  legislation  being  passed  by  Congress,  creates  a  state  of  affairs  that 
.^can  be  dealt  with  only  on  broad,  general  lines  after  the  most  careful  and  detailed  study  has  been  made.  This 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  has  done,  and  Edward  F.  Trefz  will  tell  us  how.  It  is  a  rare 
treat  in  store  for  the  Chamber,  one  that  should  not  be  overlooked. 

Luncheon  W^^  Tomorrow 

SUBJECT:    "THE  WAR  IN  THE  FAR  EAST" 
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SACRAMENTO  VALLEY 
AN  FRANCISCO 

President  Michaels  presided  at  one  of  the  most  successful 
weekly  luncheon  meetings  yet  held  by  the  Chamber.  He  touched 
upon  the  keynote  of  the  meeting,  in  introducing  the  first  speaker, 
when  he  said,  "San  Francisco,  like  all  commercial  cities,  is  de- 
pendent upon  its  back  country  for  its  prosperity."  W.  A.  Beard, 
General  Manager  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  Development  Asso- 
ciation, spoke  as  follows:  "We  appreciate  the  invitation  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  come  down  here.  It 
speaks  of  an  awakening  in  San  Francisco  and  what  Hes  in  the 
back  country  and  the  Sacramento  Valley.  When  the  pioneers 
founded  this  city  they  had  a  reason.  They  placed  it  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river  where  the  traffic  must  pass.  The  Panama 
Canal  means  more  to  us,  as  San  Francisco,  sitting  by  the  Golden 
Gate,  is  interested  in  the  back  country.  The  Sacramento  Valley 
lies  virtually  at  your  doors.  There  is  opportunity  for  both  of  us 
and  for  a  greater  city.  You  pass  rivers  when  you  pass  up  the 
Sacramento  Valley,  water  going  to  waste  that  shall  some  day 
be  placed  upon  the  land,  and  make  all  of  the  valley  productive. 
There  is  no  such  river  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.  A 
government  engineer  once  estimated  that  it  would  cost  $65.- 
000,000  for  the  reclamation  of  the  Sacramento  Valley.  They  are 
spending  half  as  much  in  Los  Angeles  for  a  city  water  supply. 
We  have  an  opportunity  and  must  go  to  work  in  practical  fashion. 
Let's  get  together — all  of  us — and  do  our  work  well." 

George  W.  Peltier,  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of 
the  Sacramento  Valley  Development  Association,  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  California  National  Bank  of  Sacramento,  followed 
Mr.  Beard.  He  said,  "We  of  Sacramento  feel  that  we  are  a  part 
of  San  Francisco ;  we  have  so  many  trains,  both  steam  and 
electric,  going  each  way  daily.  We  get  inspirations  here  in 
seeing  the  big  things  that  are  going  on.  and  in  mingling  with 
the  business  men.  We  are  glad  San  Francisco  had  the  temer- 
ity to  invite  the  world  to  California.  It  took  men  of  nerve, 
men  of  wealth  and  men  that  believed  in  the  future  of  this  State. 
San  Francisco  is  the  last  of  all  of  California  and  the  West  to 
reap  the  benefit  of  the  World's  Fair.  We  believe  that  the  Sac- 
ramento Valley  will  be  the  first  to  reap  the  benefit.  There  is  no 
place  in  the  southern  part  of  California  where  lands  can  be  had 
so  cheap  as  in  the  Sacramento  Valley.  All  other  parts  of  Cali- 
fornia, particularly  in  the  south,  are  too  high  ;  the  emigrant  can- 
not afford  to  pay  the  price.  While  I  am  proud  that  I  am  a 
Californian,  I  thank  God  that  I  am  an  American  citizen,  when 
I  think  of  the  awful  carnage  in  Europe.  We  should  be  grate- 
ful that  we  live  in  America,  where  every  man  settles  his  dif- 
ferences with  the  ballot  and  not  with  the  bullet.  I  have  a 
message  to  bring  to  you  from  Sacramento.  This  November  we 
have  six  bond  elections  to  be  voted  on — two  from  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  million  dollars  for  a  State  building  in  your  Civic  Center 
and  ten  milHon  dollars  for  harbor  bonds ;  two  from  Sacramento, 
three  millions  for  additions  to  the  State  capital  and  money  for 
additional  grounds  for  the  State  Fair.  One  million  eight  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  for  new  buildings  and  additions  to  the 
University  of  California  and  a  million  dollars  for  a  State  build- 
ing in  Los  Angeles.  Support  all  the  measures.  L^nless  we  co- 
operate throughout  the  State  we  will  have  no  hope  of  passing 
these.  We  will  vote  for  your  measures  if  you  will  vote  for 
ours." 

C.  H,  Dunton,  Vice  President  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  De- 
velopment Association,  said :  'T  spoke  here  a  year  ago  before 
the  Commonwealth  Club  on  the  duty  of  San  Francisco  to  the 
Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  Valleys.  I  told  those  gentlemen 
what  I  thought  they  should  do,  and  they  paid  absolutely  no 
attention  to  me.  What's  the  use?  We  of  the  Sacramento  Valley 
are  in  earnest  in  regard  to  the  development  of  the  Valley.  I 
don't  believe  we  can  accomplish  anything  unless  we  look  facts 
in  the  face.  What  we  need  is  people.  I  was  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce.  Where  they  have 
played  the  game  with  deuces,  we  have  aces.  We  want  you  to 
ante  up.  You  don't  know  the  valley  yet.  It  is  the  cornucopia 
of  the  world.  Have  you  ever  traveled  the  length  of  the  val- 
ley? Why  don't  you  come  up  there  and  find  out  something 
about  that  valley?  We  need  money.  We  can't  advertise  with- 
out money.  I  represent  the  mountains  from  where  came  that 
metal  that  made  the  name  'California'  famous  throughout  the 
world.  We  have  taken  a  billion  and  three-quarters  dollars  from 
the  hills  of  California,  and  we  haven't  scratched  it  yet.  I  bring 
you  gentlemen  of  California  a  message  from  the  mountains. 
Get  into  the  harness  and  help  us  present  to  the  thousands  upon 
thousands,  who  will  come  here  next  year,  the  opportunities  that 
lie  at  our  very  door." 


S.  Glen  Andrus,  Secretary  of  the  Sacramento  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  followed  Mr.  Dunton.  "The  Sacramento  Valley  has 
meant,  does  mean  and  will  continue  to  mean  for  all  time  just 
that  which  you  will  strive  to  make  it  mean.  The  Sacramento 
Valley  may  mean  to  you  in  the  future  the  treasure  house  or  the 
store  house  of  Sacramento  city  and  of  San  Francisco  city.  It 
may  mean  the  destinies  in  your  hands  or  it  may  mean  a  regret. 
If  I  were~  a  San  Francisco  business  mnr — f-'WOtria'  think  the 
Sacramento  Valley  the  roughest  jewel  of  all  the  jewels  that  go 
to  make  up  the  crown  oin|?T9eIs  of  San  Francisco.  I'd  make  it 
my  business,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  to  urge  the  people 
of  my  city  to  join  hands  with  the  people  of  the  Sacramento  Valley 
and  make  it  peopled  with  twenty  millions  of  happy,  prosperous 
people.  If  you  want  to  know  how  the  Sacramento  Valley  regards 
San  Francisco,  there  isn't  a  child  in  the  Sacramento  Valley  or  a 
woman,  and  certainly  there  is  not  a  man  in  the  Sacramento  Val- 
ley, whose  bosom  does  not  swell  with  pride  when  they  think  of 
San  Francisco.  There  has  never  been  shown  such  an  indomit- 
able spirit  as  was  shown  by  the  stricken  city.  The  men  that  built 
that  city  must  soon  realize,  as  we  realize,  that  there  is  but  one 
Sacramento  Valley.  We  recognize  nevertheless  that  San  Fran- 
cisco is  not  only  the  mistress  of  the  sea,  but  the  capital  of  in- 
dustry and  commerce. 

In  introducing  the  next  speaker,  President  Michaels  said: 
"There  is  a  man  present  whom  I  always  thought  was  a  San 
Franciscan,  but  today  he  is  here  as  a  farmer  from  the  Sacra- 
mento Valley." 

James  D.  Phelan  responded  in  a  clear,  forceful  manner  as 
follows :  "Once  I  went  to  hear  Gladstone  speak  in  London. 
The  hall  was  full  and  I  was  told  to  wait  my  turn  in  line  until 
someone  came  out.  No  one  came.  At  last  I  approached  an  im- 
posing looking  guard  in  uniform  and  brass  buttons  and  told  him 
that  I  had  come  a  long  ways  to  hear  Mr.  Gladstone  speak. 
When  I  informed  the  guard  that  I  had  come  from  California  he 
said,  'Why,  that  is  the  land  of  gold.'  Needless  to  say  I  heard 
Gladstone.  We  also  have  the  gold  of  the  wheat,  the  grain  and 
fruit  here.  It  is  not  the  strong  that  wins  the  race.  It  is  the 
man  of  industry  and  humble  enterprise.  A  great  city  performs 
an  important  function  in  the  running  of  a  government.  A  great 
city  on  a  bay  provides  transportation  facilities,  and  is  a  great 
aid  to  agriculture  and  to  mining.  The  country  banks  are  our 
best  customers.  They  draw  upon  the  city  banks  at  all  times, 
especially  when  the  crops  are  being  moved.  That  is  how  we 
help  the  interior  financially.  There  must  be  a  co-operation  be- 
tween the  city,  the  State,  and  the  Federal  Government.  The 
F"ederal  Government  has  assisted,  as  at  Orland,  in  the  matter  of 
irrigation.  By  the  act  of  the  God  in  the  creation  of  a  harbor, 
San  Francisco  is  here.  A  woman  in  Europe  once  said  to  me 
that  great  rivers  always  run  by  great  cities.  We  must  regard 
this  whole  region  as  a  unit.  If  this  horrible  war  spares  any- 
body, we  will  have  a  very  desirable  immigration  that  must  go 
to  the  Sacramento  Valley.  In  Denmark  they  provide  by  law 
for  the  fostering  of  small  holdings.  Any  man  of  twenty-five, 
who  has  had  five  years'  experience  in  farming,  may  go  to  the 
Government  and  have  the  farm  financed  at  three  per  cent  for  a 
period  of  years.  Not  until  we  have  provided  for  the  labor  of 
harvesting  the  crops  will  we  have  laid  the  foundation  for  pros- 
perity. Of  course  we  ought  to  support  all  of  the  bond  issues. 
It  gives  character  and  beauty  to  the  State  to  have  imposing 
buildings.  The  harbor  is  the  doorway  of  the  ocean.  It  is  not 
a  local  possession,  as  it  belongs  to  all  the  people.  At  the  lay- 
ing of  the  cornerstone  of  San  Francisco's  City  Hall  forty  years 
ago,  the  orator  of  the  day  said,  'O,  men  of  California,  cherish 
San  Francisco.  She  is  not  only  one  of  your  jewels,  she  is  the 
very  crown  of  your  glory.' 

James  K.  O'Brien  of  Smartsville,  Yuba  County,  was  the   last 
speaker.     "We  first  exhibited  at  San  Francisco  twenty  years  ago 
at  a  Citrus  Fair  at  the  Mechanics'  Pavilion.     We  renewed  your 
acquaintance    at   the    Mid-Winter   Fair,   and   now    for   the   third^ 
time  we  are  going  to  get  acquainted  again.    Now  that  you  have^| 
met  us  tliree  times,  I  hope  you  will  know  us.     We  must  work^ 
hand   in   hand."

Col.  R.  M.  Green,  Oroville ;  Dr.  G.  H.  Jackson,  Marysville ; 
Cline  Bull,  Marysville ;  Senator  Phil  Cohn,  Folsom  ;  Ed  E.  Leake, 
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"GET-THE-ORDERS"   SHIP   FOR   SOUTH 
AMERICA. 

A  "Get-the-Orders"  steamer,  loaded  with  products 
from  Illinois  factories,  bearing  the  American  flag — 
the  first  of  our  new  American  merchant  marine — may 
be  sent  to  South  America  by  the  Illinois  Manufac- 
turers' Association. 

President  Henry  G.  Herget,  of  the  Association,  is 
enthusiastically  in  favor  of  sending  the  vessel.  So  is 
Edward  G.  Hurley,  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Committee.  Every  other  official  and  member  thinks 
it  is  the  logical  thing  to  do  and  that  this  is  the  psy- 
chological time  to  do  it. 

It  is  proposed  to  load  the  vessel  with  products  that 
are  not  so  well  known  among  our  Latin-American 
cousins.  Here's  the  chance  for  the  smaller  manufac- 
turers. 

Dress  patterns  for  the  dark-eyed  senoritas  of  Brazil 
and  Argentina  will  be  part  of  the  cargo,  and  pretty 
young  American  women  will  promenade  up  and  down 
the  decks  for  the  edification  of  the  South  American 
merchants  and  their  women  folk. 
.  There  will  be  exhibitions  of  American  millinery,  set 
off  by  beauteous  coiffures  of  dimpled  girls  from  Illinois, 
U.  S.  A. 

It  will  be  a  sort  of  beauty  show,  such  as  obtains 
at  the  openings  of  our  great  State  Street  department 
stores  or  at  the  wonderful  exhibitions,  one  of  which 
has  just  closed,  of  the  Chicago  Garment  Manufacturers' 
Association,  where  200  of  the  fairest  maidens  of 
Chicago  were  on  dress  parade.     Sounds  good,  eh? 

South  American  women  have  been  buying  their 
clothes  from  France.  France  just  now  is  busy  trying 
to  keep  the  Germans  from  advancing  on  Paris  and 
Versailles.  But  the  South  American  senoras  and  sen- 
oritas must  have  their  party  frocks  and  their  tailor- 
mades  and  their  lingerie.  Illinois  will  show  them  some- 
thing that  will  measure  up  to  the  wonderful  Parisian 
creations. 

Introducing  Illinois  Foodstuffs. 

Then  there  are  the  foodstuffs  of  Illinois — cereal  pro- 
ducts, canned  goods,  pickles,  preserves  and  other  deli- 
cacies that  South  America  knows  little  or  nothing 
about.  A  South  American  never  has  eaten  the  suc- 
culent canned  corn  and  canned  peas  of  Illinois.  Baked 
beans  in  five  and  ten  cent  tins,  to  him  is  an  unknown 
delicacy.  There  are  numerous  packing  house  products 
that  he  is  unfamiliar  with,  though  all  our  packers  have 
lands  and  packing  houses  in  South  America. 

Smiling-faced.  white-capped  and  white-aproned  dem- 
onstrators will  be  prepared  to  show  the  gallant  South 
Americans  what  they  have  missed  in  the  food  line  all 
these  years. 

There  are  a  thousand  and  one  Illinois  products  that 
will  find  favor  with  the  South  Americans,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed to  take  them  on  the  "Get-the-Orders"  ship. 

There  will  be  men  demonstrators  on  hand  and  expert 
salesmen  to  discuss  the  merits — in  Spanish  and  Portu- 
guese— of  American  novelties  and  machinery — includ- 
ing motor  cars. — Manufacturers'  News. 

If  Illinois  can  do  this,  why  not  California?  Perhaps 
this  article  will  sow  the  seed  for  some  valuable  ideas. 


UNOCCUPIED  FOREIGN  MARKETS. 

The  Weekly  Bulletin  (Series  General)  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  is  publishing 
valuable  information  each  week  to  shippers  and  manu- 
facturers. 

Among  the  leading  items,  a  series  of  which  are  to 
be  published,  were  the  values  of  all  articles,  itemized, 
exported  and  imported  from  Germany  to  Argentine, 
Brazil  and  Chile  showing  opportunities  for  American 
shippers  due  to  the  paralyzing  of  Germany's  trade. 
Immediate  requirements  and  markets  required  by  the 
leading"  ports  of  these  countries  are  listed.  The  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  country,  terms  of  credit  and 
tariffs  are  described. 

All  exports  prohibited  from  England,  Germany, 
France,  Belguim,  Italy,  Austria-Hungary,  Norway, 
Portugal  and  Turkey  are  given. 

Lists  of  captured  ships  as  furnished  daily  by  the 
State  Department  are  tabulated  according  to  countries. 

All  this  information  is  available  to  members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States. 


AMEND  THE  NAVIGATION  LAWS. 

The  Maritime  Association  of  the  Port  of  New  York, 
Maritime  Exchange,  78  Broad  Street,  New  York,  has 
appointed  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
and  making  recommendations  as  to  the  advisability  of 
amending  the  navigation  laws  of  the  United  States. 
In  considering  this  important  matter  they  desire  to 
obtain  the  views  of  the  shipping  interests  at  the  vari- 
ous ports  throughout  the  United  States,  and  hope  to 
have  transmitted  to  them  the  views  of  parties  in- 
terested in  each  port,  stating  specifically  wherein  the 
present  laws  should  be  revised. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  has 
asked  the  commercial  organizations  in  all  the  seaport 
towns  of  the  country  to  send  in  their  ideas  and  sugges- 
tions relative  to  needed  changes  in  the  navigation  laws. 
President  Fahey  has  appointed  a  committee  to  assim- 
ilate the  suggestions  and  make  such  recommendations 
as  they  deem  necessary. 


OCEAN  BEACH  ESPLANADE. 

The  Improver,  the  official  organ  of  the  Civic  League 
of  Improvement  Clubs  and  Associations  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, contains  a  full  page  article  on  the  Ocean  Beach 
Esplanade  in  their  August  issue,  accompanied  by  a 
half-tone  of  the  proposed  plan. 

The  Chamber  hopes  to  bring  the  matter  before  the 
city  officials  at  an  early  date,  as  public  sentiment 
seems  to  be  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  plan,  fifty- 
two  organizations  having  endorsed  it  to  date.  The 
only  question  is  how  the  money  shall  be  raised. 

In  speaking  of  the  Esplanade,  The  Improver  states : 
"Such  an  improvement  will  be  the  means  of  bringing 
and  holding  tourists  from  every  section  of  the  globe 
to  our  shores.  We  want  it,  however,  because  it  will 
bring  additional  health,  comfort  and  pleasure  to  those 
who  live  in  San  Francisco  and  who  contribute  in  mak- 
ing it  the  pearl  of  the  Pacific."

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MARINE    NEWS. 

Receipts  of  sugar  at  San  Francisco  for  niontli  of 
August  vveie  very  heavy  reaching  the  grand  total  of 
873,264  bags.  From  Hawaiian  Islands  470,834  bags 
were  received  and  from  California  points  393,170  bags. 
The  foreign  receipts  were  9,260  bags. 


94,204  M.  feet  of  lumber  were  received  at  this  port 
during  the  month  of  August.  Of  this  amount  67,556  M. 
were  from  Oregon  and  Washington  and  26,648  M.  from 
California  points.  

The  barley  movement  last  month  reached  into  tre- 
mendous figures.  The  receipts  in  this  city  were  1,152,- 
112  centals  and  shipments  about  the  same  amount, 
mostly  for  the  European  market. 


The  shipment  of  refined  petroleum  in  bulk  to  the 
Orient,  which  was  held  up  on  account  of  war,  has 
started  anew,  four  British  tankers  sailing  within  the 
last  week  with  full  cargoes. 


Within  the  last  week  five  steamers  have  arrived  at 
this  port  with  cargoes  from  New  York.  Two  others 
are  due  within  the  next  two  days. 


The  second  cargo  of  Argentine  corn  arrived  here 
this  week  on  the  Norwegian  steamer  Thode  Fagelund, 
consisting  of  2,400  tons. 

EXCHANGE  CREDITS  IN  BUENOS  AIRES. 

The  Manufacturers'  News,  published  weekly  in 
Chicago,  quotes  a  letter  in  their  issue  of  August  27th 
from  F.'a.  Vanderlip,  president  of  the  National  City 
Bank  of  New  York,  to  the  effect  that  that  institution 
has  just  perfected  arrangements  with  responsible 
Buenos  Aires  banking  institutions  whereby  exchange 
of  credits  can  be  realized  in  a  practical  banking  man- 
ner. Mr.  Vanderlip  is  endeavoring  to  make  similar 
arrangements  elsewhere  in  South  America.

APPLICATION    FOR    ADDITIONAL    FARES 
DENIED. 

In  the  application  of  the  various  carriers  of  the  State 
before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  California  to  es- 
tablish rules  and  regulations  with  reference  to  the  use 
of  drawing-rooms  and  compartments  in  standard  Pull- 
man car  sleepers,  the  application  was  for  permission 
to  charge  an  increased  or  additional  passenger  rate  for 
persons  occupying  such  space,  the  desire  being  to 
assess  a  fare  and  one-half  for  one  person  occupying  a 
compartment  and  two  fares  for  one  person  occupying 
a  drawing-room.  This  application  was  opposed  by 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  through  its  Traffic  Bureau 
on  the  ground  that  a  traveler  pays  the  Pullman  Com- 
pany more  for  a  compartment  or  a  drawing-room  than 
for  an  ordinary  berth  or  seat  and  that  this  additional 
payment  should  cover  the  additional  service  afforded 
by  the  compartment  and  drawing-room. 

On  this  showing  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the 
State  of  California  has  denied  the  application  of  the 
carriers  to  charge  extra  railway  fare  for  persons  singly 
occupying  and  paying  for  Pullman  compartments  and 

drawing-rooms.         

WAR   NEWS   IN    HALL   OF   CHAMBER. 

Telegraphic  dispatches  posted  daily  on  the  floor  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  have  been  attracting  a  great 
deal  of  attention  of  late.  The  latest  reports  are  written 
on  the  blackboards  just  as  soon  as  the  news  is  received 
in  any  part  of  the  city,  and  the  number  of  members  vis- 
iting the  floor  on  this  account  has  been  greatly  aug- 
mented. When  the  news  is  of  particular  interest  small- 
sized  crowds  congregate  about  the  board. 


NEW   QUARTERS    FOR   THE   CHAMBER. 

Due  to  the  work  in  course  of  construction  on  the 
thirteenth  floor  of  the  Merchants  Exchange  Building 
the  offices  of  the  Chamber  have  had  to  move.  The  San 
Francisco  Commercial  Club  is  to  occupy  most  of  the 
space  formerly  rented  by  the  Chamber.  The  executive 
office  remains  in  room  1304;  the  Information  and  Sta- 
tistical Department  has  moved  from  room  1301  to 
1303  ;  Municipal  .\ffairs  Department  has  moved  from 
room  1338  to  1321 ;  Foreign  Trade  Department  from 
room  1339  to  1322;  Grain  Inspection  Department  from 
room  1335  to  538;  the  Legislative  Department  from 
1340  to  1204,  while  the  library  and  assembly  room  has 
been  moved  from  1337  to  237.

The  following  resolutions  in  memory  of  F.  W.  Dohr- 
mann,  Past-President  of  the  Merchants'  Association, 
were  adopted  bv  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Cham- 
ber on  July  24, '1914: 

WHEREAS,  Frederick  W.  Dohrmann,  one  of  tlie  founders 
of  The  Mercliants  Association  of  San  Francisco  and  for 
seven  years  its  first  President,  has  been  taken  from  our 
midst. 
RFSOLVED,  That  we  deeply  deplore  his  death  and  recog-  , 
nize  that  the  community  has  thereby  lost  a  strong  and 
foremost  leader  in  the  upbuilding  of  San  Francisco  in 
the  best  sense;  who  was  a  unique  figure  as  a  moral, 
philanthropic  and  civic  force  in  the  commercial  life  of 
San  Francisco,  standing  for  the  highest  public  spirit  and 
strictest  commercial  integrity;  he  gave  himself  so  un- 
sparingly to  public  good  that  his  influence  will  forever 
be  felt  in  tlie  development  of  the  highest  ideals  of  San 
Francisco's  best  citizenship:  we  feel  that  his  death  will 
not  deprive  us  of  his  great  contribution  to  our  civic  life, 
be  having  bequeathed  to  us  the  height  of  his  ideals,  the 
depth  of  his  convictions  and  the  breadth  of  his  interests. 
RF.SOL'VED,  That  an  engrossed  copy  of  these  resolutions 
he  sent  to  his  family  as  an  expression  of  our  condolence 
and  sympathy  for  them. 
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THE  PROPOSED  EIGHT  HOUR  LAW 


**  A  NY  employer  who  shall  require  or  permit,  or  who  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  overseer,  superinten- 
■**■  dent,  foreman  or  other  agent  of  such  employer,  to  require  or  permit  any  person  in  his  employ  to 
work  more  than  EIGHT  HOURS  IN  ONE  DAY,  or  more  than  FORTY-EIGHT  HOURS  IN  ONE 
WEEK,  except  in  case  of  extraordinary  emergency  caused  by  fire,  flood  or  danger  to  life  or  property, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $50  nor  more 
than  $500,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  both  so  fined 
and  imprisoned." 


WHAT  THE  EIGHT  HOUR  LAW  WILL  DO 


It  will  tie  up  ships. 

It  will  delay  the  arrival  of  trains. 

It  will  retard  seeding  and  planting. 

It  will  place  an  absolute  limit  on  your  earning  capacity. 

It  will  prohibit  overtime  and  opportunity  to  increase  earnings. 

It  will  require  the  farmer's  wife  to  cook  for  two  sets  of 
workmen. 

It  will  increase  the  cost  of  production  which  the  consumer 
must  pay. 

It  will  limit  "piecework,"  the  reward  of  the  employe  for 
efficiency. 

It  will  oblige  a  teamster,  on  a  long  haul,  to  make  a  sixteen- 
hour  layover. 

It  will  affect  all  labor,  including  nurses,  hospital  attendants, 
newspaper  men,  professors,  professional  men,  etc. 

It  will  send  more  families  to  hotels  and  apartment  houses, 
thus  throwing  many  domestics  out  of  employment. 

It  will  prevent  the  farmer  from  getting  full  service  from  his 
teams  and  implements,  thus  increasing  the  cost  of  his 
products. 


It  will  result  in  paying  wages  by  the  hour,  thus  lessening 
the  workers'  daily  pay;  yet  he  must  meet  the  increased 
cost  of  living. 

It  will  make  a  criminal  of  the  farmer  and  punish  him  accord- 
ingly, if,  by  reason  of  stress  of  weather,  he  is  idle  today 
and  works  overtime  tomorrow. 

It  will  reduce  wages;  in  industries  requiring  more  than  an 
eight-hoiir  day,  the  average  employer  will  split  the  time 
so  the  eight-hour  man  will  share  the  loss  in  changing 
shifts. 

It  will  require  two  shifts  of  household  helpers  or  delay  your 
breakfast  until  after  eight  and  oblige  you  to  have  your 
dinner  before  five  o'clock;  the  domestic  cannot  work  but 
six  days  a  week. 

It  will  reduce  profits  and  jobs.  With  the  reduced  rates  inci- 
dent to  the  opening  of  the  canal,  California  manufac- 
turers will  find  it  impossible  to  compete  with  states  that 
have  no  such  law. 

It  will  throw  most  of  the  work  on  farms,  orchards  and  vine- 
yards into  the  hands  of  "Oriental  Associations"  or  co- 
partnerships consisting  of  tens  or  hundreds  of  Japanese 
or  Chinese,  who  operate  on  shares.  The  law  will  not 
apply  to  them,  for  each  member  is  a  partner  and  working 
for  himself. 


WHAT  THE  EIGHT  HOUR  LAW  CANNOT  DO 


It  cannot  regulate  sickness. 

It  cannot  control  the  weather. 

It  cannot  prevent  cows  giving  milk  twice  a  day. 

It  cannot  regulate  nor  control  the  productivity  of  land. 

It  cannot  prevent  fruit  and   grain   ripening  from  Sunday  to 

Monday. 
It  cannot  fix    export    prices,    which    the     manufacturer     and 

farmer  must  watch  in  order  to  market  their  products  to 

the  best  advantage. 


It  cannot  relieve  the  unemployment  pressure.  The  average 
employer  will  seek  the  most  effective  men  for  the  shorter 
day  and  the  least  effective  will  go  into  the  discard  as  sub- 
stitutes for  the  short  shift.  But  the  latter  will  have  an 
eye  open  for  the  steady  job  and  compete  for  it.  As  it  is 
now,  every  employe,  as  well  as  employer,  knows  that 
both  good  and  indifferent  men  are  carried  on  the  payroll. 
With  the  eight-hour  day,  the  older  and  less  capable  men 
will  be  weeded  out. 
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HOW  TO  DEVELOP  CALIFORNIA 

By  Prof.  Thomas  F.  Hunt,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  California. 

There  is  probably  no  man  in  California  better  qualified  to  tell  the  business  community  how  California  may 
be  developed  from  a  scientific  agricultural  standpoint  than  Prof.  Thos.  F.  Hunt,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Agri- 
culture and  Director  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  of  the  University  of  California. 

It  was  not  many  years  ago  that  the  Agricultural  College  of  the  State  University  was  laughed  at  by  the 
inider-graduates,  being  commonly  referred  to  as  "cow  college."  To-day  the  Agricultural  College  has  just  as 
large  an  attendance  and  its  graduates  are  accorded  the  same  recognition  as  scientific  experts  as  are  the  grad- 
uates of  any  of  the  engineering  colleges.  This  all  goes  to  prove  that  the  Californians  in  general  have  been 
slow  to  recognize  our  greatest  asset  as  a  State,  viz.:  the  unlimited  agricultural  possibilities  of  California.  Agri- 
culture is  the  basic  foundation  upon  which  all  of  mankind  is  built.  Without  the  raw  products,  manufacturing, 
wholesaling,  retailing  and  shipping  are  impossible.  California  has  the  raw  products  and  leads  the  world  in  the 
production  of  minerals,  crude  petroleum,  citrus  and  deciduous  fruits,  grapes,  wines,  raisins  and  prunes.  Lum- 
laer  and  leather  are  among  the  leading  raw  products  in  the  State.  All  of  these  products  in  numerous  forms 
find  their  way  to  various  parts  of  the  world. 

Chicago  contains  as  many  inhabitants  as  the  whole  State  of  California,  approximately  two  and  one-half 
million,  yet  California's  area  is  greater  than  the  combined  areas  of  the  New  Fngland  States,  New  York,  New 
Jersey  and  Ohio,  with  a  total  population  of  22,980,583.  California  is  ecjual  in  area  to  either  Italy  or  Japan,  each 
of  which  supports  a  population  of  over  forty  millions.  Only  28  per  cent  of  the  land  area  of  the  State  was  in 
farms  in  1910,  and  of  this  area  only  40.8  per  cent  was  improved.  Some  idea  of  the  possibilities  of  California 
may  be  gleaned  when  we  realize  the  fact  that  the  State  is  capable  of  supporting  forty  millions  of  people,  yet 
only  11.34  per  cent  of  the  area  is  now  in  improved  farm  lands.  In  1912,  the  orchard,  vineyard,  garden,  dairy, 
poultry  and  other  field  products  of  the  State  coming  from  these  improved  farms  were  valued  at  $320,195,268. 

Professor  Hunt  will  tell  us  how  the  State  may  be  developed.  Every  citizen  in  business  in  California  is 
interested  in  the  development  of  the  State.  The  increase  of  your  business  is  dependent  upon  the  development 
of  California. 


WHY  WE  SHOULD  USE  PAPER  MONEY. 

Paper  is  the  common  currency  elsewhere  in  the 
United  States  and  the  rest  of  the  world,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

It  is  an  economic  waste  to  use  gold  ;  there  being  a 
definite  loss  in  abrasion  by  its  use,  a  value  that  is  abso- 
lutely wiped  out.  The  Government  cannot  redeem 
gold  coin  at  par  when  it  is  worn. 

When  the  new  banking  system  is  inaugurated  the 
kind  of  currency  circulated  through  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Banks  will  be  the  paper  money,  with  gold  held 
as  a  reserve  and  commercial  paper  as  additional 
security. 

The  use  of  paper  money  is  merely  conforming  to 
the  usages  of  the  rest  of  the  world. 


BY    WAY    OF    NEW    ORLEANS! 

The  Illinons  Manufacturers'  Association  has  received 
a  telegram  from  the  New  Orleans  Association  of  Com- 
merce to  the  effect  that  negotiations  are  being  made 
with  a  large  and  regularly  established  neutral  steam- 
ship line,  with  new  passenger  and  freight  ships,  to 
fiperate  between  New  Orleans,  through  the  Panama 
Canal,  and  the  W'est  Coast  of  South  America.  The 
line  has  tentatively  agreed  to  call  at  New  Orleans, 
provided  a  freight  guarantee  of  2,000  tons  per  fortnight 
is  given  at  an  average  rate  of  $9  a  ton  from  New  Or- 
leans to  points  north  of  and  including  Iquique,  Chile. 
The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  is  co-operating  in  the 
matter. 


TRAVELERS'   AID    SOCIETY. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Chamber  is  officially  represented  in 
the  Travelers'  Aid  Society,  the  following  statements 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Travelers'  Aid  Society,  in  regard 
to  its  aims  and  plans  will  be  of  interest  to  the  members 
of  the  Chamber: 

Deep  appreciation  of  the  need  for  an  organization 
to  undertake  the  work  outlined  by  the  Travelers'  Aid 
Society  of  California  has  been  shown  by  all  classes 
of  San  Franciscans,  according  to  announcement  made 
by  members  of  the  society,  which  is  now  in  process  of 
perfecting  its  machinery  for  aiding  travelers  during 
1915  and  thereafter. 

Not  only  have  some  of  the  foremost  men  and  women 
in  the  city  joined  in  the  efforts  to  raise  the  $35,000 
needed  for  the  establishment  of  the  society  and  its 
maintenance  during  the  first  year,  but  many  of  them 
are  enrolled  as  members  of  the  society.  No  phase  of 
San  Francisco's  preparations  for  the  exposition  year  is 
more  interesting  than  this. 

The  society,  modeled  fundamentally  on  that  already' 
in  successful  operation  in  New  York  and  on  others 
which  have  proven  the  value  of  this  social  work  abroad, 
is  rapidly  gaining  ground  and  within  a  short  time  it 
is  expected  that  its  organization,  in  the  hands  of  Orin 
C.  Baker,  New  York  expert,  will  have  been  completed. 
It  was  then  that  the  societ)'  came  into  being  as  an 
entity.  It  is  now  an  independent  body,  having  no  con- 
nection with  the  exposition  save  insofar  as  the  endorse- 
ment of  prciminent  exposition  leaders  goes.

THE  WAR  IN  THE  FAR   EAST. 

President  Michaels  presided  at  the  weekly  luncheon 
meeting  of  the  Chamber  last  Friday,  which  was  ad- 
dressed by  Professor  Guy  and  Senator  Works. 

Professor  Guy  said : 

"The  subject  to-day  will  be  treated  strictly  as  an  oriental 
matter,  with  no  reference  to  the  European  war.  At  last  Japan 
has  been  drawn  into  the  world-war;  an  oriental  nation  has 
■>  been  called  on  for  the  first  time  in  modern  history  to  fight 
^side  by  side  with  an  occidental.  The  most  unthought-of  and 
\innatural  alliances  are  being  made.  The  entrance  of  Japan 
into  this  war  is  the  most  significant  of  recent  events,  and  it 
has  given  rise  to  many  questions.  Is  Japan  interested  in 
territorial  aggrandizement?  Is  she  seeking  by  means  of  an- 
other nation's  misfortune  to  advance  her  interests  in  the  Far 
East?  Will  she  keep  her  word  when  she  promises  to  return 
intact  the  harbor  of  Kiao-Chao  to  China?  Why  is  Japan 
in  this  war?  First,  because  of  the  Anglo-Japanese  alliatiie. 
She  is  determined  to  make  good;  she  is  on  trial  before  the 
world.  Her  other  motive  is  her  knowledge  of  antagonism 
of  Germany  to  Japanese  commerce.  Japan  has  been  a  handi- 
cap to  the  ambitions  of  Germany.  One  of  the  results  of 
the  war  will  be  that  Japan  will  be  compelled  to  advocate  a 
new  oriental  Monroe  Doctrine.  IVIilitarism  must  some  day 
find  itself  out.  Every  war  brings  the  folly  of  war  upon  the 
minds  of  men.  When  the  utter  folly  of  all  entangling  alli- 
ances are  realized,  we  will  be  another  step  towards  peace." 

Senator  John  D.  Works  followed: 

"We  are  astounded  that  to-day  some  of  the  most  civilized 
nations  of  the  world  are  engaged  in  the  greatest  war  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  I  am  going  to  talk  to  you  to-day  on 
the  relation  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Francisco 
and  other  civic  organizations  to  a  United  States  Senate,  and 
the  effect  letters,  telegrams,  resolutions,  etc.,  have  on  Con- 
gress. If  facts,  data  or  information  are  received  on  any 
question  before  the  Senate,  they  are  appreciated.  Stock  let- 
ters, as  you  call  them,  by  the  thousands  are  absolutely  of  no 
influence  upon  a  Senator  who  is  endeavoring  to  arrive  at  a 
just  conclusion  upon  a  bill.  A  Senator  may  be  influenced  by 
the  number  of  letters  received,  but  he  should  not.  We  should 
not  want  a  Senator  to  be  influenced  in  any  such  way.  A 
Senator  owes  a  duty  to  his  State  specifically,  but  he  owes 
something  more  than  that.  California  is  interested,  not  only 
in  the  prosperity  of  the  State,  but  of  the  whole  Nation.  I 
want  to  see  California  grow  and  prosper,  but  I  don't  want  to 
see  it  grow  at  the  expense  of  the  rest  of  the  Nation.  A  big 
business  organization  here  in  California  should  be  helping 
their  Senator  in  a  scheme  to  improve  the  method  of  making 
appropriations  in  Congress.  Civic  organizations  act  without 
knowledge:  they  act  without  investigation.  I  try  to  look 
beycjnd  telegrams  and  resolutions  and  see  whether  or  not  the 
appropriations  are  right  and  deserving.

The  society  is  now  working  from  two  centers.  The 
executive  offices  are  in  the  Hearst  Building,  Room 
909.  It  is  here  that  the  committees  are  to  be  fovmd 
almost  daily,  formulating-  the  full  development  of  the 
general  scheme  and  working  out  the  details. 

The  field  force  of  the  organization  has  its  head- 
quarters in  the  Ferry  Building,  where  workers  are  on 
hand  to  meet  incoming  travelers  and  from  which, 
eventually,  it  is  expected,  the  entire  system  covering 
the  stations  and  docks  of  the  greater  city  will  operate. 
'jThe  first  task  turned  to  when  the  'Travelers'  Aid 
J<<«sumed  independence  was  the  financing  of  the  project, 
^--the  finance  committee  called  into  conference  leading 
and  representative  bankers  and  business  men.  It  was 
unanimously  agreed  after  careful  calculation  that  there 
would  be  needed  during  the  first  year  $35,000.  Of  the 
$35,000  to  be  raised.  $5,000  was  pledged  by  Oakland, 
the  remaining  $30,000,  to  be  raised  in  San  Francisco, 
is  to  come  from  transportation  companies,  banks,  cor- 
porations, department  stores,  retail  firms,  municipal 
railroads  and  other  lines,  as  well  as  clubs,  hotels,  apart- 
ment houses  and  restaurants.

Codfish  to  the  amount  of  802  M.  from  Bering  .Sea  has 
arrived  at  this  port  since  the  first  of  September. 

First  Schooner  Through  the  Canal  Bound  to  this  Coast. 
The  schooner  Dorothy  B.  Barrett  left  Norfolk,  Va., 
for  Seattle  on  August  27th,  loaded  with  a  cargo  of 
coal.  This  is  the  first  sailing  vessel  to  come  to  this 
coast  via  the  Panama  Canal. 


Large  Tonnage  Chartered  and  on  the  Way  to  San 
Francisco. 

Nineteen  steamers  are  chartered  and  on  tlie  way  to 
San  Francisco  from  the  Atlantic  range  a  tonnage 
amounting  to  5.3.284  tons.  These  vessels  will  all  come 
via  the  Panama  Canal,  carrA'ing  large  cargoes  of  gen- 
eral merchandise  consigned  to  San  Francisco  and  all 
coast  cities. 

Two  Other  Large  Coasters  Listed  for  San  Francisco 
from  Atlantic. 
The  firm  of  Sudden  &  Christenson  have  listed  on 
the  Atlantic  range  for  San  Francisco  the  steamer  Lewis 
K.  Thurlow.  This  vessel  has  a  tonnage  of  2,423  tons, 
and  is  a  large  addition  to  our  coastwise  tonnage.  The 
steamer  Montoso,  1,900  tons,  has  left  Norfolk  for 
Puget  Sound  in  the  same  line. 

Total  shipments  of  flour  from  San  Francisco  by 
water  for  September  to  foreign  ports  were  44,483  bar- 
rels, the  largest  monthly  exports  for  several  months. 

Canned  fruits  to  the  amount  of  205,345  cases,  valued 
at  $680,040,  were  shipped  from  San  Francisco  on  the 
steamer  Candidate  for  Liverpool  on  September  7th. 

MAILS  FOR  MEXICO. 

The  Post  Office  Department  is  advised  that  service 
has  been  resumed  for  the  dispatch  of  mails  for  Mexico 
via  Texas  border.  The  dispatch  of  all  mails  for  Mexi- 
co, except  Vera  Cruz,  will  be  resumed  at  once  via  the 
regular  Texas  border  exchange  post  office.  Mails  for 
Vera  Cruz  will  continue  to  be  dispatched  via  Galves- 
ton and  New  York.— P.  O.  Bulletin  10529.

CANAL  TOLLS  ON  DECK  LOADS  ILLEGAL. 

Tlie  act  of  Congress  authorizing  tlie  President  to 
establish  canal  tolls  on  commercial  vessels  passing 
through  the  Panama  Canal  provides  for  a  maxinuim 
charge  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  net  reu;- 
istered  ton.  The  President,  in  his  proclamation  nam- 
ing the  rates  to  be  charged,  provides  for  a  toll  of  our 
dollar  and  twenty  cents  per  net  registered  ton  and  in  ., 
addition  a  charge  of  one  dollar  and  twenty  cents  per-^ 
one  hundred  cubic  feet  for  deck  loads.  As  deck  space,  I 
is  not  included  in  either  the  gross  or  net  tonnage  of  a 
vessel,  this  is  a  direct  violation  of  the  law  and  this 
Chamber  has  taken  steps  to  have  Congress  request 
the  President  reissue  his  proclamation  in  conformity 
with  the  law  by  eliminating  the  tolls  on  deck  loads. 
This  will  remove  a  great  burden  on  and  direct  dis- 
crimination against  the  lumber  industry  of  the  Pacific 

Coast.

THE  a!l'^?r'*  M^i  SHOW 
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HOW  TO  DEVELOP  CALIFORNIA. 

Professor  Thomas  F.  Hunt,  Dean  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture  of  the  University  of  California,  gave  a 
most  interesting  and  instructive  talk  before  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  membership  at  the  weekly  luncheon 
meeting  of  last  Friday.  Vice-President  .Schlesinger 
])resided.  In  opening  his  address  he  stated  that  there 
were  five  points  that  he  wished  to  present  to  the  mem- 
bership relative  to  the  land  question.  "I  will  not  waste 
any  time  telling  you  business  men  that  land  is  the 
1  asic  principle  upon  which  all  business  is  founded. 

"1st.  Pand  settlements  must  be  secured  without 
too  heavy  over-head  charges.  Agriculture  is  a  type 
of  business  that  will  not  stand  such  over-head  charges. 
The  trouble  is  with  the  .system. 

"2nd.  Some  method  must  be  found  of  assisting  the 
settler  during  the  developing  period  until  the  farm  is 
a  growing  concern.  He  must  buy  livestock  and  tools, 
build  a  house,  plant  trees,  and  have  money  left  to  live 
on  in  the  meantime.  The  Canadian  Pacific  have  'ready- 
made"  and  'loan'  farms  to  help  the  man  who  purchases 
the  land  until  it  becomes  a  growing  concern  and  gives 
him  twenty  years  to  pay  back  for  the  farm.  The  gov- 
ernment of  -Australia  bought  land  and  colonized  it  at 
an  over-head  charge  of  five  per  cent.  Here  we  pay 
twenty-five  to  forty  per  cent  for  the  sale  of  land. 

"3rd.  Unless  the  farmer  has  a  tract  large  enough  to 
^make  a  living,  pay  back  the  interest  and  the  original 
investment  as  well,  he  should  not  be  allowed  to  pur- 
chase the  land.  The  income  per  unit  of  labor  is  what 
agriculture  is  dependent  upon  in  this  country. 

"4th.  The  land  should  be  sold  only  to  persons  who 
have  proper  characteristics  and  temperament  and  who 
are  purchasing  the  land  with  the  right  motive.  In  this 
country  farming  has  been  done  largely  by  boys  under 
twenlv-onc  and  by  the  farmer's  family.  The  problem 
is  fn  develop  our  agricuIluraT  lands  and  make  success- 
ful homes  upon  them. 

"Sth.  Some  way  must  be  found  wherein  young  men 
may  become  farmers.  We  must  develop  from  within. 
,not  from  without.  $16  000  is  the  average  value  per 
farm  in  the  United  States.  Only  twenty-two  per  cent 
of  the  agricultural  graduates  from  the  University  of 
California  last  year  had  any  money  or  any  prospects 
of  getting  any  money  or  any  inheritance  with  which  to 
get  a  farm.  How  are  the  rest  of  them  going  to  get 
$16,000?  Farms  must  be  recapitalized  and  by  young 
men.  Every  business  but  the  farm  is  recapitalized. 
Every  generation  of  the  world  is  making  it  better, 
making  life  better  for  the  next  generation." 


PARCEL   POST   EXHIBIT   AT   MODESTO. 

Shortly  after  the  first  ni  October  there  will  be  held 
in  Modesto  a  Dairy  Fair  lasting  three  days,  and  during 
that  time  the  postmaster  of  Modesto  is  going  to  have 
on  display  at  the  pavilion  as  complete  a  display  of  the 
Parcel  Post  system  as  can  possibly  be  arranged.  It 
will  be  in  the  nature  of  a  demonstration  to  the  public  in 
instructing  them  how  to  prepare  parcels  for  proper 
shipments  Ijy  Parcel  Post  and  also  educate  them  to 
the  use  of  the  Parcel  Post.  San  Francisco  merchants 
are  requested  to  send  sample  packages  by  Parcel  Post 
properly  wrapped  in  suitable  containers  for  display  at 
that  time,  to  Mr.  Wade  H.  Howell,  the  postmaster  at 
Modesto,  who  in  return  will  allow  the  privilege  of 
placing  any  advertisements  on  the  packages,  such  as 
they  see  fit.  as  long  as  they  conform  to  the  postal  rules 
and  regulatiiins. 


BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  MEETING. 

At  the  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the  Board  the 
President  reported  that  he  had  authorized  Mr.  Mann, 
as  attorney  and  manager  for  the  Traffic  Bureau,  to 
appear  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
regarding  the  "Long  and  Short  Hauls"  case. 

The  standards  of  grain  crop.  1914,  heretofore 
adopted  by  the  Committee  on  Grain  of  the  Grain 
Trade  Associalion,  were  adopted  as  the  standards  of 
grain  of  the  .San  FVancisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  for 
the  crop  year  1914. 

Reports  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  adopted 
on  the  protest  of  the  Charrrber  against  the  storage  of 
gasoline  in  quantities  in  the  downtown,  heavy-value 
retail  and  wholesale  districts. 

Also  the  sending  of  a  telegram  to  Senator  Perkins 
requesting  that  he  consider  a  bill  proposing  an  ap- 
propriation for  the  improvement  of  navigation  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Columbia  River. 

The  Board  authorized  the  President  to  arrange  for 
the  Chamber  to  co-operate  with  the  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce in  Los  Angeles  and  Sacramento  in  regard  to 
joint  action  relative  to  the  campaign  for  the  proposed 
State  bond  issue  for  public  buildings  in  Sacramento, 
Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: 

RESOLVED,  Tliat  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce strongly  favors  the  establishment  at  San  Francisco 
of  a  school  ship  for  the  education  of  American  boys  in 
seamanship,  as  it  is  recognized  that  this  would  greatly  en- 
courage and  assist  in  the  extension  of  the  American  Mer- 
chant Marine  service. 

The  report  of  the  Municipal  Affairs  Committee  was 
adopted  opposing  the  increase  of  the  dollar  limit  of 
taxation  and  favoring  instead  levying  special  taxes 
for  certain  specific  purposes  under  certain  conditions. 


UNOCCUPIED  FOREIGN  MARKETS. 

Bulletin  No.  133  (Series  General)  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States,  gives  the  exports  and 
imports,  immediate  requirements,  financial  conditions 
and  terms  of  credit,  and  steamship  lines  of  Guatemala, 
Llonduras,  Nicaragua.  Salvador.  Costa  Rica  and 
Panama. 

Bulletin  No.  134  gives  a  list  of  articles  formerly 
purchased  in  Germany  and  Austria  by  Great  Britain. 
The  British  Board  of  Trade  has  received  inquiries  froin 
British  firms  for  new  sources  of  supply  for  these  arti- 
cles.    Most  of  them  can  be  supplied  by  this  country. 


THE  AMERICAN  CITY  BUREAU. 

San  T'"rancisco  is  receiving  some  desirable  publicity 
in  .South  .America  through  its  representation  in  the 
City  Planning  Exhibition  which  opens  in  Santiago, 
Chile,  September  14th.  This  exhibition  was  prepared 
in  the  fall  of  1913  by  the  American  City  Bureau  of 
New  York,  and  during  last  winter  and  spring  was  dis- 
played in  New  York  City,  Jersey  City,  N.  J. ;  Oakland, 
.San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  and  Toronto, 
Ont. 

One  of  the  aldermen  from  Santiago  visited  the 
X'nited  States  several  months  ago  and  was  so  im- 
pressed with  the  value  of  the  exhibition  that  he  made 
strong  recommendation  to  the  mayor  of  that  city  that 
arrangements  be  made  with  the  American  City  Bureau 
to  bring  the  exhibition  to  Santiago.  Negotiations  were 
finallv  completed  by  cable  in  July  last,  and  included 
the  pi-inting  of  10,000  copies  of  a  catalogue  of  the  exhi- 
bition translated  into  Spanish. 
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Figuring  on  Conditions  Under  Eight  Hour  Law 


To  keep  his  head  above  water,  his  business  going, 
the  average  employer  in  these  days  of  keen  com- 
petition, shifting  markets  and  fluctuating  prices, 
must  needs  be  not  only  fore-handed  but  fore-warned. 
To  live,  find  a  market  for  his  product,  provide  funds 
with  which  to  meet  his  payroll,  pay  his  franchise  tax 
and  compensation  insurance,  it  is  absolutely  incumbent 
on  him  to  pry  up  the  lid  of  the  future,  get  a  peep  at 
coming  events,  how  they  are  shaping  themselves  and 
head  a  few  things  his  way  if  possible.  This  applies  to 
every  employer  of  labor  from  the  farmer  to  the  maker 
of  rifled  cannon.  ♦ 

The  proposed  eight-hour  law  is  an  instance.  True,  it 
is  onl}'  a  minority  that  believes  it  will  be  adopted,  but 
the  employer,  with  his  all  invested,  cannot  afford  to 
idly  take  the  chance ;  he  sees  a  possible  condition  com- 
ing and  must  be  ready  against  the  time  of  its  arrival. 
He  has  said  time  and  time  again  that  he  cannot  com- 
pete with  the  longer  hours  and  lower  wages  of  the 
Middle  West  and  Atlantic  States.  Now,  the  comple- 
tion of  the  Canal,  with  its  reduced  rates,  will  shove 
him  farther  back  in  the  running  if  the  handicap  of  an 
eight-hour  law  is  imposed.  Agitators  profess  to  not 
believe  him,  that  he  raises  the  plea  of  "cannot  com- 
pete," in  order  to  prevent  local  competition  and  in- 
crease his  profits,  but  here  are  a  few  questions  the 
agitators  have  not  answered  : 

Why  does  the  East  buy  our  leather  and  ship  it  back 
to  us  in  the  form  of  manufactured  goods? 

With  a  wealth  of  raw  material  for  the  manufacture 
of  the  finest  quality  of  plate  glass,  why  do  we  import 
that  commodity? 

Why  does  the  East  buy  our  wool  at  each  six  months' 
shearing  and  ship  us  out  our  clothing  and  blankets? 

Our  fruits  are  sent  East  and  returned  to  us  in  the 
form  of  preserves  and  jellies,  our  vegetables  dessicated 
or  converted  into  condiments  and  sent  back  to  us. 

On  these  and  other  products  freight  is  paid  East  on 
the  raw  material  and  West  on  the  manufactured  pro- 
duct. There  is  an  economic  reason  why  that  raw  ma- 
terial is  not  made  up  here — what  is  it?  We  have  all 
the  advantages  of  cheap  power  and  fuel. 

Since  the  Socialists  in  Southern  California  instigated 
the  eight-hour  petition,  employers  have  revolved  in 
their  minds  the  possibilities  of  its  adoption.  From 
Eos  Angeles,  the  home  of  the  proposed  law,  comes  the 
most  definite  plan,  to  date,  with  which  to  meet  the 
changed  conditions  that  must  necessarily  follow  should 
it  become  a  law.  A  Los  Angeles  manufacturer  em- 
ploying about  fifty  workmen,  the  most  of  them  un- 
skilled, says : 

"My  product  is  such  that  I  cannot  hope  to  get  along 
on  an  eight-hour  day ;   I  pay  $3  for  nine  hours.     If  the 


eight-hour  day  is  adopted  I  shall  put  in  a  time  clock 
and  pay  by  the  hour,  33>^  cents.  In  addition  to  that 
I  shall  double  my  force,  working  one  shift  five  hours, 
from  seven  in  the  morning  until  twelve  noon;  the 
other  from  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  five  in  the 
evening;  an  afternoon  shift  of  five  hours  if  my  busi- 
ness warrants.  The  five-hour  men,  on  an  hourly  scale 
will  receive  $1.67  and  the  four-hour  men  .$1.34  per  day." 
He  will  thus  get  nine  hours'  work  for  his  present  pay. 
Others  will  follow  the  example  of  this  Los  Angeles 
man,  and  many  others  have  it  under  consideration. 

It  is  doubtful  if  that  plan  proves  satisfactory,  yet, 
up  to  date,  it  seems  to  be  the  most  practical.  No  tiian 
will  work  for  that  wage  if  he  can  get  an  eight-hour 
job;  neither  will  any  employer  give  nine  or  ten  hours' 
pay  for  eight  hours'  work  and  the  per  hour  wage  scale, 
judging  from  the  many  expressions  of  opinion,  will 
become  general.  Strikes  will  follow  and  there  are  em- 
ployers who  will  be  obliged  to  close  their  doors ;  many 
are  just  about  "breaking  even"  now,  but  are  holding 
on  and  hoping  and  lying  awake  nights  trying  to  figure 
how  to  keep  a  red  ink  balance  from  their  ledgers.  In 
many  cases  the  eight-hour  law  will  be  the  last  straw 
that  breaks  their  backs. 

A  few  days  ago  a  member  of  a  big  plate  glass  firm 
in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  was  at  the  Palace  in  fulfillment  of  a 
promise  made  several  years  ago  that  his  company 
would  locate  a  plant  here  if  the  proper  materials  were 
found.  It  was  known  at  the  time  that  there  was  an 
abundance  of  soda  and  other  materials,  only  silica  of 
the  proper  quality  was  lacking.  L.  E.  Anbury,  former 
State  Mineralogist  and  one  of  the  best  known  mining 
men  in  the  State,  had  interested  himself  in  securing 
the  plant  for  California,  and  after  an  extended  search 
found  a  great  quantity  of  silica  which  the  glass  expert 
pronounced  excellent.  Then  the  representative  of  the 
company  came  on  to  make  good  his  promise.  Being 
a  careful  business  man  he  inquired  into  all  the  State 
laws  governing  corporations  and  employers ;  he  learned 
also  of  the  proposed  eight-hour  law,  the  "One  Day 
Rest  In  Seven,"  the  "Minimum  Wage,"  etc.  Then  he 
threw  up  his  hands : 

"Our  plant  will  cost  about  $3,000,000,"  said  he,  "and 
we  cannot  afford  to  take  a  chance  on  your  State  Legis- 
lature ;  to  your  franchise  taxes,  your  eight-hour  law, 
one  day's  rest  in  seven,  drastic  compensation  act,  min- 
imum wage  and  others  ;  I  will  have  to  say  'good-night.' 
You  have  the  best  of  raw  material,  your  transportation 
facilities  and  nearness  to  new  markets  are  great  at- 
tractions, but  are  more  than  counterbalanced  by  your 
legislation.  Sorry,  but  I  am  going  back  to  Pittsburg." 
And  he  went.

MARINE  NEWS. 

An  unusual  import  b}'  the  Steamer  Peru  from  Mex- 
ico was  a  shipment  of  92  tons  of  corn. 


The  arrival  at  San  Francisco  on  the  17th  of  the 
American-Hawaiian  Steamer  Pennsylvania  from  Phila- 
delphia in  the  record  time  of  seventeen  days  via  Cris- 
tobal eleven  days,  gives  an  object  lesson  of  the  Panama 
Canal  as  a  time  and  distance  saver.  The  average  time 
via  ATajellan  for  same  voyage  was  fifty-five  days. 
Vessel  came  in  ballast  to  load  a  full  cargo  of  general 
California  products  for  Eastern  ports. 


The  first  steamer  of  the  Emery  Line  of  Boston  to 
leave  that  port  for  San  Francisco  was  the  Steamer 
Atlantic,  sailing  on  September  6th.  Will  be  followed 
by  sister  ship  Pacific  about  October  1st.  These  ves- 
sels are  large  freighters  netting  3348  tons  and  will  be 
used  in  transporting  lumber  and  general  merchandise 
between  the  two  cities. 


The  following  steamers  will  ply  regularly  between 
.San  Francisco  and  Atlantic  Coast  ports  in  the  Sudden 
&  Christenson  line:  Steamers  John  A.  Hooper,  Lewis 
K.  Thurlow,  Peter  H.  Crowell,  Neches  and  Montoso. 
These  are  all  of  large  tonnage  and  will  carry  lumber 
and  merchandise. 


The  British  Steamer  Jose  de  Larrinaga  and  British 
Steamer  Farley  have  been  fixed  for  barley  from  San 
Francisco  for  LInited  Kingdom.  Other  charters  ef- 
fected lately  were  British  Steamer  Cape  Finisterre 
from  Moji  for  San  Francisco  with  coal ;  British 
Steamers  Cairnhill  and  British  Steamer  Orange  River, 
coal  from  Newcastle  to  San  Francisco. 


The  largest  shipment  of  flour  from  San  Francisco 
in  a  single  vessel  for  Central  American  ports  went  out 
in  the  P.  M.  S.  S.  Co.'s  City  of  Para,  which  carried 
12,702  barrels. 


CUZCO  OFF  FOR  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

Monday  noon,  September  the  21st,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  sent  a  delegation  down  to  bid  bon  voyage 
to  the  Cuzco  on  her  trip  to  the  west  coast  of  South 
America.  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  acted  as  hosts  at  a  light 
luncheon.  Needless  to  say,  the  ship  was  loaded  to  the 
gunwale  with  California  products.  The  Foreign  Trade 
Department  sent  the  commercial  organizations  of 
Peru,  Chile  and  Colombia  a  greeting  in  Spanish  of 
the  visit  of  the  Cuzco,  and  worked  in  conjunction  with 
the  Consuls  of  the  respective  countries  in  this  city. 
This  is  the  first  direct  sailing  San  Francisco  has  had 
with  this  territory — a  direct  sailing  in  every  sense  of 
the  word — no  stops  being  made  at  any  other  Pacific 
Coast  port.

THE  CALL  TO  ARMS 


Frederick  J.  Koster  expressed  the  rifjht  sentiment 
when  he  stated  at  the  weekly  luncheon  meeting  held 
in  the  ball  room  at  the  Palace  last  Friday,  "It  must  be 
very  gratifying-  to  President  Michaels  and  our  other  of- 
ficers to  see  this  gathering  and  to  note  the  quality  of 
the  men  present.  I  say  this  with  all  due  regard  that  I 
consider  this  one  of  the  most  important  meetings  that 
has  been  held  in  this  city  for  some  time.  He  then  went 
on  to  describe  the  work  of  the  Membership  Commit- 
tee, and  the  Committee  on  Co-operation  with  Califor- 
nia Organizations,  and  told  how  hard  it  was  to  get  the 
same  interest  in  the  combined  efifort  of  the  business 
community  as  men  devote  to  their  own  special  busi- 
nesses. It  is  hard  to  get  the  members  to  take  a  vital 
interest  in  the  very  work  of  which  they  are  a  part. 
The  only  way  to  meet  the  attacks  being  made  upon 
business  today  is  through  co-operative  eflort. 

President  Michaels  presided  and  announced  that  this 
meeting  was  called  to  inform  all  the  committees  what 
some  of  the  other  committees  are  doing,  and  further 
stated  that  most  of  the  work  of  the  Chamber  was  done 
by  committees,  the  Board  of  Directors  acting  on  ques- 
tions of  policy  and  as  a  clearing  house  for  the  commit- 
tees. Committees  do  not  alwaj's  know  what  is  going 
on  outside  of  their  own  committee. 

B.  F.  Sclilesinger,  Chairman  of  the  Insurance  and  Fire 
Protection  Committee,  and  Vocational  Training  Committee 
followed.  He  stated  that  the  Insurance  Committee  had  done 
good  work  for  the  business  community  and  suggested  that 
the  business  men  should  respect  the  fire  underwriters  more, 
which  they  would  do,  if  they  understood  conditions  as  regards 
fire  hazard  involved  in  the  fixing  of  rates.  In  referring  to 
the  work  in  vocational  training  he  stated  that  with  a  Mini- 
mum Wage  Law,  the  Eight  Hour  Law  and  the  Compensation 
Act,  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  vocational  training,  also 
that  this  community  is  backward  in  this  respect. 

Captain  Robert  Dollar,  Chairman  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Committee,  asserted  that  the  main  object  of  the  existence 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  lies  in  the  last  part  of  its 
name, — the  word  "Commerce."  Without  commerce  there 
would  be  no  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  told  of  a  recent 
meeting  in  Washington  where,  in  reply  to  an  attack  that  had 
been  made  upon  this  city,  he  stated.  "Our  foreign  commerce 
will  increase  so  that  in  time  we  will  go  ahead  of  New  York 


and  t!ie  center  of  the  commerce  of  the  world  will  be  trans-     ' 
ferred  to  the   Pacific  instead  of  the  Atlantic.     When   China 
wakes  up,  where  one-fourth  of  the  human  family  lives,  there 
will  be  a  great  development  in  foreign  trade." 

The  Traffic   Bureau  of  the  Chamber  was  ably  represented     ' 
by  Seth  Mann,  Attorney  and  Manager.     He  said,  "I  will  not 
try  to  tell  how  this  Traffic  Bureau  (and  its  predecessors)  has 
and  is  saving  the  merchants  of  this  State  a  million  dollars  a    i 
year.     The  Trafiic   Bureau   is  a  defensive   institution   largely."^ 
Every   large   city   in    the    United   States    has   a   well-equipped 
Traffic    Bureau."      Mr.    Mann    then    described    in    detail    the 
workings,  aims  and  objects  of  the  work  of  the  Traffic    Bureau. 

Brevity  is  truly  the  spice  of  life,  as  was  demonstrated  when 
R.  Volmer.  Chairman  of  the  Grain  Committee,  described  the 
work  of  the  Grain  Trade  Association  in  record  time.     He  was     I 
the  only  speaker  who  did  not  exceed  his  time  limit.  I 

O.  D.  Stoesser,  President  of  the  California  .^pple  Annual,  the  | 
speaker  of  the  day,  delivered  an  excellent  address  and  opened 
the  eyes  of  all  those  present  as  to  the  status  and  possibilities 
of  the  apple  industry.  In  describing  the  work  of  the  Apple 
Association,  he  stated:  "In  the  fall  of  1909  we  gathered  a 
committee  in  Watsonville  to  prove  that  California  is  an 
apple-producing  district.  The  apple  occupies  the  same  posi- 
tion among  the  fruits  as  does  the  potato  in  the  vegetable 
world.  Tlie  apple  should  receive  more  attention  than  it  has 
in  the  past.  The  Watsonville  show  of  1910  was  the  largest 
apple  show  ever  held  in  the  world.  In  that  year  California 
was  not  known  as  an  apple-producing  State.  The  judges  of 
the  Apple  Show  come  from  all  over  the  countrj*.  I  believe 
that  the  people  of  .San  Francisco  and  all  other  cities  are  in- 
terested in  the  development  of  the  State.  You  should  be 
interested  in  what  is  being  done  in  the  country  as  it  is  to  your 
interest.  By  your  attendance  you  can  make  the  California 
Apple  Annual  a  success."  His  talk  was  enlivened  by  anec- 
dotes and  personal   experiences   that   proved  his  contention. 

The  workings  of  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  were  ex- 
plained by  George  Q.  Chase,  its  Chairman.  "The  Retail 
Trade  Committee  is  a  great  big  overgrown  baby  in  about 
eighteen  months.  We  represent  forty-eight  different  organ- 
izations." He  described  how  one  of  the  largest  dailies  at  the 
end  of  a  year  gave  columns  to  the  retail  trade  of  the  city, 
where  formerly  they  did  not  even  mention  it,  all  due  to  the 
work  of  the  Retail  Trade  Committee. 

The  last  speaker  was  Alfred  E.  Raas,  Chairman  of  the 
Wholesale  Trade  Extension  Committee.  He  read  a  paper 
describing  the  work  of  this  committee  and  the  excursions 
which  have  been  held  around  the  State  and  finished  with  an 
appeal  to  the  wholesalers  of  the  city  to  participate  in  the 
coming  excursion   to  the   Sacramento  Valley. 


DECISION  OF  THE 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  just  decided  the  cases 
involving  the  river  rates  between  San  Francisco  and 
Stockton  and  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento,  and 
also  the  cases  involving  the  rail  rates  between  San 
Francisco  and  Stockton.  The  Chamber  was  repre- 
sented in  these  cases  by  its  attorney  and  its  man- 
ager. In  the  river  cases,  the  commission  held  that 
the  boat  lines  had  not  sustained  the  burden  of  sat- 
isfying the  commission  that  the  increase  of  the  wa- 
ter rates  was  justifiable.  Accordingly  the  present 
scale  of  class  rates  between  San  Francisco  and  Stock- 
ton of 
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will  remain  via  the  boat  lines.  The  Southern  Pacific 
Company  boat  lines  and  the  California  Transportation 
Company  were  permitted  to  cancel  the  commodity 
rates  which  have  applied  on  S.OOO-pound  and  10,000- 
pound  lots  between  San  Francisco  and  Sacramento 
only,  with  the  understanding  that  specific  carload  com- 
modity rates  intermediate  in  application  be  published. 

In  the  applications  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany, Western  Pacific  and  Santa  Fe  to  increase  class 
and  commodity  rates  via  rail  lines  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Stockton  and  other  points,  the  commission

ordered  that  these  companies  be  authorized  to  publish 
and  file  a  tariff  to  become  effective  within  twenty  days 
from  the  date  of  the  order,  prescribing  the  following 
class  rates  between  San  Francisco  and  Stockton: 
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and  to  advance  such  class  rates  to  points  beyond  the 
city  of  .Stockton  in  order  to  bring  the  rates  authorized 
to  Stockton  within  the  provision  of  the  long  and  short 
haul  clause  of  the  .State  Constitution.  As  to  the  other 
proposed  advances,  they  were  denied  without  preju- 
dice. It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  rail  carriers  will 
take  advantage  of  the  permissive  order  of  the  commis- 
sion and  depart  from  the  policy  of  many  years'  stand- 
ing of  equalizing  their  rates  with  the  boat  line  rates.  ^ 
In  stating  the  opinion  of  the  comtnission,  Commis-V. 
sioner  Eshleman  said:  "The  commission  now  has  be- 
fore it  the  matter  of  readjusting  the  entire  scheme  of  ■ 
class  rates  from  San  Francisco  into  the  Sacramento 
Valley,  and  because  of  the  contentions  of  various  job- 
bing centers  it  is  apparent  that  the  commission  must 
proceed  with  an  investigation  into  the  adjustment  of 
rates  not  only  from  San  Francisco  but  between  all 
intermediate  points  in  order  that  whatever  adjustment 
is  made  should  clarify  the  entire  situation." 
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EIGHT  HOUR  LAW  UNCONSTITUTIONAL 

ifc'  I  -  HOUGH  the  people  may  initiate  legislation  and  thereby  voice  their  economic  theories  of  gov- 

JL       ernment  it  must  be  remembered  that  such  legislation,  whether  it  be  in  the  form  of  an  act  or 

an  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution  must  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the  United  States 

Constitution. 

"Section  1,  Article  XIV,  of  that  constitution  provides  that  no  state  shall  deprive  any  person  of  life, 

liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of  law,  nor  deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal 

protection  of  the  laws. 

"It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  the  proposed  law,  even  if  adopted  by  the  electors  at  the  November 

election,  would  be  unconstitutional." — Opinion  of  Attorney  General  Webb  on  the  eight-hour  law. 


That  the  proposed  eight-hour  law  would  be  nnconsti- 
tutional  is  the  conclusion  of  U.  S.  Webb,  attorney  gen- 
eral of  the  state,  in  an  exhaustive  opinion  transmitted 
to  the  governor.  The  determined,  and  apparently  suc- 
cessful opposition  to  the  proposition  caused  the  gover- 
nor to  call  on  the  attorney  general  for  an  opinion  as 
to  its  constitutionality  and  it  was  given,  an  opinion  cov- 
ering thirty-seven  t3^pewritten  pages,  about  9,000 
words,  and  going  very  thoroughly  into  the  subject,  cit- 
ing numerous  cases  wherein  similar  laws  had  been 
declared  unconstitutional,  not  only  by  the  various  state 
courts  but  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  In  part 
the  attorney  general  says ; 

"It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  question  itself 
is  one  which  involves  to  a  large  degree,  economic  poli- 
cies of  government.  Such  policies  have  changed  mate- 
rially in  recent  years  and  acts  which  formerly  were 
regarded  as  freely  open  to  the  citizens  of  the  country 
are  no^v  universally  regarded  as  proper  subjects  of  re- 
strictions and  even  prohibition  on  the  part  of  the  sov- 
ereign power.  That  sovereign  power  lies  now,  as  it 
has  alwaj^s  lain  in  this  countiy,  with  the  people,  though 
it  is  only  recently  that  the  people  have  taken  to  them- 
selves more  directly  the  power  of  the  initiative  in  legis- 
lation which  formerly  they  left  to  a  body  of  their 
citizens  chosen  by  themselves. 

"But  though  the  people  may  initiate  legislation  and 
thereby  voice  their  economic  theories  of  government, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  such  legislation,  whether 
it  be  in  the  form  of  an  act  or  an  amendment  to  the 
state  constitution,  must  accord  with  the  provisions  of 
the  United  States  Constitution. 

"Section  I  of  Article  XIV  of  that  constitution  pro- 
vides that  no  state  shall  deprive  any  person  of  life, 
liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of  law,  nor 
deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws. 

"While  this  provision  remains  all  laws  of  a  state, 
whether  adopted  by  the  legislature  or  the  people,  must 
conform  thereto  and  be  interpreted  in  the  light  in 
which  the  highest  court  of  the  land  has  construed  that 
section,  finding  therein  a  protection  to  the  people  from 
what  the  court  has  considered  to  be  an  unlawful  in- 
fringement by  the  state  upon  individual  rights. 

"The  purposes  of  the  14th  amendment,  adopted  im- 
mediately after  the  Civil  War,  and  in  view  of  the  cir- 


cumstances wliich  occasioned  that  war,  was  to  protect 
the  individual  in  his  personal  liberty  as  against  op- 
pression by  the  state  or  other  individuals  of  the  state, 
whether  they  formed  a  majority  of  that  state  or  not. 
But  this  personal  liberty,  which  was  thereby  assured 
to  the  individual,  was  not  a  personal  liberty  such  as 
to  enable  him  to  act  to  the  detriment  of  the  state. 
And  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  the  states  or  the 
people  of  the  United  States  in  adopting  this  amend- 
ment surrendered  in  any  manner  their  right  to  preserve 
by  legislation  their  own  e.xistence.  Therefore  any 
legislation  which  in  the  minds  of  reasonable  men  has 
a  tendency  to  promote  the  public  welfare  is  permissible 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  in  its  operation  it  may 
affect  in  some  degree  the  personal  liberty  of  the  indi- 
vidual.    *     *     *     * 

"The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Supreme  Court  of  this  State  up  to  the  present  time 
have  been  unwilling  to  sanction  legislation,  which  has 
for  its  object  the  limiting  of  the  hours  of  labor  of  in- 
dividuals unless  that  limitation  is  restricted  to  some 
class  or  occupation  wherein  the  limitation  has  some 
bearing,  in  the  eyes  of  the  court,  upon  the  health  or 
general  welfare  of  the  public  and  that  heretofore  those 
courts  have  not  found  that  such  limitation  has  such 
bearing  when  addressed  generally  to  all  individuals  ir- 
respective of  sex  or  occupation. 

"It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  under  the  decisions 
cited  the  proposed  law,  even  if  adopted  by  the  elec- 
tors at  the  November  election,  would  be  unconstitu- 
tional." 

The  attorney  general  held  that  the  basis  for  the  de- 
cisions upholding  the  eight-hour  law  for  women  was 
the  fact  that  it  was  for  the  good  of  the  State ;  that  the 
limitation  of  her  hours  sustained  her  in  her  physical 
condition  and  rendered  her  more  able  to  :arry  the 
duties  of  motherhood. 

The  decisions  cited  and  the  opinion  of  the  attorney 
general  seem,  apparently,  to  settle  the  matter,  but  the 
minority  proponents  of  the  measure  are  so  much  in 
earnest  that  it  is  better  to  settle  the  matter  definitely 
by  casting  an  overwhelming  vote  against  it.  To  fail 
to  vote  "No"  might  result  in  its  adoption  and  a  sub- 
sequent contest  in  the  courts  only  to  have  it  again  de- 
clared unconstitutional,  during  which  time  business 
and  all  industrial  enterprises  would  be  in  a  turmoil. 
All  may  be  avoided  by  simpl}'  voting  "No." 


ANOTHER  WARNING  TO  MERCHANTS. 

In  the  issues  of  the  Bulletin  of  April  6th  and  May 
28,  1914,  the  Traffic  Bureau  warned  merchants  against 
pa3dng  money  to  individuals  who  present  schemes  for 
securing  reduced   interstate  mileage   passenger  rates. 

We  again  repeat  this  warning,  as  we  are  advised 
that  these  men  are  still  operating  in  this  city.  By 
calling  at  the  office  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  further  par- 
ticulars may  be  obtained. 


CALIFORNIA   SWITCHING  CASE  RESET  FOR 
HEARING. 

x\ttention  is  drawn  to  fact  that  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  the  State  of  California  has  reset  the  hearing  of 
the  State  Industrial  Switching  Case  from  October  26th 
to  Monday,  November  23,  1914,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 
Therefore,  members  desirous  of  filing  supplementary 
intrastate  claims  should  be  governed  accordingly. 
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MARINE  NEWS. 

Twenty-six  cargoes  of  the  1914  barley  crop  have 
been  shipped  from  San  Francisco  up  to  September  20th, 
to  Europe  and  New  York  bv  water,  amounting  to 
2,578,784  ctls.,  and  valued  at  $2,997,833. 


The  foreign  tonnage  listed  for  San  Francisco  shows 
a  healthy  increase  over  same  date  last  year,  despite 
the  war.  Tlie  figures  for  this  year  are  243,896,  com- 
pared with  194,0/0  for  1913. 

Receipts  of  Alaska  salmon  by  the  salmon  fleet  to 
September  23rd  were  1,278,946  cs.,  22,032  barrels.  Sev- 
eral other  large  cargoes  are  due  to  arrive  daily. 

Exports  of  rosin  from  San  Francisco  for  September 
were  the  largest  in  a  long  period,  amounting  to  6,102 
ctls.    Same  can  be  said  of  lead,  which  were  25.194  ctls. 


The  first  arrival  in  San  Francisco  of  vessel  under 
the  Swedish  flag  in  several  years  was  the  Swedish 
motor  ship,  Kronprinz  Gustaf  .A.dolf,  arriving  in  port 
on  September  24th  from  Gothenburg,  Copenhagen,  and 
Hull,  with  general  cargo  consigned  to  W.  R.  Grace 
&  Co.  This  is  the  first  carrier  of  the  new  Johnson 
line,  between  Sweden,  Denmark  and  Pacific  Coast 
ports. 


A  fleet  of  about  forty  large  steamers  are  now  en- 
gaged in  the  transportation  of  freight  between  the  At- 
lantic and  Pacific  via  the  Canal. 


INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  HEARING. 

During  the  week  of  Septemljcr  14th,  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  Examiner  Thurtell,  held  hear- 
ings in  San  Francisco  in  relation  to  FOURTH  SEC- 
TION applications  of  the  Southern  Pacific,  Western 
Pacific,  .Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  and 
Pacific  Freight  Tarifif  fjureau. 

It  is  understood  that  the  FOURTH  SECTION,  is 
that  portion  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  law  which 
forbids  a  greater  charge  for  a  longer  distance  than 
is  made  for  a  shorter  distance  in  the  same  direction 
on  the  same  commodity.  In  other  words,  these  appli- 
cations relate  to  the  "long  and  short  haul  clause." 

The  applications  cover  a  wide  range  of  territory  and 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  repre- 
sented through  its  Traffic  Bureau  at  the  hearings  in 
order  to  keep  informed  of  the  proceedings  and  to  pro- 
tect San  Francisco's  interest  as  it  might  appear  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  hearings. 


CLEAR  BILL  OF  LADING. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  has  issued  a 
general  order,  eflfective  October  1,  1914,  providing  that 
the  railroads  shall  hereafter  issue  clean  bills  of  lading 
to  shippers  of  carload  freight,  and  discontinue  the  prac- 
tice of  making  the  notation  of  "Shipper's  load  and 
count,"  on  the  bill  of  lading. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  order: 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  all  railroads  issue  to  shippers  of 
carload  freight  from  agency  stations  a  clean  bill  of  lading 
at  the  request  of  the  shipper  and  in  such  cases  to  discontinue 
the  practice  of  noting  on  bill  of  lading  "Shipper's  load  and 
count." 

It  is  further  ordered  that  upon  request  of  shipper  of  car- 
load freight  from  a  non-agency  station  the  railroad  will  send 
a  man  to  check  the  loading  and  issue  a  clean  bill  of  lading, 
the  expense,  except  transportation  of  man  to  and  from  point 
of  loading  to  perform  service  of  check,  to  be  borne  by  the 
shipper.

SAN    FRANCISCO   CHAMBER   OF   COMMERCE 


THE  NEW  CRISIS  AND  THE  NEW  PATRIOTISM 


At  the  largest  luncheon  meeting  yet  held  by  the 
Chamber  (as  was  predicted).  Edward  F.  Trefz,  Field 
Secretary  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States,  delivered  an  address  to  over  300  of  the  business 
men  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  ball  room  of  the  Palace 
Hotel,  that  "drove  home"  the  general  conditions  af- 
fecting business  in  this  country  today.  Judging  from 
the  spontaneous  applause  that  greeted  ]\Ir.  Trefz  upon 
the  conclusion  of  his  address,  his  words  of  wisdom  were 
greatly  appreciated. 

There  are  three  things  that  this  country  must  do. 
First,  the  merchant  marine  must  be  rehabilitated.  Sec- 
ond, banks  must  be  given  such  assistance  and  direction 
as  necessary  to  establish  credits  in  South  America  and 
carry  on  the  business  represented  by  them.  Third, 
we  must  guarantee  to  those  men  who  manufacture, 
protection  against  those  who  come  into  this  country 
to  destroy  the  very  business  that  our  manufacturers 
are  building  up.  So  declared  Mr.  Trefz  in  summing 
up  conditions  as  they  exist.  In  opening  his  address  he 
stated  that  he  had  appeared  before  over  300  commercial 
organizations  since  he  was  out  here  a  year  ago  and 
that  he  had  always  spoken  of  San  Francisco  as  the 
wonder  city  of  the  world.  He  congratulated  the  local 
organization  on  its  luncheon  meetings  and  told  how 


which  is  just  and  right.  The  crisis  we  are  facing  to- 
day has  been  a  great  thing  for  us.  In  the  past  it  has 
not  been  fashionable  for  business  men  to  consult  the 
President  in  the  White  House.  When  the  crisis  came 
on,  word  came  from  Washington  to  President  John  H. 
Fahey,  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
.States,  that  the  President  wanted  to  consult  the  busi- 
ness men  relative  to  the  situation.  (President  Fahey 
knows  more  about  the  relations  between  organizations 
and  business  men  in  this  country  and  the  old  country 
than  any  man  in  the  United  States  today).  In  fifty- 
six  hours  some  of  the  biggest  business  men  in  the 
country  were  down  in  Washington  to  help  and  consult. 
We  cannot  have  a  civilization  without  business.  Who 
stands  behind  the  railroads,  the  streets,  the  lights,  the 
schools,  the  colleges  and  the  churches?  The  business 
man.  The  crisis  has  been  a  splendid  thing  to  show  us 
our  real  friends.  The  only  bank  to  go  into  South  Am- 
erica to  establish  credits — to  keep  the  business  man  in 
New  York  from  bankruptcy  was  the  National  City 
Bank  of  New  York,  practically  controlled  by  the  Stand- 
ard Oil.  In  another  year  we  will  all  have  to  wear  white 
sox  whether  we  want  to  or  not.  There  are  no  dye 
stuffs  manufactured  in  this  country.  We  should  be 
able  to  manufacture  dye  stuffs  here.     The  dye  people 


Chicago  labored  for  three  years  to  get  100  members  to     have  assured  me  that  we  could  manufacture  anythin 


attend  their  weekly  luncheon  and  that  now  over  700 
attended  weekly. 

"Ninety  per  cent  of  the  animosities  of  this  life  would 
be  wiped  out  if  we  knew  each  other  as  we  are.  Or- 
ganizations are  doing  away  with  this  feeling.  Know- 
ing each  other  better  the  business  men  are  going  to 
bridge  the  chasm  between  legislation  and  business. 

In  the  early  part  of  August,  between  morning  and 
night  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  stagnation  had  come. 
Men  looked  into  each  other's  faces  and  wondered  what 
was  to  happen.  Forty-eight  steamers  in  the  North 
River  were  digging  their  prows  into  the  Jersey  shore. 
Thirty  thousand  freight  cars  in  Hoboken,  Jersey  City 
and  Weehawken  with  products  from  the  middle  west 
congesting  these  yards  because  this  nation  had  only 
six  ships  under  our  flag  on  the  Atlantic.  The  central 
west  has  always  fought  against  the  rehabilitation  of 
the  merchant  marine.  In  addition  we  were  absolutely 
powerless  to  do  anything  with  the  situation  through  the 
banking  conditions.  However,  this  thing  came  about 
most  naturally." 

He  then  told  how  we  had  scored  legislation  against 
the  railroads  but  predicted  that  taking  legislation  into 
consideration  the  railroads  will  turn  back  into  this 
country  everything  they  have  cost  and  a  margin  of 
profit  besides.  In  the  words  of  President  Trumbull  of 
the  Chesapeake  Railroad,  "The  need  of  this  country 
today  is  open  plumbing  legislation."  Mr.  Trefz  then 
went  on  to  state  that  business  has  always  kept  just 
one  step  ahead  of  legislation.  Business  is  like  the  pio- 
neers of  old,  they  were  a  law  unto  themselves. 

"Ninety-eight  and  a  half  per  cent  of  the  business  men 
of  America  are  absolutely  right  and  mean  to  do  that 


we  needed  in  this  country  but  that  dye  stuffs  could  be 
manufactured  a  little  cheaper  in  Germany.  They  dc 
not  want  to  take  a  risk  by  manufacturing  now  and  hav- 
ing the  other  fellow  take  the  business  away  from  them 
next  year. 

We  have  discovered  our  weaknesses  and  rehabili- 
tated our  strength.  I  asked  Mr.  Frank  Vanderlip  ot 
New  York,  before  coming  west  (and  I  think  there  is 
no  man  in  America  so  well  advised),  what  message  I 
could  bring  with  me.  He  told  me  to  say.  "We  are 
standing  on  the  threshold  of  twenty  years  of  unpreced- 
ented prosperity." 

The  Government  has  learned  the  value  of  business 
and  business  men  are  commencing  to  have  confidence 
in  Congress. 


Mr.  Trefz  closed  his  address  with  a  description  of  the 
Chariot  Race,  as  Lew  Wallace  saw  it  in  Ben  Hur. 
He  described  the  chariots  of  the  Athenians,  the  Rom- 
ans, the  Greeks,  the  Sidonians,  the  Byzantines  and  the 
Jew,  how  as  each  chariot  completed  its  circuit,  one  of 
the  golden  balls  were  taken  down  in  front  of  the  stand, 
how  the  Jew  led  and  as  the  ninth  ball  had  been  taken 
down  the  Romans,  Byzantines,  and  Sidonians  locked 
their  chariot  wheels  except  for  a  narrow  space  into 
which  they  hoped  Ben  Hur's  horses  would  run.  Ben 
Hur,  with  his  powerful  arms,  lifted  his  horses'  heads 
and  rode  clear  over  the  Byzantines.  A  woman  in  the 
box  cried  out,  "Those  arms !  Whence  got  he  those 
arms!"  when  Ben  Hur's  rival  sneered,  "Those  arms, 
got  he  arowing  in  the  galleys."

INTERCHANGEABLE  MILEAGE 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  never 
at  any  time  endorsed  any  campaign  or  scheme  for 
interchangeable  mileage.  The  Chamber  has  frequent- 
ly had  occasion  to  warn  its  members  to  be  careful 
as  to  the  representations  and  integrity  of  such 
schemes.  A  recent  publication  of  a  magazine  devoted 
to  interchangeable  mileage  publishes  a  letter  from  the 
President  of  the  "Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Fran- 
cisco," dated  1909,  on  this  subject,  which  letter  is  in 


general  terms  and  is  not  to  be  construed  in  any  way 
as  an  endorsement  of  any  particular  scheme.  This  let- 
ter is  published  without  a  date  and  is  being  construed 
as  an  endorsement  of  the  present  organization.

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REGULATING  PUBLIC  UTILITIES 


NUMBER  28  ON  THE  BALLOT.— Office  holders 
and  politicians  are  lighting  this  amendment,  which  places 
in  the  hands  of  the  Railroad  Commission  the  exclusive 
power  to  fix  rates  on  all  public  utilities  in  incorporated 
municipalities,  water,  light,  heat,  power,  telephone, 
telegraph,  express,  street  and  inter-urban  railroads, 
canals,  pipe  lines,  storage  and  wharfage.  A  similar  law 
adopted  at  the  special  election  of  October  10,  1911, 
excepted  incorporated  cities,  and  the  operation  of  the 
law  has  encouraged  the  opinion  that  it  should  b^  ex- 
tended to  incorporated  cities. 

The  fixing  of  rates  for  public  utilities  is  probably 
the  greatest  source  of  municipal  corruption  in  office  in 
the  United  States.  It  is  not  necessary  to  go  into  de- 
tails ;  they  are  too  obvious.  Politicians  and  dema- 
gogues are  fighting  it  in  order  to  preserve  the  source 
of  their  spell-binding  arguments.  In  every  municipal 
campaign  one  hears  the  same  stock  argument,  the  dire 
threats  of  what  will  be  done  to  the  "greedy,  grinding, 
grasping,  soulless"  corporations  if  so  and  so  is  elected. 
Does  any  one  remember  of  those  threats  having  been 
carried  out? 

When  rate-fixing  time  comes  round,  every  voter  and 
taxpayer  knows  what  to  expect ;  wrangling  and  gallery 
play  in  the  council  or  supervisorial  chamber  for  the 
benefit  of  an  expectant  audience ;  contradictory  and 
conflicting  reports  from  experts,  then  more  argument. 
After  weeks  of  delay  and  publicity  for  the  demagogues 
the  rates  are  fixed  and  then  the  utility,  gas,  water,  elec- 
tricit)^,  power,  or  whatever  it  is,  files  an  injunction 
against  their  collection.  There  the  matter  rests  for 
one,  two  or  three  years,  while  the  company  goes  on 
collecting  the  rate  that  existed  prior  to  the  one  en- 
joined, the  court  permitting  collection  under  an  order 


impounding  in  the  treasury  of  the  corporation,  the  ex- 
cess between  the  new  and  old  rate,  until  such  time  as 
the  court  of  last  resort  shall  determine  its  disposition. 
After  a  lapse  of  two  or  three  years  the  municipality 
compromises  with  the  utility  and  the  excess  collections 
are  split  "SO-50,"  half  to  the  consumer  and  half  to  the 
company,  the  former  probably  paying  more  in  the  end 
than  if  an  equitable  rate  had  been  fixed  in  the  first  in- 
stance. The  office-holder  and  politician  "passes  it  up" 
to  the  courts  and  begin  going  over  the  same  weary 
circle  again. 

There  is  every  indication  that  the  people  are  tiring 
of  this  and  see  a  wa}'  out  of  the  maze  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Railroad  Commission,  whose  experts  and 
engineers  have,  through  experience  and  knowledge  of 
conditions  in  all  parts  of  the  state,  acquired  a  good 
working  idea  of  the  cost  of  production  and  distribution. 
The  people  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  as  the 
Railroad  Commission  has  exhibited  a  fair,  just  and 
equitable  spirit  toward  all  parties  and  shown  a  per- 
sistent desire  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  people 
in  the  country  districts,  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  that 
the  commission  would  not  manifest  the  same  spirit  and 
desire  toward  municipalities. 

As  the  law  now  stands  a  corporation  supplying  a 
utility  to  the  residents  of  a  municipality  and  the  sub- 
urbs outside  the  limits  has  its  rate  in  the  city  fixed  by 
the  municipal  officials  and  outside  the  limits  by  the 
Railroad  Commission.  I\lake  it  uniform  by  giving  the 
commission  authority  to  fix  the  entire  rate. 

AVisconsin  has  a  similar  law  and  the  people  there 
seem  satisfied  with  the  result.  It  looks  like  a  good 
proposition  and  the  cities  expect  the  country  districts 
to  help  put  it  into  effect.  Let  us  vote  "Yes"  for  Num- 
ber 28  on  the  ballot.

INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION 
HEARING  IN  CHICAGO. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Cnninierce  will  be 
represented  through  the  Traffic  Bureau  at  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  hearing,  which  will  be 
held  in  Chicago,  October  6th,  on  the  Kansas-California 
Flour  Rate  Case,  and  on  the  application  of  the  trans- 
continental rail  carriers  for  relief  under  the  "long  and 
sliort  haul  clause"  of  the  Fourth  Section  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  .•\ct,  praying  for  permission  to  deviate 
from  the  "long  and  short  haul"  provision  and  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission's  order,  recently  up- 
held by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  in  freight 
rates  on  certain  commodities  to  the  Inter-mountain 
Territory  from  points  east  of  the  Missouri  River,  it  be- 
ing the  desire  of  the  rail  carriers  to  maintain  higher 
rates  to  this  Inter-mountain  Territory  than  they  at  the 
same  time  carry  to  Pacific  Coast  terminal  points.  These 
are  very  important  matters  to  the  manufacturing,  job- 
bing and  merchandising  interests  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  Pacific  Coast.  The  hearing  will  be  attended  by 
representatives  of  shippers  and  commercial  bodies  and 
the  railroads  from  all  over  the  United  States.

and  Trust  Company  of  Indianapolis  has  launched  a 
.$25,000,000  company  to  go  systematically  after  this 
business.  The  plan  provides  for  the  organization  of 
the  manufacturers  of  the  United  States,  each  taking  a 
certain  amoinit  of  the  stock  of  this  compau}'.  It  con- 
templates the  erection  of  coliseum  buildings  in  the  prin- 
cipal cities  of  South  America,  where  the  manufactures

LEGISLATION 


WATER  COMMISSION  ACT,  No.  6. 
By  George  O.  Perry. 

The  weekly  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Chamber,  held 
last  Friday,  brought  out  an  interested  delegation,  who 
sliuvved  deep  appreciation  of  the  information  divulged 
relative  to  the  three  of  the  forty-eight  propositions  on 
the  November  ballot,  which  were  discussed.  The  first 
speaker,  Mr.  George  O.  Perry,  led  a  discussion  in  favor 
uf  the  Water  Commission  Act.  He  said  in  part,  "Law 
making  seems  to  have  become  a  popular  practice  in 
these  days.  The  1911-1913  sessions  of  the  legislature 
aggregate  5,000  pages  of  statutory  law.  The  longest 
proposition  and  the  one  involving  the  most  complicated 
mterests  comprises  17,000  words.  A  commission  is 
proposed  to  consist  of  three  active  members,  allowed  to 
grant  licenses  governing  districts  of  water  and  pass 
upon  all  disputes  arising  thereto.  In  order  to  put  such 
a  commission  into  efifect,  we  must  ascertain  the  flow 
of  the  streams  and  how  far  water  is  appropriated.  The 
commission  may  be  required  to  take  up  the  matter  of 
forfeiting  the  licenses  that  have  been  granted.  The 
commission  further  provides  that  water  rights  having 
been  granted  to  licensees,  the  license  may  be  revoked 
and  the  property  taken  for  public  purposes. 

The  main  objection  to  the  act  is  the  enormous  cost 
required  and  the  army  of  employees  to  do  the  work. 
Every  stream  must  be  brought  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  commission  and  surveys  made.  Litigation  will 
be  frequent  and  cumbersome.  Wyoming,  Oregon,  Ne- 
vada and  Nebraska  have  such  laws.  They  have  been 
declared  invalid  in  Wyoming,  have  been  amended  in 
Oregon,  and  Nevada  has  three  actions  in  court.  Cities 
should  consider  the  wants  and  desires  of  the  farmer." 

Ex-Governor  Pardee  followed  Mr.  Perry,  upholding 
the  Water  Commission  Act.  "Just  this  kind  of  a  law 
has  been  successful  in  Oregon  and  Wyoming.  Nevada's 
law  is  a  different  law.  Oregon  has  settled  1,000  water 
rights  cases  at  $10  each  without  one  single  appeal.  In 
twenty  years  15,000  water  rights  were  settled  in  Wy- 
oming with  only  fifteen  appeals,  and  they  were  made 
in  the  early  days  of  the  law.  The  Water  Commis- 
sion will  cost  a  lot  of  money,  but  it  will  save  a  lot  of 
money.  Upon  the  water  rights  depends  the  future 
prosperity  of  this  State.  The  water  commission  law  is 
founded  upon  Oregon's  law,  which  it  follows  very 
closely  and  where  it  is  absolutely  successful.  No  one 
thinks  of  having  a  contest  over  water  rights  in  Ore- 
gon. 

REGULATION   OF  PUBLIC  UTILITIES,  No.  28. 
By  John  A.  Britton. 

Should  public  service  corporations  be  regulated? 
They  should.  The  Public  Service  Corporation  Act  in 
this  State  was  passed  by  the  assistance  of  the  public 
service  corporation  men.  What  is  a  public  utility  ?  One 
hundred  years  ago  gas  was  unknown.  Less  than  eighty 
years  ago  the  first  railroad  ran  across  the  country. 
Sixty  years  ago  the  telegraph  was  installed  as  a  com- 
mercial possibility.  Thirty-four  years  ago  telephony 
was  a  commercial  success.  Thirty-three  years  ago  in- 
candescent lighting  was  used  commercially  as  we  now 
know  it.  I  maintain  that  the  gain  in  population  in  this 
countr}'  is  a  direct  result  of  the  acts  of  the  public  util- 
ilies  of  this  country.     No  credit  has  been  given  to  the 


nerve,  risk  and  capital  of  the  public  utilities.  They  are 
to  blame  for  the  causes  that  have  brought  about  their 
regulation.  Massachusetts  in  1885  organized  a  public 
service  commission,  followed  by  Wisconsin  and  New 
York.  The  law  of  1911  was  unreasonable  and  unjust. 
No.  28  amends  it.  No  proper  information  as  to  values 
or  rates  to  be  charged  can  be  had  without  the  Railroad  ^M 
Commission.  How  can  boards  of  trustees  pass  on  val-  ™ 
ues?  Boards  of  supervisors  and  trustees  have  had  it 
within  their  power  to  dam  the  power  of  public  utilities. 
Consider  No.  28  and  allow  justice  to  be  done  to  the  cor- 
porations and  the  people. 

TAXATION  OF  SHIPPING,  No.  8. 

By  C.  H.  Bentley. 

I  am  here  not  as  an  expert,  but  want  to  assist  in  the 
good  work  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  doing, 
and  will  answer  any  call  that  may  be  made  upon  me. 
Your  blood  has  always  flowed  a  little  faster  when  you 
see  the  American  flag  flying  at  the  mast  head.  The 
Chamber  has  endorsed  No.  8,  because  if  a  man  has  the 
nerve  and  the  pluck  to  build  a  vessel,  we  want  it  to  go 
around  the  world  advertising  its  home  port.  At  the 
time  of  the  Civil  War  our  merchant  marine  was  divert- 
ed to  Great  Britain  because  ships  could  be  built  more 
cheaply  abroad.  Registration  laws  required  that  ships 
be  built  in  this  country.  It  cost  too  much  to  build  a 
ship  in  the  oft'-coast  trade.  Railroads  obtained  control 
of  the  inland  waterways  and  water  competition  and 
thus  controlled  the  rates.  Now  ships  can  come  in  un- 
der the  American  flag.  It  is  up  to  us  to  decide  whether 
they  will  bear  the  name  of  San  Francisco  or  whether 
they  will  register  in  free  ports  like  Seattle  and  New 
York.  As  it  is  we  penalize  the  citizen  who  is  patriotic 
enough  to  register  his  vessel  from  his  home  port  by 
ta.xing  him  for  doing  so.  If  he  registers  from  New 
York  or  Seattle  he  is  not  taxed.  Every  nation  of  com- 
mercial importance  has  given  consideration  to  the  needs 
of  transportation.  Every  nation  on  earth  has  subsi- 
dized its  steamship  lines  except  the  United  States. 
British,  French,  German  and  Japanese  ships  have 
driven  us  off  the  seas  because  of  our  registration  and 
our  navigation  laws.  We  have  done  nothing  except  for 
a  few  meager  mail  contracts.  What  is  San  Francisco 
to  do  to  help  in  this?  San  Francisco  has  an  assess- 
ment of  $6,000,000  in  shipping.  Exempt  them  from  lo- 
cal taxation.  Were  it  not  for  our  harbor  and  its  com- 
merce, our  realty  would  not  be  what  it  is.  The  city  has 
not  been  taxed  for  its  harbor.  Our  docks  and  wharves 
have  been  built  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  harbor  rev- 
enues.

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EXEMPTING  VESSELS  FROM  TAXATION 

NO.  8  ON  THE  BALLOT. — "All  vessels  of  more  than  50  tons  burden  registered  at  any  port  in  this  State 
and  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  except  for  State 
purposes,  until  sind  including  the  first  day  of  January,    1935." 

This  amendment  has  to  do  only  with  the  seaboard  aud  navigable  river  counties  of  the  State,  but  those 
counties  need  the  help  of  the  entire  State  to  put  it  through.  Its  success  means  not  only  a  step  toward  an 
American  merchant  marine,  but  a  California  merchant  marine,  and  in  voting  for  it  all  Californians  are  bring- 
ing just  a  little  nearer  the  prosperous  era  when  California  products  will  be  carried  to  all  parts  of  the  world 
in  California  ships,  and  the  State  and  the  hailing  ports  of  its  vessels  will  be  known  in  the  four  quarters  of 
the  globe. 

These  are  the  facts  at  present :  As  the  law  now  stands  a  vessel  registered  fromi  any  California  port  pays 
local  taxes  in  that  county  or  city  and  county.  Vessels  registered  outside  of  California  pay  no  such  taxes,  as 
instance  the  States  of  Washington  and  New  York.  It  is  not  a  good  advertisement  for  the  State  for  vessels 
engaged,  say,  in  a  strictly  local  coast  trade  betwesft  San  Francisco,  Port  Los  Angeles,  San  Diego,  Eureka, 
Crescent  City,  Port  Harford,  Moss  Landing,  Gaviota,  Fort  Bragg,  Santa  Barbara,  Santa  Cruz,  Monterey, 
.  Santa  Monica,  Redondo,  etc.,  and  bay  and  up  river  points,  to  be  registered  from  Seattle  or  New  York  and 
carry  the  fact  in  big  letters  in  a  conspicuous  place. 

That  is  one  of  the  prime  causes  of  Seattle  taking  so  much  of  the  Alaska  trade ;  it  offered  inducements 
to  shipowners  to  register  their  vessels  from  that  port  and  that  they  took  aboard  their  cargoes  in  the  same 
port  followed  as  a  matter  of  course.  In  this  manner  it  had  a  direct  effect  on  the  merchants.  Think  for  a 
minute  and  you  will  realize  which  lost  and  which  gained.  But  its  effect  reached  farther  than  the  merchants. 
It  was  felt  by  the  farmers,  the  orchardists,  the  vineyardists,  the  dairymen  and  the  poultrymen  of  California 
whose  products  had  been  going  by  the  thousands  of  tons  to  Alaska. 

Keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  this  is  only  a  city  and  county  exemption  for  twenty  years.  It  does  not  affect 
the  fees  paid  by  vessels  to  the  United  States  nor  the  tax  to  the  State  of  California,  nor  does  it  have  any  bearing 
on  the  pilotage,  dockage  and  other  fees  paid  by  vessels.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  vessels  en- 
tering and  leaving  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco  alone  pay  pilot  fees  amounting  to  about  $190,000  per  year. 
Last  year  the  shipping  in  San  Francisco  harbor  paid  to  the  State  of  California  in  dockage  and  other  fees  $1,422,- 
887.84  and  in  the  past  ten  years  San  Francisco  shipping  has  been  taxed  by  similar  fees  to  the  amount  of 
$12,557,460.43, 

The  shipping  of  San  Francisco  harbor  has  paid  for  every  wharf  built  in  that  port  and  for  the  improvements 
along  the  water  front.  San  Francisco  shipping  paid  for  the  Ferry  Building  and  no  wharf  or  other  improve- 
ment on  the  harbor  front  ever  cost  a  citizen  of  San  Francisco  or  any  other  county  in  the  State  one  cent. 

As  the  matter  now  stands  we  penalize  and  fine  the  citizen  who  has  the  patriotism  to  register  his  ship  from  a 
California  port.  No  foreign  vessel  will  register  from  a  California  port  as  long  as  it  is  taxed  for  the  privilege 
when  it  can  get  American  register,  exempt  from  local  taxes,  in  other  states  both  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
coasts. 

California  is  now  striving  for  that  vast  South  American  trade.  We  need  ships  to  carry  our  products  to  our 
neighbors  to  the  south  and  to  bring  their  products  to  us.    A  vote  for  this  amendment  will  help. 

Often  a  ship  is  absent  from  its  home  port  for  a  year  or  two,  trading  about  the  world ;  now  when  it  comes 
home  it  is  jumped  on  by  the  county  tax  collector.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  the  ships  that  are  carrying  our  products 
and  our  state  name  throughout  the  "Seven  Seas"  are  no  longer  driven  from  what  is  rightfully  their  home  ports. 
Vote  "Yes"  on  Number  Eight  on  the  ballot. 

The  amendment  has  already  been  endorsed  by  over  100  civic  organizations,  many  interior  chambers  of 
commerce  and  two-thirds  of  the  county  assessors  and  tax  collectors  in  the  State.

'I'lie  total  net  tonnasc  arrixing-  from  yVtlantic  Ports 
\'ia  the  Canal  during  the  month  of  September  was  47,-

and  speak  for  themselves. 


The  British  steamer  Jose  de  Larrango  arrived  here 
October  9th  from  Norfolk,  Va.,  in  ballast  to  load  cargo 
of  barley  for  United  Kingdom.  The  British  steamer 
Farley  arrived  ofT  this  port  October  7th  and  was  or- 
dered to  Puget  Sound  to  load  grain  for  Europe.  These, 
with  several  other  tramp  steamers,  have  been  chartered 
on  the  .Atlantic,  coming  via  the  Canal  to  load  at  Pa- 
cific Coast  ports.  This  is  a  new  departure,  and  owing 
to  the  shorter  route  they  find  it  profitable  to  come  here 
in  ballast  to  load. 


The  British  steamer  Barneson  sailed  from  San  Fran- 
cisco October  8th  for  Colon,  via  Panama  Canal,  for 
orders  with  a  cargo  of  2,840,945  gallons  of  gasoline. 
This  is  the  first  cargo  of  oil  shipped  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  go  via  the  Canal.  The  value  of  cargo  is  $260,- 
3.51,  and  probable  destination   is  England. 


Total  net  tonnage  chartered  and  on  the  way  to  San 
Francisco,  October  9th,  was  252,645  tons.  Same  date 
last  vear,  190,179  tons.

NEW   TRANSCONTINENTAL  FREIGHT 
TARIFFS. 

New  Trans-Continental  Freight  Tariffs  Eastbound 
4-L  and  Westbound  1-N,  issued  in  compliance  with  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission's  modified  fourth  sec- 
tion, order  No.  124  of  Julv  10.  1914,  have  been  received 
by  the  Traffic  Bureau.  Tariff  No.  4-L  is  slated  to  be- 
come effective  November  15.  1914.  and  No.  1-N.  except 
as  noted  in  individual  items,  also  becomes  effective  No- 
vember 15,  1914,  The  changes  carried  apparently  con- 
sist chiefly  of  cancellations  of  commodity  rates  on 
which  there  is  little  or  no  movement.

VIA  RAIL  TO  EUREKA! 

It  is  now  definitely  settled  that  the  railroad  excur- 
sion to  Eureka,  commeinorating  the  driving  of  the 
"last  spike,"  will  leave  San  Francisco  via  the  Sausa- 
lito  Ferry  Friday,  October  23.  1914,  at  7:15  a.  m.,  meet- 
ing the  Humboldt  County  delegation  at  a  point  on  the 
railroad  known  as  Cain  Rock  Crossing,  about  3  o'clock 
of  that  day,  where  the  ceremonies  will  take  place.  The 
train  will  then  proceed  to  Eureka,  arriving  there  about 
9  o'clock. 

The  first  return  train  will  leave  Eureka  on  Sunday, 
October  25th,  at  about  8  o'clock  a.  m.,  making  a  short 
stop  at  Fortuna  to  allow  San  Francisco  visitors  to 
meet  friends  in  that  section,  thence  proceeding  to  .San 
Francisco,  arriving  there  the  same  night. 

The  second  return  train  will  leave  Eureka  on  Tues- 
day, October  27th,  at  about  8  or  9  o'clock,  coming 
straight  through  to  San  Francisco,  and  arriving  there 
the  same  night. 

The  excursionists  are  advised  to  provide  themselves 
with  lunch,  as  no  diner  will  be  provided,  and  the  stops 
en  route  will  not  be  long  enough  for  meals. 

The  number  of  passengers  will  be  limited  to  250  on 
the  excursion,  besides  President  Palmer,  who  will 
travel  in  his  private  car  with  a  number  of  railroad  of- 
ficials and  invited  guests.

BLUE  SKY  LAW 

By  Francis  V.  Keesling. 
Sm,     INVESTMENT  COMPANIES'  ACT. 

Submitted  to  electors  by  referendum.  Creates  slate  corporation  department.  Authorizes  governor  to 
appoint  commissioner  of  corporations  who  shall  employ  necessary  deputies,  fix  their  compensation,  have  con- 
trol over  investment  companies  and  investment  brokers  and  power  of  examination  thereof  as  in  state  banks; 
prohibits  issuance  of  securities  before  investigation  by  commissioner,  regulates  issuance  and  sale  thereof,  tak- 
ing subscriptions  therefor,  advertisements  and  circulars  respecting  same;  creates  fund  from  official  fees  and 
declares  salaries  and  expenses  payable  therefrom;  provides  for  broker's  permit  and  agent's  certificate,  reports 
by  companies  and  brokers,  appeal  to  court  from  commissioner's  decision,  and  penalties  for  violations.

Author- 
izes any  county  or  municipality  to  exempt  from  taxation  for  local  purposes  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  one  or 
more  of  following  classes  of  property;  improvements  in,  on,  or  over  land;  shipping,  household  furniture,  live 
stock,  merchandise,  machinery,  tools,  farming  implements,  vehicles,  other  personal  property  except  franchises ; 
provides  that  ordinance  or  resolution  making  such  exemptions  shall  be  subject  to  referendum;  and  required 
that  taxes  upon  property  not  exempt  from  taxation  shall  be  uniform.

A  persistent  rumor  has  been  circulated  to  the  effect 
tliat  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship 
Company  to  remove  its  headquarters  to  Seattle.  In 
response  to  an  inquiry  addressed  to  this  company  by 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  President  of  the  com- 
pany has  made  the  following  reply : 

"It  is  not  quite  correct  to  say  that  the  company  is 
moving-  its  headquarters  to  Seattle.  My  office  has  been 
in  .Seattle  ever  since  my  connection  with  the  com- 
pany. 

"We  have  had  part  of  our  operating  staff  located 
there,  and  part  of  it  here.  This  has  been  expensive 
and  in  many  ways  inconvenient.  On  account  of  other 
important  interests  which  we  have  on  Puget  Sound, 
it  is  impossible  for  me  to  transfer  my  headquarters 
to  San  Francisco.  I  am  therefore  consolidating  our 
operating  force  in  Seattle  in  order  that  we  may  be  in 
closer  personal  touch,  and  be  able  to  get  away  from 
the  handicap  of  transacting  business  at  long  range 
by  mail  and  telegraph.  This  change  will,  I  believe, 
give  us  a  better  and  more  efficient  working  organiza- 
tion. It  will  result  in  the  transfer  of,  I  think,  less 
than  a  dozen  employees  from  this  city  to  Seattle. 

"Our  traffic  departments,  both  freight  and  passen- 
ger, will  remain  here,  as  will  also  our  Secretary  and 
Board  of  Directors.  We  expect  to  continue  our  pol- 
icy of  making  liberal  purchases  of  material  and  sup- 
plies in  San  Francisco."

The  back  country  to  the  bay  region  appreciates 
these  visits  and  needless  to  say  such  trips  are  ex- 
tremely beneficial  to  the  city  man  from  an  educa- 
tional viewpoint  alone. 


THE  NATION'S  BUSINESS. 

The  official  monthly  publication  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States,  "The  Nation's  Busi- 
ness" for  September,  contains  several  articles,  and 
much  in  the  way  of  valuable  statistics  relative  to  the 
South  American  trade  and  the  far  eastern  trade  situa- 
tion. 

In  commenting  on  the  situation,  the  "Nation's  Busi- 
ness" states: 

"The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States 
has,  since  the  outbreak  of  the  European  war,  given 
reassurance  relative  to  the  world's  needs,  suddenly 
precipitated  by  the  European  war,  and  our  ability  to 
supply  those  needs  in  many  directions. 

"In  the  early  days  of  August  the  immensit}'  of  in- 
ternational trade  disturbance  seemed  to  bring  into 
existence  a  national  convention  that  the  world  of 
trade  was  ours,  Now  there  appears  to  have  come  a 
mental  condition  which  is  tending  to  produce  exces- 
sive caution  and  almost  a  national  doubt  as  to  whether 
we  can  enter  the  world's  markets  successfully.  The 
second  condition  is  as  erroneous  as  the  first. 

"There  is  additional  trade  to  be  had  for  the  United 
States.  It  will  come  to  us  if  we  seek  it,  work  for  it, 
and  deserve  it.  Exactly  as  the  Germans  and  English 
built  up  their  trade  in  the  face  of  obstacles  and  de- 
lays and,  in  some  cases,  through  the  experience  of  dis- 
appointment, so  must  we  expect  to  build  the  greater 
trade  that  the  world  is  ready  to  offer  to  the  best 
trading  nation. 

"Optimism  tempered  by  good  judgment  is  the  right 
spirit  for  this  unequaled  moment  in  our  international 
relations.  If  we  wish  to  compass  the  South  .American 
market  we  must  do  as  has  already  been  done,  meet 
the  needs  of  that  market.  If  our  business  leaders  wish 
trade  from  there,  they  must  not  send  men  of  slight 
experience  in  business,  but  men  of  broad  experience. 
The  best  man,  in  a  business  concern  is  the  only  right 
one  to  influence  a  trade  opportunity  that  has  been 
suddenly  offered  to  us  by  the  misfortunes  of  the  great 
industrial  nations  of  the  earth."

Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  comprising 
well-known  business  men  and  attorneys,  has  had 
under  consideration  for  two  months,  the  forty-eight 
measures  of  the  ballot  to  be  voted  on  November,  3rd. 
The  task  was  apportioned  aniong  three  sub-committees 
who  made  a  thorough  and  careful  investigation  and 
study  of  each. 

The  committee  recommends  that  you  vote  on  each 
measure;  if  you  do  not  there  is  danger  that  a  group  of 
enthusiasts  will  secure  the  adoption  of  some  proposi- 
tion that  will  prove  harmful  to  the  development  of  the 
State.

NEW   TRANS-CONTINENTAL   TARIFFS. 

In  the  last  week's  issue  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  "Activities,"  mention  was  made  of 
the  new  Trans-Continental  Tariffs,  effective  with  No- 
vember IS,  1914. 

West-hound  Tariff  No.  1-N  contains  rates  from 
eastern  shipping  points  to  California  terminals,  and 
also  to  intermediate  points  in  Arizona,  California,  Ne- 
vada, New  Mexico,  Oregon  and  Utah. 

West-bound  Tariff,  No.  4-L  contains  rates  from 
eastern  shipping  points  to  North  Pacific  terminals, 
and  to  intermediate  points  in  Oregon,  Idaho,  Washing- 
ton, Montana,  Utah,  British  Columbia  and  Wyoming. 

These  Tariffs  contain  changes  in  present  commodity 
rates  in  the  nature  of  both  advances  and  reductions. 
In  addition  to  the  changes  in  existing  commodity 
rates,  many  commodities  are  canceled  all  together, 
which  has  the  effect  of  placing  the  articles  under 
class  rates,  which  works  in  the  nature  of  an  increase 
in  rates  on  the  articles  so  treated. 

There  are  no  changes  in  the  class  rates  themselves. 
An  important  addition  to  the  tariff  publications  for- 
merly in  use  is  that  the  new  issue  includes  rates  to 
intermediate  points. 

All  shippers  using  rates  contained  in  Trans-Contin- 
ental Tariffs  are  urged  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
changes  made  in  rates  on  the  commodities  they  handle, 
and  to  be  assured  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
through  its  Traffic  Bureau,  will  give  prompt  and  care- 
ful attention  to  all  requests  for  information  and  assist- 
ance in  determining  the  best  course  to  pursue  in  con- 
nection with  the  new  tariffs  referred  to. 


INSTRUCTIONS  IN  REGARD  TO  CLEAR  BILL 
OF  LADING. 

In  connection  with  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Cali- 
fornia's General  Order  No.  32,  effective  October  1, 
1914,  providing  for  a  clear  bill  of  lading,  the  Traffic 
Bureau  has  issued  Bulletin  No.  12,  setting  forth  infor- 
mation for  those  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
clear  bill  of  lading.    The  Bulletin  is  as  follows: 

"The  Railroad  Commission  of  California  has  issued 
a  general  order,  effective  October  1,  1914,  providing 
that  the  railroads  shall  hereafter  issue  clean  bills  of 
lading  to  shippers  of  carload  freight,  and  discontinue 
the  practice  of  making  the  notation  of  "Shipper's  load 
and  count"  on  the  bill  of  lading. 

"The  following  is  the  te.xt  of  the  order: 

"  'It  is  hereby  ordered  that  all  railroads  issue  to 
shippers  of  carload  freight  from  agency  stations  a 
clean  bill  of  lading  at  the  request  of  the  shipper  and 
in  such  cases  to  discontinue  the  practice  of  noting  on 
bill  of  lading  "Shipper's  load  and  count." 

"  'It  is  further  ordered  that  upon  request  of  shipper 
of  carload  freight  from  a  non-agency  station  the  rail- 
road will  send  a  man  to  check  the  loading  and  issue 
a  clean  bill  of  lading,  the  expense,  except  transporta- 
tion of  man  to  and  from  point  of  loading  to  perform 
service  of  check,  to  be  borne  by  the  shipper.' 

"Shippers,  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privi- 
leges provided  in  the  general  order,  to  avoid  friction 
and  misunderstandings,  should : 

"First — Notify  tlie  railroad  agent  when  and  where  shipment 
is  to  be  loaded,  and  request  a  checker  for  that  purpose. 

"Second — In  the  case  of  a  commodity  which  can  be  checked 
after  loading  is  completed,  notify  the  agent  the  exact  time  when 
checker   is  wanted. 

"Third — In  the  case  of  a  commodity  that,  owing  to  its  nature, 
must  be  checked  while  being  loaded,  notify  the  railroad  agent 
the  exact  time  when  loading  will  begin,  and  arrange  to  perform 
the  loading  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

"Fourth — Note  that  the  order  requires  the  shipper  to  bear  all 
the  expense  of  the  checker  rt  non-agency  8t»tionN,  except  trans- 
portation of  the  man  to  a\.d  from  the  point  of  loading.  The 
shipper  bears  no  part  of  the  expense  at  an  agency  station. 

"Fifth — The  order  does  not  specify  the  amount  of  the  expense 
to  be  borne  by  the  shipper,  but  it  is  understood  that  it  means 
reasonable  time  and  reasonable  pay,  and  that,  wherever  pos- 
sible, the  checker  will  be  furnished  from  the  nearest  station  to 
the  non-agency  loading  point.  In  order  to  avoid  controversy, 
the  question  of  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  checker  should 
be  clearly  determined  and  understood  at  the  time  th 
requested." 


COMMISSION    ISSUES    WAREHOUSE    RULES. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  California 
has  recently  issued  a  general  letter  to  the  warehouse- 
men of  the  State,  making  certain  recommendations 
relative  to  the  handling  and  storing  of  grain. 

The  Commission's  recommendations  are  in  part  as 
follows : 

Warehouse  receipts  should  distinctly  state  on  the  face 
thereof  the  commodity  for  which  issued,  brands  and  dis- 
tinguishing marks,  number  of  sacks,  actual  weight  of  grain 
stored,  the  rate  per  month  or  per  season,  and  any  other 
charges  for  incidental  service. 

Actual  weight  received,  without  any  deductions  whatsoever, 
should  be  noted  on  the  receipt  and  no  arbitrary  deductions 
for  any  possible  shrinkage  in  weight  due  to  warm  weather 
or  any  cause  should  be  made. 

When  grain  is  shipped  out,  every  sack  of  grain  stored,  re- 
gardless of  what  it  may  weigh  after  having  remained  in  the 
warehouse  for  any  period,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  holder 
of  the  receipt  or  to  his  order,  together  with  any  loose  grain 
belonging  to  the  lot. 

Other  recommendations  deal  with  the  resacking  of 
grain,  protection  against  rats  and  other  vermin,  and 
the  keeping  of  full  and  complete  records  of  each  lot 
of  grain  received,  which  information  shall  be  available 
to  the  holder  of  any  receipt  upon  request.

MARINE  NEWS. 

Up  to  October  1st,  fifty-four  foreign  built  vessels 
were  placed  under  tlie  American  flag  in  accordance 
with  amendment  to  Panama  Canal  Act.  These  ves- 
sels have  gross  tonnage  of  217,201  tons  and  valued 
between  twelve  and  fifteen  million  dollars. 


Several  oil  tankers  from  Port  Arthur,  Texas,  for 
the  Orient,  ha\-e  passed  through  Panama  Canal  dur- 
ing October,  and  will  call  at  California  ports  to  re- 
plenish their  fuel  tanks  before  starting  across  the 
Pacific. 


Steamer  Washingtonian  left  this  port  on  October 
2nd  for  New  York  via  Boston  and  Charleston.  Steam- 
er Pleiades  left  on  the  10th  for  Galveston  and  New 
Orleans.  I'.oth  these  vessels  carried  large  quantities  of 
California  jiroducts  for  the  gulf  ports  mentioned. 


The  exports  from  San  Francisco  during  September 
were  the  largest  on  record  for  any  month,  amount- 
ing to  $14.:i67.467.     Same  month  last  vear,  total  was 

TTiursday,  October  LSth,  brought  several  off  shore 
arrivals,  among  which  were  two  Oriental  steamers, 
with  combined  cargo  of  18,768  tons  of  varied  Chinese 
and  Japanese  products.  An  Australian  liner  with  full 
cargo  was  amongst  the  arrivals  from  foreign  ports. 
Passengers  brought  on  the  various  steamers  totaled 
1,150.  In  addition  to  above  two  steamers  from  east- 
ern ports  arrived  via  the  canal  with  miscellaneous 
cargo  amounting  to  6,800  tons  for  distribution  in  this 
city. 


STEAMSHIP   LINE   TO   GULF   PORTS   INAUG- 
URATED. 

On  November  10th  the  steamship  "Peter  H.  Crow- 
ell"  of  the  Sudden  &  Christenson  Steamship  Com- 
pany will  arrive  at  Mobile,  Alabama,  from  New  York 
to  load  for  San  Francisco.  This  is  the  first  of  a  regu- 
lar line  of  ships  between  San  Francisco  and  gulf 
ports,  and  if  business  warrants  the  service  will  be 
increased  to  a  sailing  once  a  week. 

The  "Peter  H.  Crowell"  has  a  deadweight  cargo  ca- 
pacity of  4,300  tons,  and  if  sufficient  cargo  is  ofTered 
will  stop  at  Mobile,  New  Orleans  and  Galveston  and 
possibly  Jacksonville,  Florida. 

This  will  open  up  the  iron  manufacturing  district  of 
Alabama,  the  extreme  southeastern  states,  the  entire 
Mississippi  Valley  and  Southeastern  Texas. 

Eflforts  are  being  made  by  the  foreign  trade  de- 
Ijartmeiit  of  the  Chamber  to  arrange  for  low  through 
rates  via  the  various  water  lines  out  of  New  Orleans 
and  Mobile.  Lists  of  San  Francisco  firms  have  been 
furnished  the  commercial  bodies  in  the  various  cities 
likely  to  be  served  and  it  is  suggested  that  those  in- 
terested apply  to  the  department  for  lists  of  mer- 
chants in  those  cities  which  is  now  being  prepared  by 
the  department. 

Inasmuch  as  this  will  open  up  a  very  large  and  pros- 
perous territory  to  San  Francisco  merchants  at  low 
rates  of  freight  and  that  the  frequency  of  the  service 
and  rates  to  be  charged  will  depend  upon  the  volume 
of  business  offering  San  Francisco  merchants  are  urged 
to  give  the  new  line  their  hearty  support. 

It  is  possible  that  other  lines  will  establish  similar 
service  in  the  near  future. 

By  giving  a  water  line  to  New  Orleans  and  Mobile 
it  will  enable  San  Francisco  exporters  to  reach  Cuban, 
West  Indian  and  east  coast  of  South  American  ports.

CANAL  TOLLS  ON  DECK  LOADS. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  suggests  to  shippers 
of  lumber  and  ship  owners  sending  vessels  through 
Panama  Canal  with  deck  loads  that  a  protest  be  en- 
tered on  the  payment  of  tolls  on  deck  loads,  as  same 
are  undoubtedly  illegal,  and  the  Administration  will 
eventually  reissue  its  proclamation  which  provides  for 
tolls  on  these  loads.  The  War  Department  has  been 
investigating  the  legality  of  this  charge  since  June  last 
and  it  cannot  much  longer  maintain  a  charge  that 
some  of  the  best  lawyers  on  the  Coast  pronounce  to 
be  in  violation  of  the  act  of  Congress  providing  for 
charges  on  vessels  passing  through  the  canal.

LEGISLATIVE  LUNCHEON  MEETING 


The  second  of  the  Chamber's  three  luncheon  meet- 
ings, devoted  to  legislation,  was  presided  over  last  Fri- 
day by  Vice-President  Schlesinger.  F.  V.  Keesling 
discussed  the  Blue  Sky  Law  and  told  how  the  name 
originated  in  Kansas  where  promotion  schemes  were 
financed  in  which  stock  was  sold  with  nothing  in  them 
but  the  blue  sky.  Kansas  originated  the  idea  to 
protect  the  citizens  against  unfair  and  fraudulent  com- 
panies. The  proposed  Blue  Sky  Law  in  this  State  goes 
beyond  the  original  purpose  of  the  first  law. 

After  explaining  the  sections  of  the  law  in  detail 
Mr.  Keesling  stated  that  there  were  19,500  corpora- 
tions in  this  State  that  would  be  immediately  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  probably  more  co- 
partnerships. In  1913  there  were  14,.551  failures  out  of 
1,718,345  going  business  concerns,  thus  only  .84  per 
cent  of  the  total  number  of  businesses  were  failures. 
Of  these  only  11  per  cent  in  1913  and  10  per  cent  in 
1912  were  due  to  fraud.  As  the  Blue  Sky  law  is 
formed  primarily  to  prevent  such  fraud,  it  will  cover 
hut  a  small  percentage  of  the  failures.  Men  who  are 
doing  just  things  would  be  handicapped  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  would  not  justify  the  result.  It  would 
facilitate  the  fraud  of  the  stock  salesman  who  desires 
to  defraud. 

We  must  determine  this  bill  upon  its  merits.  We 
cannot  determine  whether  or  not  it  is  unconstitutional. 
Fraudulent  sales  can  be  prevented  by  publicity,  which 
is  the  way  to  do  it. 

E.  R.  Zion  spoke  in  favor  of  the  Home  Rule  on 
Taxation.  He  showed  how  the  rate  of  taxation  had 
increased  in  San  Francisco  and  claimed  that  the  cor- 
porations were  saving  money  in  the  segre.gation  of  the 
taxes.  New  Zealand  has  had  local  taxation  for  twenty- 
one  years.  Vancouver  has  succeeded.  In  1906  they 
took  the  tax  ofif  of  personal  property   and   improve- 


ments, which  was  followed  by  a  land  boom.  As  soon 
as  Victoria  adopted  a  similar  tax  to  Vancouver's  they 
too  had  a  boom.     It  may  have  been  coincident. 

Since  tax  amendment  No.  1  has  been  adopted,  it  has 
taken   away  all   incentive  from  the   legislature  to  re-  (i 
form    taxation.      This    legislature    will    not  offer  any   ^ 
remedy.    The  only  remedy  is  home  rule  on  taxation. 

Adopt  your  own  remedy.  Everything  that  has  been 
adopted  under  home  rule  has  been  for  our  own  good, 
namely,  our  auditing  system,  municipal  ownership  and 
civil  service. 

Henry  E.  Monroe  opposed  the  measure.  He  said 
in  part :  "This  is  a  Single  Tax  measure,  pure  and 
simple.  The  Chicago  Single  Tax  Measure  Associa- 
tion has  an  expert  here  in  the  interests  of  the  measure. 
He  is  not  working  in  the  interests  of  the  city,  but  in 
the  interests  of  Single  Tax.  One  community  might 
make  an  exemption  and  another  city  would  naturally 
have  to  follow  suit.  The  result  would  be  that  the 
time  would  come  when  we  would  have  nothing  to  give 
away  and  then  we  would  be  down  to  a  Single  Tax — 
to  a  tax  on  land. 

Vancouver  was  a  case  of  new  country  being  opened 
up.  Taxation  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  Winnipeg 
had  the  old  system  and  grew  just  as  fast  as  Vancouver. 

This  amendment  would  mean  a  big  exemption  in  fa- 
vor of  the  rich  man  and  a  small  exemption  in  favor 
of  the  poor  man.  As  an  example,  the  Crocker  Build- 
ing would  gain  $5,000  a  year  under  the  .Single  Tax, 
the  Examiner  Building  $2,500  and  the  Mills  Building 
$12,000.  On  the  other  hand  the  Western  Union  Build- 
ing would  pay  $1,100  more  a  year,  the  California  In- 
surance Building  $440. 

Municipal  activities  would  be  supported  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  land  owners.

San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Recommendations  Regarding  No.  49  and  No.  50 

on  the  Ballot 


VOTE  "NO"  on  No.  49. 


There  will  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  San  Fran- 
cisco at  the  election,  November  3rd,  an  initiative  ordi- 
nance, No.  49  on  the  ballot,  providing  for  the  issifa'nce 
of  permits  and  licenses  for  selling  liquors  or  wines  in 
less  quantity  than  one  quart. 

The  title  of  this  ordinance  is  misleading.  It  does 
not  alter  in  any  way  the  license  now  imposed  on  the 
sale  of  liquors.  The  only  changes  this  ordinance  would 
make  are : 

1st.  To  compel  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners 
to  grant  permits  for  saloons  anywhere  in  the  city  if 
twelve,  or  a  majority  of  the  property  owners  on  a 
block  favor  the  saloon,  even  if  everyone  living  or  doing 
business  on  the  block  opposed  it,  and  even  if  the  saloon 
keeper  were  known  to  be  of  a  disreputable  character. 
The  persons  favoring  the  permit  might  be  owners  of 
personal  property  only,  or  be  twelve  joint  owners  of  a 
small  lot. 

2nd.  It  would  prevent  the  Police  Commission  from 
revoking  a  permit  even  though  every  property  owner 
and  everyone  living  or  doing  business  on  the  block 
or  in  an  entire  district  where  a  saloon  exists,  should 
join  in  a  petition  to  have  the  saloon  closed. 

3rd.  It  would  prevent  the  Police  Commission  from 
changing  the  conditions  under  which  a  saloon  is  al- 


lowed to  operate  from  those  existing  when  the  permit 
was  first  granted.  They  would  thus  be  forever  pre- 
vented from  ordering  dancing  stopped  in  a  place  where 
dancing  was  permitted  when  the  license  was  first  is- 
sued, or  at  any  time  to  bar  women  patrons  if  they 
were  permitted  when  the  saloon  first  opened,  no  mat- 
ter what  changes  time  may  bring  to  the  neighborhood. 

The  proposed  ordinance  is  of  the  most  vicious  char- 
acter. It  would  open  up  and  perpetuate  without  re- 
course the  worst  features  of  the  Barbary  Coast  and 
bring  San  Francisco  into  the  worst  kind  of  disrepute. 
The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  desires  to 
warn  every  citizen  of  San  Francisco  of  the  menace 
contained  in  this  ordinance,  and  believes  that  they  will 
by  their  votes  condemn  such  a  brazen  attempt  to  fasten 
on  San  Francisco  the  most  debasing  and  immoral  con- 
ditions. 

The  attitude  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce toward  saloon  regulation  is  well  known.  It 
stands  for  the  elimination  of  saloons  from  the  resi- 
dence districts  and  their  strict  regulation  in  other 
districts.  The  present  initiative  measure  would  react 
terribly  on  the  moral  conditions  in  San  Francisco  and 
should  arouse  the  indignation  of  the  entire  city. 


VOTE  "YES"  on  No.  50. 


No.  SO  on  the  ballot  is  an  ordinance  declaring  that 
it  is  the  policy  and  intention  of  the  city  to  require  the 
removal  of  the  cemeteries  in  San  Francisco. 

This  is  a  referendum  on  an  ordinance  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on 
January  19,  1914,  requiring  the  removal  of  said  ceme- 
teries, and  it  is  submitted  by  the  Mayor  to  a  vote  of 
the  people  before  said  ordinance  goes  into  effect. 

While  aware  that  there  is  a  considerable  difference 
of  opinion  in  the  community  reg'arding  this  matter,  we 
feel  that  it  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  ceme- 
teries will  be  removed,  and  that  the  public  interest  of 
the  whole  city  must  in  the  end  outweigh  sentimental 
considerations.     The  present  condition  of  most  of  the 


cemeteries  is  a  distinct  detriment  to  the  city,  and  this 
condition  is  steadily  growing  worse.  The  opening  to 
homeseekers  of  this  great  area  of  property  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  city  will  be  of  incalculable  value 
to  San  Francisco  and  will  bring  to  the  city  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  in  taxes,  which  it  does  not  re- 
ceive now,  and  will  induce  a  large  number  of  people 
to  build  homes  in  San  Francisco,  who  would  other- 
wise go  elsewhere. 

If  the  cemeteries  must  in  the  end  be  removed,  the 
sooner  it  is  done  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  city  and 
for  lot  owners  who  can  thereby  themselves  perform 
this  duty  to  their  dead. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance. 


Vote  No  on  Number  7,  the  Single  Tax 


Proposition  No.  7  on  the  ballot  is  entitled  "LOCAL 
TAXATION  EXEMPTION."  but  it  is  SINGLE 
TAX  in  disguise. 

This  proposed  amendment  is  so  worded,  that,  if 
adopted,  everything  could  be  exempted  from  taxation 
except  land.  If  it  should  become  a  law  the  next  move, 
of  the  Single  Taxers  would  be  to  work  it  out  in  all 
the  different  counties.  The  result  would  be  endless 
confusion,  tax  discrimination,  expense,  tax  dodging 
and  agitation. 

The  Single  Tax  means  a  tax  on  land  alone.  It  was 
advocated  by  Henry  George,  who  said,  "We  must 
make  land  common  property." 

To  do  this  they  would  first  impose  all  tlie  taxes  on 
land.  Then  they  could  increase  the  taxes  to  take  all 
the  profits.  When  this  is  done  no  one  could  afford 
to  own  land.  At  that  point  individual  ownership 
would  be  destroyed  and  the  Socialistic  ideal  of  Com- 
nnmity  Ownership  of  land  would  be  accomplished. 

How  would  this  work  out?  The  best  answer  is 
found  in  the  results  of  an  experiment  made  by  the 
Single  Taxers  themselves.  Joseph  Pels  founded  the 
"Pairhope  Single  Tax  Colony"  in  Baldwin  County, 
Alabama,  eighteen  years  ago.  The  purpose  of  the 
colony  was  to  show  the  benefits  of  the  Single  Tax 
theory  of  Henry  George  and  to  prove  that  a  tax  on 
land  alone  is  the  only  correct  tax.  On  April  30,  1914, 
one  of  the  members  of  the  colony  filed  a  bill  asking 
that  the  colony  l)e  declared  a  failure  and  that  its  af- 
fairs be  closed  up.  Pollowing  are  quotations  from 
the  bill : 

"There  is  not,  and  never  has  been,  in  the  said  com- 
pany's activities,  any  application  of  the  Single  Tax 
theory  resulting  in  any  good  to  those  concerned."  f  And 
this  after  eighteen  years'  trial.) 

"By  the  term  'Single  Tax'  is  meant  that  theory  of 
taxation,  under  which  all  of  the  expenses  of  govern- 
ment are  to  borne  by  the  land  and  all  other  forms 
of  taxation  forbidden." 

"The  result  has  been  to  cause  a  part  of  the  taxes  of 
those  who  are  well-to-do  to  be  paid  by  those  who  are 
not  so  well  off." 

"The  steady  increase  of  rental  has  made  it  impos- 
sible for  many  of  the  poorer  tenants  to  retain  their 
homes  and  improvements." 

"That  under  the  Pairhope  Single  Tax  Corporation 
theories  and  practices,  there  can  be  no  large  factories 
or  great  mercantile  establishments  and  other  like  en- 
terprises in  such  a  community." 

"That  the  necessary  taxes  would  require  the  collec- 
tion of  rentals  which  would  bankrupt  all  the  laborers 
and  other  tenants  of  small  means." 

"That  it  has  not  suggested  or  applied  any  economic 
principles  which  have  brought,  or  can  bring,  to  any 
of  its  members  any  benefits  whatever." 

"Many  have  expended  their  labors  in  improving  the 
lands  and  now  must  continue  to  respond  to  ever  in- 
creasing demands  for  rent,  or  else  abandon  their  leases 
and  lose  such  portion  of  their  labor  as  is  represented 
by  the  improvements  which  they  have  builded." 


"That  such  a  situation  limits  individual  capacity  dis-   ^ 
courages   individual   effort  and   retards   progress."  vj 

Such  were  the  results  of  the  Pairhope  experiment. 
How  would  the  Single  Tax  work  out  in  California? 
Pollowing  would  be  some  of  the  results:  The  farm 
lands  pay  about  60  per  cent  of  the  taxes  in  each  county. 
.A  tax  on  land  alone  would  increase  their  taxes  at  least 
.'iO  per  cent.  The  farmer  whose  taxes  are  now  $100 
would  then  pay  $150. 

In  a  word,  the  results  of  the  Single  Tax  to  farmers 
will  be  an  increase  of  taxes,  to  laborers  an  increase  in 
rent  and  the  cost  of  living,  to  salaried  men  the  same, 
to  owners  of  office  buildings,  and  business  houses 
which  bring  great  incomes  a  decrease  in  taxes,  to  own- 
ers of  money,  jewelry,  diamonds,  bonds,  and  other  such 
wealth  no  taxes  at  all.  The  grand  result  in  the  end 
would  be  the  ultimate  aim  of  Henry  George,  the  con- 
fiscation of  all  land. 

Vancouver  is  often  referred  to  by  the  Single  Taxers 
as  an  example  of  the  benefits  of  their  theories. 

A  report  from  that  city,  dated  Pebruary  17.  1914, 
says : 

"We  have  no  Single  Tax  system  in  Vancouver.  In 
addition  to  the  tax  on  real  estate  we  have  a  poll  tax, 
an  income  tax,  a  personal  property  tax.  and  all  the 
others  to  which  reference  has  been  made."  (Registry 
fees,  business  licenses,  coal  taxes,  etc.) 

Buildings  and  other  improvements  on  land,  how- 
ever, are  exempt,  and  with  what  results? 

The  same  report  says : 

"Por  1913  we  find  that  while  the  poorer  man  is  ex- 
empted of  $4,234,209  improvements  (humble  homes), 
the  wealthier  classes  escape  the  taxation  on  $71,- 
981,544.  (Income  producing  office  and  business 
buildings,   stores,   warehouses,   etc) 

"In  other  words,  seventeen-eighteenths  of  the  ex- 
emption is  in  favor  of  the  wealthier  classes,  and  one- 
eighteenth  in  favor  of  those  not  so  well  provided." 

The  report  continues : 

"In  the  sky  scraper  are  hived  practically  all  the 
great  money  making  agencies  of  the  city.  Not  one  of 
these  pays  a  cent  of  the  civic  taxation  on  the  building. 
If  the  structure  is  centrally  situated  and  fully  occupied, 
the  landlord  can  count  on  anywhere  from  25  to  40  per 
cent  annual  profit.  Yet  he  pays  no  tax  on  his  money 
making  'improvement.'  " 

"For  his  fire  protection,  police  protection  and  other 
civic  services  he  contributes  not  a  sou.     His  neighbor 
with  the  vacant  lot,   which  required   neither  fire  nor 
police   protection,  nor  any  other   civic  services,   pays       i 
ec|ually  with  him  into  the  civic  exchequer." 

So,  while  Vancouver  has  not  the  Single  Tax.  it  has 
exemptions  enough  to  prove  the  inequalities  of  such 
theories  and  their  injustice  to  the  poor  man. 

A  proposition  similar  to  that  of  No.  7  on  the  ballot 
attempting  to  amend  Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  California,  was  defeated  in  1912  by  74,- 
638  majority.  Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment 
No.  7,  the  Home  Rule  in  Taxation  Amendment,  should 
be  defeated  by  a  still  greater  majority.

All  doubt  was  dispelled  last  week  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  members  read  the  AVeekly  "Activities."  A 
steady  stream  of  applicants  calling  for  extra  copies  f>i 
the  Legislative  Insert  exhausted  a  20,000  edition. '  It 
showed  how  interested  the  membership  is  in  the  elec- 
tion, but  it  also  showed  that  they  read  the  "Activities." 

The  number  of  reservations  made  for  the  De  Luxe 
edition  of  the  San  Francisco  Handbook  was  most  grati- 
fying. From  present  indications  the  limited  edition 
will  be  sold  out  long  before  Christmas  time. 


BUSINESS  CONSERVATION. 

The  front  page  of  the  nation's  business  for  October 
contains  an  excellent  summary  on  "Business  Conser- 
vation," in  addition  to  the  "Commercial  Needs  of 
South  American  Republics,"  two  opinions  on  a  "Mer- 
chant Marine,"  "Trust  Legislation,"  "Commercial  At- 
taches," "Governors'  Conference,"  etc. 

It  states  in  full  as  follows : 

"The  main  reason  for  confidence  in  business  condi- 
tions at  this  juncture  is  the  readiness  which  business 
interests  have  shown  promptly  and  comprehensively  to 
meet  the  sudden  and  demoralizing  effects  on  com- 
merce, both  foreign  and  domestic,  of  the  European 
war. 

At  present  with  these  new  problems  unexpectedly 
cast  upon  us  the  situation  as  described  in  confidential 
reports  from  all  parts  of  the  country  is  only  what  might 
be  expected. 

There  is  uncertainty;  a  decided  hesitation  to  launch 
into  new  enterprises  and  new  markets ;  slowness  in 
collections ;  some  contraction  of  credit,  and  higher  in- 
terest rates.  The  new  conditions  have  not  affected  all 
sections  of  the  country  alike.  Some  are  prospering; 
more  find  business  impaired,  and  some  are  hard  hit 
and  seeking  relief. 

But  the  situation  is  in  hand.  Relief  is  apparently 
forthcoming.  A  feeling  of  security  is  growing.  The 
country  is  not  blighted.  Enormous  crops  are  seeking 
markets.  The  immediate  problem  is  to  conserve  these 
crops  until  an  available  and  profitable  market  is  found 
— and  as  with  crops  so  with  the  products  of  industry. 
Money  forthcoming  to  harvest,  manufacture,  and  con- 
serve will  restore  confidence,  give  time  for  readjust- 
ment to  meet  new  conditions  and  to  seek  new  mar- 
kets. 

The  situation  is  one  for  faith  in  the  soundness  of 
fundamental  conditions  and  the  ability  of  the  Ameri- 
can business  man  under  these  circumstances  to  find 
the  remedy  for  unexpected  hardships  suddenly  thrust 
upon  us  by  the  European  conflict.  Stopping  for  a  mo- 
ment to  compare  our  commercial  situation  with  the 
condition  of  the  great  nations,  our  commercial  rivals, 
now  at  war,  we  have  good  reason  for  a  feeling  of 
confidence." 


VOTE   "YES"   ON   UNIVERSITY   BONDS. 

-Alinnni  and  friends  of  the  University  of  California 
have  united  in  a  campaign  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  public  to  the  proposed  bond  issue  of  $1,800,000 
for  permanent  buildings  at  Berkeley,  and  to  the  urgent 
need  which  this  money  is  to  meet. 

In  the  past  fifteen  years,  attendance  at  the  Univer- 
sity has  increased  more  than  300  per  cent,  while  the 
number  of  class-rooms  has  increased  less  than  25  per 
cent. 

Including  the  summer  session,  the  total  enrollment 
last  year  was  above  8,500. 

Facilities  are  totally  inadequate  to  handle  these  num- 
bers, and  unless  the  university's  work  is  to  be  seri- 
ously crippled,  new  buildings  must  be  provided  at 
once. 

In  the  last  ten  years,  the  State  has  appropriated 
only  $500,000  for  permanent  buildings  at  the  univer- 
sity. Private  benefactors  have  given  several  times  this 
amount.  Had  it  not  been  for  their  generosity,  an  ap- 
peal to  the  people  would  have  been  necessary  several 
years  ago. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  State  to  meet  the  growing 
demands  of  the  institution  from  current  revenues.  The 
money  is  simply  not  available.  A  bond  issue  offers 
the.  only  solution  of  the  problem. 

The  success  of  the  bonds  will  place  no  extra  tax 
burden  upon  individuals,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
both  interest  and  redemption  charges  will  be  met  from 
current  State  revenues,  which  are  paid  by  the  cor- 
porations. Managers  of  the  companies  paying  State 
ta.xes  have  without  exception  endorsed  the  bonds. 

Vote  "Yes"  on  Proposition  Number  Eleven. 


AT  THE  WEEKLY  BOARD  MEETING. 

The  Retail  Trade  Committee  submitted  a  report  re- 
questing that  the  Legislative  Department  take  steps 
at  the  ne.xt  session  of  the  Legislature  to  have  the  Net 
Container  Law  of  the  State  of  California  conform  to 
the  Federal  Law. 

The  Board  approved  the  following  resolution  : 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  hereby  places  itself  on  record 
as  opposed  to  newspaper  advertising  of  quack  doctors  and  men's 
specialists,  and  urges  the  daily  press  of  San  Francisco  to  omit 
such  advertising  matter  from  their  columns. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Zeehandelaar  addressed  the  Board  in  re- 
gard to  the  prohibition  amendment  and  explained  what 
was  being  done  in  Southern  California  in  opposition 
to  the  saine.  The  matter  of  the  Chamber's  campaign 
opposing  this  amendment  was  referred  to  the  Legisla- 
tion Committee. 

The  manager  reported  that  a  cominittee  from  the 
Oakland  Chamber  of  Commerce  would  go  to  Los  An- 
geles for  the  purpose  of  urging  favorable  consideration 
of  the  Consolidation  Amendment,  No.  19  on  the  bal- 
lot, and  that  they  invited  one  or  more  representatives 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  to  accompany  them  on 
the  trip.

The  first  steamer  carrying  passengers  from  New

This  vessel  left 
former  port  on  October  5th,  via  Balboa,  12th,  for  San 
Diego,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco.  Following 
her  closely  will  be  the  Luckenbach  liners  Harry  Luck- 
enbach,  from  Philadelphia,  October  12th,  via  Canal, 
and  the  S.  V.  t^uckenbach,  sailing  from  New  York 
October  26th. 


.An  addition  to  the  coast  fleet  took  place  this  week 
in  the  launching  at  Wilmington,  Del.,  of  the  steamer 
Francis  Hanify  for  J.  R.  Hanify  &  Co..  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. This  large  steel  vessel  will  be  utilized  in  the 
transportation  of  lumber  on  the  coast  and  to  the  .At- 
lantic via  Canal. 


Several  tank  steamers  from  Port  Arthur.  Texas,  have 
arrived  at  this  port  and  San  Pedro  to  replenish  their 
fuel  supply  before  crossing  the  Pacific  to  their  destina- 
tion at  Oriental  ports.

A  shipment  of  2,500  barrels  of  flour  for  London  from 
this  port  by  the  Milwaukee,  is  the  first  of  this  com- 
modity in  several  years  to  go  forward.

.\s  a  result  of  the  war  there  has  develoiied  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  to  place  yVmerican  goods  in  Aus- 
tralia and  South  Africa.

NO.   15  ON  THE  BALLOT. 

In  referring  to  Proposition  No.  15  on  the  ballot  in 
the  list  of  recommendations  published  by  the  San  ' 
I-"rancisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  it  was  stated  in 
analyzing  this  amendment  that  it  permitted  "the  de- 
posit of  public  moneys  in  banks  that  give  a  surety 
company  bond  instead  of  collateral  as  they  are  now 
rc(|uired  to  do."  This  statement  made  in  the  recom- 
mendation is  literally  correct,  but  as  it  has  apparently 
been  construed  by  some  to  mean  that  the  banks  would 
be  obliged  to  give  a  surety  company  bond,  and  would 
not  longer  be  permitted  to  give  as  security  for  public 
deposits  bonds  of  the  United  States  or  the  State  or 
counties  or  cities  or  school  or  irrigation  districts  in 
the  State,  we  desire  to  correct  this  false  impression 
wherever  it  exists.  The  law  now  requires  banks  secur- 
ing public  deposits  to  secure  them  to  the  State,  county  d 
or  city  making  the  deposit  by  giving  to  the  appropriate  ' 
public  treasurer  bonds  of  the  LTnited  States  or  of  the 
.State  of  California  or  of  somje  county,  municipality  or 
school  or  irrigation  district  in  the  State.  The  amend- 
ment which  appears  on  the  ballot  will  not  modify  the 
present  requirement  of  the  law  except  as  it  would  per- 
mit banks  desiring  to  do  so  to  offer  as  a  substitute  for 
such  public  bonds,  the  guaranty  bond  of  a  surety  com- 
pany. This  was  the  impression  the  language  of  the 
"Ballot  Recomiuendations"  was  intended  to  convey, 
and  the  correct  analysis  of  the  situation  is  given  here 
to  avoid  any  misconstruction  of  the  language  used  in 
the  "Ballot  Recommendations."

Luncheon  eMf-'  Tomorrow 

SPEAKER:    HON.  JAMES  D.  PHELAN,  Senator-elect 
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HOW  THE  CHAMBER  HANDLED  THE  RE- 
LIEF FUND. 

There  is  no  need  of  re-telling  how  the  $100,000  was 
subscribed  in  one  hour  on  the  now  famous  Hall  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  We  have  raised  money  there 
before,  and  no  doubt  existed  in  the  minds  of  the  mem- 
bers but  what  San  Francisco  would  come  to  the  relief 
of  the  suffering  Belgians  once  the  call  was  made  to 
humanit)'.  "San  Francisco  knows  how,"  said  President 
Taft  when  he  last  visited  this  city,  and  once  again  we 
have  proven  this  fact. 

The  response  was  spontaneous  and  inspiring.  As 
Mrs.  Hoover  arose  to  address  the  assemblage  every 
one  in  the  hall  stood  up  in  respect  for  the  woman  who 
has  done  so  much  with  her  husband  for  the  stricken 
Belgians.  She  stated  that  she  was  going  to  return 
to  London  and  then  to  Belgium  and  would  take  back 
with  her  some  of  the  "spirit"  that  had  been  manifested 
in  the  giving  of  the  relief  fund.  The  Spirit, — that  was 
what  predominated  in  all  the  work  and  even  permeated 
into  the  very  workings  of  the  office  force.  Before  the 
time  arrived  to  call  for  donations  the  office  had  pre- 
pared form  letters  to  be  sent  out  thanking  the  sub- 
scribers for  their  donations.  By  five  o'clock  Saturday, 
a  letter  had  been  mailed  to  every  one  who  had  sub- 
scribed a  sum  of  money  or  had  donated  foodstuffs. 
Every  bank,  newspaper  and  commercial  organization 
in  the  State  had  been  written  to  and  full  instructions 
furnished  them  as  to  how  to  ship  goods  and  what  to 
ship,  with  full  particulars  in  details.  On  the  morning 
of  the  now  famous  meeting  it  was  decided  to  open 
three  relief  stations,  in  various  parts  of  the  city  for  the 
receipt  of  foodstuffs  and  subscriptions. 

Before  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  that  after- 
noon, three  stores  had  been  secured  gratis ;  signs,  sup- 
plies and  help  had  been  procured  and  the  next  morning 
the  stations  were  open  for  business,  in  charge  of  six 
of  the  employees  of  the  Chamber.  This  was  quite  a 
hole  to  make  in  the  regular  office  force,  but  neverthe- 
less, the  work  was  done  with  alacrity  and  dispatch. 
No  so-called  experts  were  called.  No  red-tape  was  em- 
ployed, but  the  right  system  in  the  right  place  at  the 
right  time  made  the  work  fly.  None  of  those  in  the 
office  had  had  any  particular  experience  in  this  special 
kind  of  work  any  more  than  they  had  had  as  politicians 
in  handling  the  fight  for  and  against  the  forty-eight 
legislative  amendments,  that  had  just  been  finished — 
but  then  that  is  the  life  of  commercial  organization 
work — to  be  ready  for  any  emergency  at  any  time. 

And  all  of  this  was  done  in  addition  to  the  regular 
routine  work  of  the  Chamber's  force  that  otherwise 
keeps  it  bus)'. 

'  Where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way,  and  in  this  case 
human  life  was  at  stake  and  most  of  us  have  little  diffi- 
culty in  remembering  "1906."  Who  wouldn't  work 
double-time  or  over-time  to  aid  in  such  a  worthy  cause, 
a  people  who  have  won  the  admiration  of  the  world? 
The  Chamber  was  proud  to  be  able  to  do  this  work,  and 
proud  also  of  the  way  in  which  it  was  accomplished.

That  the  citizens  of  Great  Britain  are  not  letting 
the  war  interfere  with  their  plans  for  great  industrial 
exhibits  is  shown  by  the  arrival  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  of  several 
large  shipments  of  British  exhibits.  These  first  ones 
to  be  received  were  shipped  in  September  and  consist 
of  varnishes  and  many  mining  appliances.  They  are 
being  installed  in  the  Exposition  exhibit  palaces. 
*     *     * 

The  attendance  on  the  grounds  of  the  Panama-Paci- 
fic International  Exposition  is  rushing  upward  by  leaps 
and  bounds.  In  July  and  August  the  attendance  av- 
eraged a  little  more  than  50,000  a  month,  but  during 
the  latter  part  of  September  and  the  first  of  October 
there  has  not  been  a  week  that  has  not  shown  an  at- 
tendance of  more  than  60,000.  The  Sunday  attend- 
ance now  exceeds  11,000. 

Exposition  officials  have  been  notified  by  President 
Yuan  Shai  Kai  of  China  that  that  nation  will  spend 
$10,000,000  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  during 
1915  in  developing  and  increasing  her  trade.  Fifty 
of  the  most  influential  members  of  the  Chinese  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  will  visit  the  Exposition  and  make 
a  tour  of  the  principal  North  American  cities.

GOVERNMENT    TRANSPORTS    COMPETING

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  entered  a  pro- 
test with  the  Secretary  of  War  against  U.  S.  Army 
Transports  competing  with  American  ships.  It  is  al- 
leged that  in  the  latter  part  of  August  two  U.  S.  Army 
Transports  secured  cargoes  of  rice  from  an  American 
ship  at  Saigon,  Cochin-China,  destined  to  Manila.  This 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Government  necessitated  the 
American  ship  losing  a  cargo  and  having  to  leave 
Saig-on  in  ballast. 
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MARINE   NEWS. 

The  total  number  of  ocean-going  vessels  arriving  at 
this  port  during  the  month  of  October  amounted  to  512. 
This  does  not  include  U.  S.  Government  craft.  The 
average  number  monthly  this  year  arriving  being  494. 

Four  vessels  have  been  chartered  to  load  grain  at 
San  Francisco  for  the  United  Kingdom  this  week. 
From  Portland  five  were  fixed  for  grain.

FOURTH    SECTION   AND   TERMINAL   RATES. 

The  attorney  and  manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  has 
returned  from  a  trip  East,  during  which  he  attended 
the  Fourth  Section  Hearing  before  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  Examiner  Thurtell.  This  was  the 
most  largely  attended  hearing  of  the  kind  that  has 
ever  been  held,  appearances  being  entered  by  all  of  the 
important  railroads  and  commercial  bodies  in  the 
country.  In  addition  to  the  representative  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  California  had  rep- 
resentatives from  Los  Angeles,  Fresno  and  Sacra- 
mento. Portland  and  Seattle  were  also  represented. 
The  question  of  relief  from  the  Commission's  order 
under  the  Fourth  Section,  that  is  to  say,  the  "long  and 
short  haul  clause,"  involved  the  question  as  to  points 
to  which  the  railroads  were  entitled  to  make  low  rates 
in  order  to  meet  water  competition.  The  examiner 
ruled  that  testimony  as  to  actual  water  competition 
for  sea-borne  freight  was  pertinent  and  competent  in 
the  hearing,  and  therefore  received  testimony  on  this 
subject.  This  enabled  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  representative  to  incorporate  in  the  record 
some  pertinent  facts  as  to  terminal  rates,  compelled 
by  water  competition,  all  of  which  is  considered  very 
important  and  favorable  to  San  Francisco's  interests. 

Inspection  of  railway  terminals  at  Chicago,  and  of 
railway  and  steamship  terminals  at  New  York  and 
New  Orleans  were  made  during  this  trip,  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Chamber's  switching  cases,  now  pending 
before  the  State  Commission  and  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission.

The  following  cablegram  from  Mr.  H.  C.  Hoover,  chair- 
man of  the  Belgian  Relief  Committee  in  London,  explains 
the  situation  in  part: 

"Over  one  million  people  on  bread  line  in  Belgium  at  pres- 
ent, with  supplies  estimated  to  last  from  one  to  three  weeks. 
While  we  are  securing  some  supplies  here  for  emergency 
purposes,  real  situation  cannot  be  met  without  direct  ex- 
ports from  States,  and  we  shall  require  upwards  of  twenty 
thousand  tons  foodstuffs  m_onthly.  Can  you  interest  the 
people  of  the  State  of  California  to  present  shipload  food 
from  California?  If  California  will  give  us  the  foodstuffs  we 
will  pay  freight  and  insurance.  We  should  like  five  por- 
tions wheat,  three  portions  beans,  two  portions  peas,  with 
bacon  if  obtainable.  Must  be  shipped  in  neutral  bottom, 
consigned  to  us  Rotterdam.  If  there  is  Belgian  Relief  Com- 
mittee in  California  should  co-operate.  We  want  food,  not 
clothes,  as  this  is  question  starvation,  and  Belgians  can 
clothe  themselves  for  the  present.  I  can  think  of  no  greater 
contribution  to  this  occasion  of  world's  stress  than  a  food 
ship  from  California,  and  if  possible  one  from  Oregon  and 
another  from  Washington.  If  might  be  pointed  out  that 
our  committee  is  largely  Californian  and  that  we  should 
have  support  of  our  own  State."

THE  WEEKLY  LUNCHEON  MEETING 


The  last  of  the  weekly  luncheon  meetings  devoted 
to  legislation  was  presided  over  by  President  Michaels 
in  the  Red  Room  last  Friday.  Three  excellent  speak- 
ers discussed  proposed  laws  which  have  now  been  de- 
cided by  the  electorate  of  California.  The  result  we 
are  unable  to  obtain  upon  going  to  press  as  the  full 
vote  is  not  yet  in. 

Allen  G.  Wright,  attorney  for  the  Chamber,  was  the 
first  speaker,  and  discussed  the  Eight  Hour  Law. 
Among  other  things  he  said : 

"The  Eight  Hour  Law  is  a  more  drastic  law  than  any 
other  law  now  existing  in  any  of  the  American  states.  Ac- 
cording to  the  U.  S.  Census  report  of  1910.  as  it  affects  Cali- 
fornia, 28  per  cent  of  the  total  workers  of  the  state  work 
less  than  nine  hours  a  day.  In  the  passage  of  this  or  a  simi- 
lar law  extra  shifts  will  be  employed  to  turn  out  the  same 
amount  of  work  that  is  done  now.  Some  have  stated  that 
this  would  result  in  a  cut  of  wages.  The  proponents  of  this 
measure  do  not  expect  any  such  results.  They  expect  the 
employees   will   get   the   same  pay  for  less   hours. 

"We  will  have  another  army  of  employed,  an  industrial 
strife  in  either  case.  Whether  we  have  the  new  laborers  for 
less,  as  the  present  laborer  will  not  work  for  less,  or,  on  the 
other  hand,  if  we  have  an  army  of  unemployed  looking  for 
money  and  less  work,  we  will  have  industrial  strife  in  either 
case.  It  is  a  law,  which,  from  a  moral  point  of  view,  is  an 
outrage." 

George  C.  Roardman,  one  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Chamber,  explained  the  Consolidation  Act.  and  went 
into  the  history  of  its  present  status : 

"In  1856  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  was  formed 
out  of  what  was  originally  the  county  of  San  Francisco,  em- 
bracing the  major  part  of  what  is  now  San  Mateo  County. 
The  boundary  line  limits  San  Francisco  to  forty-six  and  a 
half  square  miles  of  area.  Without  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  San  Francisco  cannot  grow  and  San  Francisco 
is  the  only  city  in  the  state,  whose  boundaries  are  so  limited 
that  she  cannot  grow.  The  Merchants'  .Association  devoted 
two  banquet  meetings  to  a  Greater  San  Francisco.  Out  of 
this  grew  the  Greater  San  Francisco  Association.  Two  years 
ago  San  Francisco  was  not  allowed  to  grow  owing  to  a  cam- 
paign carried  on  by  certain  influences  across  the  bay.  I 
will  not  allow  myself  to  discuss  this  campaign,  as  it  would 
not  be  good  for  my  digestion,  but  what's  the  use?  It  is  over 
now  and  we  have  a  new  measure  before  us.  Los  Angeles 
wanted  to  form  a  consolidated  city  and  county  and  owing 
to  her  Owens  River  project  started  the  present  agitation.  A 
measure  was  drawn  up  that  would  allow  us  to  go  down  to 
San  Mateo.  At  this  point  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  took 
a  hand,  and  an  amendment  was  proposed  that  would  allow 
only  cities  of  175,000  to  expand  in  any  direction,  and  Lo? 
-Angeles  agreed  to  stand  with  San  Francisco,  and  said  that 
whatever  San  Francisco  wanted  Los  Angeles  would  get  be- 
hind. Our  friends  across  the  bay — the  same  ones  who  fought 
us  two  years  ago — drew  up  another  proposition.  No.  19  on 
the  ballot,  being  similar  to  No.  21.  It  looked  like  a  battle 
was  coming  with  the  San  Francisco-Los  Angeles  interests 
likely  to  win.  The  directors  of  the  Exposition  saw  at  this 
point  that  the  Exposition  interests  were  hampered,  as  it  was 
threatened  that  the  $1,000,000  would  not  be  given  thp  Expo- 
sition by  Alameda  County  unless  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  withdrew  its  support  from  No.  21.  I 
am  convinced  that  anyone  present  at  that  meeting  with  the 
Exposition  directors  could  not  but  fee!  in  that  same  position. 
We  withdrew  our  support  to  No.  21  and  later  endorsed  No. 
19.  The  arguments  on  No.  19  have  an  equal  bearing  on 
No.  21. 

"Police  and  fire  protection,  street  improvements,  electric- 
ity, gas,  telephone,  etc.,  in  fact,  all  public  improvements  are 
of  common  interest.  The  elimination  of  the  duplication'  of 
officials  would  be  done  away  with  by  amalgamation.  Large 
men  could  be  found  to  administer  to  the  duties  of  cities  by 
consolidating  such  positions.  The  tax  rate  of  smaller  cities 
would  be  reduced.  It  would  also  result  in  the  increase  of  a 
population  that  would  trade  with  the  city  merchants.  It  is 
also  a  matter  of  self-defense.  We  permit  thousands  of  peo- 
ple to  live  outside  of  San  Francisco  and  vote  outside  of  San 
Francisco — the  class  of  people  who  stand  for  a  clean  city  and 
want  good  government.  Nearly  all  commuters  are  drawn 
from  the  class  that  stands  for  good  things." 


In  concluding.  Mr.  Boardman  suggested  that  the  At- 
torney-General review  all  arguments  sent  out  with  the 
instructions  to  voters,  and  whenever  an  absolute  mis- 
statement is  made  relative  to  the  operation  of  a  law 
that  he  make  another  statement  in  place  thereof. 

J.  J.  Dwyer,  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Harbor 
Commissioners,  spoke  on  the  State  bonding  acts.  In 
opening  his  remarks  he  said : 

"I  congratulate  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  upon  its  pub- 
lic spirit  and  its  intelligent  deliberations  upon  these  measures. 
We  may  differ  as  to  this  measure  or  that  one,  but  no  one 
can  be  oblivious  to  the  fact  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
is  setting  its  face  to  the  future  and  that  we  are  now  looking 
to  the  future  and  have  the  interest  of  the  great  city  of  San 
Francisco  in  hand.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  con- 
tinue to  be  a  leader  of  public  thought  as  long  as  this  policy 
is  pursued.  Leaders  in  business  should  be  leaders  in  legisla- 
tion. The  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  certainly  decided 
wisely  on  the  bonding  measures.  On  financial  and  economi- 
cal groijnds  these  measures  are  justifiable.  The  state  build- 
ings will  be  a  credit  to  the  State  of  California.  It  is  right 
to  saddle  a  bonding  proposition  on  posterity  as  posterity  is 
going  to  enjoy  it.  The  harbor  bonds  are  simply, a  provision 
in  case  the  added  shipping  due  to  the  Panama  Canal  will 
necessitate  these  additional  bonds.  Unless  we  have  an  undue 
growth  we  will  not  need  these  bonds.  In  New  York  when 
the  harbor  wants  a  bond  issue  they  do  not  have  to  go  to 
the  legislature  or  to  the  people,  but  the  matter  is  put  up 
to  a  public  body,  which  decides  upon  its  necessity. 

"It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  irrespective  of  the  tremendous 
destruction  of  commerce  due  to  the  war,  San  Francisco  har- 
bor has  gone  ahead  with  leaps  and  bounds.  Exports  have 
gone  way  ahead.  For  September,  1913,  they  amounted  to 
over  $8,000,000  and  for  September,  1914,  to  over  $14,000,000. 
In  tonnage  we  are  300  per  cent  ahead  of  last  year.  \  15,000 
ton  steamship  sailed  from  here  last  week  and  left  500 
tons  of  cargo  on  the  wharf  because  they  did  not  have  room 
for  it.  Some  concerns  have  refused  bookings  until  Decem- 
ber. Whereas,  before  the  opening  of  the  canal,  we  had  two 
lines  carrying  freight  to  New  York  we  now  have  eight,  and 
they  are  all  San  Francisco  concerns.  The  biggest  steamship 
men  in  the  world  have  been  here  to  look  into  conditions. 
They  came  themselves  and  did  not  send  representatives.  The 
war  will  come  to  an  end,  but  San  Francisco  will  never  come 
to  an  end.  San  Francisco,  California,  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
the  Panama  Canal  are  going  to  be  here  and  grow  and  pros- 
per and  the  sun  will  come  out  from  behind  the  clouds.  San 
Francisco  is  bound  to  go  ahead.    It  is  so  marked  by  destiny." 


"FRISCO"  IS  NOT  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

"Frisco"  is  not  to  be  used  in  designating  San  Fran- 
cisco. This  decision  has  been  given  by  the  treasury 
department  of  the  federal  government. 

The  dispute  over  the  use  of  the  flippant  "Frisco" 
developed  when  the  government  recently  ordered  all 
cars  containing  merchandise  being  transported  in  bond 
to  be  secured  with  a  special  customs  seal  bearing  the_ 
imprint  of  the  name  of  the  port  where  sealed.  .'\n  or^^ 
der  given  by  one  of  the  railroads  for  such  seals  wag 
filled  by  the  manufacturer,  who  substituted  the  name 
"Frisco"  for  San  Francisco.  In  rebuking  the  inanu^ 
facturer  and  prohibiting  the  use  of  the  word  the  del 
partirient  sent  the  following  communication,  whose 
original  objections  are  quoted: 

"I  have  to  advise  you  that  objection  has  been  made  to  th^ 
use  of  the  term  'Frisco,'  Cal.,'  on  the  seals,  for  the_  reason 
that  the  word  'Frisco'  lacks  distinctiveness  and  dignity,  and 
there  are  upward  of  ten  villages  named  Frisco. 

"The  term  'Frisco'  as  a  name  for  San  Francisco,  employed! 
by  non-residents,  is  objected  to  by  a  majority  of  the  citizens] 
of  San  Francisco  and  is  never  used  by  them.  The  term  hasj 
been  condemned  by  the  press  and  civic  organizations  and! 
the  campaign  against  the  employment  thereof  has  progressed! 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  St.  Louis  and  San  Francisco  rail- 1 
way,  commonly  known  and  widely  advertised  as  the  'Frisco' 1 
line,  was  obliged,  by  popular  opinion,  to  take  that  term  off] 
its   advertising  and   office   window   display   in    that   city."

Work  for  the  Legislative  Committee 

THE  election  having  ended  the  campaign  work  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, now  comes  the  greater  task  of  corrective,  eliminative  and  constructive  legislation.     Corrective 
legislation  that  will  remedy  abuses  found  in  existing  laws  and  eliminative  legislation  that  will  strike 
from  the  over-burdened  and  cumbersome  statutes  of  California  the  "deadwood,"  the  inoperative  and  ineffec- 
tive measures. 

To  that  end  the  committee  invites  suggestions  as  to  legislation  along  those  lines.  These  suggestions 
should  be  in  writing  and,  to  avoid  confusion,  should  come  preferably  through  that  committee  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  having  in  charge  the  interests  of  your  particular  business,  trade,  industry  or  profession. 
Suggestions  will  be  welcomed,  however,  from  other  commercial  and  civic  bodies  and  from  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber.  The  Legislative  Committee  is  endeavoring  to  secure  state  wide  co-operation  along 
these  lines  and  with  every  promise  of  success. 


THE  CHAMBER  AND  THE  ELECTION. 

As  this  issue  of  the  "Activities"  comes  from  the 
press,  we  are  unable  to  get  any  definite  information  as 
to  the  general  results  of  the  vote  on  the  amendments. 
It  will  probably  be  several  days  before  we  get  the 
complete  vote. 

The  Chamber  does  want  to  thank  the  voters  of  the 
state,  however,  for  the  intense  interest  displayed  in 
the  circulation  of  the  sample  ballots  of  the  amend- 
ments and  the  recommendations  on  the  amendments. 
Sevent3'-three  thousand  four  hundred  copies  were  sent 
out  from  this  office  to  every  newspaper,  bank  and 
commercial  organization  in  the  state.  Most  of  the 
large  San  Francisco  firms  and  many  of  the  smaller 
ones  took  quantities  for  distribution  amongst  their 
friends  and  employees. 

Irrespective  of  the  result  the  efl^orts  of  the  Cham- 
ber are  evidently  highl}'  appreciated,  judging  from  the 
words  of  praise  and  commendation  heard  on  all  sides. 
We  have  done  our  best  and  no  man  can  ask  more. 


DO  NOT  USE  ROLLER  TOWELS. 

Section  1.  That  no  person,  firm  or  corporation 
owing,  in  charge  of  or  in  control  of  any  lavatory  or 
washroom  in  any  hotel,  restaurant,  factory,  store,  of- 
fice building,  school,  public  hall,  railway  station  or 
public  place  or  building  shall  maintain  in  or  about 
such  lavatory  or  washroom  any  towel  for  common  use, 
nor  shall  they  expose  for  use  or  allow  to  be  exposed 
for  use  any  towel  to  be  used  by  more  than  one  per- 
son,  such  as  that  now  known  as  the  roller  towel. 

The  term  "common  use,"  as  used  in  this  Ordinance, 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  for  use  by  more  than  one 
person. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violat- 
ing any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
days. 

The-  above  quotations  from  a  city  ordinance  are 
run  at  the  request  of  Dr.  R.  G.  Brodrick,  Health  Of- 
ficer, Department  of  Public  Health.

While  in  New  Orleans  a  meeting  of  the  Board  was 
held,  and  it  was  decided  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  February  2,  3,  4,  5,  1915. 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  26,  1914. 
British  Ambassador,  through  the  State  Department, 
today  warned  all  American  shippers  to  consign  all  neu- 
tral bound  cargo  to  the  neutral  governments  or  specific 
consignees.

With  the  sailing  on  October  23rd  from  Vladivostock 
I.Siberia),  of  the  new  Russian  steamer  Novgorod  of 
3,368  tons  for  British  Columbia,  the  inauguration  of 
a  new  trans-Pacific  service  took  place.  The  Russian 
Volunteer  Fleet  are  to  operate  the  line,  and  Balfour 
Guthrie  &  Co.  will  act  as  Pacific  Coast  agents. 


Coal  receipts  at  this  port  from  all  sources  for  Octo- 
ber increased  over  40  per  cent  from  previous  month, 
and  amounted  to  42,000  tons. 


The  briskness  of  shipping  between  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Coasts  is  shown  with  the  arrival  at  this  port 
in  October  of  eleven  large  steamers.  Departures  for 
southern  and  .Atlantic  ports  were  sixteen  steamers. 
Full  cargoes  each  way  were  carried.  Eleven  vessels 
are  on  the  water  this  date  bound  here.

REHEARING   IN   CALIFORNIA   SWITCHING 
CASES. 

.'\s  stated  in  a  recent  issue  that  after  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  decision  in  favor  of  San  Fran- 
cisco in  the  California  switching  cases  had  been  up- 
held by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  carriers  had  published  their  tariffs  applying  at  San 
Francisco  and  Los  Angeles,  providing  that  no  switch- 
ing charge  should  be  assessed  by  the  road  perform- 
ing the  switching,  when  the  same  was  incidental  to 
a  line  haul,  the  defendant  carriers  nevertheless  filed 
a  petition  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
for  a  rehearing  in  this  case. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  took  prompt  action  to  prevent 
a  rehearing  being  granted,  which  would  have  again 
opened  up  the  whole  case  after  our  hard-won  victory. 
Advice  has  just  been  received  from  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  to  the  effect  that  the  jietition 
for  a  rehearing  has  been  denied,  and  the  case  cannot 

lie   reopened.

The  Belgian  Relief  Ship 


The  "Camino"  will  be  loading  her  cargo  by  the  time  this  Bulletin  reaches  you  for  her  long  journey  as  a 
ship  of  mercy.  About  800  tons  of  foodstuffs  are  needed  to  complete  her  cargo,  over  3200  tons  of  foodstuffs 
now  being  on  hand.  Approximately  $135,000  has  been  raised,  principally  in  San  Francisco,  for  the  purchase 
of  foodstuffs  and  practically  all  of  this  sum  has  been  spent  for  20,000  barrels  of  flour,  5,000  sacks  of  beans, 
1,000  sacks  of  rice,  5,000  mats  of  rice,  and  250  cases  of  condensed  milk.

Hon.  Julius  Katin  Tells  of  Work  in  Washington 


The  luncheon  meeting  last  Friday  held  in  the  Red  Room 
of  the  Palace  was  another  decided  success.  Our  representa- 
tive in  Congress,  the  Honorable  Julius  Kahn,  addressed  a 
meeting  that  filled  the  room.  At  the  speakers'  table  besides 
Mr.  Kahn  were  President  Michaels,  Directors  Anderson,  Car- 
roll, Esberg,  Lynch  and  Moore,  and  Capt.  Matson,  Adolph 
Uhl  and  President  Brunnier  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  T,  C. 
Coogan. 

Congressman  Kahn  received  an  ovation  after  President 
Michaels  had  introduced  him  as  follows:  "The  gentleman, 
who  will  speak  to  us  to-day,  needs  no  introduction  to  San 
Francisco.  I  also  wish  to  add  that  in  all  the  years  he  has 
been  in  Washington  he  has  always  been  there  to  help  us  and 
do  all  he  could." 

Representative  Kahn  replied  with  a  long  and  interesting 
talk  that  was  repeatedly  interrupted  with  applause.  The  in- 
tense stillness  that  pervaded  the  room  between  times  showed 
the  deep  interest  that  was  taken  in  his  words  of  wisdom  and 
advice. 

"Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen:  I  would  probably  not  be 
human  if  I  were  not  affected  by  such  a  friendly  welcome  as 
you  have  just  given  me.  The  election  we  have  just  had  has 
made  me  very  happy.  For  fourteen  years  I  have  represented 
the  Fourth  District  in  Congress  and  the  great  majority  you 
gave  me  at  the  last  election  inspired  me  to  greater  efforts  for 
San  Francisco.  I  have  been  elected  eight  times — the  record 
for  the  Pacific  Coast.  I  want  to  thank  this  organization  and 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  for  their  help.  Perhaps  you  will 
pardon  me  if  I  become  a  little  reminiscent,  but  when  I  first 
went  to  Washington  I  learned  that  the  only  way  to  get  recog- 
nition in  Congress  was  to  go  back  time  and  time  again.  A 
new  representative  is  hardly  ever  recognized  and  will  have  to 
start  all  over  again  at  the  bottom  of  the  ladder.  I  have  been 
accused  of  'legging'  it.  Every  time  I  legged  it  to  the  depart- 
ment it  was  in  the  interest  of  my  constituents. 

"For  nine  years  I  have  been  on  the  Committee  of  Military 
Affairs.  I  am  the  ranking  member  of  the  minority.  The  first 
sum  of  money  to  connect  the  Presidio  with  Fort  Miley  was  ap- 
propriated by  this  committee.  In  the  next  bill  I  will  get  the 
rest  of  the  money  and  complete  this  boulevard  with  our  great 
ocean  boulevard.  The  Presidio  cemetery  is  the  third  greatest 
United  States  cemetery  in  the  country.  By  means  of  being 
in  these  committee  conferences  I  was  able  to  get  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  rostrum  at  the  Presidio  cemetery;  $1,750,000  for 
the  United  States  transport  service  was  appropriated.  This 
anchors  the  transport  service  permanently  in  San  Francisco. 
We  also  got  the  money  for  the  warehouses  back  of  the  trans- 
port docks.  In  addition  we  secured  the  appropriation  of 
$1,500,000  for  new  barracks  and  quarters  in  the  Presidio  and 
Fort  Scott,  also  money  for  the  officers'  quarters.  We  have 
secured  the  money  for  the  continuation  of  the  roads  in  the 
Presidio  as  well  as  money  for  a  mine-planter.  Right  here  I 
want  to  say  that  General  Murray  has  been  a  splendid  friend 
to  San  Francisco  on  all  occasions.  On  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
there  are  three  mine-planters.  General  Murray  called  my  at- 
tention to  this  fact  years  ago.  With  all  our  magnificent  coast 
we  had  no  mine-planter.  With  this  appropriation  we  will 
secure  one,  so  that  in  twenty-four  hours  this  splendid  harbor 
for  twelve  miles  out  could  be  mined  against  any  foe. 

"This  country  needs  a  strong  navy.  The  war  in  Europe  to- 
day tells  us  that  the  country  that  controls  the  sea  comes  pretty 
near  controlling  the  commerce  of  the  ocean.  I  am  a  peaceful 
man  myself  and  do  not  believe  in  war  and  never  have,  but  no 
nation  is  the  controller  of  her  own  destinies.  If  ever  that 
time  comes  I  want  my  country  to  be  ready.  It  is  insurance-— 
that's  all.  It  is  a  great  deal  cheaper  to  build  men-of-war  in 
times  of  peace  than  to  build  or  buy  a  navy  in  time  of  war. 

"We  have  always  been  anxious  to  get  the  dry  docks  at  the 
Union  Iron  Works.  We  had  to  fight  for  it.  We  don't  get 
anything  in  Congress  without  fighting  for  it.  Two  cities  on 
the  Atlantic  Coast  are  trying  to  get  a  dry  dock— Philadelphia 
and  Norfolk.     Each  has  a  navy  yard. 


"San  Francisco  must  learn  to  stand  alone.  She  wants  the 
support  of  all  the  Coast  and  of  every  section,  but  she  does  not 
get  it.  There  is  no  dry  dock  between  Panama  and  Bremerton 
large  enough  to  take  care  of  our  battleships.  That  is  the 
reason  they  have  not  been  here.  I  doubt  if  any  one  fully 
realizes  the  importance  of  that  dry  dock  to  San  Francisco. 
The  battleship  fleet  will  come  through  the  Canal  when  the 
Canal  is  formally  opened.  With  facilities  here  they  will  be 
in  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  for  weeks  at  a  time.  The  amount 
of  business  that  those  vessels  will  bring  to  San  Francisco  will 
materially  affect  the  trade  of  San  Francisco. 

"The  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  years  has  been  interested 
in  "-he  upbuilding  of  the  American  merchant  marine.  We  on 
the  Atlantic  seaboard  realize  its  importance.  The  interior 
does  not.  $350,000,000  is  the  carrying  trade  per  year  from  this 
country,  practically  all  of  which  is  carried  in  foreign  bottoms. 
There  are  only  ten  vessels  carrying  the  American  flag  in  the 
oversea  foreign  trade.  This  year,  of  all  years  in  history,  they 
are  caught  with  bumper  crops  and  no  vessels  to  carry  the 
crops.  If  a  small  amount  of  money  had  been  laid  aside  each 
year  for  the  carrying  of  the  mails  we  would  have  had  at  least 
forty  ships  to  carry  our  crop.  Now  we  propose  that  the  Gov- 
ernment shall  go  into  the  shipping  business.  $30,000,000  ex- 
pended for  a  Government  line  would  mean  a  perpetual  drain 
upon  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  The  legislation  is 
unsound  and  will  curb  private  enterprise.  It  is  not  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Government  to  enter  into  competition  with  private 
enterprise  in  any  way  whatsoever.  I  hope  in  this  short  ses- 
sion to  get  an  appropriation  of  $500,000  for  the  United  States 
Marine  Hospital.  The  present  one  was  put  up  forty  years  ago. 
In  any  other  city  it  would  have  been  torn  down  years  ago,  but 
here,  due  to  climatic  conditions,  it  has  served  longer  than  it 
was  intended  to. 

"Just  as  Australia  and  Africa  send  their  products  to  Europe 
by  refrigerator  ships  we  will  be  sending  our  products  to 
Europe,  as  our  products  ripen  here  six  weeks  earlier. 

"What  we  need  here  very,  very  badly,  is  labor.  If  you  can 
get  the  immigrant  to  go  up  into  the  valleys,  generations  yet 
unborn  will  reap  the  benefit.  With  cheap  oil  as  fuel  we  should 
also  be  a  great  manufacturing  State. 

"The  provisions  of  the  Canal  Act  of  1912  will  be  reinstated, 
so  that  ships  in  the  coastwise  trade  will  not  have  to  pay  tolls 
and  the  tax-payers  will  not  have  to  pay  tolls  on  a  canal  that 
has  cost  them  $400,000,000.  I  always  felt  that  we  were  not 
violating  a  treaty  right  when  we  exempted  ships  from  the 
coastwise  trade. 

"On  March  24,  1915,  the  President  of  the  United  States  with 
a  fleet  of  war  vessels  will  arrive  here.  It  will  be  the  greatest 
pageant  that  the  world  has  ever  seen.  I  have  always  felt  that 
we  should  bring  the  whole  Congress  out  here  to  be  present 
when  the  fleet  passes  through  the  Golden  Gate.  I  think  they 
would  accept  an  invitation  if  it  came  from  the  proper  party, 
and  to  that  end  I  am  going  to  ask  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Supervisors,  the  Exposition  and  the  State  Legislature  to 
invite  Congress.  We  want  to  show  them  the  Real  West  of 
the  United  States.  Two  years  ago  there  was  no  Exposition 
when  I  left  here  for  Washington.  Last  Sunday  I  went 
through  what  you  have  been  pleased  to  call  the  Dream  City. 
It  is.  No  San  Franciscan  or  Californian  need  be  ashamed  of 
the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  I  have  had 
men  from  all  over  the  world  come  to  me  and  tell  me  that  no 
Exposition  ever  held  has  had  the  beauty  or  the  site  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  It  will  be  the  mag- 
net to  draw  people  from  all  over  the  world,  and  when  they 
come  here  and  see  what  California  really  is  they  will  go  East 
to  sell  out  their  belongings  and  come  back  here  to  settle  as 
residents,  tax-payers  and  builders.  Oh,  the  future  is  beautiful 
and  will  bring  untold  glory  to  San  Francisco  and  the  West." 
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AT  THE  BOARD  MEETING. 

Among  the  activities  of  the  regular  weekly  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  the  following  are  of  interest : 

President  Michaels  announced  that  delegates  would 
be  appointed  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  the  United  States,  Washington,  D.  C, 
February  3,  4  and  5. 

Capt.  Robert  Dollar  sent  in  his  resignation  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  and  Chairman  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Committee,  due  to  his  lengthy  absence  in  the  Orient. 

Mr.  James  Otis  of  Otis,  McAllister  &  Co.,  was  elected 
to  succeed  Capt.  Dollar  for  the  unexpired  term,  and 
President  Michaels  announced  that  he  would  appoint 
Mr.  Otis  Chairman  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Committee. 

It  was  decided  to  give  a  luncheon  to  Major  Gene;-al 
Murray,  U.  S.  A.,  to  which  the  United  States  Senators 
and  Representatives  from  this  district  should  be  in- 
vited, in  order  that  the  General  might  explain  the  needs 
of  the  Presidio,  to  be  followed  by  an  inspection  thereof. 

F.  W.  Dohrmann,  Jr.,  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  upon  their  sug- 
gestion vice  F.  W.  Dohrmann,  deceased. 

The  manager  was  authorized  to  draw  up  a  resolution 
endorsing  the  request  of  the  Director  of  the  Census  re 
information  on  factories  in  this  city  in  connection  with 
the  1914  Industrial  Census.

The  state  buildings  now  under  construction  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposi- 
tion represent  a  cost  of  $1,200,000.  The  cost  repre- 
sented by  the  foreign  pavilions  now  in  course  of  con- 
struction is  $1,000,000.  These  figures  are  exclusive  of 
the  cost  of  interior  fittings  and  furnishings,  landscape 
gardening,  installing  of  exhibits  and  maintenance.  The 
states  most  recently  taking  steps  to  construct  build- 
ings are  Alabama  and  Nebraska.  The  nation  starting 
a  pavilion  most  recently  is  Switzerland. 


Word  has  been  received  from  Germany  by  officials 
of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  that 
German  exhibitors  are  preparing  exhibits  for  the  1915 
exposition  in  spite  of  the  war.  With  the  exception  of 
'  a  few  manufacturers  near  the  border,  there  have  been 
no  withdrawals  on  the  part  of  German  merchants.  Ger- 
man architects  are  in  San  Francisco  at  this  time  con- 
structing the  German  sections  for  exhibits.  Germany 
has  established  a  New  York  office  for  exposition  activ- 
ities. One  of  Germany's  most  striking  exhibits  will 
be  the  Leichner  Fountain  at  the  main  entrance,  which 
will  be  shown  in  America  for  the  first  time.  It  is  more 
than  a  hundred  feet  high  and  appears  as  a  great  flame, 
yet  the  hand  can  be  run  through  it  as  safely  as  through 
water. 


STATE  BELT   INDUSTRIAL  SWITCHING 
ABSORBED. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  been  authoritatively  informed  and 
notified  by  the  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company  that 
effective  at  the  earliest  practicable  date,  the  Western 
Pacific  has  determined  to  absorb  the  charges  of  the 
State  Belt  Railway  for  delivering  carloads  to  indus- 
tries on  the  State  Belt  Line,  thereby  placing  all  Belt 
I^ine  industries  upon  a  parity  with  industries  served 
directly  by  the  rails  of  the  transcontinental  carriers. 

It  has  been  contended  by  the  carriers  generally  that 
the  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
in  the  so-called  "Switching  Cases,"  requiring  railroads 
to  deliver  without  switching  charge  carloads  to  indus- 
trial spurs,  when  moving  incidentally  to  a  system  line 
haul,  did  not  cover  the  situation  at  the  so-called  Drumm 
Street  territory,  where  a  number  of  industries  and  in- 
dustrial spurs  are  located,  connected  with  the  tracks  of 
the  State  Belt  Railway.  It  has  been  the  contention  of 
the  Traffic  Bureau  that  the  decision  of  the  Commis- 
sion included  these  Belt  Line  industries  in  principle, 
if  not  in  the  letter  of  the  decision. 

The  action  of  the  Western  Pacific  in  determining  to 
abolish  this  switching  charge  on  the  Belt  Line  Road 
must  be  regarded  by  the  shipping  public  as  highly  com- 
mendable upon  the  part  of  that  road,  and  the  attitude 
of  the  oiScials  of  the  Western  Pacific  must  be  accepted 
as  inspired  by  a  public  interest  in  the  welfare  of  San 
Francisco  merchants,  and  by  a  commendable  desire  on 
their  part  to  foster  and  encourage  its  commerce. 

Of  course  this  action  of  the  Western  Pacific  must  be 
followed  by  other  lines  making  deliveries  on  the  Belt 
Line  tracks.  But  the  Western  Pacific  is  plainly  enti- 
tled to  the  credit  of  leadership  in  straightening  out  this 
hitherto  complicated  and  discriminatory  situation. 

All  of  the  carriers  are  about  ready  to  announce  their 
determination  to  remove  the  switching  charges  inci- 
dental to  a  line  haul  on  intra-state  freight  at  industrial 
spurs  within  their  respective  switching  limits,  which 
are  not  upon  or  connected  wth  the  Belt  Line  tracks. 
The  decision  of  the  Western  Pacific  will  have  the  ef- 
fect of  placing  the  Belt  Line  industries  upon  an  equal- 
ity  with   the   industries   served   directly   by  the   main 

line  carriers.  

FIESTA  OF  THE  SNOWS. 
On  a  scale  calculated  to  attract  the  attention  of  all 
California,  the  Truckee  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  build- 
ing its  plans  for  the  forthcoming  "Fiesta  of  the  Snows," 
which  will  this  season  take  its  place  among  the  cele- 
brations that  combine  to  make  California  the  play- 
ground of  America.  Profiting  by  the  experiences  of 
last  year,  when  the  winter  carnival  was  instituted,  the 
managers  of  the  affair  are  arranging  for  two  months 
of  frosty  fun  and  frolic  high  up  among  the  Sierra  Ne- 
vada pines,  whose  branches  will  be  laden  with  snow 
from  New  Year's  day  until  well  along  in  March. 

The  famous  Ice  Palace,  constructed  at  an  initial  out- 
lay of  more  than  $10,000,  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
workmen  during  the  summer  and  awaits  only  the  first 
heavy  snowfall  to  make  it  the  center  of  festivity.  The 
principal  toboggan  slide  has  been  lengthened  to  a  dis- 
tance of  a  mile,  making  a  longer  and  swifter  course. 
New  horses,  sleighs  and  sleds  will  be  provided  in  num- 
bers sufficient  to  care  for  the  largest  number  of  vis- 
itors likely  to  arrive  at  one  time  and  a  number  of  ex- 
perts will  give  exhibitions  and  instruction  in  ski  jump- 
ing, for  which  a  splendid  location  has  been  secured. 
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MARINE  NEWS. 

With  the  arrival  of  five  French  and  one  EngHsh  sail- 
ing ships  this  week  from  Europe,  the  available  tonnage 
for  barley  export,  was  increased  to  that  extent,  as  all 
were  chartered  prior  to  arrival,  for  United  Kingdom 
delivcrv. 


Foreign  coke  to  the  amount  of  13,395  tons  arrived 
here  during  November.  This  is  the  largest  monthly 
importation  of  same  since  1910. 


The  steamer  Colusa  of  the  Grace  Line  is  the  latest 
vessel  to  change  from  British  to  American  register  and 
is  now  on  the  way  from  Valparaiso  via  way  ports  for 
San  Francisco.  This  freighter  is  to  ply  in  the  South 
American  trade  and  is  much  faster  than  the  average 
tramp  steamer.  She  is  also  equipped  with  passenger 
accommodations. 


Steamer  S.  V.  Luckenbach  arrived  here  from  New 
York  November  19th,  being  the  first  of  the  Luckenbach 
Line,  carrying  passengers  between  the  two  ports. 


The  British  steamer  M.  S.  Dollar,  of  the  Dollar  Line, 
sailed  from  Victoria  on  the  19th  for  New  York  via  Pan- 
ama Canal  with  full  cargo  of  lumber. 


The  American  steamer  Olson  &  Mahony  has  been 
chartered  to  carry  cargo  of  general  merchandise  from 
San  Francisco  to  Valparaiso,  and  is  now  on  the  berth 
loading.  Expects  to  sail  about  November  24th.  The 
Golden  Gate  Trading  Company  are  the  charterers. 


ST.  LOUIS  SHIPPING  CENTER. 

The  growing  trade  of  the  Ohio,  Missouri  and  Mis- 
sissippi' Valleys  with  the  Pacific  Coast  may  make  it 
desirable  for  the  shippers  of  San  Francisco  to  be  in 
touch  with  certain  storage  and  transfer  and  shipping 
concerns  in  the  trade  centers  of  that  territory.  The 
Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  the  following  informa- 
tion from  the  Columbia  Transfer  Company,  St.  Louis, 
Missouri. 

"St.  Louis  is  the  logical  center  for  the  distribution  of 
carload  shipments  for  the  West  and  Southwest. 

"The  freight  rates  to  this  territory  are  very  favor- 
able to  St.   Louis. 

"Our  La  Salle  Street  Station  is  located  on  the  St. 
Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  tracks  and  is  ad- 
vantageously situated  for  the  handling  of  this  class 
of  business.  We  make  only  a  small  charge  for  un- 
loading and  assorting  of  the  car.  Shipments  for  points 
beyond  St.  Louis  can  be  made  without  additional 
charge.  St.  Louis  consignees  have  the  privilege  of 
calling  at  our  warehouse  for  their  freight.

"I  cannot  adequately  reply  to  the  people  who 
have  called  me  to  a  place  where  I  perhaps  may 
be  of  some  service,  and  to  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce so  intimately  identified  with  San  Francisco. 
I  will  co-operate  in  every  way  with  the  Chamber 
whenever  possible."  Senator  James  D.  Phelan. 


At  tho  most  enthusiastic  luncheon  meeting  yet  held 
liy  the  Chamber,  the  Honorable  James  D.  Phelan,  Sen- 
ator-elect from  California,  and  the  first  Senator  to  be 
elected  by  popular  vote,  addressed  a  meeting  that  not 
only  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  Red  Room  last  Friday, 
but  forced  nearly  a  hundred  guests  to  take  lunch  in  the 
grill  room.  The  225  seats  were  soon  filled  up  and  at 
the  tables  were  seen  Supervisors  Vogelsang,  Murdock 
and  Kortick,  Judge  Lawlor,  Directors  Chase,  McNear, 
Lynch  and  many  of  the  prominent  merchants,  bank- 
ers, business  men  and  even  a  few  politicians  of  the 
city.  At  the  speakers'  table  with  Senator  Phelan  were 
seated  President  Michaels,  Mayor  Rolph  and  Direc- 
tors j\foore,  Mcese  and  Carroll. 

For  spontaneous  spirit  and  enthusiasm  the  meeting 
was  without  parallel  in  the  history  of  the  Chamber's 
luncheon  meetings  and  was  indicative  of  the  future 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  city  and  State  as  out- 
lined in  Senator  Phelan 's  excellent  address. 

President  ^fichaels  presided  and  announced  that 
this  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  luncheons  at  which 
the  newly  elected  state  officials  would  speak,  includ- 
ing for  future  luncheon  Governor  Johnson,  Lieut. 
Governor  Eshleman,  Judge  Angellotti.  and  Represent- 
atives Kahn  and  Nolan. 

When  Senator  Phelan  arose  to  speak  he  was  greeted 
with  prolonged  and  enthusiastic  applause  which  soon 
broke  into  cheers,  ending  in  "three  cheers  for  the  Na- 
tive Son  from  our  Native  City." 

Senator  Phelan  prefaced  his  remarks  with  the  state- 
ments quoted  above.  He  told  of  his  father's  career  in 
the  early  San  I'rancisco,  of  the  days  when  San  Fran- 
cisco was  famous  as  a  gambling  center,  which  fame 
finally  ran  into  stock  speculation  that  in  the  end  was 
recognized  as  a  stable  business,  aided  by  the  telegraph 
and  other  modern  inventions.  He  told  how  Mr.  Reese, 
the  first  man  to  start  a  warehouse  in  San  Francisco, 
came  from  Los  Angeles.  Even  in  those  days  he  could 
not  make  a  living  there.  The  Senator  then  related 
how  Daniel  Meyer  went  to  Los  Angeles  after  the 
earthquake,  and  quickly  corrected  himself  by  saying 
after  the  fire.  There  were  no  stocks,  no  stores,  no 
goods,  no  business,  nothing  in  San  Francisco.  It  was 
destroyed.  They  asked  Daniel  Meyer  what  he  was 
going  to  do  and  he  answered,  "We  are  going  to  live 
on  what  Los  Angeles  owes  us."  Senator  Phelan  then 
went  on  to  say  "The  Bay  remains.  The  future  pros- 
perity of  San  Francisco  and  the  surrounding  territory 
rests  upon  the  Bay,  which  ?hould  be  the  unit.  What 
may  we  expect  of  San  Francisco  when  wars  are  settled 
and  the  normal  shipping  comes  here,  to  the  most  pro- 
ductive state  in  the  Union?  We  are  the  beneficiaries, 
because  the  pioneers  founded  a  city  here  upon  this  pen- 
insula, condemned  by  the  Spaniards  because  it  had 
neither  water,  wood,  or  arable  land.  Benicia  was  se- 
lected because  it  was  at  the  headwaters  of  navigation 
on  the  rivers.  Theoretically  they  were  right.  The 
ships  of  the  seven  seas  came  here  and  anchored  just 
around  the  corner  from  Telegraph  Hill  because  there

was  plenty  of  water  there.  These  ships  came  wheni 
gold  was  discovered  and  the  beginning  of  San  Fran- 
cisco may  be  dated  from  the  time  its  name  was  changed 
from  Yerba  Buena  to  San  Francisco." 

"I  have  been  mentioned  in  Collier's."  At  tliis  point 
the  assemblage  laughed  heartily  and  Mr.  Phelan  re- 
marked that  he  was  sorry  to  see  that  so  many  people 
read  Collier's.  "I  have  never  used  those  words  'Bring 
Back  the  Bacon' — I  don't  know  what  they  mean ;  they 
belong  to  Mayor  Rolph  and  were  the  last  words  he 
said  to  us  as  he  went  to  Washington  in  the  interests  of 
I-fetch  Hetchy.  I  did  not  use  the  words,  but  I  con- 
veyed the  sense. 

"In  Wyoming  there  is  an  appropriation  of  $3,000,- 

000  for  an  isolated,  useless  Army  Post,  estafilished  de- 
cades of  years  ago  to  protect  the  settlers  against  the 
Indians.  I  call  that  pork.  Three  million  dollars  for 
the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  would  no  longer  be  pork. 

1  was  told  the  other  day  that  the  Presidio  cannot  get 
.fL-'^CK)  to  make  habitable  a  dwelling.  The  Presidio  of 
San  Francisco,  the  most  important  Post  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  with  California's  thousand  miles  of  shore  line, 
millions  of  dollars  should  be  appropriated  to  make  this 
place  impregnable — a  point  of  attack  that  is  in  the  eyes 
of  the  Oriental  nations.  We  must  be  ready  to  return 
a  blow.  We  must  not  be  exposed  and  put  San  Fran- 
cisco under  tribute  (as  has  been  done  in  Europe  lately), 
and  wake  up  three  years  too  late,  after  our  business 
has  been  blown  up  and  we  finally  have  an  army  and 
navy  here  to  protect  the  coast.  Such  an  appropriation 
would  not  be  pork  expended  for  San  Francisco,  but  for 
the  protection  of  the  nation.  These  pork  appropria- 
tions remind  nie  of  my  good  old  friend,  L'ncle  Joe 
Bromley,  who  said  after  he  had  sunk  a  mining  shaft 
and  discovered  no  gold,  the  directors  of  the  mining 
company  were  called  around  the  hole  in  the  ground  and 
suggestions  were  asked  for  as  to  what  should  be  done 
with  it,  until  finally  the  suggestion  would  be  made  to 
turn  it  upside  down  and  sell  it  to  the  Government  for  a 
lighthouse.  Every  proposition  must  have  merit.  What 
I  said  at  Brawlej'  in  the  Imperial  Valley  was  that  their 
demand  was  a  legitimate  one.  They  have  expended 
thousands  of  dollars  and  have  made  4,000  acres  of  land 
arable.  The  Imperial  Valley  is  the  pride  of  California 
and  has  added  enormously  to  the  value  of  the  State. 

It  would  be  more  profitable  for  me  to  listen  to  men 
who  are  familiar  with  these  problems  than  it  is  for  me^ 
to  tell  you  about  what  I  am  only  partly  familiar.     We^» 
have   here  the   most  diversified  crops  in    the    world, 
the  Pacific  Ocean  and  the  ports  that  indent  its  coast. 
It   seems  to   me  we  have   everything.     However,   we 
need   markets   and   we   need   ships.     We   must   listen 
to    individuals    and    merchants    banded    together     as 
Chambers  of  Commerce.    California  is  a  young  state  in 
process  of  development  and  must  have  federal  aid.  L'n- 
cle Sam  gets  every  cent  of  his  investments  back  from 
such  projects  as  the  Alaskan  Railroad  and  the  Orland 
Irrigation  project  covering  a  period  of  years. 
t>age  three.)

TRAFFIC  AND  TRANSPORTATION  CONGRESS 
FOR    1915. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  word  from  the 
Bureau  of  Conventions  and  Congresses  of  the  Panama 
Pacific  International  Exposition  that  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  National  Industrial  Traffic  League 
was  authorized  by  unanimous  vote,  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  Chicago,  November  12th  and  13th,  to  arrange 
to  hold  a  Traffic  and  Transportation  Congress  in  San 
Francisco  during-  1915,  at  which  all  of  the  transporta- 
tion interests,  including  the  carriers  and  shippers,  as 
well  as  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the  State 
Railroad  Commissions,  and  the  Traffic  Bureaus  of  all 
the  commercial  organizations  will  be  represented,  and 
will  meet  and  confer  upon  these  important  questions. 
Such  a  Congress  is  especially  desirable  to  solve  the 
many  new  problems  arising  by  reason  of  the  opening 
of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the  effect  it  has  upon  trade 
and  transportation. 


STRONG  ARGUMENT   FOR   AMERICAN   MER- 
CHANT MARINE. 

During  the  year  of  1913  Japan  imported  goods  to  the 
value  of  $364,715,822.  The  United  States  supplied 
$61,204,180  or  16,7  per  cent,  and  England  $61,368,485, 
or  16.8  per  cent.  The  vessels  entered  in  Japan  which 
brought  these  imports  amounted  to  9,888  with  tonnage 
of  24,658,874.  Of  these  6,229,  with  tonnage  of  12,- 
529,552,  or  over  50  per  cent  were  Japanese,  2,166  with 
tonnage  of  7,228,460  were  English  and  182  with  ton- 
nage of  1,330,594  were  American.  Thus,  while  the 
United  States  supplied  16.7  per  cent  of  the  imports, 
only  5.4  per  cent  was  transported  in  American  vessels. 
England  supplied  16.8  per  cent  of  the  imports  and 
carried  29.3  per  cent  and  the  Japanese  themselves  car- 
ried over  50  per  cent.  The  excess  of  tonnage  over 
the  5.4  per  cent  carried  by  American  ships  paid  trib- 
ute in  the  shape  of  freight  to  Japanese  and  English 
vessels.

DO  NOT  USE  SCRIP. 

The  Retail  Trade  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  sent  a  circular  to  all  affiliated  retail 
merchants  warning  them  against  the  use  of  scrip. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  "scrip,"  which  is  being  ad- 
vertised as  "A  Mile  in  Travel  for  a  Dollar  in  Trade" 
costs  from  2  cents  to  3  cents  per  mile,  also  that  the 
retail  merchant  pays  in  advance  for  lapses — coupons 
that  are  never  redeemed.  These  coupons  cost  the  mer- 
chant on  the  average  about  4  per  cent  of  his  sales. 
The  advertising  inducements  offered  are  of  a  doubt- 
ful value.  The  notice  ends  up  with  this  statement  from 
the  Retail  Trade  Committee :  "After  investigating 
this  new  scheme  thoroughly,  we  feel  that  it  is  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  retail  merchant  class  to  let  it 
alone."

Markets  mean  Business  and  Business  means  Wealth. 
As  a  seaboard  state  we  are  interested  in  commerce, 
while  the  interior  states  are  interested  in  production. 
The  tariff  should  be  a  scientific  tariff  and  we  should 
know  everything  relative  to  production  and  business 
in  order  to  determine  a  tariff.  San  Francisco  should 
be  a  great  manufacturing  city.  We  have  the  unlim- 
ited production  of  oil.  We  have  the  unlimited  quan- 
tity of  hydro-electric  power.  Hetch  Hetchy  alone  will 
furnish  200,000  H.  P.  of  electric  energy  and  as  500 
tons  of  coal  are  equal  to  one  horse-power  we  have  the 
equivalent  of  one  hundred  million  tons  of  coal.    Then, 


too,  we  have  the  climate  where  man  can  work  at  much 
greater  efficiency  than  in  the  warm  climates  of  the 
East  and  South.  All  we  need  is  raw  material.  The 
Government  is  doing  everything  possible  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  State  and  Nation,  and  the  State  can- 
not help  itself  without  helping  the  Nation." 

At  the  end  of  Senator  Phelan's  address  he  was 
tendered  an  informal  reception.  Practically  every 
guest  in  the  room  formed  into  a  double  line  and  wished 
him  the  best  of  success  and  assured  him  of  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  San  Francisco  and  the  San  Francisco 
business  men.

Several  tramp  steamers  have  arrived  at  Pacific  Coast 
ports  the  past  week  from  Europe  and  .Atlantic  Coast 
in  ballast  to  load  grain  for  Europe.  All  came  via  the 
Canal. 


One  thousand  twenty-one  cases  of  eggs  arrived  this 
month  from  China  direct,  and  500  cases  more  came 
via  coast  steamers.  Australian  butter,  amounting  to 
273  centals,  arrived  on  the  last  liner. 


About  a  dozen  steamers  will  be  despatched  from  San 
Francisco  with  cargo  for  New  York  during  the  month 
of  November. 


The  exports  of  barley  from  San  Francisco  by  water 
for  November  to  date,  338.504  ctls. ;  same  date  last  year, 
7,879  ctls. 


WAR  TAX  ON  SHIPPING  RECEIPTS. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  advises  that  effective  December 
1,  1914,  all  bills  of  lading,  manifests  and  receipts  for 
goods  to  be  forwarded,  issued  by  any  common  carrier, 
railroad,  steamship  or  express  company,  must  bear  a 
one-cent  revenue  stamp.  The  law  provides  that  "the 
shipper  or  consignor,  or  his  agent,  or  person  from 
whom  any  goods  are  accepted  for  transportation  where 
a  charge  exceeding  5  cents  is  made"  *  *  *  "shall 
duly  attach  and  cancel  as  in  this  act  provided,  to  each 
of  said  bills  of  lading,  manifests  or  other  memorandum, 
a  stamp  of  the  value  of  1  cent."  These  stamps  will  be 
on  sale  by  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  Scott  at  the 
Custom  House  before  the  tax  becomes  effective  De- 
cember 1st. 

The  law  also  provides  :  "Entry  of  any  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise  at  any  custom  house,  either  for  con- 
sumption or  warehousing,  not  exceeding  $100  in  value, 
25  cents;  exceeding  $100  and  not  exceeding  $500  in 
value,   50  cents;  exceeding  $500  in  value,  $1. 

"Entry  for  the  withdrawal  of  any  goods  or  merchan- 
dise from  customs  bonded  warehouse,  50  cents." 

Telegraph  and  telephone  companies  are  also  obliged, 
in  cases  where  charge  for  the  message  transmitted 
amounts  to  15  cents  or  more,  to  "collect  from  the  per- 
son paying  for  the  message  or  conversation  a  tax  of 
1  cent  in  addition  to  the  regular  charges  for  the  mes- 
sage or  conversation."  The  sender  of  the  message 
is  not  obliged  to  attach  and  cancel  the  revenue  stamp, 
but  the  telegraph  or  telephone  company  is  held  ac- 
countable for  the  collection  of  and  accounting  for  the 
tax  to  the  government.

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  taken  up  with 
the  leading  Commercial  Organizations  of  the  United 
States  the  desirability  of  making  Manila  a  "Free  Port" 
so  far  as  interchange  traffic  is  concerned  and  endeavor- 
ing to  substitute  that  port  for  Hongkong,  thereby 
bringing  a  large  commerce  under  American  jurisdic- 
tion which  has  heretofore  been  under  P>ritish  dominion.

Provided  you  sign  the  application  herewith,  as  the  capacity  of  the  roof  is  limited.

Representative  Nolan  Speaks 

Advocates  a  Committee  to  Receive  Congressmen 


\'ice-Presi(lent  R.  I.  I'.fntley  jiresided  at  the  weekly 
luncheon  meeting  of  the  Chamber,  held  last  Friday, 
and,  in  introducing  Representative  John  I.  Nolan  as 
the  principal  speaker,  said  that  during  his  tertn  as 
Congressman,  he  had  never  been  foimd  wanting  in  any 
request  that  had  been  made  of  him  by  the  Chamlier  of 
Commerce. 

In  replying.  Mr.  Nolan  said:  "I  esteem  it  a  privilege  to 
appear  before  you  here  to-day  and  give  an  account,  as  it  were, 
of  my  stewardship  during  my  first  term  in  Congress  from  the 
Fifth  Congressional  District  in  California.  In  going  to  Wash- 
ington I  went  after  some  little  legislative  experience,  first  as 
a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
later  as  a  legislative  agent  from  Sacramento.  The  men  that 
stay  on  the  job  and  try  by  night  and  by  day  to  further  the 
interests  of  their  constituents  are  the  ones  who  accomplish 
something — not  always  those  who  can  talk  the  loudest,  as  I 
used  to  think.  It  is  the  individual  work  as  well  as  the  team 
work  of  the  California  delegation  that  brings  results.  We  are 
particularly  fortunate  in  this  Sixty-third  Congress  in  having 
a  delegation  in  Congress  that  will  always  get  together  and  do 
team  work.  Politics  cuts  no  figure  in  the  California  delegation 
in  Congress  when  the  best  interests  of  California  are  at  heart. 
You  can  expect  the  same  good  team  work  in  the  Sixty-fourth 
Congress  as  in  the  Sixty-third.  We  were  successful  in  getting 
the  grant  for  Hetch  Hetchy,  the  only  important  legislative 
matter  that  went  through  the  short  session  outside  of  the 
tariff  and  other  administrative  measures.  It  was  a  great  big 
victory,  due  not  only  to  the  California  delegation  in  Congress, 
but  to  everyone  in  Washington  from  San  Francisco  and  Cali- 
fornia getting  together  and  pulling  loyally  for  the  measure. 
Five  hundred  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  for  a  Gov- 
ernment exhibit  in  the  Sundry  Service  Bill.  Appropriations 
were  also  made  amounting  to  $500,000  for  a  permanent  build- 
ing to  be  used  by  the  War  Department  after  the  close  of  the 
Exposition.  Funds  were  also  secured  for  customs  service  on 
the  Exposition  grounds. 

"Last  Wednesday  we  took  a  trip  over  the  Presidio  with 
General  Murray  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  We  realize  the  needs  of  the  Presidio  and 
you  can  safely  rely  upon  us  to  interest  the  whole  Pacific  dele- 
gation to  work  for  the  Presidio.  It  has  been  neglected  in  the 
past  and  needs  attention. 

"During  the  time  of  the  Exposition  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce should  show  the  Presidio  to  all  Representatives  and 
Senators  who  come  out  here  next  year.  You  can  help  us  by 
co-operating  in  this  way.    It  would  be  a  good  policy  for  the 


Chamber  of  Commerce  to  have  a  committee  that  would  see 
to  it  that  these  Senators  and  Representatives  are  taken  care 
of  and  shown  what  they  should  see  when  they  are  out  here 
during  1915.  Give  them  a  first-hand  idea  of  the  needs  of  San 
Francisco.  General  Murray  has  pointed  out  how  the  Presidio 
should  be  protected  against  a  landing  down  the  coast.  The 
fortifications  make  the  Golden  Gate  impregnable. 

"I  want  to  say  something  about  making  San  Francisco  Bay 
a  great  naval  base.  We  have  made  a  contract  with  the  Union 
Iron  Works  for  $2,500,000,  running  over  six  years,  for  the 
construction  of  an  1100-foot  dry  dock.  During  these  six  years 
the  Navy  Department  will  be  called  upon  to  select  a  perman- 
ent site.  We  believe  that  the  south  shore  of  San  Francisco 
Bay  is  the  ideal  site  for  a  large  naval  dry  dock  and  yard.  The 
Puget  Sound  delegation  was  not  with  us  in  the  fight  to  secure 
this  contract,  as  they  wanted  the  dreadnaughts  to  go  900 
miles  north  to  Puget  Sound  and  Seattle.  However,  the  con- 
tract is  ratified  and  we  will  have  an  1100-foot  dock.  If  Mare 
Island  and  Vallejo  are  not  to  be  set  aside  for  the  big  docks, 
we  should  be  big  enough  to  see  and  realize  the  situation:  so 
I  think  we  won  a  great  victory  in  getting  the  dock  on  the 
south  shore  of  San  Francisco  Bay,  as  a  preliminary  to  the 
permanent  site, 

"The  short  session  of  Congress  coming  on  will  be  devoted 
principally  to  appropriation  bills.  We  know  that  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  is  interested  in  the  reclamation  of  the  Sacra- 
mento and  San  Joaquin  Rivers.  How  we  will  fare  with  the 
policy  of  economy  that  prevails  in  Washington  to-day,  we 
cannot  tell,  but  as  we  have  one-fifth  of  the  coast  line  of  the 
United  States  here  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  we  should  receive  a 
square  deal  and  get  our  share.  I  am  willing  at  all  times  to 
do  all  in  my  power  for  San  Francisco  and  the  State,  leaving 
out  politics  as  we  always  do  for  the  interests  of  California." 

In  reply,  Mr.  Bentley  stated  that  the  Chamber  of 
Conmierce  would  take  advantage  of  Mr.  Nolan's  sug- 
gestion and  have  a  committee  to  look  after  the  Senators 
and  Representatives  coming  out  here  next  year.  He 
also  stated  that  Mr.  Lubin  had  been  suddenly  called  to 
I.os  .Angeles  and  was  therefore  not  present  to  speak. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Rust,  Secretary  of  the  Monterey  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  was  present,  and  was  called  upon  to  speak. 

He  said:  "I  come  from  a  small  body  compared  to  yours — 
Monterey,  which  we  hope  will  be  the  second  largest  port  on 
the  Coast  of  California."  Mr.  Rust  then  told  of  the  bond  issue 
in  Monterey  County,  the  road  improvements,  the  new  county 
high  school  and  the  proposed  municipal  wharf.

DETAILS  OF  NEW  WAR  TAX  REVENUE  LAW— Members  should  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
War  Tax  Bill,  as  many  articles  and  business  transactions  are  affected  by  the  measure  which  is  intended  to 
raise  $100,000,000  revenue  to  make  up  the  loss  in  customs  receipts  caused  by  the  war.  Here  is  a  good  analysis 
of  the  bill,  so  classified  as  to  be  readily  interpreted:

Special  Taxes  Effective  November  1 

Bankers  on  each  $1,000  of  capital,  surplus  and  undivided 
profits  shall  pay  $1.  This  tax  applies  to  any  person,  firm  or 
company  and  every  incorporated  or  other  bank  "having  a 
place  of  business  where  credits  are  opened  by  the  deposit  or 
collection  of  money  or  currency,  subject  to  be  paid  or  remit- 
ted upon  draft,  check  or  order,  or  where  money  is  advanced 
or  loaned  on  stocks,  bonds,  bullion,  etc.,"  but  savings  banks 
having  no  capital  stock,  including  postal  savings  banks,  whose 
business  is  confined  to  receiving  deposits  and  loaning  or  in- 
vesting the  same  for  the  benefit  of  its  depositors,  and  which 
does  no  other  business  of  banking,  are  exempted  from  the  tax.

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FIRE  PREVENTION 

By  Mr.  C.  Heller,  of  Heller  &  Wilson 


Most  every  one  has  read  of  the  wonderful  accom- 
plishment of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  United 
States  Army  in  practically  eradicating  typhoid  fever 
from  the  Army.  This  has  not  been  done  by  the  use 
of  any  new  drug  or  method  in  the  treatment  of  the 
disease,  but  by  the  inoculation  of  a  serum  to  prevent 
the  disease.  Fire  is  also  a  disease,  or  rather  a  scourge, 
but  until  recently  in  this  country  little  efTort  has  been 
made  to  prevent  it.  The  cost  of  injecting  the  typhoid 
serum  is  considerably  less  than  one  dollar  per  person, 
but  the  treatment  of  a  patient  after  the  disease  has  once 
taken  hold  is  a  very  expensive  matter.  So  it  is  with 
fire.  It  costs  but  little  to  be  careful  in  our  habits  and 
to  install  appliances  that  will  prevent  fire,  but  the  ex- 
pense of  extinguishing  fires  and  the  loss  of  business  re- 
sulting therefrom  is  very  great,  more  than  a  quarter  of 
a  billion  dollars  a  year  in  the  United  States. 

The  loss  by  fire  in  San  Francisco  amounts  to  ap- 
proximately one  million  dollars  a  year,  a  normal 
amount  for  a  city  of  its  size.  In  order  that  this  loss 
shall  not  be  greater,  and  in  order  to  avoid  sweeping 
conflagrations,  San  Francisco  maintains  one  of  the 
most  expensive  fire  departments  in  this  country.  It 
spends  for  fire  fighting  over  one  and  one-half  million 
dollars  a  year.  For  fire  prevention  it  spends  nothing. 
There  is  in  San  Francisco,  as  in  most  American  cities, 
considerable  danger  of  a  conflagration.  Conflagra- 
tions are  but  the  growth  of  ordinary  fires.  Nearly  all 
fires  start  small.  They  are  therefore  usually  easy  to 
avoid  and  extinguish,  but  as  no  one  can  tell  which  fire 
will  assume  the  proportions  of  a  conflagration  it  be- 
comes the  duty  of  everybody  to  prevent  fire. 

Most  business  men  confine  their  interest  in  the  fire 
hazard  of  their  business  to  the  insurance  they  pay  and 
almost  entirely  neglect  to  consider  fire  prevention. 
They  do  not  realize  that  fire  insurance  but  pays  a  part 
of  the  value  of  their  goods  destroyed;  none  of  the 
profits  lost,  nor  its  effect  on  their  business  standing. 
Still  less  do  most  of  them  realize  that  insurance  rates 
follow  fire  losses.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  that  by 
proper  fire  prevention  precautions  fire  losses  in  most 
American  cities  could  be  cut  in  two.  There  is  but  lit- 
tle doubt  that  insurance  rates  would  be  reduced  in  the 
same  proportion,  as  can  be  verified  by  comparing  the 
losses  and  insurance  rates  in  this  country  with  those 
abroad. 

Neither  the  insurance  companies  nor  the  fire  depart- 
ment can  reduce  the  present  rate  of  the  fire  waste ;  it 
rests  with  each  citizen  to  do  his  duty  in  maintaining 
his  premises  in  an  orderly  manner  and  taking  reason- 
able precautions  for  the  avoidance  of  fires.  The  fire 
records  show  that  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  fires 
in  this  country  are  caused  by  plain  carelessness.    They 


are  not  the  fires  that  could  be  avoided  by  taking  un- 
usual precautions  or  by  installing  expensive  or  cum- 
bersome extinguishing  apparatus,  but  by  just  the  use 
or  ordinary  plain  care  and  diligence  to  keep  one's  prop- 
erty clean  and  to  avoid  personal  careless  habits. 

Without  appealing  to  your  civic  pride,  but  just  to 
your  own  personal  business  interests,  we  would  ask 
you  to  remember  that  neither  your  occupancy  of  a  fire- 
proof building  nor  the  fire  department  itself  can  pre- 
vent your  having  a  fire.  The  responsibility  for  the 
heavy  fire  losses  resulting  in  the  high  insurance  rates 
you  pay,  the  taxes  to  support  an  expensive  fire  depart- 
ment, and  perhaps  for  the  loss  of  your  business,  rests 
with  you,  the  owners  and  occupants  of  property.  The 
observance  of  the  following  precautions  may  prevent 
your  business  being  ruined  by  fire: 

Good  housekeeping  is  a  prime  essential  in  fire  prevention. 

Rules  should  be  enforced  which  will  result  in  cleanliness 
becoming  a  fi.xed  habit  among  your  employees. 

Floor  sweepings,  rubbish,  oily  waste,  rags,  excelsior  and 
similar  highly  inflammable  substances  should  be  deposited 
not  in  an  open  wooden  box,  but  in  metal  receptacles  pro- 
vided with  a  cover. 

All  combustible  process,  waste  and  other  refuse  should  be 
removed  from  the  building  at  the  close  of  each  working  day. 

In  shops  and  factories  working  men's  clothes  and  overalls 
wlien  not  in  use  should  be  kept  in  ventilated  metal  closets 
or  lockers. 

Do  not  rent  a  store,  a  building  or  factory  that  is  not  prop- 
erly equipped  with  fire  extinguishing  appliances,  and  if  war- 
ranted, engage  an  expert  to  judge  of  their  adequacy  for  you. 
After  you  liave  moved  into  your  new  quarters  do  your  part 
to  keep  the  apparatus  in  good  order  and  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  among  your  employees  that  fire  will  not  occur. 

After  the  force  has  left  the  premises  one  person  in  charge 
should  make  an  inspection  to  see  that  the  employees  in  their 
haste  did  not  leave  any  lights  burning  or  any  accumulated 
rubbish  on  the  floors  or  in  close  proximity  to  heaters. 

Ashes  should  invariably  be  kept  in  metal  cans. 

Do  not  allow  waste  to  come  near  the  heater  nor  the  heat- 
ing pipes  to  come  in  contact  with  wood.  Tlie  latter  should 
be  kept  at  least  one  inch  away  from  wood.  Dust  and  dirt 
should  not  be  permitted  to  accumulate  around  radiators. 

The  cellar  is  the  most  dangerous  part  of  a  mercantile 
building.  It  should  be  inspected  frequently  and  all  accumula- 
tions of  rubbish  removed.  Particularly  dangerous  places  are 
small  spaces  under  stairways  and  out-of-the-way  closets. 
Keep  such  places  locked  so  that  odds  and  ends  will  not  ac- 
cumulate in  them  and  so  that  employees  will  not  go  to  such 
places  to  smoke. 

In  factories  of  all  kinds  prohibit  smoking  and  place  signs 
marked  "No  Smoking"  in  prominent  places,  but  do  not  your- 
self go  through  the  factory  with  a  cigar  in  your  mouth. 

There  should  be  at  least  two  feet  clearance  between  the 
top  of  a  boiler  or  furnace  and  the  ceiling.  All  such  and  other 
heating  devices  should  be  placed  in  fire-proof  enclosures  and 
no  waste  or  packing  allowed  inside  of  such  enclosure. 

See  that  your  fire  extinguishing  appliances  are  always  in 
good  order.  Chemical  extinguishers  should  be  recharged 
once  a  year.  They  are  very  useful  and  will  extinguish  the 
ordinary  incipient  fire.  Are  your  fire-pails  filled?  Are  they 
in  an  accessible  place?  If  there  is  a  fire  hose  on  your  prem- 
ises, see  that  there  is  water  in  the  tank  on  the  roof  to  fill  the 
hose,  but  do  not  use  it  for  any  other  purpose  except  to  put 
out  a  fire.  The  quality  of  linen  hose  rapidly  depreciates  after 
it  has  once  been  wet. 
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Christmas  will  soon  be  here,  in  unpacking  the  goods  for 
the  holiday  season  do  not  permit  broken  cases  and  excel- 
sior to  be  scattered  over  the  basement,  and  do  not  keep 
more  than  one  day's  supply  on  hand. 

If  you  have  a  fire  now  your  insurance  may  pay  for  the 
value  of  the  goods  ■  destroyed,  but  the  insurance  companies 
\yill  not  pay  the  profits  you  expect  to  make.  Do  not  use 
lighted  candles  on  Christmas  trees,  use  electric  bulbs,  but 
do  not  permit  them  to  be  wrapped  in  tissue  paper  or  cotton. 

Place  "No  Smoking"  signs  near  Christmas  displays  and 
have  fire  buckets  or  chemical  extinguishers  near  at  hand. 

Both  in  your  home  and  place  of  business  see  that 
there  is  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  Doors 
leading  to  stairs  and  fire-escapes  should  open  outward ; 
that  is,  in  the  direction  taken  in  leaving  the  building. 
Do  not  obstruct  either  stairs  or  fire-escapes.  Your 
building  may  be  fire-proof,  but  your  stock  is  not,  nor 
are  your  employees.  Once  ignited,  they  will  burn  as 
freely  in  one  building  as  in  another;  therefore,  it  pays 
you  to  prevent  fire  and  see  that  there  are  adequate 
means  of  escape,  not  only  for  yourself,  but  for  those 
who  work  for  you.  There  are  only  a  few  thoroughly 
fire-proof  buildings  in  this  city,  so  do  not  place  too 
much  reliance  on  the  fact  that  you  occupy  a  "Class  A" 
building,  but  see  that  the  exits  are  always  ready  for 
use  and  whenever  possible  close  both  stair  and  elevator 
shafts  so  that  in  case  of  fire  you  may  reach  the  street 
without  being  suiifocated  or  burnt. 

Where  is  the  nearest  fire  alarm  box  to  your  home 
and  business  premises?  Do  your  employees  know 
how  to  turn  in  an  alarm?  To  call  the  fire  department, 
break  the  thin  piece  of  glass  over  the  key  of  the  alarm 
box.  On  turning  this  key  the  door  may  be  opened 
and  inside  will  be  found  a  hook.  Pull  the  hook  down 
once  and  close  the  door.  The  mechanism  of  the  box 
will  then  have  operated  and  the  department  will  re- 
spond promptly.  Remain  there  until  its  arrival  to 
direct  the  firemen  to  the  seat  of  fire. 

The  comparison  between  disease  and  fire  in  its  pre- 
vention and  treatment  has  already  been  made.  "The 
analogy  between  the  two  dangers  is  complete.  A  man 
with  a  contagious  disease  is  quarantined — he  is  pre- 
vented by  law  from  exposing  others  to  infection.  He 
is  segregated,  treated  and  usually  cured.  At  any  rate, 
he  is  not  allowed  to  menace  the  health  of  the  people. 
Disease  and  fire  have  a  common  cause — dirt  and  care- 
lessness. They  have  a  common  cure.  Every  man  is  as 
morally  obligated  to  keep  his  place  of  occupancy  clean 
and  free  from  fire  danger  as  he  is  his  body  free  from 
disease.  The  individual  must  assume  this  personal 
obligation  and  by  his  attitude  toward  others,  create  a 
public  sentiment  against  the  man  who  is  threatening 
the  public  welfare  by  his  carelessness."  You  may  be 
careful  of  your  own  premises  but  may  be  burnt  out 
through  the  carelessness  of  your  neighbor.  San  Fran- 
cisco will  soon  follow  the  example  set  by  Eastern 
cities  and  pass  fire  prevention  laws  which  will  compel 
everyone  to  exercise  care  and  maintain  his  property 
in  a  clean  and  orderly  manner.  When  that  time  comes 
assist  the  fire  department  of  the  city  in  its  work  by 
doing  your  part  to  reduce  the  fire  hazards  inherent  to 
your  business  and  by  reporting  to  the  city  officials 
any  dangerous  conditions  that  may  come  under  your 
observation. 

Give  this  article  to  your  foreman  to  read,  and  have 
your  other  employees  read  it  also.  Remind  them  that 
they  can  assist  you  in  avoiding  fire  and  that  a  fire  may 
put  you  out  of  business.  In  such  case  they  will  lose 
their  positions  and  the  fire  will  not  give  them  two 
weeks'  notice  in  advance. 


Some  substances  have  a  great  affinity  for  oxygen.  The 
combination  of  the  two  creates  heat,  and  when  this  com- 
bination is  sufficiently  rapid  the  temperature  rises  to  a  point 
where  the  substance  bursts  out  in  flame.  This  is  called 
spontaneous  ignition  or  combustion.  Substances  that  are 
particularly  liable  to  this  are: 
Charcoal  with  moisture. 

Clothing,  overalls,  rags,  cotton  waste  if  oily. 
Drying  oils. 

Dust  with  vegetable  oils. 
Essential  oils  with  fibrous  materials. 
Flax  when  moist  and  tightly  packed. 
Iron  filings  if  fine  and  oily  when  exposed  to  moisture. 
Lamp  black  with  fats,  oils  or  moisture. 
Leather  shavings. 
Lime  with  water. 

Linseed  oil  with  cotton,  lamp  black,  rags,  saw  dust,  etc. 
Metallic  powders,  bronze,  aluminum,  magnesium,  zinc, 
when  moist. 
Nitro  cellulose  compounds   (celluloid).  , 

Oil  dryers  with  fibrous  materials.  ' 

Oil   cloth  if  closely  piled. 

Saw  dust  when  impregnated  with  vegetable  oils,  acids, 
organic  dyes. 
No  material  subject  to  spontaneous  combustion  should  be 
stored  near  gas  meters.  As  this  type  of  combustion  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  supply  of  oxygen,  it  is  entirely  avoidable 
by  placing  these  substances  in  receptacles  which  prevent  the 
free  admission  of  air. 

Gasoline  in  itself  is  not  explosive  but  the  vapors  given  off 
by  it  when  combined  with  air  form  a  highly  explosive  mix- 
ture. Gasoline,  therefore,  should  always  be  kept  in  closed 
receptacles  and  only  in  small  quantities  within  the  building. 
Its  use  should  be  prohibited  wherever  there  is  an  exposed 
flame,  and  anybody  found  smoking  where  gasoline  is  used 
should  be  summarily  dismissed.  Kerosene,  benzene  and 
other  volatile  oils  should  be  used  with  the  same  precau- 
tions. 

Do  not  put  clothes  cleaned  with  gasoline  near  a  heater 
to  dry. 

Do  not  empty  gasoline  into  sinks  or  drains  inside  of  a 
building. 

Do  not  allow  rags  near  paints,  oils  or  varnishes.  The 
latter  should  preferably  be  stored  in  separate  rooms  or 
enclosures.  Keep  these  liquids  in  closed  metal  recep- 
tacles. 

Do  not  fill  an  oil  lamp  when  it  is  lighted. 
Do  not  start  an  open  fire  with  gasoline. 
Open  lights  or  flame  of  any  character  should  never  be 
permitted  in  the  presence  of  inflammable  or  volatile  ma- 
terials or  where  there  is  danger  of  an  excessive  accumu- 
lation of  dust. 
If  a   fuse  blows  out,   find  out  why  it  did  and   remove  the 
cause  instead  of  replacing  it  with  a  heavier  fuse  or  a  piece 
of  wire. 

Do  not  attach  motors,  cooking  utensils,  vacuum  cleaners, 
or  an  excessive  number  of  lights  to  your  lighting  circuits 
without  consulting  your  electrician. 

Do  not  use  the  current  on  your  electric  iron  when  not  in 
use  and  keep  it  on  a  metal  stand. 

Do  not  overload  motors  or  allow  them  to  spark;  keep 
them  well  oiled  and  free  of  dust. 

Do  not  permit  paper  or  cloth  shades  to  be  placed  over 
electric  lamps,  use   the  non-combustible  type. 

Whenever  you  have  any  new  electric  wiring  installed  in- 
sist that  your  contractors  supply  you  with  a  certificate  of  in- 
spection from  the  department  of  electricity.  You  will  then 
know  that  the  work  has  been  properly  performed. 

The  winter  season  is  approaching,  have  your  chimney  flues 
been  cleaned?  Never  allow  soot  to  accumulate  in  them  in 
excessive  quantity.  They  may  catch  fire  at  night  when  your 
place  of  business  is  closed.  The  same  applies  to  your  home 
where  fire  prevention  should  be  practiced  as  well  as  in  your 
place  of  business. 

See  that  no  fat  remains  on  the  kitchen  stove.  Keep  the 
hot  ashes  outside  of  the  house  and  do  not  allow  matches  to 
lie  around  where  mice  may  gnaw  them.  Keep  them  in  metal 
or  porcelain  boxes.  Do  not  throw  lighted  matches  out  of 
the  window  or  allow  children  to  play  with  them. 

Do  not  hunt  for  the  gas  leak  with  a  lighted  candle  in  your 
hand.  I 

The  most  important  parts  of  your  house  to  keep  clean  are 
the  cellar  and  attic.

AT  THE  BOARD  MEETING. 

Among  the  activities  of  the  regular  weekly  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  the  following  are  of  interest: 

Report  of  the  Grain  Trade  Association  was  approved.  The 
following  amendment  to  the  rules  of  the  Grain  Trade  Asso- 
ciation was  unanimously  adopted: 

Amendment  to  Section  3  of  Rule  VI. 

"Section  3. — On  sales  of  grain  'to  arrive'  or  for  'prompt'  or 
'future  shipments,'  it  shall  be  distinctly  specified  within  what 
number  of  days  from  the  date  of  sale  the  grain  is  to  be 
shipped,  to  arrive  or  be  ready  for  delivery. 

"Where  no  number  of  days  is  specified,  on  sales  of  grain 
'to  arrive'  it  shall  mean  that  the  grain  has  arrived  or  is  ready 
for  delivery  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  date  of  sale,  and  on 
sales  of  grain  for  'prompt  shipment,'  it  shall  mean  that  the 
shipping  receipt  or  bill  of  lading  must  be  signed  within  fifteen 
(15)  days  from  date  of  sale,  and  the  date  of  said  document, 
in  the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary,  shall  be  considered 
proof  of  shipment."  t ' 

Report  of  the  Municipal  Affairs  Committee  opposing  the 
constructing  as  a  cable  line  that  portion  of  the  proposed  Mu- 
nicipal Street  Railway  on  Church  Street,  between  Dorland  and 
■Twenty-second  Streets,  was  approved. 

Reports  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  were  received  and  approved: 

1.  Special  War  Tax. 

2.  Fourth  Section  and  Kansas-California  Flour  Hearing. 

3.  Switching  Cases. 

4.  Stock  Car  Bedding  Case. 

5.  Traffic  and  Transportation  Congress. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Municipal  Affairs  Com- 
mittee the  Board  resolved  to  endorse  the  purchase  by  the  City 
of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  System  at  the  proposed  price  of 
$34,500,000,  said  purchase  to  include  such  works,  property, 
plant,  etc.,  as  specifically  designated  in  the  report  of  the  Ad- 
visory Water  Committee,  dated  August  10,  1914. 

The  Board  ratified  the  action  taken  by  the  President,  author- 
izing the  attorney  and  manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  to  as- 
sist the  live  stock  interests  in  the  Stock  Car  Bedding  cases  be- 
fore the  California  Railroad  Commission.  The  Traffic  Bu- 
reau was  authorized  to  continue  in  the  case  when  it  comes  up 
for  further  hearing. 

The  following  were  elected  as  the  Nominating  Committee 
to  present  names  to  be  voted  upon  for  directors  of  the  Cham- 
ber for  the  ensuing  year: 

Wm.  T.  Sesnon,  Chairman;  John  S.  Drum,  A.  B.  C.  Dohr- 
mann,  Sig.  Stem,  Geo.  M.  Rolph,  Max  I.  Koshland,  Marshall 
Hale. 

Mr.  Yandell,  secretary  of  the  Seattle  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, addressed  the  Board  and  outlined  the  steps  that  had 
been  taken  by  the  Seattle  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  secure 
the  construction  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  two  of  the  torpedo 
boat  destroyers  that  are  to  be  built  by  the  Government,  as 
the  bid  is  practically  the  same  as  offered  on  the  Atlantic  Coast, 
and  asked  the  assistance  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  support  of  the  proposition  of  having  these  con- 
structed in  some  one  of  the  private  shipbuilding  plants  on  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

The  Board  unanimously  resolved  to  authorize  the  necessary 
steps  to  be  taken  to  assist  in  this  matter.

Perhaps  in  the  last  few  weeks  you  have  been 
asked  in  letters  from  other  parts  of  the  world:  "Will 
the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  be  post- 
poned because  of  the  war  in  Europe?" 

If  3'ou  have  received  such  inquiries,  you  have  had 
pleasure  in  being  able  to  give  an  emphatic  answer — 
because  you  are  on  the  ground  and  your  eyes  see  the 
unmistakable  answer.

The  wonders  at  Harbor  View  site  are  more  than  96 
per  cent  completed. 

Not  a  single  one  of  the  forty-two  foreign  nations 
has  withdrawn  because  of  the  war,  and  that  the  par- 
ticipation of  three  has  been  increased  since  the  first 
battle. 

Pavilions,  representing  seven  of  the  nations  now 
sending  battalions  and  warships  to  the  international

Forty-three  states  and  territories  and  one  city  are 
having  an  individual  part  in  the  celebration  of  the 
completion  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

The  nations  and  states  and  territories  co-operating 
in  the  coming  exposition,  are  spending  more  than  in 
any  two  other  expositions. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  persons  passed 
through  the  exposition  gates  last  month,  and  37,000 
attend  in  one  day.  Four  months  before  the  formal 
opening,  they  saw  more  beauty  than  has  been  seen 
at  any  other  exposition  in  its  prime. 

And  above  all,  is  the  spirit  of  the  west,  the  peculiar 
spirit  of  San  Franciscans.  It  takes  more  than  the 
world's  greatest  war  to  compel  them  to  abandon  the 
trust  imposed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.

MARINE  DEPARTMENT. 

Steamer  Jean,  leaving  Philadelphia  December  1st, 
via  New  York  for  San  Francisco,  is  the  latest  addi- 
tion to  the  Luckenback  Fleet  to  ply  between  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  ports  via  the  canal.  Vessel  is  of  2,400 
tons. 


The  Shell  Oil  Company  have  been  bringing 
of  their  fleet  oil  laden  from  gulf  ports  for  the 


several 
ui  iiitii  iiv.^L  uii  iduvii  in/. 11  gi.ii  ports  for  the  Orient, 
through  the  Canal,  and  stopping  at  California  ports 
for  bunker  fuel.  The  last  vessel  to  arrive  at  San  Fran- 
cisco was  the  British  steamer  Natica,  from  New  Or- 
leans, which  put  in  here  November  26th,  and  loaded 
1,000  tons  bunker  coal. 


British  steamer  St.  Hugo,  from  Portland  for  Queens- 
town,  put  into  San  Francisco  November  25th  for  fuel. 
This  is  a  new  departure  as  all  vessels  bound  from 
northern  ports  have  been  coaling  at  British  Columbia 
ports. 


Four  vessels  are  on  the  way  from  Newcastle,  Aus- 
tralia, with  coal  cargoes  and  should  arrive  in  this 
port  within  the  next  two  weeks,  and  eleven  have  been 
chartered  comprising  a  total  tonnage  of  30,000  tons. 


Another  new  motor  ship,  the  Pacific,  of  the  John- 
son Line,  has  been  chartered  to  load  in  Copenhagen 
for  San  Francisco,  coming  via  the  Panama  Canal, 
and  will  be  placed  on  the  berth  upon  arriving  here 
to  load  for  Christiania  and  Gothenburg  in  the  Grace 
Line. 


With  its  usual  promptness,  the  Marine  Department 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  was  the 
first  to  notify  the  Revenue  Cutters  and  Life  Saving 
Stations  of  the  fact  of  the  steamer  Hanalei  being  ashore 
off  Duxbury  Reef.  The  tugboats  were  also  informed 
immediately  and  sent  out  two  tugs  to  the  assistance 
of  the  ill-fated  vessel.

"Passing  Pictures."  by  Julian  Street,  as  appearing  in 
Collier's  (issue  of  December  Sth),  entitled  "Abroad  at 
Home": 

".  . '.  With  her  hills  San  Francisco  is  Rome;  with 
her  harbor  she  is  Naples;  with  her  hotels  she  is  New 
York.  But  with  her  clubs  and  her  people  she  is  San 
Francisco — which,  to  my  mind,  comes  near  being  the 
apotheosis  of  praise. 

"So  far  as  I  know  American  cities,  San  Francisco 
stands  out  among  them  like  some  beautiful,  fascinating 
creature  who  comes  suddenly  into  a  roomful  of  medioc- 
rities. She  is  radiant,  she  has  charm  and  allure,  those 
qualities  which  are  gifts  of  the  gods,  and  which,  though 
we  recognize  them  instantly  when  we  meet  them,  we 
are  unable  to  describe.  .  .  . 

"San  Francisco  was,  as  I  pictured  it  in  advance,  a 
city  of  gaiety,  gold  money,  twenty-five-cent  drinks, 
flowers.  Chinamen,  hospitality,  night  restaurants,  mys- 
terious private  dining  rooms,  the  Bohemian  Club,  open- 
hearted  men  and  unrivaled  women — superb,  majestic, 
handsome. 

"That  is  the  way  I  pictured  San  Francisco,  and  that, 
with  some  slight  reservations,  is  the  way  I  found  it. 

"There  are  two  seasons  in  San  Francisco ;  spring, 
beginning  about  November  and  running  on  into  April ; 
autumn,  beginning  in  April  and  filling  out  the  remain- 
ing six  months.  Winter  and  summer  are  simply  left 
out.  There  is  no  great  cold  (snow  has  fallen  but  six 
times  in  the  history  of  the  city),  and  no  great  heat  (84 
degrees  was  the  highest  temperature  registered  during 
an  unusual  'hot  spell,'  which  occurred  just  before  our 
visit).  It  is,  however,  a  celebrated  peculiarity  of  the 
San  Francisco  climate  that  between  shade  and  sun 
there  is  a  difference  so  great  as  to  make  light  winter 


clothing   comfortable   on   one   side   of  the   street   and 
summer  clothing  on  the  other.  .  .  . 

"The  ferry  is  three  miles  wide  (from  Oakland  to  San 
Francisco).  There  are  no  skyscrapers,  with  lighted 
windows,  looming  overhead,  as  they  loom  over  the 
Hudson.  To  the  right  the  myriad  lamps  of  Oakland, 
Berkeley  and  Alameda  are  distributed  along  the  shore,  4 
electric  trains  dashing  in  front  of  them  like  comets;  " 
and  straight  ahead  lies  San  Francisco — a  fallen  frag- 
ment of  the  Milky  Way,  draped  over  a  succession  of 
receding  hills.  .  .  . 

"All  the  year  round  flowers  are  for  sale  at  stands  on 
corners  in  the  San  Francisco  streets,  and  if  you  think 
you  have  no  genre  in  America,  if  you  think  there  is 
nothing  in  this  country  to  compare  with  your  memories 
of  picturesque  little  scenes  in  Europe — scenes  involv- 
ing such  things  as  the  dog-drawn  wagons  of  Belgium ; 
Dutch  girls  in  wooden  shoes,  bending  at  the  waist  to 
scrub  a  sidewalk ;  embroidered  peasants  at  a  Breton 
pardon ;  proud  beggars  at  an  Andalusian  railway  sta- 
tion; mysterious  hooded  Arabs  at  Gibraltar;  street 
singers  in  Naples ;  flower  girls  in  the  costume  of  the 
Campagna  at  the  Spanish  Steps  in  Rome — if  you  think 
we  cannot  match  such  bits  of  color,  then  you  should 
see  the  flower  stands  of  San  F'rancisco  upon  some 
holiday,  when  Chinese  girls  are  bargaining  for 
blooms.  .  .  ." 

Mr.  Street  in  a  series  of  articles  in  Collier's  has  writ- 
ten up  Buffalo,  Rochester,  Cleveland,  Detroit,  Chicago, 
St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Denver,  Salt  Lake  and  other 
large  cities.  We  make  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  his 
article  lauds  San  Francisco  more  than  that  of  any  other 
citv.  San  Francisco  is  characteristic  and  so  impressed 
him. 


THE  WAR  TAX. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  a  great  many  inquiries  are 
made,  and  much  uncertainty  has  existed  concerning 
the  War  Tax,  we  publish  the  following  from  the  Traffic 
Bureau : 

"We  are  in  correspondence  with  the  authorities  in 
an  endeavor  to  secure  formal  rulings  as  to  various 
phases  of  the  question  which  have  been  presented  to 
us,  but  are  not  in  a  position  at  this  time  to  give  definite 
information  in  respect  to  all  these  matters.  We  antici- 
pate the  issuance  of  some  general  instructions  by  the 
Government  and  will  place  the  information  before  our 
members  as  quickly  as  received. 

"The  following  provisions  of  the  bill  are  brought  to 
your  attention  at  this  time : 

"Railroad,  express  and  steamboat  companies  are  re- 
quired to  issue  a  receipt  or  bill  of  lading  to  the  shipper, 
consignor,  or  his  agent,  or  any  person  from  whom  any 
goods  are  accepted  for  transportation  where  a  charge 
exceeding  five  cents  is  made  for  such  transportation, 
and  such  shipper,  consignor,  agent  or  person  is  required  to 
attach  to  said  receipt  or  bill  of  lading,  and  cancel,  an  ad- 
hesive war  stamp  of  the  value  of  one  cent.  The  person 
affixing  such  stamp  shall  write  or  stamp  thereupon  the 
initials  of  his  name  and  the  date  upon  which  the  same 
shall  be  attached  or  used  so  that  it  may  not  be  used 
again. 

"We  are  advised  that  the  initials  to  be  placed  upon 
the  stamp  in  cancellation  are  those  of  the  person  who 
affixes  the  stamp  to  the  document.  We  are  also  ad- 
vised that  a  rubber  stamp  may  be  used  for  cancelling 


the  stamps,  or  a  machine  or  punch  which  will  affix  the 
initials  and  the  date  as  provided.  The  stamp  is  to  be 
attached  to  the  original  receipt  or  bill  of  lading  and  not 
to  the  duplicates  or  copies.  Duplicates  or  copies,  or 
bills  of  lading  issued  on  original  receipts  duly  stamped, 
should  have  placed  thereon  by  the  carrier  issuing  same 
the  following  endorsement : 

"  'This  bill  of  lading  is  issued  in  lieu  of  a  duly 
stamped  memorandum  receipt  for  the  same  ship- 
ment of  goods  now  on  file  in  the  company's  office.' 

"Switching  tickets  covering  local  switching  orders 
for  which  a  charge  is  made,  covered  by  no  bill  of  lad- 
ing, will  be  regarded  and  stamped  as  evidences  of  re- 
ceipt. 

"When  a  shipment  is  diverted  or  re-consigned  in 
transit,  and  a  new  bill  of  lading  issued  in  lieu  of  the 
original  bill  of  lading  or  receipt  to  a  different  consignor 
or  shipper  than  that  shown  on  the  original  bill  of 
lading  or  receipt,  a  one  (1)  cent  internal  revenue  stamp 
must  be  affixed  to  the  substitute  bill  of  lading,  and 
cancelled  by  such  shipper  or  his  representative. 

"I''ailure  to  attach  and  cancel  said  stamp  shall  be    i 
deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  is  subject  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding $500  or  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  six  (6) 
months  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

"Robert  Williams  junior  acting  commissioner  of  in- 
ternal revenue,  holds  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad 
company  to  see  that  the  internal  revenue  stamp  is  duly 
affixed  and  canceled  when  the  bill  of  lading  is  issued 
and  delivered  to  the  shipper,  the  law  indicating  that 
the  shipper  must  pay.

Legislative  Program  of  tlie  Cliamber  of  Commerce 


That  the  great  majority  of  voters  will  vote  right  and 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  State  when  they  under- 
stand a  proposition  was  fully  demonstrated  at  the  re- 
cent election.  Out  of  a  total  of  134,492  cast  in  the  city 
of  San  Francisco,  over  126,000  voted  on  some  of  the 
)  forty-eight  measures,  and  nearly  100,000  voted  on  all 
of  them,  a  phenomenal  showing  in  the  light  of  past 
experiences. 

In  nearly  every  instance  they  followed  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  differing 
only  on  two,  that  of  the  abolition  of  the  poll-tax  ^nd 
exempting  private  educational  institutions  from  taxa- 
tion ;  on  all  other  measures  the  people  of  the  city  voted 
as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  recommended.  The 
Chamber  made  a  state-wide  agitation  on  the  question 
of  the  initiative  and .  referendum  measures,  and  this 
campaign  was  especially  effective  throughout  northern 
California.  The  official  returns  from  the  State  are  not 
in  at  this  writing,  but  so  far  as  heard  from  they  indi- 
cate that  the  same  recommendations  were  accepted  by 
the  State  at  large  with  the  possible  exception  of  four  or 
five,  on  which  the  southern  part  of  the  State  took  is- 
sue. 

This  vote  of  confidence  in  the  work  of  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  is  very  gratifying  and  an  incentive  to 
greater  work  along  the  same  lines.  The  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  comprises 
fourteen  men  whose  names  are  well-known  in  the  mer- 
cantile, manufacturing,  financial  and  professional  life. 
There  were  112  pages  of  fine  type  in  the  magazine  of 
constitutional  amendments  and  proposed  statutes,  re- 
plete with  formal  legal  phrases  and  provisions  which 
the  average  voter  has  not  the  time  nor  the  inclination 
to  read.  That  work  the  committee  assumed.  It  read 
that  magazine  twice  and  in  some  instances  three  times, 
making  a  close  study  of  each  proposition  and  its  prob- 
able eff^ect  on  the  State  at  large.  The  recommenda- 
tions of  the  committee  were  condensed  into  a  four-page 
pamphlet  and  sent  broadcast  by  the  tens  of  thousands 
throughout  the  State. 

The  expense  was  borne  by  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, an  organization  of  3,000  members,  fully  awake 
to  the  fact  that  the  interests  of  State  and  city  are 
largely  identical — what  affects  one  affects  the  other. 
The  Legislative  Committee  is  composed  of  fourteen 
busy  men  but  they  give  their  time  and  the  result  of 
^[\  their  experience  freely  and  entirely  through  motives  of 
'  State  and  civic  pride — for  the  prosperity  and  greater 
development  of  both,  keeping  in  mind  always  the  great- 
est good  for  the  greatest  number.  Partisan  politics 
has  no  part  in  their  deliberations  and  their  platform 
has  but  one  word,  "California."  The  vote  of  confi- 
dence at  the  recent  election  has  spurred  the  Chamber 
to  greater  efforts  and  there  is  certainly  much  to  be 
done. 


Among  the  measures  to  be  presented  at  the  ap- 
proaching session  of  the  Legislature  are  the  following: 

To  prohibit  judges  from  issuing  injunctions  in  labor 
troubles. 

To  abolish  the  property  qualifications  of  jurors. 

To  grant  jury  trials  in  cases  of  contempt  of  court  in 
labor  disputes. 

For  the  stringent  regulation  of  privately  armed 
guards. 

To  limit  the  courts  in  declaring  laws  unconsti- 
tutional. 

For  the  State  to  provide  work  for  residents  during 
periods  of  unemployment. 

To  amend  the  alien  land  law  by  eliminating  the  leas- 
ing clause. 

To  differentiate  between  the  "normal  activities"  of 
men  on  the  one  hand  and  property  rights  on  the 
other. 

In  addition  the  eight-hour  question  will  be  renewed 
with  the  ultimate  aim  of  a  six-hour  day.  The  aboli- 
tion of  the  poll-tax  creates  a  deficiency  of  $1,100,000 
in  the  State's  revenue  and  the  creation  of  two  new 
commissions  will  cause  still  greater  expenditure.  The 
question  of  making  up  those  amounts  in  addition  to 
other  matters  of  vital  importance  to  the  State  must  be 
considered  from  every  side ;  their  effect  on  the  greatest 
number  and  on  the  development  of  State-wide  indus- 
tries. 

Keep  constantly  before  you  the  fact  that  under  the 
present  initiative  pro  rata  10  per  cent  of  the  vote  in 
ten  or  a  dozen  populous  centers  of  the  State  is  suffi- 
cient to  get  a  measure  on  the  ballot  and  once  it  is  car- 
ried the  Legislature  has  no  power  to  repeal  nor  amend ; 
to  do  that  will  require  another  election. 

There  is  a  crying  need  for  legitimate  business  to  pre- 
sent its  legislative  needs,  and  to  be  prepared  with  the 
proper  data  and  information  to  combat  unwise  legisla- 
tion which  makes  commerce  more  difficult.  It  will  be 
the  purpose  of  the  Legislative  Bureau  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  to  represent  the  needs  of 
legitimate  business. 

There  is  a  Legislative  Bureau  to  be  maintained  at 
Sacramento  during  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature.  It 
is  not  within  the  limits  of  human  reason  for  the  legis- 
lators to  make  a  careful  study  of  each  in  the  flood  of 
bills  that  deluges  each  session;  to  reason  from  cause 
to  effect  on  every  one  of  the  measures,  during  the  lim- 
ited time  of  the  session. 

It  will  be  the  work  of  the  Legislative  Bureau  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  investigate  and  report  upon 
all  state-wide  measures  submitted  to  popular  vote  by 
the  Legislature  or  on  initiative  and  referendum  peti- 
tions. 

To  investigate  and  report  upon  such  legislation  as 
may  be  proposed  at  any  session  and  to  make  arrange- 


mcnts  for  hearings  before  Legislative  Committees  at 
Sacramento  on  matters  affecting  the  industries  of  the 
State. 

To  investigate  such  national  legislative  bills  as  may 
be  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors. 

To  investigate  the  present  statutes  of  California  with 
a  view  to  suggesting  such  changes  in  existing  laws  as 
would  be  of  service  for  the  protection  and  development 
of  the  State. 

To  conduct  investigations  with  a  view  to  suggesting 
remedial  and  constructive  legislation  that  would  be 
beneficial  in  developing  and  protecting  the  State's 
many  industries. 

With  that  end  in  view  the  Legislative  Committee 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  requested  its  va- 
rious guilds  and  committees  and  all  affiliated  Chambers 
throughout  the  State,  to  send  in  writing  through  their 


organizations,  suggestions  for  remedial  and  construc- 
tive legislation. 

Cliques  and  special  interests  do  not  govern  in  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  The  work  of  each  department 
is  reviewed  by  a  large  and  active  lioard  of  Directors 
before  being  made  public. 

In  addition  the  Chamber  has  a  referendum  system 
by  which  each  member  has  a  vote  on  all  matters  of 
vital  importance  to  the  city,  State  or  nation,  and  the     | 
work  of  the  Chamber  is  governed  by  the  majority. 

Every  business  man,  whether  a  member  of  the  Cham- 
ber or  not,  is  asked  to  submit  suggestions  as  to  the 
danger  of  proposed  laws,  or  items  which  are  regarded 
as  proper  for  a  constructive  legislative  program  in  the 
interest  of  commerce.  Those  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Chamber  are  asked  to  carefully  consider  the  ques- 
tion of  aiding,  by  their  membership  and  otherwise,  the 
Iiroorani  as  abo\'c  stated.

We,  each  and  every  one  of  us,  should 
be  unanimously  elected  a  self  constituted  committee 
of  one  to  "know  our  city"  to  realize  the  beauty  and 
grandeur  of  the  land  in  which  we  live — study  these 
booklets  and  tour  as  a  tourist — otherwise  how  can  you 
speak  knowingly  to  your  friends  and  relatives  next 
vear? 


COLD  STORAGE  SPACE  FOR  ORIENT. 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has  had  up  with  the 
Trans-Pacific  lines  the  question  of  providing  cold 
storage  space  in  order  to  enable  shipments  of  California 
fruit  to  be  shipped  to  the  Orient  and  butter  and  eggs 
returned.  The  steamship  lines  have  frankly  stated  ^ 
they  must  be  shown  there  would  be  sufficient  traffic 
to  justify  the  expense  and  if  this  was  done  they  would, 
in  all  probability,  install  it. 

^\'e  would  appreciate  hearing  from  fruit  and  other 
perishable  freight  shippers  as  to  what  trade  they  could 
probably  work  up  in  Japan,  China  and  the  Philippines 
in  the  event  of  this  space  being  available.  The  Depart- 
ment has  taken  the  question  up  with  the  Orient. 
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CHRISTMAS  MAIL 


The  Traffic  Bureau,  after  consultation  with  the  Post- 
master of  San  Francisco,  malces  the  following  sugges- 
tions for  handling  holiday  mail,  for  the  purpose  of 
expediting  the  mail  for  our  members,  thereby  avoid- 
ing^ congestion  and  confusion  at  the  windows  and  sta- 
tions, and  gaining  the  best  possible  service.  It  is  felt 
that  by  following  these  suggestions  the  San  Francisco 
business  men  will  not  only  insure  for  themselves 
quicker,  better,  and  more  efficient  service,  but  at  the 
same  time  they  will  afi'ord  the  postal  service  great 
assistance : 

Transacting  Business  as  Far  as  Possible  with  the  Main 
Office. 

During  the  rush,  casual  patrons  will  cause  great  con- 
gestion at  the  stations,  both  at  the  windows  and  on  the 
workroom  floors,  and  large  mailings  will  not  only  suf- 
fer by  this  congestion,  but  will  add  to  it,  and  increase 
greatly  the  work  at  the  postoffice.  At  least  during  the 
last  few  days  before  Christmas,  if  merchants  will  bring 
their  parcel  post  mail  to  the  rear  of  the  Main  Post 
Office,  Seventh  and  Mission  Streets,  they  will  always 
find  somebody  there  who  will  take  care  of  it  for  them, 
and  it  will  always  find  immediate  treatment.  This  will 
result  frequently  in  the  mail  catching  an  earlier  dis- 
patch than  it  otherwise  would,  as  it  avoids  the  con- 
gestion at  the  station.  Mail  deposited  at  a  station 
enters  a  point  of  great  congestion,  and  it  frequently  is 
difficult  to  extricate  it,  but  at  the  Main  Office,  with  a 
larger  force  and  better  working  facilities  in  the  way  of 
space,  and  time  and  labor-saving  equipment,  mail  can 
be  kept  from  congestion  and  be  dispatched  in  a  con- 
tinuous stream  without  delay. 

This  is  a  suggestion  that  is  made  in  the  interest  of 
every  one  concerned.  If  followed  it  will  give  the 
merchant  better  service  and  quicker  dispatch,  with  the 
consequent  satisfaction  of  the  customer,  and  will  assist 
the  postal  service  in  handling  the  holiday  rush  with 
the  least  possible  confusion  and  delay. 

The  same  arguments  hold  true  to  a  much  greater 
extent  with  reference  to  the  numbered  stations,  as  the 
facilities  of  these  stations  are  meager,  and  the  collec- 
tions miade  therefrom  not  as  frequent  as  from  the  regu- 
lar stations.  As  far  as  possible,  therefore,  postal  busi- 
ness should  be  diverted  from  these  stations  during  the 
rush  period. 

Early  Mailing. 

Mail  packages  both  early  in  the  day  and  early  in  the 
season.  Merchants  should  impress  upon  the  public  in 
every  way  possible  the  desirability  of  early  mailing, 
and  patrons  should  be  informed  that  packages  may  be 
endorsed  "Please  do  not  open  until  Christmas."  The 
timeliness  of  a  gift  depends  upon  its  being  received  on 
or  before  Christmas  Day.  Early  mailing  will  insure 
this,  whereas  the  practice  of  mailing  packages  late  in 


the  hope  that  they  will  reach  their  destination  on 
Christmas  Day  is  likely  to  defeat  its  own  object 
through  unavoidable  delay  due  to  the  consequent  con- 
gestion of  the  mail. 

Keeping  Mail  Faced  and  Tied. 

If  large  mailings  of  letters  or  circulars  be  kept  faced 
and  tied  in  bundles  or  repacked  in  their  envelope  boxes, 
and  mailed  in  this  condition  at  a  station,  such  mailings 
will  avoid  all  congestion  at  the  facing  tables  and  will 
facilitate  expeditious  handling. 

Purchase  of  Stamps,  Etc. 
During  the  holiday  rush  casual  patrons  will  cause 
great  congestion  at  the  windows,  and  merchants  will 
find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  purchase  their  sup- 
ply of  stamps,  etc.,  before  the  rush  begins. 

Preparation  of  C.  O.  D.  and  Insurance  Tags. 
Upon  application  at  the  Main  Office,  Seventh  and 
Mission  Streets,  merchants  will  be  furnished  with  a 
supply  of  c.  o.  d.  and  insured  tags  for  parcel  post  mail, 
and  given  full  instructions,  if  necessary,  in  their  prep- 
aration. In  this  way  tags  may  be  prepared  before 
packages  are  brought  to  the  office,  and  much  time  saved 
and  congestion  avoided. 

Use  of  Pre-cancelled  Postage  Stamps. 

Merchants  who  mail  an  average  of  twenty  packages 
a  day  or  over,  or  who  will  during  the  holiday  rush,  are 
urged  to  adopt  the  use  of  pre-canceled  stamps.  These 
stamps  may  be  purchased  at  the  larger  stations  and 
the  Main  Office,  and  used  on  second,  third,  and  fourth 
class  mail  deposited  thereat.  Their  use  will  expedite 
the  handling  of  the  mail  greatly,  as  packages  bearing 
them  escape  handlings  in  the  office  that  mail  bearing 
other  stamps  must  undergo.  In  this  way  such  mail 
frequently  catches  an  earlier  dispatch.  In  the  case  of 
fragile  mail,  also,  there  is  less  danger  of  breakage,  on 
account  of  the  smaller  number  of  handlings.  Mer- 
chants interested  in  this  subject  are  requested  to  com- 
municate with  the  postmaster,  who  will  furnish  forms 
for  application  for  the  privilege  of  using  pre-canceled 
stamps. 

Use  of  "Firm  Registration  Books." 

The  Post  Office  Department  has  sanctioned  the  use 
of  the  Firm  Registration  Book,  for  the  receipt  and  re- 
cording of  insured  and  c.  o.  d.  parcel  post  packages. 
The  book  system  comprises  practically  a  bulk  receipt 
for  each  mailing,  instead  of  individual  receipts  for  each 
package,  and  is  much  quicker  and  easier.  Merchants 
mailing  an  average  of  fifteen  insured  or  c.  o.  d.  pack- 
ages a  day  can  use  this  system  to  very  good  advantage. 
Upon  request,  the  postmaster  will  gladly  have  someone 
explain  this  matter  fully  by  personal  interview  with 
any  merchant  interested.

"On  all  telegraph  and  telephone  messages  on  which 
the  charge  for  transmission  is  fifteen  cents  or  more, 
there  shall  be  a  tax  of  one  cent  in  addition  to  the 
regular  charge  for  the  messag'e  or  conversation,  to  be 
paid  by  the  person  paying  for  the  message  or  con- 
versation, said  tax  to  be  collected  by  the  telegraph  or 
telephone  company. 

"The  attention  of  shippers  is  also  invited  to  a  pro- 
vision in  the  law  for  tax  on  indemnity  bonds,  reading 
as  follows :  'For  indemnifying  any  person  or  persons, 
firm,  or  corporation  who  shall  have  become  bound  or

engaged  as  surety  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  of 
money,  or  for  the  due  execution  or  performance  of  the 
duties  of  any  office  or  position,  and  to  account  for 
money  received  by  virtue  thereof,  and  all  other  bonds 
of  any  description  except  such  as  may  be  required 
in  legal  proceedings,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this 
schedule,  fifty  cents.' 

"These  taxes  become  eiifective  December  1,  1914. 
All  unused  stamps  at  expiration  date  shall  be  redeemed 
from  the  holder  under  rules  to  be  provided  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury. 
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MARINE  NEWS. 

Three  sailing-  sliips  owned  by  Eschen  &  Miner  of 
San  I<"rancisco,  namely,  Dunsyre  Poltalloch  and  British 
Yeoman,  have  taken  out  American  registers.  They  are 
ahont  2.000  net  tons  each. 


The  Grace  Line  steamer  Cacique,  which  has  visited 
this  port  on  many  occasions,  has  changed  flag  from 
British  to  American  and  will  be  added  to  their  perma- 
nent Pacific  fleet. 

\\'ith  the  launching  December  Sth  of  the  Steamer 
J.  .A.  Mofl^ett  from  the  ways  of  the  Union  Iron  Works, 
was  brought  to  conclusion,  the  third  event  of  like  im- 
portance since  February,  this  year.  All  of  the  trio 
are  oil  tankers  capable  of  carrying  65,000  barrels  of  oil 
cargo.  The  first  was  the  .Steamer  Frank  H.  Buck, 
launched  in  February  for  the  Associated  Oil  Company. 
Next  was  the  Lyman  Stewart,  launched  in  October  for 
the  L'uion  C)il  Company  and  the  first-named  vessel  for 
the  Standard  Oil  Company,  all  of  San  Francisco. 


l^p  to  November  18th.  a  total  of  eighty-seven  vessels, 
with  aggregate  tonnage  of  308,392  tons,  have  been 
added  to  American  register,  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  of  August  18th.  Several  vessels  in  addition  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  change  to 
American  register. 


Comparative  tonnage  figures  for  this  and  previous 
year  on  December  4th  of  vessels  on  the  way  to  San 
Francisco,  show  for  1914  total  of  2.^3.138;  last  year, 
209,814  net  tons. 


INLAND  WATERWAY   CONFERENCE  AT 
MEMPHIS. 

On  November  19-20  a  ci inference  of  all  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley  commercial  organizations  was  held  at 
Memphis  to  consider  ways  and  means  for  utilizing 
the  Mississippi  River  and  its  tributaries  for  traffic  on 
a  large  scale.

NEW  PARCEL  POST  MATTER. 

Postmaster  Fay  advises  that  the  postal  law's  and 
regulations  have  been  changed  so  that  nuts,  fruits  and 
candies,  put  up  by  the  producer,  manufacturer,  or 
dealer,  as  proprietary  articles  of  merchandise  in  sealed 
packages,  labeled  so  as  to  show  the  nature  of  the  con- 
tents, quality,  name  of  producer,  manufacturer,  or 
dealer,  are  mailable  as  parcel  post  matter. 

Heretofore  when  these  packages  were  received  sealed 
they  were  chargeable  at  the  first  class  rate  of  postage. 

This  new  ruling  means  much  to  the  producer  of 
fruits  and  nuts  and  the  manufacturers  of  candies  in  this 
State.  ;

done  the  lumber  and  shipping  interests  of  the  Pacific 
Coast.

WHAT  THE  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  IS  DOING 
FOR  FACTORIES 

By  B.  S.  Hubbard,  Manufacturer  and  Local  Industries  Committee. 


There  seems  to  be  an  impression  prevalent  among 
,the  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  who  are 
not  in  close  touch  with  its  activities,  that  little  if  any- 
thing is  being  accomplished  for  the  manufacturing- 
industry  of  San  Francisco.  I  have  been  asked  to  tell 
you  briefly  of  the  work  which  is  being  done,  with  the 
hope  that  it  will  meet  with  your  approval  and  receive 
your  enthusiastic  support. 

For  over  a  year  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been 
diligently  at  work  paving  the  way  for  a  thorough  ,afnd 
complete  industrial  survey  of  the  city.  The  necessity 
for  having  certain  statistics  at  hand  for  ready  refer- 
ence was  occasioned  through  inquiries  which  are  be- 
ing constantly  received  relative  to  the  establishment 
of  factories.  These  inquiries  come  from  all  parts  of 
the  United  States  and  relate  to  every  conceivable  busi- 
ness. Every  letter  which  is  received  is  given  atten- 
tion by  the  Information  and  Statistical  Department, 
and  full  data  is  furnished  relative  to  the  factory  sites, 
raw  materials,  cost  of  light,  water,  heat,  power,  fuel, 
labor,  transportation  rates  selling  markets  city  ordi- 
nances, state  laws  competitions  etc.  In  this  work  the 
Industrial  Departments  of  the  large  electric  light  and 
power  companies  have  been  a  great  help  in  so  far  as 
giving  us  data  concerning  power,  heat  and  light. 

One  of  the  most  prominent  banks  has  worked  up 
a  system  whereby  the  capitalist,  investor  and  manu- 
facturer, who  comes  to  San  Francisco  is  assisted  with 
facts  and  data.  Needless  to  say,  it  has  taken  several 
years  and  quite  a  sum  of  money  to  perfect  this  work. 
The  Chamber  co-operates  with  this  bank  and  through 
that  channel  receives  a  great  deal  of  valuable  informa- 
tion. As  an  example  of  the  efficiency  of  this  system, 
Mr.  Henry  Jones  of  H.  Jones  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Hobart, 
Tasmania,  recently  visited  the  city  with  a  view  of  es- 
tablishing a  branch  of  his  famous  jam  factories.  News 
of  his  intention  was  received  before  he  even  left  Tas- 
mania, and  upon  his  arrival  he  was  interviewed  and 
furnished  with  all  the  information  which  he  required. 
He  now  has  the  matter  under  consideration. 

This  work  assumed  such  proportions  that  in  Janu- 
ary of  this  year,  the  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce appointed  what  is  known  as  the  Manufactures 
and  Local  Industries  Committee,  and  Mr.  Constant 
Meese,  of  Meese  &  Gottfried,  as  Chairman.  This  com- 
mittee is  composed  entirely  of  manufacturers.  At  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Committee  it  was  unanimously 
decided  that  while  the  usual  work  of  interesting  new 
factories  would  be  carried  on,  as  in  the  past,  the  first 
work  to  be  undertaken  would  be  a  comprehensive  sur- 
vey of  conditions  existing  in  the  factories  already  lo- 
cated here. 

With  this  end  in  view,  an  alphabetical  card  index 
has  been  prepared,  giving  a  list  of  all  the  factories  in 
San  Francisco,  with  their  ratings,  etc.  This  work  is 
now  being  completed  for  the  Bay  or  Metropolitan 
Region.  About  3,000  letters  have  been  sent  to  lead- 
ing manufacturers  with  inquiry  blanks,  asking  for  spe- 
cific data  on  manufacturing  conditions.  This  record 
when  tabulated  will  give  the  first  accurate  data  which 
has  been  compiled,  as  to  conditions  prevailing  in  the 
manufacturing  industry  in  and  around  San  Francisco. 


It  was  found  that  if  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  were 
to  aid  the  industries,  it  would  first  be  necessary  to 
have  a  comprehensive  idea  as  to  the  conditions  which 
actually  existed,  hence,  blanks  were  sent  out  ask- 
ing for  certain  information. 

First — Do  you  consider  San  Francisco  a  good  field 
for  your  line  of  business? 

Sixty-seven  and  one-half  per  cent  answered  "Yes," 
eight  per  cent  "No,"  balance  either  a  qualified  answer 
or  none  at  all. 

Second — In  your  opinion  what  conditions  in  San 
Francisco  are  most  unfavorable  to  your  business? 

Twenty-two  per  cent  gave  labor  as  the  sole  reason, 
9.8  per  cent  gave  labor  as  the  partial  reason,  or  a 
total  of  32  per  cent  giving  labor  as  the  unfavorable 
cause ;  5  per  cent  have  no  complaint  to  make,  6  per 
cent  gave  cut-throat  competition  of  local  dealers,  6 
per  cent  miscellaneous  trade  reasons,  4  per  cent  lack 
of  patronage  of  home  industry,  10  per  cent  Eastern 
competition,  1  per  cent  legislational,  13  per  cent  mis- 
cellaneous reasons,  and  14  per  cent  did  not  answer  at 
all. 

We  often  hear  it  said  by  our  friends,  especially  those 
living  in  neighboring  cities,  that  a  large  per  cent  of 
the  manufacturing  plants  in  San  Francisco  were  look- 
ing for  other  locations,  hence,  it  was  deemed  all  im- 
portant that  we  should  get  specific  information  on  this 
point.     Accordingly,  this  question  was  asked : 

"Are  you  looking  for  a  new  location?" 

Only  1.4  per  cent  of  the  replies  received  indicated 
that  they  wanted  to  leave  San  Francisco,  while  98.6 
per  cent  answered  that  they  were  satisfied. 

"What  system  of  cost  finding  have  you  installed?" 

The  reason  for  this  question  is  that  a  great  many 
failures  are  attributed  to  the  lack  of  a  cost  finding 
system  in  a  plant,  with  the  result  that  the  manufactur- 
ers do  not  know  their  costs,  and  are  selling  their  prod- 
ucts too  low.  By  getting  data  on  this  point,  it  will 
enable  the  committee  to  make  some  suggestions  for 
remedying  thi?  condition  later  on. 

That  these  records,  which  are  being  compiled  are 
recognized  and  considered  accurate  and  valuable,  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  when  the  representative  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  testified  before  the  United 
States  Commission  on  Industrial  Relations,  the  re- 
sult of  the  Chamber's  survey  was  asked  for,  in  order 
to  make  their  report  on  conditions  existing  in  San 
Francisco. 

One  of  the  greatest  tributes  paid  to  the  Chamber 
and  its  work  is  by  the  Honorable  Wm.  J.  Harris, 
Director  of  the  United  States  Census  Bureau,  who  has 
realized  the  value  of  this  list  of  factories  and  has  asked 
for  a  copy  of  same,  which  has  been  furnished  him, 
and  which  has  been  acknowledged  as  follows : 

"We  are  in  receipt  of  a  list  of  Manufacturers  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  transmitted  in  your  favor  of 
the  24th  instant.  This  list  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  us  in 
the  perfecting  of  a  list  that  will  be  used  in  making  a  canvass 
of  the  next  census  of  manufacturers,  which  will  cover  the 
year  1914.  It  is  necessary  for  us  to  employ  a  large  field 
force  in  collecting  the  statistics.  A  number  of  agents  will 
be   employed   on   this   work   in   San   Francisco,   during   next 
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spring,  and  the  clerk  in  charge  will  be  instructed  to  confer 
with  you  in  regard  to  the  list.  It  is  probable  that  he  can  be 
of  some  assistance  to  you  in  perfecting  your  list  of  manu- 
facturers, and  I  have  no  doubt  that  he  can  obtain  a  great  deal 
of  information  from  you  that  will  be  of  assistance  to  him." 

Following  this  letter,  Director  Harris  requested 
that  the  Chamber  adopt  a  resolution,  recommending 
that  manufacturers  fill  out  blanks  promptly,  so  as  to 
aid  in  the  work  of  the  Census.  The  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  on  November  17th, 
adopted  such  a  resolution,  which  is  to  be  sent  to  the 
members :

Bureau  of  Census,  Washington. 

December  2,  1914. 
Dear  Sir:— 

I  have  your  letter  of  November  19th,  and  am  very  much 
pleased  with  the  resolutions  which  were  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  that  these  resolutions  will  be  of  great 
assistance  to  us  in  taking  the  next  Federal  census  of  your 
manufacturers. 

The  blank  schedules  upon  which  to  make  the  reports  will 
be  mailed  to  the  manufacturers  within  the  next  week  or  ten 
days,  with  the  request  that  they  be  prepared  and  returned  by 
January  15th.  I  take  the  liberty  of  enclosing  a  copy  of  the 
letter  transmitted  which  will  be  used  in  mailing  the  schedule. 

It  is  possible,  however,  that  we  do  not  have  a  record  of  all 
the  manufacturers  in  your  city,  and  it  may  be  that  some  of 
them  will  require  additional  blanks.  It  occurs  to  me,  there- 
fore, that  it  would  be  of  some  advantage  to  have  an  office 
in  San  Francisco  where  manufacturers  could  apply  for  addi- 
tional copies  of  the  census  schedule.  Would  it  be  con- 
venient for  you  to  receive  a  small  supply  of  blank  schedules 
and  return  penalty  envelopes,  and  to  give  publicity  through 
the  local  papers  to  the  fact  that  these  blanks  are  on  file  in 
your  ofHce  and  that  you  hope  the  manufacturers  will  have 
sufficient  interest  in  the  matter  to  apply  for  additional  blanks? 
I  believe  that  in  appealing  in  this  way  to  the  manufacturers 
we  may  be  able  to  interest  them  so  that  the  reports  will  be 
made  promptly,  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  will  be  able 
to  compile  and  publish  the  statistics  at  an  earlier  date  than 
they  were  published  at  preceding  censuses.

In  (Jctober,  November  and  Decendjer  forty-six  fac- 
tories, Pacific  Coast  head(|uarters  and  branch  offices 
were  established  in  San  b'rancisco  coming  from  the 
East,  Los  Angeles,  Seattle  and  a  few  new  local  enter- 
prises. In  mentioning  these  concerns  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  even  a  Pacific  Coast  office  often  results 
in  the  establishment  of  a  factory  later  on,  though  it  may 
take  several  years  in  the  process.  While  these  are  not 
actual  factories  established,  they  are  all  directly  con- 
nected with  the  securing  of  industrial  establishments 
in  the  metropolis  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Among  the  Pacific  Coast  headquarters  or  branches 
that  have  been  moved  from  Los  Angeles  are  the 
Fleishman  Company,  who  have  an  AAA-1  rating  and 
the  Berb  M.  Morris  Company,  a  commercial  station- 
ery house. 

Among  the  new  factories  coming  to  San  Francisco 
may  be  mentioned  the  Ainerican  Chicle  Company, 
which  will  move  its  Pacific  Coast  factory  on  Janu- 
ary 1st  from  Portland,  Clregon,  A  representative  of 
the  Wrigley  Company,  manufacturers  of  Wrigley's 
Spearmint  Chewing  Gum,  has  been  here  recently  look- 
mg  over  the  field.  The  Bcllingham  Bav  Brewery  of 
Bellingham,  ^^'ashington.  expects  to  locate  here  next 


year,  as  does  the  Pacific  I'.rewing  and  Maltintc  Com- 
pany of  Tacoma.  The  Seattle  lirewing  and  .Malting 
Company  has  a  site  selected,  and  plans  drawn,  and 
early  next  year  will  move  one  unit  of  their  three  unit 
plant  in  Seattle  to  this  city,  and  another  unit  to  Van- 
couver, B.  C.  A  representative  of  one  of  the  largest 
cheese  manufacturers  in  the  world  is  securing  data 
relative  to  the  establishment  of  a  plant  in  California. 
I'roni  Seattle,  Reid  Brothers,  hospital  supplies,  North- 
west Rice  Milling  Company.  The  Pacific  Coast  Wire 
Products  Company,  the  Municipal  Engineering  and 
Contracting  Company  of  Chicago,  with  an  AAA-1 
rating;  the  Army  and  Navy  Co-operative  Company  of 
New  York,  official  manufacturers  of  military  uniforms, 
the  Ainerican  Asbestos  Manufacturing  Company  (and 
right  here  we  might  add  that  three  asbestos  factories 
are  now  being  built  here  and  that  the  asbestos  found 
in  California  is  as  good  as  that  produced  anywhere), 
the  Natoma  Milling  Company,  the  Wallace-Ade  Car- 
rier Company,  the  Paper  Products  Company  of  Carth- 
age, N.  Y.,  having  established  a  factory  at  Emery- 
ville ;  the  People's  Bread  Company,  an  off-shoot  of  the 
Schultze  Baking  Company  of  Chicago  with  an  AAA-1 
rating;  the  Shell  Company,  whose  main  office  is  in 
San  Francisco  and  refinery  will  be  near  Martinez; 
the  Real  Packing  Company,  started  by  J.  J.  Workman, 
a  brother  of  C.  II.  Workman  of  the  Workman  Pack- 
ing Company  of  this  cit}' ;  the  bjint  X'alve  Manufac- 
turing Company,  with  offices  here  and  factory  in 
Richmond  ;  the  Davis  Frey  Company,  manufacturers 
of  Hercules  tires,  with  a  plant  in  Emeryville ;  the 
National  Burned  Clay  Concrete  Co.  of  Kansas  City  is 
here  looking  for  a  site.  The  California  Sea  Products 
Company  was  recently  incorporated  for  a  million  dol- 
lars, composed  of  Norwegians  who  are  coming  here; 
the  Sonora  Phonograph  Co.  of  New  York  may  manu- 
facture here,  having  established  a  Pacific  Coast  office; 
B.  Reiss  &  Sons,  smokers'  sundries  with  an  AAA-1 
rating,  wrote  for  information  regarding  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Pacific  Coast  office  here,  as  has  Hirsch 
&  Sons  of  St.  Louis,  who  also  have  an  AAA-1  rating. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  San  Francisco,  was 
instrumental  this  year  in  securing  factories  in  Oak- 
land, Berkeley  and  Richmond,  as  we  believe  that  even 
though  factories  are  not  actually  located  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, that  if  they  can  be  induced  to  locate  in  the  bay 
district  it  will  be  a  direct  benefit  to  this  city. 

The  United  States  Census  returns  of  1909  gave  San 
l-Vancisco  a  total  of  1,796  manufacturing  plants.  This 
fact  has  been  commented  on  in  many  quarters  adverse- 
ly, as  it  shows  a  heavy  percentage  of  decrease  over 
the  report  of  1904,  which  then  gave  the  total  number 
of  plants  as  2,251. 

While  the  work  of  the  Chamber  in  listing  the  manu- 
facturing plants  is  still  incomplete,  we  have  2.37i 
plants  listed,  which  is  an  increae-e  of  30  per  cent  over 
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the  United  States  Census  report  of  19.09.  We  do  not, 
however,  claim  that  this  is  an  actual  increase  over 
the  plants  in  existence  at  that  time,  as  we  believe  that 
the  census,  as  then  taken,  was  incomplete,  and  that  our 
city  has  suffered  accordingly. 

We  believe  that  if  no  other  benefits  are  to  accrue 
from  this  work,  that  we  will  have  accomplished  valu- 
able results  for  the  manufacturing  industry  of  our  city, 
by  enabling  the  Director  of  the  Census,  through  his 
agents,  to  secure  data  which  will  give  us  the  right 
standing. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  urge  upon  each  and  every  one 
of  you  who  are  interested  in  the  manufacturing  lousi- 
ness, to  see  that  these  census  blanks,  when  received 
are  not  thrown  in  the  waste  basket,  but  are  properly 
filled  out  and  returned  to  the  Census  Bureau.

\\  hen  a  customer  registers  a  complaint,  if  he  is  not 
deliberately  trying  to  "rub  it  in,"  which  seldom  oc- 
curs, we  make  good  instantly,  and  as  gracefully  as 
we  know  how.     No  advertising  pays  better. 

Referring  to  advertising,  I  think  our  best  wholesale 
medium  is  through  our  seven  traveling  representatives. 
\\'e  do  not  hesitate  to  make  a  new  Territory,  even 
though  the  first  or  second  trips  prove  a  loss — we 
eventually  win. 

Referring  to  the  advertising  end  of  our  retail  busi- 
ness, I  consider  the  location  and  the  fitting  up  of  the 
store  and  windows  of  the  greatest  importance;  then 
the  salesmen  and  the  service ;  then  a  reasonable  amount 
of  space  in  the  dailies ;  then  a  well  gotten-up  illus- 
trated catalogue,  backed  with  good  correspondence, 
for  general  publicity,  street  cars,  bill  boards,  etc.

6.  The  ability  to  select  good  salesmen  and  lieuten- 
ants. 

7.  Trade-mark   everything  that   is  right. 

8.  Advertise   carefully  in   clean,   believable   manner, 
within  your  means. 

9.  Don't  worry. 
10.  Smile — look    successful;    nothing    succeeds    like 

success. 
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AIMS  AND  PURPOSES  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  INDUSTRIAL  BUREAU 
By  W.  T.  Selleck,  Manager 


The  city  of  San  Francisco  is  unique  in  many  ways. 
Its  geographical  position,  its  history  and  its  make-up, 
as  well  as  its  civic  characteristics  partake  in  no  par- 
ticular of  the  commonplace.  Industrially  it  has  all 
the  potential  factors  of  a  commanding  position,  cer- 
tainly among  the  cities  of  the  West,  and  it  is  the  ideal 
of  all  her  best  citizens  that  this  commanding  position 
be  maintained. 

Sometimes  we  are  prone  to  indulge  in  self  deprecia- 
tion and  impatience  in  connection  with  some  of  the 
problems  that  we  have  to  work  out  and  sometimes  we 
place  the  blame  where  it  least  belongs. 

At  home  and  abroad  the  impression  is  general  that 
our  industrial  conditions  are  not  good  and  could  be 
greatly  bettered.  There  is  strong  conflict  between 
labor  and  capital  and  many  of  our  best  men  feel  that 
we  are  not  asking  the  most  of  our  situation.  Some 
of  us  rush  to  conclusions  not  warranted  by  facts. 
Others  of  us  do  not  have  enough  general  and  inti- 
mate information  on  specific  points  to  warrant  the 
forming  of  a  conclusion. 

It  is  to  answer  some  of  these  questions  that  the 
San  Francisco  Industrial  Bureau  has  undertaken  its 
work.  We  are  showing  by  the  collection  of  compara- 
tive figures  just  how  much  our  labor  is  costing  us  and 
whether  it  is  costing  us  too  much.  Tables  of  wage 
scales  in  given  industries  are  being  prepared  and  com- 
pared with  other  western  cities  and  ten  average  east- 
ern cities. 


Housing  conditions  for  our  laboring  classes  are  be- 
ing investigated,  cost  of  raw  material,  climatic  con-  C 
dilions,  fuel,  costs  of  manufacture  in  San  Francisco 
are  being  carefully  compared  with  the  costs  of  manu- 
facture of  the  same  articles  under  as  nearly  parallel 
conditions  as  possible  in  other  cities  and  sections — 
these  are  some  of  the  things  being  analyzed. 

Is  union  labor  really  holding  back  the  growth  of 
San  Francisco?  Is  it  a  tyrannical  power  or  is  it  a 
natural  organization  of  working  men  and  women  un- 
der competent  leadership  combined  to  work  for  their 
own  betterment?  Have  we  a  union  labor  oligarchy 
which  has  driven  many  industries  from  our  city  and 
is  keeping  many  others  from  coming? 

Are  the  practices  of  labor  unions  in  this  city  dif- 
ferent from  those  in  other  cities? 

To  get  real  light  on  these  and  kindred  questions 
and  to  approach  the  subject  with  an  open  mind  is  the 
work  of  the  San  Francisco  Industrial  Bureau. 

When  these  facts  are  assembled  they  can  be  viewed 
impartially  and  we  should  be  able  to  formulate  such 
plans  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  correction  of  such 
abuses  as  may  be  found  to  exist. 

Through  all  this  work  the  plan  is  not  to  surround 
the  subject  with  an  air  of  mystery  or  the  unusual,  but 
to  bring  to  bear  plain  common  sense  methods  that  we 
may  simply  and  naturally  understand  our  position. 


AN    INDUSTRIAL    SPUR    TRACK    AREA    FOR 

SAN     FRANCISCO.

In  order  to  promote  and  define  the  jobbing  and 
manufacturing  areas  of  the  city,  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  in  co-operation  with  other  organizations, 
prepared  a  map  showing  the  boundaries  of  the  spur 
track  district  of  the  city.  It  is  hoped  that  by  defin- 
ing tliese  districts  that  it  will  be  of  material  assis- 
tance to  the  industries  desiring  to  locate  here.  The 
Supervisors  have  adopted  a  liberal  policy  in  the  mat- 
ter of  granting  spur  track  permits,  and  it  is  our  hope 
that  they  will  officially  define  the  limits  as  proposed 
by  us. 

.At  the  next  luncheon  meeting,  to  be  held  on  the 
ISth.  we  will  exhibit  the  map  and  give  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  importance  and  uses  of  spur  tracks  to  the 
commercial  development  of  a  large  manufacturing  and 
jobbing  city.

On  the  next  page  is  a  list  of  charities  so  far  endorsed 
by  the  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

These  charities  have  been  individually  notified  of 
endorsement  conditional  on  signing  an  agreement  to 
compl}'  with  the  rules  and  requirements  of  the  com- 
mittee, according-  to  the  practice  of  nearly  all  charity 
endorsement  committees  at  the  present  time. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  these  agreements  have  not 
yet  been  returned,  but  it  is  thought  best  to  publish  the 
following  list  without  further  delay  for  the  information 
of  our  mercantile  constituents  and  the  community  in 
general.

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Official  Vote  on  ttie  Amendments 


Shows  How  Closely  Voters  Followed  the  Recommendations 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 


The  complete  official  vote  on  the  forty-eight  legisla- 
tive, initiative  and  referendimi  measures  on  the  ballot 
at  the  November  election  shows  how  closely  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  were  fol- 
lowed, even  to  voting  "No"  when  in  doubt.  The  total 
vote  cast  for  Governor  was  961,868  out  of  * 'total 
State  registration  of  1,219,345:  why  it  is  that  about 
one-fifth,  21. .S  per  cent  to  be  exact,  of  the  registered 
voters  failed  to  vote,  even  for  Governor,  is  a  question 
for  the  students  of  the  science  of  government. 

The  highest  vote  on  any  amendment  was  that  on 
prohibition,  880,317,  or  91.5  per  cent  of  those  voting 
for  Governor ;  the  eight-hour  measure  was  next,  with 
843,573,  or  87.7  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  cast.  The 
vote  on  all  other  amendments  ranged  between  800,0CX3 
and  500,000,  approximately,  a  phenomenal  showing  in 
the  light  of  experience  and  considering  the  length  of 
the  ballot. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
were  printed  by  the  50,000  lot  and  distributed  widely. 


requests  for  the  recommendations  coming  by  mail  and 
wire  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  from  Southern  Cali- 
fornia to  the  mountains  of  Siskiyou,  and  in  general  the 
recommendations  were  followed.  The  only  notable 
exceptions  of  vital  importance  were  those  of  the  blue- 
sky  law,  the  water  commission,  the  minimum  wage, 
and  valuation  of  public  utilities  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, which  were  among  others  opposed  by  the 
Chamber.  The  blue-sky  law  carried  by  a  majority  of 
55,721,  It  was  defeated  in  the  north,  but  Southern 
California  gave  it  a  majority  of  72,030.  The  water 
commission  act  received  a  majority  of  only  8,133; 
Southern  California's  majority  for  the  act  was  38,964, 
The  valuation  of  public  utilities  received  a  majority  of 
47,457;  Southern  California  gave  it  a  majority  of 
48,180;  the  minimum-wage  law  was  carried  by  84,202, 
of  which  Southern  California  contributed  74,132.
